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Article  21.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  side  walk  of  gravel 
or  other  suitable  material  on  the  westerly  side  of  Mansfield 
Ave.  from  West  Main  Street  to  Pitt  Clarke  Road,  and  that 
the  Selectmen  be  directed  to  construct  said  side  walk  in 
connection  with  the  State  Authorities.

4.  I"x3"  wood  bridging  or  an  equal  steel  bridging  and 
not  more  than  8'-0  apart  must  be  used. 

5.  Exterior  walls  of  2"x4"  and  not  greater  than  16"  cc. 

6.  Interior  partitions  of  not  less  than  2"x3'"s  16"  cc. 

7.  Ceiling  joists  of  2"x6"  but  not  more  than  a  14'-0  span, 
otherwise  a  2"x8"  must  be  used. 

8.  Rafters  must  be  2"x6"xl6"  cc  or  in  case  where  trussed 
roofs  are  called  for,  a  minimum  of  2"x4"  16"  cc. 

9.  Bearing  partitions  should  be  2"x4". 

10.  Plumbing  and  heating  should  be  installed  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  will  at  no  time  be  injurious  to  the  health  of 
the  occupants. 

11.  Any  other  construction  must  conform  to  the  mini- 
mum Massachusetts  State  Building  Code. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  permit  the  Planning  Board  to  elect 
any  of  their  number  or  any  citizen  of  the  town  to  act  as 
building  and  cesspool  inspector  and  to  issue  such  permits; 
the  cost  of  said  inspector  to  be  born  entirely  from  permit  fees. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  as  the  Town's  share  in  the  expense  of  maintaining 
a  Bristol  County  Planning  Commission,  and  to  be  a  voting 
member  of  the  Bristol  County  Planning  Commission. 

Article  33.  Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law:  All  buildings  on  or  near  the  line  of  public  or  private 
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ways  within  the  Town  shall  be  numbered  by  the  Planning 
Board: — said  numbers  to  be  not  less  than  two  inches  in  height 
to  be  placed  upon  the  building  or  appurtenances  thereto  by 
the  owner  or  occupant  thereof  and  to  be  so  placed  as  to  be 
visible  from  the  street  or  way. 

Failure  to  affix  said  numbers  as  required  within  the  60 
days,  after  receipt  of  written  notice  thereof  from  the  Planning 
Board,  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  by-law,  subject  to 
a  penalty  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars.

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  grant  an  easement  to  Churchill  K.  Stiff  in  the 
usual  form  to  carry  water  from  Canoe  River  to  his  property 
abutting  land  of  the  Town  of  Norton  now  used  for  water 
supply. 

Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  prepare 
regulations  consistant  with  law  to  control  the  activity  of  per- 
sons and  vessels  on  Norton  Reservoir  and  Winnecunnet  Lake.

Article  40.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$330.00  for  Civilian  Defense.

1.  No  person,  while  on  any  inland  waters  within  the 
Town  of  Norton  or  on  the  shores  thereof,  shall  annoy,  or 
cause  annoyance  to  another  person,  or  utter  any  profane, 
threatening,  or  abusive  or  indecent  language  or  loud  outcries, 
or  do  any  obscene  or  indecent  act.

3.  All  power  boats  operated  on  any  inland  waters  within 
the  Town  of  Norton  shall  be  registered  with  the  Police  De- 
partment, and  shall  bear  a  number  on  both  sides  of  not  less 
than  four  inches  in  height  and  %  inch  in  thickness,  assigned 
by  such  department,  in  a  form  clearly  visible  from  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  100  yards. 

4.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland 
waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton  at  a  speed  to  exceed  10 
MPH  after  7:00  P.M.  or  one  half  hour  after  sunset,  whichever 
is  earlier,  or  before  9:00  A.M. 
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5.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  at  a  speed  in  excess 
of  5  MPH  within  100  yards  of  a  bathing  beach. 

6.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland 
waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton  within  75  yards  of  any 
shore  line  at  speeds  in  excess  of  10  MPH. 

7.  All  boats  operated  after  Vz  hour  after  sunset  and  be- 
fore Vz  hour  before  sunrise  must  be  equipped  with  a  light 
for  emergency  use. 

8.  A  power  boat  is  denned,  for  the  purposes  of  these 
regulations,  as  any  boat  powered  by  an  internal  combustion 
engine  permanently  or  temporarily  afixed  to  said  boat. 

9.  Power  boats  must  at  all  times  be  operated  at  a  reasonable 
and  proper  speed  and  manner,  having  regard  for  the  safety 
of  the  public. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  above  rules  shall,  for 
each  offense,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars.  ($20.00) 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  Regulating  the  construction  of  buildings  and  the  use 
of  lands  as  follows: 

Section  B.  Regulations 

1.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected 
on  a  lot  having  an  area  less  than  18,000  square  feet,  a  con- 
tinuous frontage  of  less  than  120  feet,  or  a  depth  of  less  than 
150  feet,  provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply  in 
the  case  of  any  lot  having  an  area  or  a  frontage  or  a  depth 
of  lesser  amount  than  required  by  the  foregoing  that  was 
shown  on  a  plan  or  described  in  a  deed  duly  recorded  or 
registered  on  May  1,  1956,  and  did  not  on  that  date  adjoin 
other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection 
with  such  lot. 

4.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  No  part  of  any  dwelling, 
other  than  steps,  shall  be  erected  within  25  feet  of  side  or 
rear  property  lines,  or  within  40  feet  of  any  property  line 
bordering  on  any  street,  provided  that  in  the  case  of  any  lot 
with  a  width  of  less  than  120  feet  that  complies  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  1  of  this  section,  the  setback  prescribed 
above  shall  be  reduced  on  each  side  by  3  inches  for  each  foot 
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by  which  the  width  of  such  lot  is  less  than  120  feet,  subject 
to  a  maximum  reduction  of  13  feet.  Furthermore,  provided 
that  in  the  case  of  any  such  lot  as  described  above  in  this  sub- 
section with  a  depth  of  less  than  115  feet,  the  setback  as 
prescribed  above  from  the  property  line  bordering  any  street, 
shall  be  reduced  by  one  foot  for  each  foot  by  which  the  depth 
of  such  a  lot  is  less  than  115  feet,  subject  to  a  maximum  re- 
duction of  15  feet. 

At  the  descretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  minimum 
setback,  as  prescribed  above,  from  the  property  line  bordering 
on  any  street  may  be  reduced  to  a  setback  of  not  less  than 
20  feet  in  order  to  have  the  dwelling  conform  aesthetically  to 
other  nearby  dwellings. 

Add  the  following  subsection: 

6.  After  May  1,  1956,  no  lot  containing  buildings  shall 
be  reduced  in  size  or  subdivided  if,  after  such  act,  any  result- 
ing lot  with  buildings  thereon  would  not  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  by-law  as  to  lot  size  and  location  of 
buildings.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  construction  of  any 
building  or  any  lot  created  by  division  of  a  lot  containing 
buildings  in  a  manner  prohibited  above. 

It  is  provided  that  if  a  lot  containing  two  or  more  dwell- 
ings on  or  before  May  1,  1956,  cannot  be  divided  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  By-Law,  it  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Planning  Board,  be  divided  in  a  manner  comply- 
ing as  closely  as  possible  with  this  By-Law. 

It  is  further  provided  that  this  subdivision  shall  not  apply 
when  a  portion  of  a  lot  is  taken  or  conveyed  for  a  public 
purpose. 

Section  E.    Board  of  Appeals 

1.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  There  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Appeals  of  three  members  and  two  associate  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws  which  shall  act  on  all  matters  within  its  juris- 
diction under  this  By-Law  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Chapter  40 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  act  as  an  Appeals  Board  for  Planning  and  Zon- 
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ing  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  Section 
4A  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at  each  of 
the  public  meeting  houses  and  at  least  three  other  public 
places  in  said  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of 
holding  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  TO  THE  SPEC- 
IAL TOWN  MEETING  OF  MAY  17,  1956,  ON  THE  PRO- 
POSED AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  BY-LAWS  REGULAT- 
ING THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDING  AND  THE 
USE  OF  LANDS. 

At  the  public  hearing  on  these  amendments  held  on  May 
15,  1956,  no  opposition  to  any  of  the  amendments  was  voiced. 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  text  of  the  amendments  as 
they  appeared  in  the  official  notices  that  were  published  on 
April  26,  1956,  and  May  8,  1956. 

The  effect  of  these  amendments  on  the  present  By-Laws 
is  as  follows: 

Section  B,  1.  This  amendment  specifies  that  the  frontage 
of  a  lot  on  a  street  must  be  in  one  continuous  length;  i.e,  it 
cannot  be  separated  into  two  or  more  sections  by  a  separate 
parcel  of  property.  The  amendment  also  specifies  that  small 
lots  shown  on  a  recorded  or  registered  plan  are  not  exempted 
from  the  minimum-lot-size  requirements  of  these  By-Laws, 
when  adjacent  land  under  the  same  ownership  is  available  to 
increase  the  size  of  the  lots. 

4.  This  amendment  has  no  effect  on  the  present  provis- 
ions of  the  subsection.  It  merely  changes  the  reference  regard- 
ing small  lots  shown  on  recorded  plans  so  that  the  reference 
is  in  agreement  with  the  changes  in  subsection  1. 

6.  This  amendment  is  intended  to  control  the  minimum 
size  of  established  lots  with  buildings.  The  original  intent  of 
the  minimum-lot-size  restriction  was  that  all  lots,  now,  or  al- 
ready established  and  built  on,  should  not  be  under  minimum 
size,  if  possible.  The  present  By-Laws  do  not  specifically  state 
that  an  established  lot  with  buildings  must  not  be  reduced  to 
below  minimum  size  by  sale  or  other  transfer  of  a  section  of 
the  lot. 

The  amendment  provides  an  exception  in  the  case  where 
a  lot  is  reduced  in  size  by  the  transfer  of  land  for  a  public 
purpose. 
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Section  E.,  1.  This  amendment  provides  for  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  Seelctmen  of  two  associate  members  to  the  Board 
of  Appeals.  The  present  By-Laws  provide  only  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  three  regular  Appeal  Board  members.  The  asso- 
ciate members  can  be  called  upon  to  serve  on  the  Board  in  the 
case  of  the  absence  of  a  regular  member  or  in  any  case  in 
which  a  regular  member  has  an  interest. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  the  amendments  set 
forth  in  Article  22  be  voted  by  this  town  meeting.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MAY  17,  1956 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Elementary  School  Audi- 
torium. Moderator  Arthur  P.  Parker  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  8:15  P.  M.  Serving  as  tellers  during  the  balloting  were 
Charles  Barnett  and  George  Robbins,  assisted  by  Police  Officer 
Stephen  Benaski. 

Leo  Yelle  as  chairman  made  motions  on  the  articles  re- 
commended by  the  finance  committee. 

Article  1.  A  motion  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  pur- 
chase or  take  by  eminent  domain  certain  parcels  of  land 
necessary  to  lay  out  Newland  Street,  and  to  raise  the  sum  of 
$500,000  therefore  was  defeated.  Voting  was  done  by  secret 
ballot.  A  canvass  showed  76  voting  Yes,  and  63  voting  No.  The 
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necessary  two-thirds  not  having  been  received,  the  moderator 
declared  the  motion  lost. 

Article  2.  A  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,000.00,  and  a  subsequent  amendment  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  from  the  E.  &  D.  account  for  the  purpose  of  paving 
Newland  Street  under  Chapter  90,  were  defeated. 

Article  3.  A  motion  that  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  laying  water  mains  along 
Newland  Street  was  lost. 

Article  4.  Motion  by  Leo  Yelle  that  the  town  accept  San- 
lin  Street  as  a  town  way  was  amended  by  John  Scott  to  read  as 
follows:  'that  the  Town  accept  Sanlin  Street  as  a  Town  Way 
and  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  accept  a  deed  there- 
for.' Amendment  carried  unanimously. 

Article  5.  Original  motion  on  this  article  lost  by  a  vote 
of  "Yes"  87  —  "No"  45  —  (two-thirds  majority  needed).  A 
motion  later  in  the  evening  by  Frederick  Swan  that  article  5 
be  reconsidered,  and  the  subsequent  vote  on  the  motion:  that 
the  town  accept  Shirley  Avenue  as  a  Town  way,  and  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  accept  a  deed  therefor, — carried 

—  Vote  —  92  "Yes"  —  "No"  27  —  the  necessary  two-thirds 
having  been  reached,  the  moderator  declared  the  motion  car- 
ried. 

Article  6.    Lost  for  want  of  motion. 

Article  7.  This  article  being  favored  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  Leo  Yelle,  Chairman,  made  the  following  motion: 

—  that  the  sum  of  $1600  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  diameter  on 
Shirley  Ave.,  beginning  at  West  Main  Street,  and  running 
northward  for  a  distance  of  395  feet  more  or  less,  and  to  meet 
said  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum,  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  said  bonds  or  notes  to 
be  payable,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  15  years. 
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Ballots  cast  —  132.  Votes  "Yes"  —  96;  Votes  "No"  —  36. 
The  necessary  two-thirds  having  been  exceeded,  motion  de- 
clared carried. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,440  for  the  purpose  of  extending  water  mains  of  not  less 
than  six  inches  in  diameter  on  Lakeview  Road,  in  a  southerly 
direction  from  Reservoir  Street,  a  distance  of  1110  feet  more 
or  less  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  said 
sum  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  said 
bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  provision  of 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  15  years.  Ballots  cast:  "Yes"  106  —  "No"  20. 

Article  9.  By  a  vote  of  106  "Yes"  and  20  "No"  the  follow- 
ing motion  carired:  Moved  that  the  Town  accept  Stephen 
Street  as  a  Town  Way  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  accept  a  deed  therefor.  This  motion  carried  a  provision  that 
the  contractor  (the  Norton  Construction  Company)  agree  in 
writing  to  install  a  drain  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  Said  agree- 
ment was  placed  on  file  with  the  town  clerk. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,200  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  diameter  on  Stephen  Street,  beginning  at  South  Wor- 
cester and  running  northward  to  Peters  Street,  a  distance  of 
800  feet  more  or  less,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 
Treasurer,  be  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  said  sum,  and  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town 
therefor,  said  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole 
loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  15  years. 

Article  11.  Lost. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  construct, 
in  connection  with  the  State  Authorities,  a  sidewalk  of  gravel 
or  other  suitable  material  on  the  westerly  side  of  Mansfield 
Avenue  from  Pitt  Clarke  Road  to  Freeman  Street,  a  distance 
of  approximately  4000  feet  and  to  meet  cost  that  the  sum  of 
$4,000  be  appropriated  by  transfer  from  the  E.  &  D.  account. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  E.  &  D.  account 
the  sum  of  $315  for  Civilian  Defense. 
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Article  14.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4000  by 
transfer  from  the  E  &  D  account  for  the  removal  of  snow 
account. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  transfer  the  additional  sum  of  $1500 
from  the  Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equip- 
ment Account. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1000  as  an  additional  sum  for  use  of  Tree  Warden. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $400  from  the 
E.  &  D.  account  for  traffic  speed  signs. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  accept  with  thanks  the  Police  radio 
equipment  from  the  Lion's  Club. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  transfer  $1000  from  the  E.  &  D. 
Account  as  an  additional  sum  of  money  for  legal  expense. 

Article  20.  Motion  by  Leo  Yelle  carried  as  follows:  'that 
the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  Section  8A  of  Chapter  40 
to  appoint  a  development  and  industrial  commission.' 

Article  21.  Voted  to  accept  the  following  by-laws  con- 
trolling inland  waters: — 

1.  No  person,  while  on  any  inland  waters  within  the 
Town  of  Norton  or  on  the  shores  thereof,  shall  annoy,  or 
cause  annoyance  to  another  person,  or  utter  any  profane, 
threatening,  or  abusive  or  indecent  language  or  loud  outcries, 
or  do  any  obscene  or  indecent  act. 

2.  No  person  shall  throw,  drop,  or  otherwise  place  in 
the  water  or  on  the  shore  of  any  of  the  inland  waters  within 
the  Town  of  Norton  any  paper,  rubbish,  glass  or  refuse. 

3.  All  power  boats  operated  on  any  inland  waters  within 
the  Town  of  Norton  shall  be  registered  with  the  Police  De- 
partment, and  shall  bear  a  number  on  both  sides  of  not  less 
than  four  inches  in  height  and  %  inch  in  thickness,  assigned 
by  such  department,  in  a  form  clearly  visible  from  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  100  yards. 
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4.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland 
waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton  at  a  speed  to  exceed  10 
MPH  after  7:00  P.M.  or  one  half  hour  after  sunset,  whichever 
is  earlier,  or  before  9:00  A.  M. 

5.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  at  a  speed  in  excess 
of  5  MPH  within  100  yards  of  a  bathing  beach. 

6.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland 
waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton  within  75  yards  of  any 
shore  line  at  speeds  in  excess  of  10  MPH. 

7.  All  boats  operated  after  y2  hour  after  sunset  and 
before  V2  before  sunrise  must  be  equipped  with  a  light  for 
emergency  use. 

8.  A  power  boat  is  defined,  for  the  purposes  of  these 
regulations,  as  any  boat  powered  by  an  internal  combustion 
engine  permanently  or  temporarily  affixed  to  said  boat. 

9.  Power  boats  must  at  all  times  be  operated  at  a  reason- 
able and  proper  speed  and  manner,  having  regard  for  the 
safety  of  the  public. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  above  rules  shall,  for 
each  offense,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars.  ($20.00). 

Article  22.  After  hearing  the  report  of  Carlton  A.  Wood- 
ard,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  (copy  of  said  report 
placed  on  file  with  the  town  clerk)  it  was  voted  to  amend 
the  By-Laws  regulating  the  construction  of  buildings  and 
the  use  of  lands.  Tabulation  of  votes  showed  70  in  favor  and 
7  opposed. 

The  amendment  read  as  follows: 

Section  B.  Regulations 

1.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  No  dwelling  shall  be 
erected  on  a  lot  having  an  area  less  than  18,000  square  feet, 
a  continuous  frontage  of  less  than  120  feet,  or  a  depth  of  less 
than  150  feet,  provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply 
in  the  case  of  any  lot  having  an  area  or  a  frontage  or  a  depth 
of  lesser  amount  than  required  by  the  foregoing  that  was 
shown  on  a  plan  or  described  in  a  deed  duly  recorded  or  reg- 
istered on  May  1,  1956,  and  did  not  on  that  date  adjoin  other 
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land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection  with 
such  lot. 

4.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  No  part  of  any  dwelling, 
other  than  steps,  shall  be  erected  within  25  feet  of  side  or 
rear  property  lines,  or  within  40  feet  of  any  property  line 
bordering  on  any  street,  provided  that  in  the  case  of  any  lot 
with  a  width  of  less  than  120  feet  that  complies  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  1  of  this  section,  the  setback  prescribed 
above  shall  be  reduced  on  each  side  by  3  inches  for  each  foot 
by  which  the  width  of  such  a  lot  is  less  than  120  feet,  subject 
to  a  maximum  reduction  of  13  feet.  Furthermore,  provided 
that  in  the  case  of  any  such  lot  as  described  above  in  this 
subsection  with  a  depth  of  less  than  115  feet,  the  setback  as 
prescribed  above  from  the  property  line  bordering  any  street, 
shall  be  reduced  by  one  foot  for  each  foot  by  which  the  depth 
of  such  a  lot  is  less  than  115  feet,  subject  to  a  maximum  re- 
duction of  150  feet. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  minimum 
setback,  as  prescribed  above,  from  the  property  line  bordering 
on  any  street  may  be  reduced  to  a  setback  of  not  less  than  20 
feet  in  order  to  have  the  dwelling  conform  aesthetically  to 
other  nearby  dwellings. 

(By  law  regulating  the  construction  of  buildings  and  use 
of  lands) 

Add  the  following  subsection: 

6.  After  May  1,  1956,  no  lot  containing  buildings  shall 
be  reduced  in  size  or  subdivided  if,  after  such  act,  any  re- 
sulting lot  with  buildings  thereon  would  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  by-law  as  to  lot  size  and  location  of 
buildings.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  construction  of  any 
buildings  or  any  lot  created  by  division  of  a  lot  containing 
buildings  in  a  manner  prohibited  above. 

It  is  provided  that  if  a  lot  containing  two  or  more  dwell- 
ings on  or  before  May  1,  1956,  cannot  be  divided  in  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  By-law,  it  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Planning  Board,  be  divided  in  a  manner  com- 
plying as  closely  as  possible  with  this  by-law. 

It  is  further  provided  that  this  subdivision  shall  not  apply 
when  a  portion  of  a  lot  is  taken  or  conveyed  for  a  public 
purpose. 
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Section  E.  Board  of  Appeals 

1.  Amend  to  read  as  follows:  There  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Appeals  of  three  members  and  two  associate  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws  which  shall  act  on  all  matters  within  its  juris- 
diction under  this  By-law  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Chap- 
ter 40A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  23.  Lost.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
AUGUST  24,  1956 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  AUDITORIUM 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.  M.  by  Town  Clerk 
Lester  M.  Johnson.  Nominations  to  serve  as  moderator  for  the 
meeting  were  declined  by  Charles  Barowclough,  Jr.,  Howard 
Zwicker,  and  Lewis  S.  Rubin. 

Joseph  Handrahan  was  nominated  and  consequently  elect- 
ed moderator. 

The  following  were  chosen  as  tellers,  and  were  duly  sworn 
in  by  the  town  clerk:  —  Alton  Foster,  Henry  Soldat,  John 
MacCaffrie  and  George  Robbins. 

Article  1.  Motion  by  Ernest  Lapointe  that  the  sum  of 
$20,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  extending  water 
mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  along  Maple 
Street  to  a  point  near  the  residence  of  Alan  Nelson  and  to 
meet  the  appropriation  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
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raise  said  sum  by  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes,  was  defeated  by 
the  vote  of  YES  —  69.  NO  —  80.  Voting  was  by  secret  ballot. 

Leo  Yelle,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  stated 
that  they  had  met  twice  with  the  Water  Board,  at  which  times 
the  proposal  was  rejected.  Water  Commissioners  said  that  the 
distance  was  nearer  5000  feet  and  not  3000  feet  as  appeared  in 
the  article,  and  that  the  cost  would  be  $25,000  and  not  $20,000. 
Mr.  Yelle  also  stated  that  the  Water  Department  has  all  the 
work  it  can  handle  at  present  without  taking  on  such  a  project. 

Mr.  Lapointe  replied  that  he  had  not  asked  that  the  main 
be  extended  to  the  Attleboro  line,  and  that  the  distance  to  a 
point  near  the  Nelson  home  was  about  3000  feet.  He  also 
stated  that  he  was  not  asking  that  the  water  be  installed  this 
year,  but  that  he  wanted  assurance  that  the  water  would  be 
put  down  the  street  in  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

Article  2.  Motion  by  John  Wiggins  that  water  mains  be 
extended  along  Newland  Street  at  a  cost  of  $8,000,  by  means 
of  issuance  of  bonds,  lost  by  a  vote  of  87  YES,  55  NO  — 
needed  for  a  2/3  majority  95.  See  article  2  reconsidered. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $720  for  the  extension 
of  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  from 
the  end  of  the  persent  main  on  Draper  Street,  along  Draper 
Street  for  a  distance  of  180  feet,  and  to  meet  appropriation 
that  said  sum  be  raised  by  transfer  from  the  Surplus  Revenue 
Account.  Count  of  vote  showed  —  106  voting  Yes  and  10  vot- 
ing No. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  Town  accept  as  roads  the  layouts  of 
Alder  Road,  Sunset  Road,  and  Evergreen  Road,  for  a  distance 
of  approximately  7/10  of  a  mile,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  accept  a  deed  therefore. 

Ballot  vote  was  taken,  and  a  count  showed  144  voting 
Yes  and  9  voting  No,  —  the  necessary  102  having  been  ex- 
ceeded the  moderator  declared  the  motion  carried.

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  transferred  from 
the  E.  &  D.  Account  for  the  expense  of  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals. 
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Article  7.  A  motion  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  carried  as  follows:  —  that  the  sum  of  $75  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  setting  the  highway  bounds  on 
the  westerly  side  of  North  Washington  Street,  said  sum  to  be 
transferred  from  the  E.  &  D.  Account. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $6,312  be  transferred

At  this  point  in  the  meeting  Ernest  Lapointe  made  a 
motion  that  Article  1  be  reconsidered.  Moderator  being  in 
doubt  as  to  the  result  of  a  voice  vote,  called  for  a  standing 
vote,  whch  polled  as  follows:  Yes  —  64,  No  —  40  —  Motion 
carried. 

Mr.  Ernest  Lapointe  then  made  the  following  motion:  —

Voted  to  rename  the  gravelled  section  of 
Eddy  Street  running  from  South  Worcester  Street  to  the  paved 
section  of  Eddy  Street,  Jackson  Street,  and  to  name  the  paved 
section  of  road  running  from  Eddy  Street  to  South  Worcester 
Street,  Eddy  Street. 

Motion  to  reconsider  Article  2  carried  as  follows: —  Yes  55; 
No  —  17  —  thereupon  Churchill  Stiff  made  the  following 
motion: — 

That  the  sum  of  $8,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diam- 
eter from  the  pumping  station  on  Newland  Street  along  New- 
land  Street  to  the  corner  of  Newcomb  Street,  and  to  meet  the 
appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum,  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  town  therefore,  said  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  General  Laws, 
so  that  the  whole  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  15  years. 

John  B.  Scott,  speaking  for  the  motion,  stated  that  he 
favored  water  extensions  as  they  brought  in  more  taxable 
property.  He  also  stated  that  the  Newcomb  Home  for  Women 
has  failing  water  equipment  and  he  was  sure  that  the  Direc- 
tors would  vote  to  connect  to  the  town  system. 

Using  a  check  list  and  secret  ballot  canvass  of  votes  re- 
vealed as  follows:  Voting  Yes  —  63,  Voting  No  —  31  —  Needed 
63.  Moderator  declared  motion  carried. 
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Article  14:  Tree  Warden  Lawrence  Reinhard  reported 
that  the  town  will  have  trouble  next  year  with  the  elms.  He 
said  that  he  has  had  74  town  trees,  and  47  privately  owned 
trees  tested  for  Dutch  Elm  disease.  He  said  that  he  believes 
these  trees  will  have  to  be  taken  down,  and  figuring  $100  for 
town  trees  and  $50  for  privately  owned  trees,  it  would  cost 
$9,450  next  year  to  contend  with  Dutch  Elm.  He  said  if  the 
town  appropriates  the  money,  the  disease  can  be  slowed 
down.

Moderator  Arthur  Parker  called  meeting  to  order  at  8:05 
P.  M. 

Tellers  appointed  were  Henry  Soldat  and  John  Drane. 

Leo  Yelle,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee  presented 
recommendations  of  the  committee. 

Article  1.    Under  this  article  it  was  voted  as  follows: 

Item  (B)  that  the  sum  of  $550  be  transferred  from  the 
E.  &  D.  account  to  the  cemetery  account: 

Item  (G)  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  transferred  from  the 
Machinery  Equipment  iFund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment 
Account. 

It  was  explained  that  requests  by  various  departments 
under  items  a,  c,  d,  e,  f,  h,  totaling  $1,996.18  were  being 
handled  by  the  Finance  Committee  —  by  transfer  from  the 
Reserve  Fund.

Voted  to  accept  as  a  Town  Way  that  portion 
of  Young  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  present  Town  Way,  near 
the  culvert,  to  the  end  of  the  Turn-around  at  Norton  Reser- 
voir, and  the  way  to  be  known  as  Young  Terrace,  and  extend- 
ing from  Young  Avenue  opposite  lot  No.  32  to  the  end  of  the 
Turn-around  bordering  lot  No.  33  (approximately  220  feet) 
and  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  accept  a  deed  there- 
for; Vote  was  declared  unanimous  by  the  Moderator.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 
FOR  1956 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Thirty- 
Third  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

Edgar  H.  Pelletier  became  a  member  of  the  board  after 
the  annual  Town  Election. 

During  the  year  87  new  services  were  installed  bringing 
the  total  services  to  1460.  Another  very  busy  year  showing 
that  we  are  continually  growing. 
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Our  total  commitments  turned  over  to  the  Town  collector 
was  $45,385.04  and  of  this  amount  $9,703.81  was  charged  to 
meters.  Tapping  fees  were  $2070  making  the  total  for  1956 
$47,455.04. 

During  the  year  the  tank  was  repaired  and  re-painted  by 
the  Chicago  Bridge  &  Iron  Co.  and  also  an  automatic  relay 
system  was  installed  on  the  tank  which  will  start  and  stop 
the  pumps  at  a  certain  water  level. 

New  Extensions  were  installed  which  were  voted  at 
Special  Town  Meetings  during  the  year.

The  reason  for  8"  pipe  on  Newland  St.  is  that  we  are  fol- 
lowing the  recommendations  of  the  water  survey  committee 
on  a  long  range  plan  which  in  time  will  tie  with  No.  Wash- 
ington St.  and  the  anticipation  of  another  well  on  Neweomb 
St.  when  this  extra  supply  is  needed. 

As  the  Town  is  growing  from  year  to  year  it  has  become 
necessary  to  add  another  full  time  employee  to  the  Depart- 
ment. We  feel  that  by  a  gradual  increase  we  will  be  able  to 
give  the  Town  the  best  service  possible  for  a  minimum 
amount  of  expenditures.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
26th  annual  report. 

Your  Fire  Department  responded  to  154  Fire  calls  and 
165  ambulance  calls  in  1956. 

Our  new  Fire  Station  at  Chartley  was  occupied  in  No- 
vember. This  modern  station  will  provide  this  section  of  our 
growing  town,  alarm  and  fire  fighting  facilities  for  many 
years.  An  additional  room  was  also  built  at  the  Norton  Center 
Station  to  provide  much  needed  room. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  our  greatest  problems 
at  this  time. 

This  is  the  need  of  fire  fighters  during  the  daytime  hours 
Monday  through  Friday. 

One  more  permanent  man  is  our  answer  to  this  condition. 

Defective  oil  burners  are  a  real  danger  to  your  home 
and  even  your  life.  Strict  observance  of  the  following  will 
eliminate  much  of  this  danger: 

1.  Have  all  oil  burners  installed  by  a  workman  with  a 
certificate  of  competency.  Electric  wiring  done  by  a  licensed 
electrician. 

2.  Have  all  oil  burners  cleaned  and  adjusted  at  least 
twice  a  year  by  a  licensed  man. 

3.  Have  any  leak  or  change  in  usual  operation  of  burner 
repaired  at  once. 


4.    Call  the  Fire  Department  at  once  in  case  of  fire. 
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The  volunteer  Firefighters  are  a  brave  and  loyal  group 
of  men  who  have  given  many  years  of  excellent  service  in 
their  dangerous  profession. 

We  wish  to  thank  them  sincerely. 

Norton  continues  its  rapid  growth.  We  shall  try  to  plan 
ahead  and  provide  real  protection  at  costs  within  our  means. 

We  aim  at  an  efficient  expanding  fire  fighting  organiza- 
tion at  lowest  costs. 

Our  thanks  to  all  Town  officials  for  their  willing  help 
and  cooperation  at  all  times.

The  Librarian,  Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle,  in  submitting  his  tenth 
annual  report  on  the  circulation  and  affairs  of  the  Library, 
makes  the  following  comments: 

"Our  circulation  of  11034  for  the  year  1956  is  a  drop  of 
about  2000  and  is  mostly  in  the  Juvenile  circulation.  This 
drop  in  circulation  would  be  alarming  except  for  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

"1.  There  are  no  library  hours  now  exclusively  for  the 
school  children  as  was  the  case  in  past  years. 
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"2.  A  basic  library  has  been  established  in  the  high 
school  and  is  being  augmented  continuously  and  is  in  con- 
stant use  by  the  high  school  students.  Therefore,  the  drop 
in  our  Juvenile  circulation  is  being  offset  to  a  great  extent 
by  the  circulation  of  the  high  school  library. 

"The  adult  circulation  has  not  varied  too  much  for  the 
past  several  years,  but  I  do  not  feel  that  it  is  really  adequate 
in  view  of  the  constantly  increasing  population  of  our  town. 
However,  I  feel  that  this  decrease  in  circulation  does  not  call 
for  a  curtailment  of  services  but  rather  for  an  expansion  of 
facilities  and  services." 

Several  suggestions  are  currently  under  active  considera- 
tion by  the  Board  for  improving  the  facilities  of  the  Library. 

Miss  Henrietta  Jennings,  chairman  of  the  book  committee, 
has  submitted  the  following  report: 

"The  Librarian  reports  a  total  circulation  of  11,034  books 
and  periodicals  during  1956.  The  detailed  figures  reveal  a 
striking  similarity  in  the  reading  tastes  and  habits  of  adults 
and  children.  In  the  case  of  both,  the  circulation  of  fiction 
represented  70%  of  the  total  circulation  of  books.  Biography 
accounted  for  28%  of  the  adult  and  33%  of  the  juvenile 
circulation  of  non-fiction.  Second  in  popularity  was  history, 
books  in  this  classification  representing  17%  of  the  non-fiction 
circulation  of  both  adults  and  children. 

"Whether  our  clientele  are  merely  reading  the  books 
which  we  buy  or  we  are  buying  the  books  which  they  want 
is  impossible  to  determine  but  it  so  happens  that  30%  of  the 
adult  non-fiction  purchased  in  the  course  of  1956  was  in  the 
field  of  biography.  An  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  add 
appropriately  to  the  library's  excellent  collection  of  books 
on  gardening  and  landscaping  and  to  improve  the  collection  of 
books  in  the  fine  arts,  the  useful  arts  and  scientific  fields.  The 
purchase  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Institute's  V-5  series  of  manuals 
and  other  books  on  the  various  sports  has  strengthened  that 
part  of  the  library. 

"A  steady  increase  in  the  price  of  books  has  been  notice- 
able for  some  years  and  a  given  expenditure  purchases  fewer 
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books  in  all  categories  than  it  used  to.  The  books  ordered 
during  1956  have  been  as  follows:  fiction  123  ($289.43),  non- 
fiction  109  ($364.12),  juvenile  150  ($355.29);  total  382  books 
($1008.84)." 

The  Board  has  requested  an  appropriation  of  $3,800  for 
the  support  of  the  library  during  1957.  This  is  the  fourth  year 
for  which  no  increase  in  the  amount  requested  has  been 
made.  During  these  years,  however,  costs  have  steadily  in- 
creased, and  the  year  1957  will  see  a  sharp  advancement  in 
the  Library's  expenses.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to 
finance  the  resulting  deficit  from  funds  already  on  hand.  This 
will  result  in  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  amount  of  the 
request  for  the  year  1958.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Building  Inspector  and  Building  Permits 

The  first  act  of  the  Planning  Board  upon  reorganizing  in 
March,  1956,  was  to  appoint  Frank  J.  Teixeira,  Jr.,  building 
inspector  to  issue  building  permits  in  compliance  with  th 
By-Laws  Regulating  the  Construction  of  Buildings  and  the 
Use  of  Lands  and  to  enforce  the  building  code.  Mr.  Teixeira's 
services  as  building  inspector  terminated  with  his  resignation, 
effective  December  31,  1956. 

The  fee  for  a  building  permit  was  increased  from  $2  to 
$5,  and  the  pay  for  the  building  inspector's  services  were  set 
at  $3  for  each  permit  issued. 

It  is  pertinent  here  to  say  that  the  part  played  by  the 
Norton  Planning  Board  in  enforcing  the  By-Laws  Regulating 
the  Construction  of  Buildings  and  the  Use  of  Lands  is  prob- 
ably unique  among  Planning  Boards  in  the  state.  Zoning  laws 
are  usually  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  by  officer 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  Norton,  however,  the 
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By-Laws  Regulating  the  Construction  of  Buildings  and  the 
Use  of  Lands,  which,  in  effect,  constitute  a  partial  zoning 
law,  make  the  Planning  Board  the  enforcing  body. 

A  vote  of  the  1956  annual  town  meeting  authorized  the 
Planning  Board  to  appoint  a  building  inspector  to  issue  build- 
ing permits  and  to  enforce  the  building  code. 

During  the  calendar  year  1956,  permits  were  issued  as 
follows:

The  Town  received  $701.00  in  permit  fees  and  expended 
$390.00  in  payment  to  the  building  inspector. 

By-Laws 

In  order  to  be  able  to  encourage  the  construction  of 
better  dwellings  in  the  town,  the  Board  felt  that  a  building 
code  was  necessary.  At  the  request  of  the  Planning  Board, 
the  Selectmen  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  1956 
annual  town  meeting  asking  acceptance  of  a  building-code 
by-law. 

The  building  code,  which  was  recommended  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  is  a  simple,  brief  code  that  requires  the  type  of 
construction  in  general  use  by  most  builders.  The  Board 
felt  that  it  would  be  better  to  start  with  a  few  simple  re- 
quirements for  the  important  framework  of  buildings  rather 
than  to  draw  up  a  long,  complicated  code  with  detailed  re- 
quirements for  all  phases  of  construction.  The  building  code 
was  voted  into  law  by  the  town  meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  felt  that  the  By-Laws  Regulating 
the  Construction  of  Buildings  and  the  Use  of  Lands  needed 
strengthening  in  regard  to  the  required  size  of  building  lots 
which  might  be  shown  on  a  plan  recorded  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds.  Lots  shown  on  a  plan  recorded  at  the  Registry  could 
be  used  even  though  they  did  not  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  By-Laws  in  regard  to  lot  area  and  frontage,  whereas 
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a  piece  of  land  not  shown  on  a  recorded  plan  could  be  cut 
up  only  into  lots  of  the  required  size  or  larger.  This  certain- 
ly was  not  fair  to  the  owner  of  unrecorded  land;  therefore, 
the  Planning  Board  recommended  an  amendment  to  the  By- 
Laws  which  would  require  any  lot  shown  on  a  recorded  plan 
to  be  brought  up  to  at  least  the  required  area  and  frontage  if 
adjacent  land  was  available  under  the  same  ownership. 

Another  amendment  was  recommended  which  would  pro- 
hibit anyone  from  reducing  the  size  of  a  house  lot  with  a 
dwelling  upon  it  to  less  than  the  minimum  required  size  by 
sale  of  part  of  the  lot. 

An  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  which  would  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  was 
also  recommended.  These  amendments  were  incorporated  in 
the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meeting  of  May  17,  1956,  and 
were  voted  by  that  meeting.  They  were  approved  by  the  At- 
torney General  on  June  21,  1956. 

House  Numbering 

Approved  by  the  Attorney  Geenral  on  June  21,  1956,  was 
the  by-law  adopted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  requiring 
the  Planning  Board  to  assign  street  numbers  to  all  dwell- 
ings and  appropriate  buildings  in  town.  Work  was  immedi- 
ately started  on  this  project,  and  by  the  end  of  1956  approxi- 
mately two-thirds  of  this  work  had  been  completed.  Resi- 
dents or  owners  of  property  were  notified  of  their  assigned 
number  by  postcard.  Extra  work  was  entailed  in  mailing 
these  cards  because  of  the  multiplicity  of  RFD  routes.  Nor- 
ton is  served  by  rural  routes  from  Mansfield,  Attleboro,  Easton, 
and  Rehoboth  and  a  city-delivery  route  from  Taunton  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Norton  rural-delivery  routes.  The  Planning  Board 
feels  that  it  will  be  a  definite  forward  step  when  the  Post- 
Office  Department  finally  incorporates  all  mail-delivery 
routes  in  Norton  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Norton  Post 
Office. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  those  people  who  assisted 
by  supplying  names  of  owners  and  residents  of  various  prop- 
erties. Especially  it  wishes  to  thank  the  post-office  employees 
and,  in  particular,  Postmaster  Joseph  E.  Yelle  of  the  Center 
post  office  and  Postmaster  Homer  Simmons  of  the  Chartley 
post  office,  who  spent  much  time  going  over  mailing  lists.  It 
.is  expected  that  1957  will  see  the  completion  of  this  project. 
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At  that  time  a  list  will  be  prepared  of  addresses  of  every 
numbered  building  in  Norton. 

In  connection  with  the  numbering  project,  the  Planning 
Board  recommended  some  changes  in  street  names  in  one 
section.  However,  the  changes  made  by  town-meeting  action 
were  not  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  result- 
ing situation  is  confusing  and  illogcal  and  should  sometime 
be  corrected. 

Subdivision  Control 

No  preliminary  or  definitive  subdivision  plans  were  filed 
during  1956. 

Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  District 

The  1956  annual  town  meeting  voted  to  have  the  town 
join  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Dis- 
trict, which  was  formed  last  year  after  passage  of  permissive 
state  legislation.  The  representative  of  the  Norton  Planning 
Board  to  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning 
District  for  the  past  year  has  been  Leonard  Henrich. 

Since  organizing,  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Region- 
al Planning  District  has  prepared  a  large-scale  map  of  Bris- 
tol County.  The  Planning  Board  has  received  a  reduced-scale 
copy  of  the  map  showing  the  routes  of  several  highways  as 
proposed  by  various  groups.  The  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Planning  District  is  now  studying  these  highway 
proposals,  and  its  own  proposals  resulting  from  these  studies 
will  be  submitted  to  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Zoning 

During  1957  the  preparation  of  a  complete  zoning  by-law 
will  receive  major  attention  by  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Board  hopes  to  have  the  by-law  ready  for  submission  to  the 
annual  town  meeting  in  1958.

TREE  WARDEN  AND  MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT 

The  duties  of  a  Tree  Warden  are  to  maintain  the  Town 
trees  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  as  a  whole,  following 
laws  laid  down  to  this  end. 

When  many  of  these  laws  were  enacted,  there  was  not 
any  electricity,  telephone,  gas,  town  water,  etc. 

With  the  growing  demand  for  these  improvements,  now 
necessities,  more  roadside  space  was  needed  to  put  them  into 
the  homes  that  have  literally  sprung  up  overnight. 

Your  Tree  Warden  is  attempting  to  work  with  the  Light 
Company,  the  Telephone  Company,  and  all  other  interests 
who  have  a  legitimate  need  to  share  this  space  with  Town 
trees.  Trees  growing  directly  into  wires  are  an  obviously  ex- 
pensive hazard  for  all  concerned. 

The  conclusions  reached  at  a  yearly,  nation-wide  confer- 
ence at  Cleveland  between  Tree  men  and  Utility  men  are  self

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evident,  and  can  be  applied  in  Norton  without  further  surveys, 
studies,  and  committee  recommendations. 

The  Telephone  Company  has  agreed  to  a  test  plot  of  ten 
sections  (pole  to  pole)  of  flat  clearance  on  Newland  Street. 
The  Town  is  to  maintain  these  sections  hereafter,  brush  and 
tree  free.  This  can  be  done  at  a  low  cost  by  use  of  chemical 
herbidide. 

Most  Norton  roadsides  are  already  thick  with  trees.  Work- 
ing toward  the  future  welfare  and  beauty  of  the  Town  is  a 
matter  of  a  little  new  planting  and  a  lot  of  weeding  and  thin- 
ning out. 

Verticillium  wilt  was  found  in  many  maples.  Although 
the  trees  on  the  Common  were  fed,  three  maples  there  show 
what  State  pathologists  call  "die-back,"  as  do  other  maples 
in  town. 

Tree  Planting  Account: 

On  the  new  school  grounds  and  conforming  with  the  land- 
scaping plan,  two  trees  were  planted  and  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Ronald  Silvia  by  the  Norton  School  children. 

Eighteen  (18)  Honey-locusts  have  been  planted  along 
East  Main  Street. 

A  plot  of  land  on  the  Town  Farm  is  being  prepared  as  a 
holding  and  starting  bed. 

Moth  Department: 

Extensive  repairs  had  to  be  made  on  the  Moth  truck  (alias 
"The  Old  Teakettle")  and  the  mist  blower. 

A  loading  platform  was  built  to  help  spray  operations, 
and  a  shed  to  house  the  truck. 

Two  sprays  were  applied  to  elms.  A  dormant  12  per  cent 
DDT  in  oil  was  started,  but  changed  to  a  12  per  cent  emulsion 
due  to  leafing  out.  Also  a  six  per  cent  emulsion  cover  against 
both  leaf  and  bark  beetle. 
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Heavy  aphid  damage  was  noted  in  some  oaks. 

Dutch  Elm  Disease: 

This  has  taken  a  tremendous  jump.  This  was  perhaps  due 
in  part  to  the  miserable  weather  last  spring,  and  the  conse- 
quent inability  to  apply  a  dormant  spray  at  the  right  time. 
Many  towns  did  not  spray  at  all.    Norton  was  late. 

This  situation  is  not  peculiar  to  Norton.  Almost  every 
town  in  eastern  Massachusetts  showed  a  sharp  increase  in 
disease  by  the  middle  of  the  summer. 

Your  Moth  Superintendent  tried  heavy  surgery  on  six  (6) 
trees.  We  have  lost  three  (3),  are  in  doubt  on  one  (1),  and 
hopeful  on  two  (2).

Massachusetts  Insect  Pest  laws  were  revised  last  Novem- 
ber. There  is  now  hope  of  State  aid  in  combating  Dutch  Elm 
Disease. 

Our  thanks  to  Defiance  Bleachery  for  removing  two  (2) 
trees  on  South  Worcester  Street,  and  to  Talbot  Wool  Combing 
Company  for  removing  the  big  beast  on  Cross  Street.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  FOR  1956 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  the  following  report  cover- 
ing the  year  1956: 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  total  mileage  of  Town  roads  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  60,  of  which  23  miles  were  unpaved.  During  the  year,  the 
Highway  Department  hard-surfaced  approximately  1600  feet 
of  Freeman  Street  at  a  cost  of  about  $6500.00.  All  remaining 
funds  were  used  for  maintenance  work. 

It  has  previously  been  pointed  out  that  with  available 
funds,  it  is  not  possible  to  make  more  than  a  nominal  amount 
of  progress  toward  hard  surfacing  the  remaining  town  roads. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1947,  appropriations  from  town 
funds  for  highway  pruposes  were  in  terms  of  their  effect  on 
the  tax  rate,  approximately  the  same  as  the  1957  budget.  In 
view  of  the  substantially  higher  labor  and  material  costs,  and 
the  tremendous  increase  in  use  of  the  roads  (the  number  of 
automobiles  in  the  town  has  doubled  since  1947)  it  is  clear 
that  the  1957  budget  will  be  less  adequate  than  the  amounts 
appropriated  ten  years  ago.  Nevertheless,  the  Board,  in  view 
of  the  constantly  deteriorating  financial  condition  of  the  Town, 
has  not  seen  fit  to  request  more  than  what  is,  in  its  judgment, 
an  absolute  minimum. 

Only  two  requests  for  capital  expenditures,  totaling 
$2850.00,  are  included  in  the  budget.  It  is  proposed  to  install 
a  heater  in  the  Town  Garage  to  enable  the  employees  to  do 
repair  work  in  cold  weather.  Purchase  of  an  automatic  sand 
spreader  for  $2400.00  is  also  recommended.  With  this  sander,  it 
will  be  possible  to  cover  the  entire  town  in  a  short  time  at  a 
cost  considerably  lower  than  that  of  hand  labor.  However,  such 
cost  savings  are  considered  less  important  than  its  value  in 
restoring  the  roads  to  a  safe  condition  for  the  use  of  school 
busses  and  other  essential  traffc  more  quickly  than  is  now 
possible. 
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As  a  result  of  the  efficient  work  of  the  department  in 
maintaining  its  equipment,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  replace 
any  of  the  present  trucks  or  machinery  this  year.  The  two 
newest  trucks  were  purchased  in  1948  and  1946,  and  the  others 
are  pre-war  and  still  operating  efficiently. 

Under  Chapter  718  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  approximately 
$13,000  will  be  made  available  to  the  Town  over  a  period  of 
years  from  Federal  funds,  to  be  used  for  approved  highway 
construction  projects.  The  Board  has  secured  an  allotment  of 
$5000.00  of  these  funds  for  the  current  year,  and  has  received 
the  approval  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  for  use 
of  this  amount  for  Chapter  90  construction  on  Newland  St. 
Consequently  $15000.00  of  state  and  county  funds  will  be 
available  for  this  project  in  addition  to  the  $5000.00  referred 
to  above,  and  the  cost  of  this  construction  to  the  Town  will  be 
nil. 

In  1956,  the  town  appropriated  $5000.00  toward  a  sidewalk 
on  Mansfield  Avenue  with  the  understanding  that  the  state 
would  bear  the  balance  of  the  cost.  The  Board  is  advised  that 
the  state  plans  to  construct  this  sidewalk  from  the  center  to 
Reservoir  Street  during  the  current  year. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  shows  the  following 
activity  during  the  year,  with  a  comparison  with  the  preced- 
ing year.

163  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Police 
Department,  69  of  which  involved  bodily  injury.  There  was 
one  tragic  fatality. 

The  cruiser  was  operated  for  a  total  of  57000  miles  during 
the  year,  a  substantial  increase  over  1955.  In  view  of  the 
great  amount  of  usage  to  which  it  is  subjected,  it  is  felt  that 
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it  would  be  advisable  to  establish  a  policy  of  replacing  the 
cruiser  annually,  and  funds  for  this  purpose  are  being  re- 
quested at  the  Town  Meeting. 

An  additional  patrolman  was  placed  on  a  full  time  basis 
during  the  year  to  cover  the  period  from  midnight  to  8  A.M. 
In  addition  to  furnishing  the  town  with  better  protection  dur- 
ing these  hours,  this  action  has  proved  effective  in  controlling 
early  morning  speeding. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  regular  work  schedule  of  the 
police  officers  is  48  hours  per  week,  and  in  addition  they  are 
frequently  called  on  for  duty  outside  of  their  regular  working 
hours. 

The  Police  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  wish 
to  record  their  recognition  of  the  courageous  and  quick-think- 
ing action  of  Mr.  George  Briggs  and  Mr.  Peter  Bricker,  whose 
pursuit  of  the  bandits  who  robbed  the  Norton  branch  of  the 
Machinist's  National  Bank  on  October  11,  resulted  in  the  ap- 
prehension of  the  persons  now  awaiting  trial  for  the  robbery. 

TOWN  HALL 

The  renovation  of  the  interior  of  the  Town  Hall  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  year,  and  the  offices  made  available  were 
occupied  by  the  various  departments. 

Th  condition  of  the  exterior  of  the  Hall  is  such  that  paint- 
ing and  other  minor  repairs  should  be  done  at  the  earliest 
possible  time.  Consequently,  an  appropriation  of  $2000  is 
being  requested  for  these  purposes.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  on  completion  of  this  work  the  Hall  will  be  in 
sound  condition,  and  should  be  usable  for  many  years. 

In  view  of  the  construction  of  the  new  post  office  adjacent 
to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  prospect  that  the  Town  Hall  yard 
will  be  used  for  parking,  the  Board  feels  that  this  area  should 
be  blacktopped,  and  has  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  for 
this  purpose. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Several  land  taking  suits  were  settled  during  the  year, 
.  and  one  case  in  which  negotiations  would  not  be  continued 
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due  to  unreasonable  demands,  was  tried  in  court,  and  pay- 
ment made  in  accordance  with  the  findings  of  a  jury. 

The  Board  wishes  to  point  out  that  when  land  is  taken 
by  eminent  domain  for  the  use  of  a  town  department,  without 
a  prior  agreement  with  the  owner  as  to  price,  a  difficult  situ- 
ation is  frequently  created,  and  the  results,  due  to  the  occa- 
sional aberrations  of  juries,  are  unpredictable.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that,  wherever  possible,  such  an  agreement 
should  be  secured,  and  alternative  locations  considered  if  ex- 
cessive demands  are  made. 

No  important  cases  remained  unsettled  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 


School  Population 

The  increase  in  the  school  population  of  Norton  con- 
tinues. It  does  not  appear  that  this  seemingly  inevitable  rise 
will  reverse  itself  in  the  next  decade  short  of  a  major  war  or 
extreme  financial  conditions.  The  Town  is  thus  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  providing  additional  school  rooms  by 
September,  1958.  For  further  pertinent  information  concern- 
ing enrollment  and  school  room  needs,  you  are  referred  to 
the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School 
Planning  Committee. 

School  Transportation 

As  the  three-year  contract  for  transportation  of  school 
pupils  expired  in  June,  1956,  the  Committee  advertised  for 
new  bids.  The  three-year  contract  was  awarded  to  the  low 
bidder  whose  bid  was  approximately  $32,000.00  lower  than 
the  next  bid.  The  transportation  provided  proved  so  un- 
satisfactory that  the  Committee  finally  had  to  notify  the 
bonding  company.  At  the  present  time,  Transit  Sales  &  Serv- 
ice, Inc.  is  operating  the  school  buses. 

School  Lunch  Room 

On  November  31,  1956,  the  lunch  room  owed  $5,751.14  in 
unpaid  bills,  while  having  only  $1,897.31  in  cash.  The  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  was  two  months  in  arrears  in 
paying  subsidies  amounting  to  $2,904.90.  Inventories  of  food 
on  hand  at  this  time  cost  $1,872.93.  Thus,  the  cash,  receivables, 
and  inventories,  totaling  $6,675.14,  exceeded  the  liabilities  by 
$924.00  and  the  luncheon  fund  was  solvent.  Yet  the  shortage 
of  cash  was  such  that  tradesmen  have  been  forced  to  wait 
several  months  for  payment.  The  Committee  is  asking  for  an 
appropriation  of  $2000.00  as  a  revolving  fund  to  relieve  this 
situation. 
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The"  chief  source  of  revenue  to  the  lunchroom  is,  of  course, 
from  the  sale  of  meals  to  pupils.  However,  it  does  receive 
substantial  cash  subsidies  from  the  State  and  large  quantities 
of  free  food  from  the  Federal  government.  These  aids  have 
been  sufficient  to  permit  the  sale  of  hot  lunches  to  pupils  at  a 
price  considerably  less  than  would  be  the  cost  of  the  food 
alone  if  purchased  at  regular  retail  price. 

The  number  of  pupils  eating  in  the  cafeteria  in  relation 
to  the  total  school  enrollment  is  low.  Only  about  61%  of  the 
elementary  pupils  and  52%  of  the  High  School  pupils  buy  hot 
lunches.  Since  it  is  impossible  to  provide  all  lunches  from  sur- 
plus food,  the  cafeteria  must  buy  some  items.  If  the  price  of 
purchased  food  continues  to  rise  and  unless  the  number  of 
pupils  buying  hot  lunches  increases,  the  Committee  may  be 
forced  both  to  raise  the  price  of  lunches  and  to  ask  the  Town 
for  a  cash  subsidy  in  addition  to  that  given  by  the  State.  It  is 
the  present  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  the  lunchroom 
should  be  self-supporting  as  far  as  wages  and  food  are  con- 
cerned. The  cost  of  heat,  light,  and  power  is  in  the  school 
budget.  The  Committee  has  resisted  attempts  to  include  the 
wages  of  cafeteria  workers  in  the  school  budget. 

Teachers  and  Teachers'  Salaries 

Seventeen  new  teachers  were  hired  to  start  in  September, 

1956.  Six  were  for  new  positions  and  eleven  to  fill  resigna- 
tions. It  is  estimated  that  the  total  of  fifty-three  teachers  will 
be  increased  by  three  in  September,  1957.  The  present  salary 
scale  for  teachers  compares  favorably  with  those  of  surround- 
ing towns,  but  it  is  only  on  paper.    In  spite  of  the  raises  for 

1957,  only  75%  of  the  staff  will  be  at  the  proper  place  on  the 
salary  scale  and  no  teacher  receives  the  maximum.  There 
will  be  a  further  increase  of  approximately  $28,000.00  in  the 
salary  budget  of  1958.  Even  with  these  adjustments,  teachers 
in  a  number  of  the  surrounding  towns  can  reach  the  maximum 
salary  in  nine  years  while  Norton  teachers  take  twelve  years 
to  reach  the  same  maximum. 

Norton  offers  no  particular  advantages  for  attracting 
teachers.  In  fact,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  adequate  apart- 
ments for  married  teachers  at  the  rent  they  can  afford  is  a  dis- 
tinct disadvantage.  Norton  does  not  .  lose  teachers  to  sur- 
rounding towns,  but  to  metropolitan  areas  with  much  higher 
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maximums.  To  attract  teachers  to  Norton  and  to  be  in  a 
better  position  to  compete  with  surrounding  towns,  for  the 
past  three  years,  the  Committee  has  established  a  minimum 
above  the  surrounding  towns.  If  inflation  causes  the  Com- 
mittee again  to  raise  the  minimum,  in  all  fairness  to  those 
teachers  who  remain  in  Norton  because  they  enjoy  both  the 
work  and  the  community,  the  maximum  should  also  be  raised. 

Costs  vs.  Education 

An  examination  of  school  costs — even  excluding  capital 
expenditures — shows  sharp  increases.  The  increase  of  $53,859 
in  the  1957  school  budget  over  that  of  1956  almost  equals  the 
total  budget  of  $54,981  cf  1944.  Expenditures  have  increased 
484%  while  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased  140%.  This 
discrepancy  is  in  large  part  due  to  a  fifty  cent  dollar  and  to 
the  kind  of  education  offered  in  the  high  school  now  com- 
pared with  that  of  only  ten  years  ago.  A  straight  college 
preparatory  high  school,  large  or  small,  is  the  least  expensive 
to  maintain.  Add  to  that,  commercial  courses,  shop  courses, 
guidance  courses,  home  economic  courses,  physical  education 
courses,  athletics,  and  the  various  equipment  considered  nec- 
essary. 

How  much  can  costs  be  cut?  The  quick  answer  is  "Not 
much."  Under  present  conditions,  no  cuts  can  be  made  in 
teachers'  salaries — the  biggest  item  (61%)  in  the  budget — 
and  remain  in  business.  As  a  matter  of  actual  figures,  hiring 
new  teachers  at  lower  salaries  was  one  factor  in  keeping 
within  the  1956  budget.  Nine  of  the  fifteen  school  department 
accounts  show  that  expenditures  were  more  than  estimates. 
With  the  amount  invested  in  physical  plant,  it  would  be  folly 
to  reduce  maintenance.  The  Committee  could  cut  the  cost  of 
heat,  light,  and  power  by  abolishing  community  use  of  the 
buildings  or  charging  organizations  a  relatively  high  rental 
fee.  Nevertheless,  any  savings  which  can  be  effected  should 
be  made.  And  these  savings  will  depend  upon  the  careful 
use  of  all  supplies  and  equipment  by  pupils  and  staff.  A  1% 
saving  in  the  budget  would  pay  the  first-year  cost  of  another 
teacher. 

Educational  Standards 

Because  of  the  limitation  in  size  and  financial  resources, 
Norton  still  lacks  some  of  the  attributes  that  make  for  the 
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best  educational  program.  It  has  no  kindergarten,  no  helping 
or  remedial  teachers,  no  special  advanced  courses  in  the  High 
School.  As  the  High  School  enrollment  increases,  there  should 
be  offered  more  of  these  courses  to  challenge  and  stimulate 
the  exceptional  students.  Educating  youth  never  was  easy, 
and  it  isn't  any  easier  today.  The  Committee  appreciates  the 
loyal  work  of  the  Superintendent  and  school  staff  in  the 
service  of  youth.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  thirty-third 
annual  report  and  the  sixty-third  in  the  series  of  reports.  At 
your  suggestion,  I  am  submitting  a  consolidated  report  rather 
than  the  usual  form  of  quotations  from  separate  reports  of 
certain  members  of  the  school  staff.  The  cooperation  of  all 
in  submitting  suggestions  and  data  on  the  several  lines  of 
school  activities  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  School  Team 

How  the  Norton  Schools  are  constantly  growing  is  graph- 
ically presented  in  the  accompanying  chart.  There  are  ninety- 
four  members  on  the  team  that  provides  twelve  years  of  edu- 
cation for  the  youth  of  our  community.  Every  one  of  the 
persons  listed  plays  an  important  part  in  the  determination  of 
policy,  provision  for  health,  safety  or  comfort  and  the  actual 
educational  process  for  every  boy  and  girl. 
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The  statistical  data  on  the  school  enrollment  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Norton  School  Planning 
Committee,  Mr.  James  F.  Carney  and  Mr.  Addison  L.  Jennings. 
This  survey  estimates  slightly  larger  enrollments  in  future 
years  than  that  prepared  in  my  report  of  last  year.  The  re- 
sulting needs  for  the  Norton  Schools  are  being  presented  in  a 
separate  report  of  that  Committee.  I  urge  careful  study  of 
this  data  and  these  recommendations.

Professional  Growth  of  Teachers 

The  Workshop  in  Language  Arts  which  was  started  last 
year  was  completed  in  June,  1956.  The  Curriculum  Guide 
which  was  compiled  by  the  teachers  taking  this  Course  was 
edited  by  Dr.  B.  Alice  Crossley  of  Boston  University  and  re- 
cently returned  to  us  for  use.  It  is  an  extensive  document 
and  will  be  a  very  valuable  guide  for  the  work  of  the  teachers 
of  the  Elementary  grades.  At  the  present  time,  it  is  being 
duplicated  and  will  be  shortly  available  for  classroom  use.  A 
Committee  of  Elementary  and  High  School  teachers,  with 
Mrs.  Virginia  Adair  and  Mrs.  Lucille  Zwicker  as  Co-chairmen, 
has  been  appointed.  This  Committee  will  make  recommen- 
dations for  textbooks  and  audio-visual  aids  in  connection 
with  the  Curriculum  Guide  in  Language  Arts.  The  original 
Committee  worked  on  the  material  for  Grades  1-6.  The 
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material  for  the  High  School  grades  will  be  compiled  by  this 
new  Committee. 

This  Fall,  a  Harvard-B.  U.  Extension  Course,  Evaluation 
of  Pupil  Progress,  under  Dr.  Ralph  J.  Garry  was  offered  in 
the  Norton  Schools.  The  following  Norton  teachers  are  en- 
rolled: Esther  Bradstreet,  Patricia  Casey,  Williston  Holbert, 
Winifred  Hoyle,  Cesidia  Lombardi,  Ethel  Marquez,  Evelyn 
Rapoza,  Carol  J.  Staples,  Harriet  Gluckman,  Mildred  Wether- 
ell  and  Betty  Woodward.  Teachers  from  Attleboro,  Foxboro, 
Plainville,  Wrentham,  Brockton,  Taunton  and  Dighton  are 
also  members  of  this  class. 

The  Course  will  center  around  the  study  of  both  sub- 
jective and  objective  means  of  evaluating  and  recording  pupil 
progress.  Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  evaluation  of 
personality  and  social  adjustment  as  well  as  evaluation  of 
pupil  achievement  and  ability.  Among  the  topics  to  be  con- 
sidered are  the  following:  identifying  intelligence  and  mental 
ability,  teacher-made  objectives  and  essay  examinations, 
standardized  tests  and  scales,  measuring  personality  and  in- 
terests, use  of  sociograms  and  grading  non-test  techniques, 
observation  and  analysis  of  pupil  adjustment,  and  marking. 

Opportunity  will  be  provided  to  adapt  course  assignments 
to  the  classroom  evaluation  problems  of  individual  teachers 
and  to  the  study  by  groups  of  teachers  of  school  or  system- 
wide  evaluation  problems. 

Norton  Teachers'  Salary  Schedule 

The  shortage  of  teachers  is  nation-wide  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  numerous  magazine  articles  and  radio  announcements. 
The  competition  for  the  services  of  the  available,  qualified 
teachers  is  intense.  The  recently  approved  salary  schedule  is 
an  attempt  to  do  the  best  possible  to  meet  this  situation  for 
Norton.  The  new  schedule  for  non-degree  teachers  goes  from 
$3000.00  to  $4500.00;  for  those  with  bachelor's  degrees  from 
$3300.00  to  $5000.00;  those  with  master's  degrees  from  $3500.00 
to  $5200.00. 

The  present  school  full-time  teaching  staff  numbers  fifty- 
three.  This  is  more  than  double  that  of  recent  years.  Last 
year  six  new  teachers  were  added  with  the  opening  of  the  new 
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High  School.  This  year  there  will  be  three  additional  teachers 
— two  in  the  High  School  and  one  in  the  Elementary  School. 
The  Massachusetts  average  teacher  salary  in  October,  1956  was 
$4350.00.  In  group  2B  towns — towns  the  size  of  Norton — the 
average  salary  was  $3900.00.  The  Norton  average  salary  at 
the  same  time  was  $3550.00.  The  present  budget  with  an 
average  salary  increase  of  $431.00  will  bring  the  Norton  salary 
to  the  present  State  average,  but  Norton  will  still  be  below 
the  average  because  the  State  average  will  also  increase  next 
year.  Norton,  however,  will  be  in  a  relative  better  position 
in  securing  teachers  with  the  new  salary  schedule  than  they 
have  been  in  the  past. 

Our  schools  must  give  us  the  minds  that  will  create  our 
books  and  plays  and  music.  They  must  give  us  the  citizens 
who  understand  the  responsibiliies  as  well  as  the  privileges 
of  democracy.  They  must,  above  all,  give  us  men  and  women 
who  have  learned  to  think. 

The  teacher  holds  the  key  to  tomorrow.  Yet  we  do  little 
to  attract  and  retain  the  men  and  women  to  whom  we  can 
with  confidence  entrust  this  future.  We  would  like  our 
teachers  to  be  dedicated  to  their  work  but  do  not  pay  them 
according  to  their  responsibilities. 

The  vigor  of  the  teaching  profession  should  be  restored. 
We  must  recognize  that  teachers  are  as  concerned  as  the  rest 
of  us  with  enjoying  a  comfortable  standard  of  living.  We 
must  give  the  teacher  the  financial  rewards  he  deserves. 

In  addition,  if  we  are  to  make  teaching  more  attractive, 
we  must  also  give  our  outstanding  teachers  the  public  recog- 
nition which  is  the  fruit  of  every  other  profession's  labors. 
Why  should  there  not  be  a  similar  tangible  and  visible  reward 
for  great  teaching?  Why  should  not  every  town  and  village 
in  the  country  join  in  its  own  way,  and  shape  to  its  own 
standards,  a  tribute  to  its  outstanding  teachers? 

Additional  Teaching  Staff 

The  school  budget  for  1957  includes  funds  for  three  addi- 
tional teachers.  The  High  School  will  need  two  teachers. 
One  will  have  classes  in  English  and  the  Social  studies.  -  In- 
creased enrollments,  especially  in  the  Junior  High  School 
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grades,  makes  this  necessary.  The  other  High  School  teacher 
will  be  in  the  Industrial  Arts  section  of  the  school.  With  the 
start  of  a  new  program  in  this  field  in  the  new  High  School  in 
1955,  there  were,  of  course,  only  introductory  classes.  Now 
these  pupils  need  advanced  classes  especially  in  the  10th,  11th 
and  12th  year.  Next  year  we  will  add  making  and  reading 
blueprints,  increased  emphasis  on  mechanical  drawing  and 
lathe  work  on  steel.  The  third  additional  teacher  will  be  in 
the  Elementary  School  to  meet  expanded  enrollments  there. 

The  High  School  Library 

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  become  an  active  and 
flourishing  learning  center  of  the  High  School.  Not  only  are 
its  books  used  extensively  by  the  high  school  classes,  but  many 
junior  high  school  projects  are  accomplished  with  the  help  of 
the  library's  resources. 

At  present,  the  entire  collection  exceeds  1,300  books,  most 
of  which  have  been  recommended  by  the  American  Library 
Association  or  have  been  selected  from  other  approved  book 
lists.  To  enrich  its  book  collection,  the  library  has  been 
fortunate  to  receive  gift  books  from  many  sources  during  the 
year,  and  these  generous  contributions  are  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged. One  gift  of  special  mention  is  a  group  of  science  and 
nature  books  that  were  presented  to  the  library  in  memory 
of  Ronald  Silvia  by  his  classmates  of  7B. 

The  enthusiasm  for  the  school  library  has  been  evidenced 
by  the  following  circulation  statistics: 

Total  non-fiction  2,244 
Total  fiction  2,623 

Total  books  4,867 

The  library  offers  a  variety  of  more  than  a  dozen  maga- 
zines for  the  perusal  of  students  and  teachers.  Old  issues  of 
these  periodicals  will  soon  be  made  available  for  circulation 
to  students. 

In  addition  to  administering  the  library,  the  librarian  in- 
structs the  seventh  grade  in  weekly  classes  of  elementary 
Library  Science.   Library  orientation  of  the  other  high  school 
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grades  is  given  by  arrangement  of  the  English  teachers  with 
the  librarian. 

Since  September,  two  Library  Clubs  have  been  active  in 
assisting  the  Librarian  with  her  professional  activities.  The 
Library  Assistants,  who  are  students  from  Grades  9,  10,  11, 
and  12,  perform  many  duties  including  checking  books  in  and 
out  at  the  circulation  desk,  shelving  books,  arranging  reading 
shelves,  and  processing  new  books.  The  Library  Reading  Club 
is  open  to  Grades  7  and  8  and  promotes  reading  among  the 
members  and  throughout  the  school.  Through  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Library  Reading  Club,  a  State  Certificate  Reading 
Program  will  soon  be  started  to  encourage  more  reading  in 
Grades  7  and  8. 

Besides  furnishing  a  center  of  learning  and  enjoyment  to 
the  students,  the  school  library  should  fulfill  the  needs  of  the 
teachers  as  well.  During  the  coming  year,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
present  meager  professional  library  will  be  enlarged  and  en- 
riched to  become  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  Norton  School 
faculty. 

In  accordance  with  the  original  plan  for  the  library,  one 
corner  was  equipped  and  set  aside  for  use  by  groups  of  pupils 
from  Grade  6.  This  will  be  put  into  use  this  year.  Thus  early 
training  in  library  procedure  and  methods  will  be  given  pupils 
about  to  enter  High  School. 

Testing  Program 

Elementary  School 

This  program  consists  of  the  following: 

Grades  I  through  VI — California  Achievement  Test.  Each 
year  every  pupil  in  the  Elementary  School  is  given  an  appro- 
priate form  of  this  standard  achievement  test  measuring 
grade,  placement  and  percentile  ranks  in  the  areas  of  reading 
vocabulary,  reading  comprehension,  arithmetic  reasoning, 
arithmetic  fundamentals,  mechanics  of  English,  and  spelling. 
This  test,  likewise,  yields  an  over-all  score  of  grade  place- 
ment level  in  total  achievement. 

Grades  I,  III,  and  VI— Otis  Mental  Ability  Test.  An 
appropriate  form  of  this  test  is  given  to  all  children  in  Gracje£ 
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I,  III,  and  VI  each  year.  It  purports  to  measure  mental  ability 
and  yields  a  mental  age  and  I.Q.  score  which  is  fairly  well  cor- 
related with  the  Stanford-Binet  Intelligence  Quotient.  The 
test  measures  both  non-verbal  and  verbal  abilities,  thereby 
overcoming  the  reading  factor.  The  use  of  this  mental  test, 
therefore,  in  conjunction  with  the  achievement  test,  provides 
us  with  an  adequate  measure  of  both  the  capacity  and  the 
achievement  rate  of  our  children.  While  any  test  taken  by 
itself  is  of  questionable  reliability,  the  testing  program  begun 
in  these  early  grades  will  produce  patterns  of  capacity  and 
achievement  which  can  be  used  in  later  guidance  work  with 
each  pupil. 

Besides  the  above  tests,  individual  Stanford-Binet  Intel- 
ligence Tests  are  given  occasionally  to  double-check  the  results 
of  the  group  mental  test  scores  on  individual  pupils.  This  is 
done  with  the  help  of  the  Wheaton  College  Psychology  De- 
partment, and  also  by  Dr.  Marian  Mowatt,  School  Psychologist, 
in  connection  with  our  Special  Education  screening  program. 
This  year,  we  are  also  experimenting  with  the  use  of  the 
California  Mental  Maturity  Test,  another  group  mental  meas- 
ure. This  test  will  be  used  with  isolated  individuals  to  double- 
check  mental  scores  where  we  have  reason  to  believe  our  exist- 
ing measures  may  not  be  giving  us  adequate  information. 
Also,  for  experimental  purposes,  we  are  going  to  test  one  class 
using  the  California  Test  of  Personality  to  determine  what, 
if  any,  values  can  be  gained  in  securing  further  guidance  in- 
formation in  the  intermediate  grades  with  this  test. 

High  School 

In  the  7th  grade,  the  S  R  A  Primary  Mental  Abilities  Test 
is  administered  together  with  the  Stanford  Achievement  in 
Reading,  Grammar  and  Spelling.  In  grade  9,  the  American 
Council  in  Education  (intelligence);  the  Cooperative  Reading 
C1Y;  the  Kuder  Preference  Record,  both  interest  and  personal 
inventory  are  given.  In  grade  11,  the  Army  General  Intelli- 
gence Test  is  administered  to  all;  the  Ohio  State  (untimed 
intelligence);  the  Cooperative  College  Reading  Test  c2T; 
achievement  tests  in  Science,  Math  and  Social  Studies;  and 
the  college  board  exams  are  taken  for  practice.  In  the  12th 
grade,  the  Federal  Security  Agency,  Taunton  Branch,  admin- 
isters a  verbal  and  performance  test  battery  to  every  senior, 
discusses  results  with  them  individually,  and  acts  as  a  place- 
ment service  for  those  who  are  interested. 
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Grades  7  and  8  have  a  half  year  each  of  group  guidance. 
During  this  time,  testing  is  done.  Individual  interviews  are 
held  so  that  they  may  learn  the  advantages  of  the  various 
programs  of  study  offered  in  the  upper  grades  and  determine, 
with  the  help  of  their  parents,  the  one  for  which  they  are  best 
suited.  An  evening  meeting  is  also  held  for  parents  to  acquaint 
them  further  with  the  high  school  curricula. 

In  group  guidance  classes  in  the  7th  grade,  they  study 
themselves,  their  personality,  and  learn  how  to  understand 
others;  in  grade  8,  their  obligations  are  stressed  as  well  as 
possible  future  vocations. 

In  the  upper  grades  at  least  one  individual  interview  is 
held  each  year  to  talk  over  test  results,  to  make  sure  that 
everyone  has  a  goal  and  is  working  toward  it,  and  to  give  help 
where  there  is  need.  Many  additional  interviews  are  re- 
quested by  those  who  have  personal  and  social  problems.  In 
the  senior  year,  more  than  one  interview  is  necessary  as  in 
many  cases,  application  to  colleges  or  vocational  schools  must 
be  made  and  checked,  and  pupils  must  be  encouraged  to  take 
all  the  scholarship  examinations  for  which  they  are  eligible. 
Those  who  are  not  going  on  for  further  study  are  encouraged 
to  get  part-time  work  in  the  area  in  which  they  are  interested, 
and  to  apply  early  for  a  full-time  position. 

Special  Education 

An  important  venture  in  our  Elementary  School  this  year 
has  been  the  establishment  of  a  Special  Education  unit.  Mr. 
Williston  M.  Holbert,  head  teacher  in  the  Elementary  School, 
is  in  charge  of  this  work  and  has  been  conducting  a  class  of 
eleven  children  since  November  of  1956.  This  program  is 
highly  supervised  and  subsidized  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Department  of  Education.  Rigid  physical  and  mental  exami- 
nations are  given  the  children  who  apply  for  this  special 
work,  and  if  certain  qualifications  are  met,  they  are  admitted 
to  the  class,  conditionally,  for  a  period  of  time  ranging  from 
one  to  two  years.  In  this  class,  which  is  limited  by  law  to 
eighteen  pupils,  the  teacher  is  able  to  work  individually  with 
his  students  and  give  them  the  "special"  type  of  education 
that  will  best  enable  them  to  live  happy  and  successful  lives. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  this  Special  Education  unit  now  in 
operation  is  only  a  beginning.    It  is  aimed  at  helping  those 
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boys  and  girls  who  normally  would  be  at  the  intermediate- 
grade  level  of  school.  A  complete  program  will  provide  for 
Special  Education  for  children  at  the  primary-grade  level,  and 
also  a  terminal  class  at  the  secondary-school  level.  There  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  this  type  of  program  will  make 
for  the  community  well  adjusted  and  self-supporting  citizens 
of  whom  all  of  us  can  be  proud. 

Science 

The  new  science  curriculum  guide  has  been  in  operation 
for  approximately  one  year.  Through  the  use  of  this  course 
of  study  which  was  developed  by  a  committee  of  teachers  in 
grades  one  through  twelve,  it  is  felt  that  a  more  clear-cut 
study  of  science  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  grades  is  being 
offered.  With  the  implementation  of  this  course  of  study  has 
come  the  purchase  of  fine  science  textbooks,  certain  basic 
science  equipment,  microscopes,  and  visual  aids,  which  make 
for  a  much  more  meaningful  program  for  the  boys  and  girls 
of  our  schools. 

The  excellent  laboratories  with  the  best  modern  equip- 
ment in  our  new  High  School  have  given  a  strong  impetus  to 
the  teaching  of  science.  The  present  staff  is  making  excellent 
use  of  this  equipment.  One  interesting  example  of  the  interest 
in  the  field  of  science  is  the  participation  of  a  large  number  of 
students  in  the  Annual  School  Science  Fair.  This  year  a  very 
extensive  program  is  underway  to  make  it  an  outstanding 
Science  Fair.  Mr.  Charles  R.  Haller  is  General  Chairman. 
Every  teacher  in  the  High  School — not  only  the  teachers  of 
Science — will  cooperate  by  assuming  various  responsibilities 
in  this  project.  The  Norton  PTA  has  offered  to  help  with  the 
financing  of  the  Fair.  The  preparation  of  a  project  for  the 
Fair  furnishes  a  pupil  an  opportunity  to  put  into  practical  use 
much  of  his  textbook  and  classroom  study  and  activity.  An 
attempt  is  made  to  give  the  pupil  training  in  the  scientific 
method,  the  study  of  books,  magazines,  encyclopedia,  the 
making  of  a  hypothesis  or  scientific  guess  in  regard  to  the 
project  under  study,  the  experiments  and  investigations  to 
solve  the  scientific  problem,  the  record  of  careful  observations 
and  recheck  of  experiments  and  finally  the  drawing  of  con- 
clusions or  generalizations.  Each  exhibit  in  the  Fair  will  be 
evaluated  under  the  following  criteria: — 

1.  The  scientific  approach  to  the  problem 
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2.  The  advancement  of  the  science  of  the  contestant 

3.  The  ingenuity  of  construction  and  technical  skill  and 
workmanship. 

4.  Thoroughness 

Science  is  today  in  the  forefront  of  all  walks  of  life. 
Schools  must  give  training  and  experience  in  this  field. 

Audio- Visual  Aids 

Audio-visual  aids  at  the  Elementary  School  are  coordi- 
nated throughout  the  various  grades  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Adair, 
teacher  of  Grade  V-R.  The  school  is  fortunate  in  having  such 
a  capable  individual  to  promote  the  work  of  this  department 
and  is  also  fortunate  in  having  a  good  supply  of  visual  aids 
for  the  use  of  the  teachers.  The  school  owns  over  250  teaching 
film  strips  whose  subjects  range  from  a  visual  presentation 
of  the  various  fairy  tales  for  first-grade  children  to  phonics 
work  in  the  upper  grades.  A  fine  record  library,  a  record 
player  for  every  two  classrooms,  and  a  tape  recorder,  are 
exceptionally  helpful  audio  aids  and  are  used  daily  by  the 
many  teachers  of  the  school.  Most  of  this  equipment  has  been 
purchased  from  funds  raised  by  the  pupils.  The  school  also 
enjoys  the  use  of  two  motion  picture  projectors,  utilizes  a 
weekly  film  rental  program,  and  is  a  member  of  a  six-town 
cooperative  film  buying  pool  which  provides  some  sixty  differ- 
ent motion  picture  film  subjects  for  use  during  the  year.  The 
most  recent  addition  to  the  audio-visual  program  is  the  pur- 
chase of  an  opaque  projector  which  will  be  used  jointly  by 
the  High  and  Elementary  schools.  This  machine  makes  it 
possible  for  teachers  to  project  maps  from  books,  music,  illus- 
trations, the  work  of  children,  etc.,  for  all  to  see. 

Mrs.  Adair's  work  is  aided  by  the  cooperation  of  all  the 
teachers  and  supervisors  in  the  choice  of  audio-visual  sup- 
plies and  equipment.  Each  year  a  committee  of  teachers 
surveys  the  needs  of  the  whole  school  for  the  coming  year. 
It  is  felt  that  the  opportunities  offered  our  boys  and  girls 
through  this  phase  of  our  teaching  is  exceptional  and  second 
to  none  in  this  area. 

The  supervision  of  the  audio-visual  program  in  the  High 
School  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle.  Mr. 
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Charles  R.  Haller  has  direct  charge  of  the  equipment  for  this 
purpose.  The  High  School  has  a  library  of  film  strips  which 
are  used  extensively  in  the  Social  Studies  and  in  the  Science 
classroom  teaching.  Much  of  the  equipment  is  used  jointly 
by  both  the  Elementary  and  the  High  School  teachers. 

An  Audio-Visual  Aids  Club  has  been  organized  in  the 
High  School.  Mr.  Haller  has  trained  the  members  of  this  Club 
to  operate  all  of  the  school  equipment — the  motion  picture 
machines,  the  film  strip  projectors,  the  opaque  projector,  the 
tape  recorder.  These  students  operate  these  machines  for  the 
use  of  any  teacher  for  regular  classroom  instruction.  This  is 
both  an  aid  to  the  teacher  so  that  he  may  concentrate  on  the 
instruction  and  a  good  experience  for  the  young  people  in 
learning  the  use  of  modern  equipment. 

Non-Delinquency 

Recently  a  number  of  magazine  articles  have  been  giving 
most  interesting  accounts  of  constructive  activities  on  the  part 
of  young  people  especially  teen-agers.  One  article  made  the 
statement  that  "The  teen-agers  of  today  are  smarter,  more 
self-sufficient  and  more  constructive  than  any  other  genera- 
tion of  teen-agers  in  history."  Dramatic  accounts  of  programs 
carried  on  by  young  people  for  the  betterment  of  their  com- 
munity or  their  school  were  portrayed.  I  have  been  proud  of 
similar  activities  carried  on  by  the  Norton  young  people.  I 
recently  asked  the  teachers  for  a  list  of  such  examples.  A 
few  of  these  are  listed  below: 

Elementary  School 

1.  Participation  in  various  community  drives 

2.  Collection  of  clothing  for  Hungarian  relief 

3.  Emphasis  on  helping  others  in  class,  school  and  com- 
munity 

4.  Repair  of  old  toys  and  their  distribution 

5.  Preparation  of  dolls  for  sick  children  in  hospitals 

6.  Help  in  good  housekeeping  duties  in  and  about  the 
school 

7.  Participation  in  Red  Cross  and  Girl  Scout  projects 
aimed  to  help  others 
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High  School 

1.  Class  room  committees  for  care  of  home  rooms 

2.  Pep  Club  for  promoting  school  spirit 

3.  Volunteers  for  work  in  the  cafeteria  and  kitchen 

4.  Student  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  several  sports 

5.  Student  Council  assistance  in  countless  school  activities 
and  in  the  operation  of  the  school 

6.  Seniors  gave  active  support  to  the  drive  "Get  Out  the 
Vote" 

7.  Junior  Red  Cross  activities 

8.  Class  Presidents  volunteered  to  help  the  teachers  solve 
school  "problems" 

9.  Assistance  to  the  Veterans'  Organizations  in  the  Polio 
Drive 

10.  Art  students  gave  their  efforts  in  making  posters  for 
many  drives  and  community  activities 

Music  and  Art 

The  recent  training  in  instrumental  music  is  beginning  to 
show  results.  The  band  now  numbers  fifteen  and  is  expected 
this  Spring  to  start  playing  for  out-of-door  events.  The  Ele- 
mentary School  Chorus  of  fifty  voices  and  the  High  School 
Chorus  of  fifty  voices  are  both  showing  good  progress.  Their 
public  appearances  are  producing  favorable  comments.  The 
Elementary  Spring  Festival,  the  All-School  Concert,  and  the 
Christmas  Pageant  are  three  outstanding  events  showing  the 
work  in  the  field  of  Music  in  the  Norton  Schools.  The  Christ- 
mas Pageant  is  valuable  not  only  for  the  musical  result,  but 
for  the  outstanding  inspirational  and  ethical  contribution  to 
the  lives  of  both  the  young  people  who  participate  and  to  all 
of  us  who  attend  this  notable  event. 

The  Art  instruction  is  attempting  to  make  children  more 
conscious  of  their  Art  heritage.  Films  and  slides  are  used 
frequently  for  this  purpose.  An  Elementary  Art  Guide  and  a 
High  School  Guide  have  been  written  so  that  there  is  now  an 
integrated  Art  Program.  In  the  past  year,  High  School  art 
classes  have  begun  work  in  the  basic  techniques  in  pottery 
and  enameling.  Projects  in  interior  decoration,  stage  design, 
sculpture  and  posters  are  included  in  this  program. 
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Norton  School  Cafeteria 

The  Cafeteria  of  the  Public  Schools  serves  all  the  children 
from  grades  one  through  twelve.  Mrs.  Helen  Post,  the  Cafe- 
teria Manager,  plans  the  menus  with  the  cooperation  and 
supervision  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education, 
Office  of  School  Lunch.  At  the  present  time,  this  state  agency 
disburses  federal  funds  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  such  a  way  that  the  school  receives  9c  for  every 
full  meal,  including  milk,  that  is  served,  and  4c  for  every 
additional  bottle  of  milk  that  is  sold.  Beyond  this,  certain 
agricultural  foodstuffs  which  are  surplus,  are  allocated  to  the 
schools  for  use  in  the  lunch  program.  This  permits  the  school 
to  furnish  a  hot  lunch  at  less  than  the  wholesale  cost  of  food. 
There  are  times  when  these  commodities  are  quite  plentiful 
and  other  times  when  they  are  not.  Thus,  one  can  see  the 
difficulty  of  trying  to  serve  a  complete  hot  dinner  to  children 
at  the  maximum  charge  of  25c. 


The  cafeteria  staff  numbers  one  manager,  two  cooks,  and 
six  workers.  This  team,  during  the  year  1956,  has  served  our 
children  123,723  hot  lunches.  Do  you  think  that  this  sounds 
like  quite  a  chore?  Well,  here  are  some  quantities  served  to 
869  children  at  ONE  of  the  meals  served  recently: — 

22  twenty-pound  turkeys  20  lbs.  butter 

350  lbs.  whipped  potatoes  120  qts.  peaches 

96  qts.  corn  869  cartons  milk 

140  qts.  tomato  juice  8  gals  cranberry  sauce 
900  rolls 


An  operation  of  this  scope  is  part  of  every  day's  planning 
in  our  Public  School  Cafeteria. 


One  of  the  aims  of  the  School  Lunch  Program  is  to  pro- 
vide children  with  an  opportunity  to  try  many  different  kinds 
of  food.  Everything  that  is  served  our  children  in  the  cafe- 
teria is  good  and  wholesome.  Obviously,  no  meal  is  going  to 
please  every  child  in  the  school.  Therefore,  it  is  our  hope  that 
parents  will  urge  their  children  to  "sample"  a  little  bit  of 
everything  in  the  meal  that  is  served.  It  will  be  surprising 
how  soon  you  will  find  your  children  asking  for  beef  stew  or 
rice  the  way  they  have  it  at  school. 
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Recent  reports  from  the  state  lunch  program  office  states 
that  53%  of  the  pupils  in  Massachusetts  are  eating  the  school 
lunch  meals.  In  Norton  58  %  of  the  pupils  in  the  High  and 
Elementary  Schools  are  eating  the  regular  school  lunches. 

Our  lunch  program  received  money  from  state  subsidies 
and  pupils  totalling  $46,711.43  during  the  past  year.  Last 
September  a  new  complete  financial  accounting  system  was 
set  up.  There  is  monthly  supervision  of  all  receipts  and  pay- 
ments. As  in  the  past,  all  bills  are  inspected  by  the  School 
Committee  and  audited  by  the  Norton  Town  Accountant.  In 
spite  of  these  large  receipts,  it  is  not  possible  with  rising  prices 
to  provide  our  lunch  program  without  help  from  a  regular 
appropriation.  While  it  is  expected  that  our  cafeteria  will 
just  about  "break  even"  during  the  current  year,  an  appropri- 
ation is  being  requested  in  order  to  pay  bills  on  time  and  keep 
our  accounting  system  on  a  more  businesslike  basis.  It  should 
be  heartening  for  all  of  us  to  realize,  however,  that  this  im- 
portant adjunct  of  our  educational  program  and  service  to  the 
community,  while  being  one  of  the  largest  departments  of  the 
school,  is  operated  at  slight  cost  to  the  Town.  Much  of  this 
achievement  can  be  attributed  to  the  excellent  management 
of  Mrs.  Post  and  the  conscientious  work  of  the  reliable  men 
and  women  who  comprise  our  cafeteria  staff. 

School  Health  Program 

With  the  health  center  in  the  new  High  School,  and  with  a 
school  nurse  on  a  full  time  program,  an  excellent  program  of 
health  service  is  being  furnished  the  Norton  children.  In 
addition  to  the  teaching  in  health  and  the  physical  examina- 
tions, the  report  of  the  school  nurse  shows  that  she  is  answer- 
ing an  average  of  seventeen  office  calls  per  day.  A  Future 
Nurses  Course  of  five  periods  per  week  is  now  being  offered 
in  the  Norton  High  School  to  senior  girls  who  plan  to  enter  a 
school  of  nursing;  two  periods  are  devoted  to  home  economics 
and  three  periods  are  spent  in  orientation  to  the  nursing  pro- 
fession. Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  medical  terminology 
and  the  mathematics  of  drugs  and  solutions.  Discussions  are 
held  on  new  developments  and  controversial  subjects  in  the 
field  of  nursing  in  order  to  develop  an  awareness  of  new  ideas 
and  adaptation  to  change.  An  overall  view  of  the  opportuni- 
ties in  the  nursing  profession  is  given  these  students. 

The  report  of  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey,  M.D.,  School  Physi- 
cian, summarizes  the  excellent  results  that  are  being  secured. 
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"Preventive  medicine  is  the  first  line  of  defense  against  epi- 
demics. The  execution  of  a  broad  health  program  in  the 
Norton  School  system  in  1956  rewarded  us  with  a  very  low 
incidence  of  childhood  diseases  in  the  community.  Clinics  held 
were:  Pre-school,  Well  child  conference,  Salk  Polio  Clinics 
and  School  health  examinations  at  grade  levels.  The  success 
of  our  polio  clinics  would  not  have  been  realized  without  the 
generous  services  extended  by  the  many  doctors,  nurses,  and 
townspeople.  My  sincere  thanks  to  them  and  also  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Norton  School  system  for  their  splendid  co- 
operation and  assistance  to  me  in  carrying  out  the  school 
health  program." 

Physical  Education  and  Athletics 

Phillip  A.  Norton  was  appointed  to  carry  on  the  work  in 
the  above  field  October  1,  1956.  His  report  sets  forth  the 
objectives  and  some  of  the  plans  that  are  underway  at  the 
present  time.    I  heartily  endorse  these. 

"The  primary  objective  of  all  phases  of  education  is  to 
enable  one  to  live  an  enriched  and  abundant  life.  The  main 
objectives  of  Physical  Education  are  more  definite  and  specific. 
They  bring  the  ultimate  goal  closer  to  realization. 

Physical  Education  attempts  to  aid  in  the  following  four 
phases  of  growth: 

1.  Physical  Development 

2.  Motor  Development 

3.  Mental  Development 

4.  Human  Relations  Development 

Physical  development  is  that  part  of  the  program  which 
builds  physical  power  in  the  individual.  It  results  in  the 
ability  to  adapt,  the  ability  to  recover  and  to  resist  fatigue. 

Motor  development  is  that  part  of  the  program  which 
makes  physical  movement  useful,  proficient,  and  graceful  with 
as  little  expenditure  of  energy  as  possible.  Motor  develop- 
ment has  a  great  deal  of  effect  on  health  and  recreation,  be- 
cause the  skills  acquired  will  determine  to  a  great  extent  how 
leisure  time  will  be  spent. 
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Mental  development  is  that  part  of  the  program  which 
deals  with  the  accumulation  of  a  body  of  knowledge  along 
with  the  ability  to  think  and  to  interpret  this  knowledge. 

Human  Relations  development  is  that  part  of  the  program 
concerned  with  helping  the  individual  in  making  personal 
adjustments,  group  adjustments,  and  adjustments  as  a  mem- 
ber of  society.  Activities  in  the  Physical  Education  program 
offer  one  of  the  best  opportunities  for  making  these  adjust- 
ments. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Norton  School  sys- 
tem we  now  have  a  full  time  Supervisor  of  Girls'  Physical 
Education.  Miss  Eloise  Hodgkins  was  added  to  the  Norton 
faculty  in  September,  1956.  Under  her  capable  supervision  a 
soccer  program  for  the  girls  was  initiated  and  was  extremely 
popular  and  successful.  Upon  assuming  my  duties  in  October, 
I  instituted  a  Touch  Football  Program  for  boys  from  grades 
seven  through  twelve.  In  grades  one  through  six,  the  students 
participated  in  activity  and  rhythmic  games  and  games  which 
lead  up  to  popular  sports.  Volleyball  was  the  next  activity 
on  our  program.  Boys  and  girls  in  grades  four  through 
twelve  participated.  The  next  step  in  the  program  was  basket- 
ball with  all  students  from  grades  four  through  twelve  par- 
ticipating. This  completes  all  activities  in  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Program  which  Miss  Hodgkins  and  I  have  been  associated 
with  during  1956. 

And  Now  To  the  Future!  !  ! 

Plans  have  already  been  formulated  to  expand  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Physical  Education  Program  during  the  present 
school  year.  Among  the  proposed  new  activities  are  Bad- 
minton, Ping-Pong,  Social  and  Folk  Dancing,  Stunts  and 
Tumbling,  Golf,  Archery,  and  Deck  Tennis. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  new  activities  will  create  interest 
so  that  many  of  them  will  carry  over  to  adult  life. 

The  present  Athletic  Program  consists  of  interscholastic 
competition  in  Basketball  and  Baseball.  The  High  School 
girls  compete  in  Basketball  and  Softball  on  a  Varsity  and 
Junior  Varsity  level.  Miss  Hodgkins  is  the  coach  of  these 
teams.  Miss  Faith  Cummings  coaches  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  girls  in  Basketball  and  Softball.  Miss  Hodgkins  is  also 
the  Faculty  Advisor  and  coach  of  the  Varsity  and  Junior  Var- 
sity cheerleading  squads.     Under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
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Hodgkins  a  Norton  High  Pep  Club  has  been  formed.  This 
organization  has  done  a  great  deal  to  create  interest  among 
the  student  body.  Their  efforts  towards  gaining  support  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  various  teams  are  greatly  appreciated  by 
all  concerned  with  Athletics. 

The  High  School  boys  compete  on  a  Varsity  and  Junior 
Varsity  level  in  Basketball  and  Baseball.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  boys  have  an  Intramural  Program.  This  year  we 
added  Mr.  J.  Robert  Ford  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  to 
our  coaching  staff.  Mr.  Ford  coaches  our  Junior  Varsity  team 
in  Basketball  and  Baseball.  Mr.  James  Blount  has  been  ap- 
pointed coach  of  the  Varsity  Baseball  team  in  addition  to  his 
duties  in  the  Touch  Football  League.  At  the  present  time,  the 
Varsity  Basketball  team  is  coached  by  this  writer.  Plans  are 
underway  for  me  to  conduct  a  Golf  Program  in  the  spring  for 
both  boys  and  girls  on  the  High  School  level. 

I  feel  that  the  Athletic  Program  at  Norton  is  in  need  of 
expansion  both  on  the  interscholastic  and  intramural  levels. 
The  ground  work  is  now  being  laid  to  include  in  our  program 
Golf,  Track  and  Football.  I  hope  these  preliminary  plans  will 
reach  maturity  in  the  next  few  years  so  that  we  may  take  our 
place  alongside  other  schools  in  our  neighborhood. 

Thanks  to  all  who  have  made  my  new  found  life  so  re- 
warding and  satisfactory  in  a  town  where  "The  Name's  the 
Same." 

Closing 

With  the  ever  expanding  school  program  and  the  increas- 
ing enrollments,  the  problems  have  been,  and  will  continue 
to  be,  many.  They  have  been  met  and  in  the  future  will  be 
met  because  of  the  sincere  interest  and  devoted  effort  given 
to  their  solution  by  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  the 
Norton  School  Planning  Committee.  The  capable  and  con- 
scientious effort  of  every  member  of  the  school  staff  in  the 
operation  of  the  Norton  Schools  is  most  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged. It  has  made  the  efficient  operation  of  the  schools 
possible.

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:12  P.M.  by  Moderator  Arthur 
P.  Parker. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting,  Mr.  Parker  recognized  Albert 
A.  Thibault  who  stressed  the  need  for  caution  in  voting  large 
expenditures  at  this  time.  He  contended  that  as  a  considerable 
amount  of  1956  taxes  were  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  year,  at 
the  $68.00  rate,  he  questioned  the  ability  to  pay  1957  taxes  at 
$88.00.  He  stated  that  with  the  payments  on  the  $155,000 
water  tank  loan  to  begin  in  1958,  it  was  safe  to  assume  that 
the  tax  rate  will  be  much  higher. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  school  proposals  needed 
serious  consideration,  he  moved  that  the  articles  in  the  war- 
rant be  taken  in  the  following  order:  Article  8-9-10-11-12-13- 
1-2-3-4-5-6-7.    Motion  carried. 

Article  8.  Motion  by  Leo  G.  Yelle,  Chairman  of  the

that  the  Building  Code  By-Law  be  amended  rescinding  the 
present  foundation  requirement  and  to  substitute  the  fol- 
lowing: 
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Foundations  shall  be  at  least  8  inch  poured  concrete  or  8 
inch  concrete  block  construction.  No  footing  need  be  used 
under  a  poured  concrete  foundation,  if  it  rests  on  hardpan,  or 
firm,  well-drained  gravel.  A  footing  must  be  used,  if  the 
supporting  soil  is  of  any  other  type,  or  if  a  concrete-block 
foundation  is  to  be  constructed.  Such  a  footing  shall  be  of 
poured  concrete  construction,  with  a  width  of  at  least  twice 
the  foundation  wall  thickness  and  a  depth  of  at  least  the  wall 
thickness,  and  with  a  flat  bottom.  A  flat-bottomed,  poured 
concrete  footing  two  feet  square  and  one  foot  thick  shall  be 
used  under  each  girder  support  column.  The  bottom  of  any 
foundation  wall  or  any  footing,  except  a  support  column  foot- 
ing at  cellar  level,  shall  be  at  least  three  and  one-half  feet 
below  the  surrounding  ground  level. 

Article  11.  The  Finance  Committee  did  not  favor  this 
article,  maintaining  that  the  building  could  be  used  for  storage 
of  town  equipment.

An  attempt  by  Henry  Soldat  to  have  the  article  recon- 
sidered was  defeated. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated 
by  transfer  from  the  surplus  revenue  account  for  the  expense 
of  the  Industrial  Development  Committee. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1500  from  the 
Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment 
Account. 

Article  1.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  School  Plan- 
ning Board. 

Article  2.  This  article  was  not  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Committee. 

John  E.  Marshall,  Jr.  made  the  following  motion:  That 
the  sum  of  $412,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  originally  equipping  an  elementary  school  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $2,900  be  appropri- 
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ated  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  Account,  the  sum  of  $10,000 
be  appropriated  from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account,  and  that 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $400,000  under  au- 
thority of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  to 
issue  bonds  or  notes  to  the  town  therefor  payable  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so 
that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  notes.  After 
an  hour's  debate,  a  vote  ballot  vote  was  taken.  A  tally  of  the 
votes  showed  309  as  having  voted  "No"  and  86  "Yes."

SECTION  1 
INTRODUCTION 

1-1 — TITLE.  This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may 
be  cited  as  the  Trailer  By-Law. 

1-2— DEFINITIONS.  In  this  By-Law  the  following  terms, 
unless  a  contrary  meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is 
specifically  prescribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a.  House  Trailer — A  structure  primarily  designed  and 
built  or  altered  to  be  hauled  by  a  vehicle  and  to  be  used  for 
living  purposes;  a  mobile  home. 

b.  Trailer  Park — An  area  approved  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  for  the  location 
of  three  or  more  house  trailers. 
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SECTION  2 

REGULATIONS 

2-1— APPLICATION  OF  REGULATIONS.  No  house 
trailer  shall  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Norton  except  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

2-1-1 — TRAILER  PARK.  A  house  trailer  may  be  located 
in  a  trailer  park  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  holding  a  public  hearing 
with  due  notice  given,  may  grant  such  approval  under  the 
following  conditions  and  requirements: 

a.  The  Board  shall  have  found  that  the  proposed  trailer 
park  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  established  and  future 
character  of  the  neighborhood. 

b.  Such  a  trailer  park  shall  provide  space  and  facilities 
for  three  or  more  house  trailers. 

c.  The  total  area  of  the  trailer  park  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  area  required  for  a  dwelling  lot. 

d.  The  trailer  park  shall  have  frontage  on  an  accepted 
Town  street  of  not  less  than  the  frontage  required  for  a  dwel- 
ling lot. 

e.  The  minimum  yard  dimensions  for  a  dwelling  lot 
shall  apply  when  any  trailer  or  accessory  building  is  located 
adjacent  to  one  of  the  trailer  park  boundaries. 

f.  The  minimum  space  provided  for  each  trailer  shall 
be  40  feet  by  75  feet. 

g.  Access  drives  to  trailers  shall  be  at  least  20  feet  in 
width.  Each  trailer  space  shall  have  frontage  on  an  access 
drive. 

h.  An  adequate  and  convenient  source  of  electricity  and 
water  shall  be  provided  for  each  trailer. 

i.  Each  trailer  shall  be  connected  directly  to  a  sewage- 
disposal  system. 

j.  The  minimum  sewage-disposal  system  to  be  provided 
shall  be  a  cesspool  (or  cesspools)  with  600  cubic  gals,  of 
capacity  for  each  trailer  and  accessory  building  to  be  served 
by  the  system  unless  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  a 
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Town  By-Law  shall  require  a  more  adequate  system.  Loca- 
tion and  construction  of  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  or  other  parts 
of  the  sewage-disposal  system  shall  be  as  required  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

k.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  and  Plan- 
ning Board  shall  each  be  furnished  with  a  plan  of  the  trailer 
park  that  shows,  in  addition  to  the  other  details,  the  sewage- 
disposal  system  and  indicates  the  capacity  thereof. 

2-  1-2— OUTSIDE  OF  TRAILER  PARK.  In  area  external 
to  an  approved  trailer  park,  house  trailers,  shall  be  used  or 
parked  only  as  provided  below: 

a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  on  private 
property  (such  property  shall  be  considered  to  include  oc- 
cupied dwelling  lots)  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days  in  any 
one  year.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  extend  the  permit  for 
one  additional  30-day  period,  if  requested  to  do  so. 

Water  supply  and  sewage-disposal  facilities  for  such  a 
trailer  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  while  a 
house  if  being  constructed  on  the  same  premises.  Such  a 
permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  but  it  may  be  extended 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  one  year  additional  if  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  construction  of  the  house  is  being  car- 
ried forward  in  good  faith.  If  the  construction  ceases  to  be 
carried  forward  in  good  faith,  the  Board  shall  revoke  the 
permit. 

The  sewage  facilities  to  be  provided  for  such  a  trailer 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  facilities  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health  for  a  dwelling. 

c.  An  unoccupied  and  unused  house  trailer  may  be 
parked  on  private  property. 

SECTION  3 
ADMINISTRATION 

3-  1— ENFORCEMENT.  The  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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3-2 — PENALTY.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  this  By-Law  or  any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit 
is  issued  may  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  offense. 

3-3 — VALIDITY.  The  invalidity  of  any  action  or  pro- 
vision of  this  By-Law  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other 
section  or  provision  of  the  By-Law.

Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  were  made 
by  the  chairman,  Henry  Soldat. 

Tellers  for  the  meeting  were:  Edward  Schissler,  Edgar 
Pelletier,  James  H.  Johnson  and  Cadorna  Lori. 

Article  1.  Motion:  That  the  sum  of  $17,500  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  purchase  of,  or  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  by 
the  Selectmen,  and  they  are  hereby  so  authorized,  for  school 
purposes,  a  certain  parcel  of  land,  located  on  the  easterly  side 
of  North  Worcester  Street,  and  containing  19  and  %  acres 
more  or  less,  and  owned  by  Mary  G.  Rose.  (Description  on 
file.) 

And  that  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  sum  of  $2500  be 
appropriated  from  the  overlay  surplus  account,  and  that  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  is  here- 
by authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $15,000  and  to  issue  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the 
•provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the 
whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  five  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note. 

Using  the  check  list,  a  ballot  vote  was  taken.  Voting

Article  3.  The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend 
the  sale  of  the  Chartley  Fire  Station. 
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A  motion  from  the  floor  that  the  station  be  sold  at  a 
minimum  amount  of  $1500  was  amended  so  as  to  read  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  the  old  Chartley  Fire  Station 
premises  at  a  public  sale,  at  an  amount  of  not  less  than  $2500. 
Amendment  voted  unanimously. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1500  be  voted  from 
the  Machinery  Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment 
Account. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $176.04  be  transferred 
from  the  E.  &  D.  account  to  pay  the  Town's  share  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning 
District. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $5100  be  transferred  as 
additional  amount  to  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Account  from  the 
following:  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  Account — $1,000;  Dis- 
ability Assistance  Account — $1600;  General  Relief  Account — 
$2500. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $261  be  transferred 
from  the  Sale  of  Pines  Fund  to  the  Reforestation  Committee, 
said  money  to  be  used  for  land  clearing  on  Town  property. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $239  be  transferred  from 
the  Sale  of  Pines  fund  to  purchase  a  brush  saw  for  the  Re- 
forestation Committee. 

Article  9.  Henry  H.  Harvey,  chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board,  made  a  motion  that  the  By-Law  be  adopted.  Several 
proposed  amendments  were  ruled  out  by  the  moderator.  A 
standing  vote  taken  revealed  that  39  favored  and  41  opposed 
the  adoption  of  the  By-Law.  Motion  declared  by  the  modera- 
tor to  be  lost. 

Article  10.  Motion  by  Selectman  J.  Scott  carried  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  sum  of  $150  be  transferred  from  the  E.  &  D. 
Account  to  Dog  Officer  Account. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10:16  P.M.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  presents  the  Thirty- 
Fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

Charles  Cheetham  was  re-elected  to  the  board  at  the 
annual  Town  Election. 

During  the  year  86  new  services  were  installed,  bringing 
the  total  services  to  1546.  Another  very  busy  year  which  is 
continually  adding  to  our  ever-growing  Department. 

Our  total  commitments  turned  over  to  the  Town  collec- 
tor was  $62,082.82  and  of  this  amount  $10,434.92  was  charged 
to  meters.  Tapping  fees  were  $1,870.00,  making  the  total  for 
1957,  $63,952.82.  This  large  increase  is  due  largely  to  the 
new  rates  which  had  to  be  put  into  operation  in  order  to  pay 
for  the  new  tank  which  is  to  be  put  into  operation  early  next 
summer,  by  so  doing  it  does  not  effect  your  tax  rate. 

We  have  replaced  six  hydrants  which  were  in  very  bad 
condition,  this  project  we  intend  to  continue  until  all  hy- 
drants which  do  not  operate  properly  are  replaced. 

We  have  had  but  one  extension  to  install  this  past  year. 
That  was  500  feet  on  Dean  Street  in  the  Barrowsville  section, 
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which  also  included  a  hydrant  in  order  to  give  better  fire  pro- 
tection. 

During  the  year  construction  on  the  new  tank  was  start- 
ed. We  have  been  assured  by  the  Pittsburg  Des  Moines  Tank 
Co.,  who  were  the  low  bidders  on  the  tank,  that  it  will  be 
in  operation  by  June  of  this  year,  which  is  when  we  need  it 
the  most  for  the  following  summer  months. 

This  past  year  you  all  know  that  it  was  necessary  to  put 
restriction  on  the  use  of  water  due  to  the  drought  and  the 
very  heavy  burden  that  was  put  on  to  the  system.  It  is  some- 
thing that  we  do  not  like  to  be  forced  into,  but  we  felt  it  was 
our  duty  to  the  Town  to  protect  your  interest.  Most  of  you 
were  very  cooperative  and  thank  you  very  much  for  your 
understanding  of  the  situation. 

Your  Commissioners  are  working  continuously  to  better 
improve  your  water  services  at  the  least  possible  cost,  which 
with  the  continued  growth  is  bringing  greater  problems  that 
must  be  faced.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
27th  annual  report. 

Your  Fire  Department  responded  to  186  fires  and  179 
ambulance  calls  in  1957. 

We  have  a  need  for  more  firefighters  during  the  daytime 
hours,  Monday  through  Friday.  This  problem  is  easily  solved 
if  cost  is  not  considered.  However,  to  cover  our  five  stations 
with  one  man  on  duty,  working  56  hours  and  paid  $60.00  per 
week  would  cost  $46,800  per  year.  Costs  such  as  this  are  pro- 
hibitive now.  The  best  policy  is  to  pay  men  who  work  or 
live  near  our  stations  small  amounts  for  their  standby  ser- 
vices. 

Defective  oil  and  gas  heaters  are  a  real  danger  to  your 
home  and  even  your  life.  Strict  observance  of  the  following 
will  eliminate  much  of  this  danger: 

1.  Have  all  burners  installed  by  a  workman  with  a 
certificate  of  competency,  and  electric  wiring  done 
by  a  licensed  electrician. 

2.  Have  all  burners  cleaned  and  adjusted  at  least 
twice  a  year. 
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3.  Have  any  leak  or  change  in  usual  operation  of 
burner  repaired  at  once. 

4.  Call  the  Fire  Department  at  once  in  case  of  fire. 

Your  volunteer  firefighters  are  the  foundation  and  fire- 
fighter power  of  our  Fire  Department.  These  well  trained 
men  give  excellent  service  in  this  dangerous  profession. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  we  believe  the  whole 
town  sincerely  thank  these  brave  and  loyal  men. 

Norton  has  grown  rapidly  and  will  continue  to  grow. 

Our  duty  is  to  provide  an  efficient  expanding  firefighting 
organization  at  costs  we  can  afford. 

Fire  engines  do  not  wear  out  like  an  ordinary  car  or 
truck.  They  become  obsolete,  costly  to  maintain  and  not  de- 
pendable for  firefighting  operations.  We  are  at  present  oper- 
ating four  pieces  with  an  average  age  of  twenty-five  years. 
The  purchase  of  a  pumping  engine  of  at  least  750  gallons  per 
minute  should  be  considered  at  this  time. 

The  Board  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  all  Town  Officials 
for  their  help  and  cooperation. 

Defiance  Manufacturing  Co.  and  Vickery  Motors  have 
been  most  helpful  in  permitting  firefighters  employed  there 
to  answer  fire  calls.  We  thank  them  sincerely.

Beginning  September  1,  1957,  the  Cost  of  Living  Adjust- 
ment made  on  basic  budget  payrolls  was  increased  5.7%,  mak- 
ing a  general  increase  on  our  O.A.A.,  A.D.C,  and  D.A.  payrolls. 

An  adjustment  for  fuel  for  recipients  is  made  because  of 
exorbitant  increases  in  fuel  prices.  It  was  mandatory  that  fuel 
be  given  on  a  seasonal  basis  for  September  through  May  for 
the  Winter  figures,  which  is  an  increase,  and  June  through 
August  for  the  Summer  figure,  which  is  a  decrease.  In  sum- 
mation the  fuel  item  on  recipients  budgets  were  increased 
over  last  year  despite  the  seasonal  factors. 

It  is  noted  that  resources  received  by  Welfare  recipients 
in  the  form  of  O.A.S.I.  benefits,  Court  Orders,  Relative  con- 
tributions, etc.,  help  in  reducing  their  expenses  on  payrolls.

MEDICAL  EXPENSES 

On  August  1,  1957,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare transmitted  a  revised  Medical  Care  Rules  and  Plan 
effecting  the  payroll  procedure  of  Boards  of  Public  Welfare. 
The  new  rules  and  plan  were  mandatory  beginning  September 
1,  1957.  This  new  medical  plan  was  attributed  to  the  new 
Public  Law  85-110  passed  by  Congress  effective  on  above 
dates.  In  summation  the  new  revised  medical  plan  makes  it 
mandatory  to  pay  recipients  direct  for  physicians'  services  and 
vendor  payments  on  prescribed  medication  and  other  medical 
services  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Licensed  Nursing  Home  rates  were  increased  to  $5.75  per 
day  and  on  October  1,  1957,  a  revised  modification  for  clothing 
and  personal  care  was  submitted  giving  recipients  in  Nursing 
and  Boarding  Homes  a  small  increase.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Norton  Dis- 
trict Nursing  Association,  Inc.,  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber, 1957. 

The  office  of  the  District  Nurse  is  at  the  home  of  the 
nurse  at  175  East  Main  Street,  Norton.  Here  the  nurse  re- 
ceives her  calls  before  9  A.  M.  and  after  1  P.  M.,  daily.  In 
case  that  the  nurse  cannot  be  reached  during  these  hours,  the 
calls  may  be  left  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  the  police 
station. 

The  nurse  answers  all  calls  but  no  medication  or  treat- 
ments can  be  given  without  a  doctor's  order.  A  written  order, 
from  the  attending  physician,  must  be  in  the  home  before  the 
nurse  can  give  any  hypodermic  injection.  The  working  hours 
of  the  nurse  are  9  A.  M.  to  1  P.  M.  Calls  or  visits  made  to 
patients  after  1  P.  M.  will  be  made  at  the  request  of  the  fam- 
ily physician. 

The  nurse  works  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  maintain  a 
good  standard  of  health  for  the  Community.  During  the  past 
year  I  have  made  calls  for  the  Board  of  Health  in  homes 
where  there  were  contacts  to  any  disease.  The  Norton  Board 
of  Health  was  one  of  the  first  to  purchase  Asian  Flu  Vaccine 
for  the  town  employees.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  do  this 
in  order  to  stop  or  check  an  outbreak  of  Asian  Flu  in  our 
key  people  in  our  Community  services.  Firemen,  policemen, 
water  department  employees,  highway  department  employees 
and  all  the  school  department  personnel  received  the  vac- 
cine. The  nurse  assisted  Dr.  McCaffery  in  giving  the  vaccine 
and  over  100  employees  were  inoculated. 

Bedside  care  has  been  at  a  minimum  this  year  due  to 
several  reasons.  New  drugs  and  the  hospitalization  of  the 
acutely  ill  may  be  two  of  the  contributing  factors. 

The  nurse,  as  an  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Insurance  Company  who  insures  most  of  the 
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Town  Employees,  checks  the  physical  record  of  all  new  town 
employees  before  they  are  hired  by  the  town.  This  is  a  pre- 
ventive measure  to  be  sure  that  all  town  employees  are  in 
good  physical  health  before  they  are  assigned  to  their  depart- 
ment. 

The  types  of  service  rendered  by  the  nurse  are  varied. 
Bedside  care  to  the  acutely  ill,  chronic  illness,  home  demon- 
stration care  of  the  mother  and  the  newborn  and  yearly  visits 
to  patients  who  have  had  tuberculosis.  All  these  and  many 
other  types  of  service  are  available  to  the  people  of  Norton. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  residents  of  Norton  will  make  use  of 
our  services  in  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Building  Inspector  and  Building  Permits 

On  February  5,  1957,  the  Planning  Board  appointed  Wal- 
ter Wilhelm  Building  Inspector  for  the  Town  to  issue  build- 
ing permits  in  compliance  with  the  By-Laws  Regulating  the 
Construction  of  Buildings  and  the  Use  of  Lands.  Mr.  Wil- 
helm continued  to  serve  in  this  capacity  until  he  was  forced 
by  the  pressure  of  other  work  to  resign  from  the  position  on 
October  29,  1957.  Edgar  H.  Pelletier  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  succeed  Mr.  Wilhelm  as  Building  Inspector,  effec- 
tive January  1,  1958. 

During  the  calendar  year  1957,  building  permits  were  is- 
sued as  follows:

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The  amount  received  by  the  Town  from  building-permit 
fees  was  $585.  The  amount  expended  by  the  Town  for  Build- 
ing Inspector  services  was  $316.50. 

In  September  an  advertising  company  erected  a  billboard 
on  Taunton  Avenue.  The  Planning  Board  instructed  the 
Building  Inspector  to  ask  for  a  "show-cause"  hearing  at  the 
District  Court  in  Attleboro  to  determine  whether  the  adver- 
tising company,  which  erected  the  billboard  under  a  permit 
from  the  State  Outdoor  Advertising  Authority,  could  be  taken 
to  court  for  not  obtaining  a  building  permit  from  the  Norton 
Building  Inspector. 

The  hearing  was  held  on  September  25,  1957.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  a  decision  resulting  from  the  hearing  is 
pending. 

Subdivision  Control 

During  the  year  only  one  subdivision  plan  was  submitted 
to  the  Planning  Board.  The  Gleason  Construction  Company, 
Inc.,  submitted  a  preliminary  plan  of  a  thirty-three-lot  sub- 
division on  Power  Street.  No  definitive  plan  of  this  sub- 
division has  been  filed  wtih  the  Board. 

House  Numbering 

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  the  house-numbering 
project  which  was  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a  by-law 
adopted  by  the  March,  1956,  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Although, 
in  general,  cooperation  has  been  good  throughout  the  Town, 
the  Board  has  noted  properties  on  which  the  assigned  number 
has  not  yet  been  affixed.  Also,  instances  of  confusion  have 
been  reported  to  the  Board  resulting  from  the  fact  that  some 
property  owners  have  continued  to  use  a  house  number  other 
than  the  one  assigned  to  them  by  the  Planning  Board.  Street 
lists  of  the  new  house  numbers  are  now  being  prepared  which 
will  be  used  by  the  police,  fire,  and  other  town  departments. 
The  Board  again  thanks  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  this 
project  during  the  year. 

By-Laws 

During  the  year  it  became  evident  to  the  Planning  Board 
that  the  Building  Code  should  have  more  detailed  specifica- 
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tions  concerning  that  very  important  part  of  a  dwelling  — 
the  foundation.  An  amendment  to  the  Building  Code  By- 
Law  was  prepared  that  specified  foundation  requirements  in 
considerable  detail.  A  public  hearing  on  the  amendment  was 
held  on  June  11,  1957,  and  it  was  presented  to  the  voters  at 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  14,  1957.  The  amendment 
was  voted  by  that  Town  Meeting  and  subsequently  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General  on  July  first. 

As  a  section  of  a  zoning  by-law  text  that  was  being  writ- 
ten by  the  Planning  Board,  a  set  of  regulations  of  the  use  and 
locating  of  house  trailers  had  been  prepared  early  in  the  year. 
As  the  end  of  the  year  approached,  the  Board  felt  that  there 
was  a  pressing  need  for  house-trailer  regulation  and  that  such 
regulation  should  not  be  delayed  until  adoption  of  a  new 
zoning  by-law  by  the  voters  of  the  Town.  Also,  such  regu- 
lation should  rightfully  be  incorporated  as  a  separate  by-law, 
not  a  part  of  a  zoning  by-law.  Therefore,  the  Board  decided 
to  present  the  regulations  to  the  voters  as  a  separate  town 
by-law  to  be  known  as  the  Trailer  By-Law.  A  public  hearing 
was  held  on  November  7,  1957,  and  the  proposed  by-law  was 
presented  to  the  voters  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  November  8,  1957. 
It  was  turned  down  by  the  meeting  by  a  vote  of  41  to  39. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  it  is  essential  for  the 
Town  of  Norton  to  regulate  the  use  of  house  trailers  and, 
therefore,  after  amending  the  proposed  by-law,  has  decided 
to  present  it  to  the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on 
March  3,  1958. 

Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  District 

The  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Dis- 
trict is  an  organization  of  the  Planning  Boards  of  the  towns 
and  cities  of  Bristol  County.  The  purpose  of  this  organiza- 
tion is  to  study  the  resources  (physical,  human,  and  econom- 
ic) of  the  area  in  which  we  live  and  to  serve  the  whole  region 
in  a  manner  similar  to  that  in  which  your  Planning  Board 
acts  for  the  individual  community. 

The  Town  of  Norton  has  been  a  member  of  this  organza- 
tion  for  two  years.  Funds  for  this  organization  are  contribut- 
ed by  each  community  and  currently  amount  to  4  cents  per 
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year  per  person,  based  on  the  1950  United  States  census. 
Leonard  Henrich  of  the  Planning  Board  has  been  the  Town's 
representative  to  this  organization  during  this  time. 

During  the  past  year  the  services  of  professional  planning 
consultants  have  been  contracted  to  study  the  region.  Pre- 
liminary reports  have  been  made  to  the  Planning  District,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  study,  a  full  report,  along  with  recommen- 
dations, will  be  made  available  to  the  local  Planning  Boards, 
Boards  of  Selectmen,  and  Economic  and  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Commissions  of  the  participating  towns  and  cities  with 
the  view  to  making  the  whole  area  a  more  economically  pro- 
ductive and  well-ordered  place  in  which  to  live. 

To  date  preliminary  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Planning  Board  on  "Population  Trends  and  Characteristics" 
and  "Industrial  Trends  and  Problems  in  Southern  New  Eng- 
land." Forthcoming  is  a  preliminary  report  on  proposed  ma- 
jor highway  construction  in  the  region,  including  the  limited- 
access  Outer-Circumferential  Highway,  which  is  scheduled  to 
pass  through  East  Norton. 

Zoning  and  Master-Plan  Study 

The  major  goal  of  the  Planning  Board  for  1957  was  to 
make  a  zoning  study  of  the  Town  and  prepare  the  necessary 
maps  and  zoning  by-law. 

After  several  months  of  work,  it  became  apparent  that 
the  zoning  of  a  town  is  only  part  of  a  much  wider  scope  of 
Work,  much  of  which  is  necessary  before  a  complete  and 
workable  ordinance  can  be  prepared.  The  failure  of  most 
zoning  by-laws  to  function  properly  in  some  other  towns  and 
cities  has  been  the  result  of  inadequate  studies  during  prep- 
aration. 

Many  other  technical  studies  are  necessary,  and  the 
Planning  Board  has  found  that  professional  help  is  needed. 

The  Town  of  Norton  has  been  growing  and  will  continue 
to  grow.  This  is  an  undeniable  fact.  The  purpose  of  plan- 
ning is  to  direct  the  Town's  growth  as  nearly  as  possible  as 
desired  by  the  citizens.    The  best  approach  to  this  problem 
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is  through  the  preparation  of  what  is  known  as  a  Master  Plan. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  every  Massachusetts  Planning  Board  is 
required  by  law  to  prepare  a  Master  Plan  for  its  community. 
The  value  of  a  Master  Plan  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
federal  government  has  seen  fit  to  provide  50  per  cent,  assist- 
ance to  towns  in  order  to  encourage  this  progressive  approach 
to  many  of  the  problems  which  beset  every  community  today. 
As  of  this  date,  one  hundred  five  Massachusetts  communities 
under  25,000  in  population  in  the  1950  United  States  Census 
are  in  various  stages  in  this  program.  Fifty  have  received 
federal  approval,  including  Seekonk,  Mansfield,  Foxboro  and 
Raynham. 

In  the  search  for  professional  consultants,  the  knowledge 
gained  by  the  Planning  Board's  work  on  a  zoning  by-law 
proved  to  be  of  immeasurable  value  and  will  help  in  the  fu- 
ture if  an  appropriation  for  a  Master-Plan  Study  is  authorized 
by  the  Town  Meeting.  Most  of  the  professional  study  made 
by  consultants  depends  for  its  success  on  the  cooperation  of 
all  town  boards  and  departments. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  in  getting  the  Town  zoned, 
especially  in  order  to  set  aside  industrial  sites  and  to  en- 
courage industry  to  Norton  and,  in  turn,  to  help  the  tax  situ- 
ation. The  importance  of  the  Master  Plan  in  attracting  in- 
dustry was  echoed  in  a  recent  speech  by  an  executive  of  one 
of  the  largest  industries  in  the  country.  In  outlining  those 
factors  which  an  industry  looks  for  in  locating  a  new  plant, 
a  professionally  proposed  Master  Plan  which  was  completed 
and  being  followed  was  at  the  head  of  the  list.  Industry  ex- 
pects to  carry  its  share  of  the  tax  load,  but  it  will  not  locate 
in  a  town  which  is  poorly  governed  and  does  not  show  long- 
range  planning  in  financial  matters. 

This  emphasizes  the  importance  of  one  phase  of  the 
Master  Plan,  called  Capital  Budgeting,  which  calls  for  mak- 
ing a  survey  of  the  future  needs  of  every  department  in  town, 
projected  for  six  years  and  brought  up  to  date  once  each  year 
so  that  we  always  know  six  years  in  advance  the  major  ex- 
penditures we  must  face. 

With  these  figures  in  hand,  the  most  crucial  needs  are 
given  priority  and  expenditures  leveled  off,  helping  to  sta- 
bilize our  tax  rate. 
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The  need  for  more  efficient,  businesslike  methods  of  op- 
eration in  the  Town  has  been  apparent  for  some  time,  and 
events  of  the  past  few  years  have  made  this  move  imperative. 

Town  government  is  big  business  and  should  not  be  oper- 
ated on  a  hit-or-miss  basis.  Each  expenditure  should  be 
made  in  proper  perspective  to  the  needs  of  the  whole  town 
and  its  ability  to  pay. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  factors  previously  mention- 
ed, the  Planning  Board  will  present  an  article  in  the  1958  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  make  a 
study  of  the  Town  and  prepare  a  Master  Plan.

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TREE  WARDEN  AND  MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT 


TREE  WARDEN 

During  the  drought  last  summer,  small  trees  planted  in 
1956  on  the  Common  and  along  East  Main  Street  received  long 
night  hours  of  watering.  Some  criticism  as  to  use  of  Town 
water  was  heard,  but  the  water  board  approved  such  use. 

Brush  spray  was  applied  to  poison  ivy  along  roadsides 
under  all  diseased  elms  and  spots  exposed  to  public  use.  Also 
in  answer  to  two  complaints.  This  spray  item  should  come 
under  the  Moth  Department,  but  finances  seem  to  forbid. 

One  way  or  another,  spraying  of  poison  ivy  should  con- 
tinue. Many  work  and  school  hours  are  lost  through  ivy 
poisoning. 

Public  hearings  were  held  concerning  three  Town  trees. 

Many  oak  trees  were  found  in  a  dying  condition.  Six 
samples  were  sent  to  Amherst.  Prof.  Francis  W.  Holmes  di- 
agnosed five  of  these  as  due  to  a  combination  of  many  pos- 
sible factors.  The  large  white  oak  at  the  corner  of  South 
Worcester  and  Maple  Street  showed  the  fungus  "Phomopsis." 

Dangerous  trees  were  removed  or  topped  out. 

2.2  miles  of  roadside  clearance  was  done  on  Oak,  Walker, 
West,  Hodges  and  Plain  Streets.  Also  spot  clearance  on  many 
other  streets.  Many  loads  of  brush  were  moved  and  burned. 
Some  burning  was  done  on  the  spot. 

Roadside  tree  planting  should  be  done  again  this  coming 
year. 

The  "holding  bed"  needs  a  little  more  work.  A  heap  of 
good  tree  mulch  is  being  accumulated  there.

Our  sincere  thanks  to  Jackson  Brothers  Nursery  for  a 
group  planting  of  six  Flowering  Crab  Apple  trees  at  the 
corner  of  Power  and  West  Main  Streets. 

Refer  to  Tree  Warden's  report,  1955.    Major  problems. 
As  of  Jan.  1,  1958: 

1.  Dutch  Elm  Disease:  Just  as  bad. 

2.  Broken  tree  tops  and  limbs:  Danger  removed. 

3.  Low  limbs:  A  program  of  roadside  clearance  is  start- 
ed. Approximately  15  miles  of  Town  roadsides  need  cutting 
back  and  "lifting." 

4.  General  condition:  Mites  and  aphids  on  the  increase. 
Probably  due  to  more  and  more  use  of  DDT. 

5.  Equipment:  Adequate.  A  new  saw  is  advisable.  The 
first  one  is  nearly  three  years  old  and  getting  tired. 

Refer  to  Tree  Warden's  report,  1956. 

The  "flat  clearance"  test  plot  on  Newland  Street  did  not 
get  a  chance  to  work.   Newland  Street  was  moved. 

However,  starting  in  1958: 

Both  the  Electric  and  Telephone  utility  companies  agree 
that  a  "flat  clearance"  program,  with  and  in  the  Town  of 
Norton,  will  be  of  benefit  to  all  parties.  Wherever  feasible, 
the  Utilities  will  jointly  remove  all  brush  and  trees  (with 
the  tree  warden's  approval)  from  under  wires,  and  the  Town 
will  prevent  recurring  growth. 

To  this  end  the  tree  warden  will  ask  for  a  sum  of  money 
at  the  1958  annual  Town  Meeting.

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MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

Article  25  —  Warrant  for  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March, 
1910  —  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money 
for  suppression  of  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moths." 

The  function  of  this  Moth  Department  for  years  was  to 
fight  the  above  named  moths.  It  was  a  losing  fight.  They 
ate  and  nested  on  Oak  trees,  90  per  cent,  of  which  were  in 
the  woods  and  inaccessible. 

Then  the  State  all  but  eliminated  these  moths  by  a  heavy 
Aerial  Spray  program.  There  have  been  no  Gypsy  Moths  in 
Norton  for  five  years. 

But  even  as  this  problem  stopped,  another  took  its  place. 
The  European  Elm  Bark  Beetle  (Scolytus  Multistriatus)  was 
spreading  Dutch  Elm  Disease  verye  rapidly.  Thus  the  fight 
has  turned  to  "Scolytus"!  We  may  not  stop  him,  but  we  be- 
lieve we  are  slowing  him  down.  90  per  cent,  of  Elm  trees 
are  along  roads,  and  are  accessible  for  spraying. 

We  receive  State  aid  in  the  form  of  spray  material,  in 
ratio  to  the  amount  we  spend. 

In  1955  we  received  three  barrels  of  DDT  in  oil. 

In  1956  we  received  five  barrels  of  DDT  in  oil. 

In  1957  we  received  seven  barrels  of  DDT  in  oil. 

For  1958,  we  have  the  promise  of  nine  barrels  of  DDT  in 
oil  and  three  barrels  of  25  per  cent.  Emulsion,  or  the  equiv- 
alent of  21  barrels  of  material. 

Your  Moth  Superintendent  will  ask  for  $1,500.00  to  apply 
this  extra  material  in  1958. 

A  soaking  dormant  spray  was  applied  in  1957.  A  barrel 
of  25  per  cent,  emulsion  was  purchased  to  finish  the  job. 

The  Town  Dump  was  sprayed  three  times. 
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DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Does  not  look  quite  so  black  for  1958. 
22  Elm  trees  were  tagged  and  tested. 
15  trees  showed  D.E.D.    7  negative. 

Of  the  15  D.E.D.  trees,  eight  were  quick-die  and  were 
either  removed  or  topped  out. 

Leaving  seven  trees  to  add  to  the  59  D.E.D.  trees  left 
from  1957  to  be  worked  on  in  1958. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  good  spray  program  will  hold  down  the 
number  of  D.E.D.  trees  to  be  worked  on  in  1959. 

Your  Moth  Superintendent  strongly  deplores  the  necessi- 
ty to  "hold  the  line"  financially.  The  disease  is  still  one  step 
ahead  of  us.    We  are  still  trying  to  catch  up. 

62  Elm  trees  removed  or  topped  out  in  1957. 

AERIAL  MOSQUITO  SPRAY 

An  Aerial  Spray  contract  for  mosquito  control  was  let 
out  by  the  Selectmen  to  Marshfield  Airways,  Inc. 

Two  sprays  were  applied. 

A  dormant  9  per  cent.  DDT  was  put  down  along  streams 
and  waterways  and  around  pond  edges,  early  Sunday  morn- 
ing, May  5th.  On  July  20th,  a  12  per  cent.  DDT  cover  spray 
was  put  down  along  main  and  secondary  roads  and  on  the 
more  heavily  populated  areas. 

Good  results  seemed  to  be  obtained. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Moth  Superintend- 
ent went  to  Mansfield  Airport  and  witnessed  the  operation 
and  took  samples  of  the  material. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  Aerial  Mosquito  Control  should 
be  tried  again  in  1958.

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REFORESTATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  6,  1922,  the 
Town  voted  that  the  Moderator,  Charles  E.  Harris,  appoint  a 
committee  "to  look  into  the  Reforestation  Plan  of  the  State 
Forester  and  report  at  a  future  meeting." 

Miss  Gertrude  M.  Cornish,  Joseph  W.  Crowshaw  and 
Austin  M.  Sweet  were  appointed.  These  members  served 
well  and  faithfully,  also  succeeding  members:  Albert  S.  Lin- 
coln, Clifford  E.  Reynolds  and  Myron  Briggs. 

Clifford  E.  Reynolds,  Committee  member,  died  October 
31,  1956. 

Lawrence  S.  Reinhard  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
in  March,  1957. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  15,  1957,  many  aspects  of  re- 
foresting were  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  labor  costs  were 
still  too  high  to  do  much  at  this  time. 

Tree  plantings,  made  in  1923  and  at  many  other  times, 
have  grown  to  a  stand  of  fine  potential  timber. 

Opening  up  access  roads  into  these  Town  Forests  was 
decided  on.  The  logging  roads  that  served  these  lots  when 
the  Town  acquired  them  are  completely  grown  up  to  brush. 
It  is  difficult  to  walk  and  impossible  to  drive  a  fire  truck  into 
them. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  November  8,  1957,  it  was 
voted  to  transfer  $261.00  from  "Sale  of  Pines"  Fund  to  the 
Reforestration  Account  and  $239.00  was  similarly  voted  to 
purchase  a  Brush  Saw. 

The  brush  clearing  job  is  being  done  by  Lawrence  S. 
Reinhard.  Work  is  underway  on  the  Plain  Street  Lot,  oppo- 
site Timothy  Plain  Cemetery. 

This  Committee  recommends  continuing  such  road  clear- 
ing next  winter. 
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A  report  on  our  Forest  potential  will  be  made  at  the  next 
Annual  Meeting. 

Joe  Crowshaw  has  served  on  this  committee  for  35  years.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  FOR  1957 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  total  mileage  of  Town  Roads  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  61,  an  increase  of  one  mile  due  to  acceptance  of  new 
streets  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meetings.  Approximately  23 
miles  are  still  unpaved  although  the  Highway  Department 
hard-surfaced  approximately  1400  feet  of  Freeman  Street  and 
1900  feet  of  Plain  Street  during  1957. 

Nine  miles  of  hard  surfaced  roads  were  surface  treated 
with  a  seal  coat  of  bituminous  material. 

Walker  Street,  Summer  Street  and  part  of  Freeman  Street 
were  given  substantial  additions  of  gravel. 

Regular  maintenance  of  roadside  brush  and  grass  cutting 
was  done  throughout  the  town.  Also  blacktop  patching,  gravel 
patching,  road  grading  and  cleaning  catch  basins  were  per- 
formed. 

Under  the  Chapter  90  Program,  2500  feet  of  Newland 
Street  was  excavated  and  filled  with  a  heavy  foundation  of 
gravel,  following  the  course  of  the  new  50  feet  layout.  The 
necessary  drains  were  installed  and  this  portion  will  be  ready 
for  hard  surfacing  as  soon  as  the  weather  is  warm  enough  in 
1958. 

A  continuance  of  this  project  is  planned  for  an  additional 
i2500  feet  for  the  coming  year.  For  this  project,  the  state 
contributes  50%,  the  county  25%  and  the  town  25%.  On  all 
Chapter  90  constructed  roads,  the  state,  county  and  town  share 
equally  in  maintenance. 

810  feet  of  ten-inch  drainage  pipe  was  installed  on  Sturdy 
Street  and  also  drainage  on  Pleasant. 

New  guard  rails  were  installed  at  the  Reservoir  end  of 
Young  Avenue  and  other  guard  rails  painted  wherever  neces- 
sary. 
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The  grade  around  the  Highway  Garage  was  raised  by 
addition  of  gravel  and  the  Town  Hall  yard  was  filled  with 
gravel,  preparatory  for  hard  surfacing. 

POLICE 

The  Chief  of  Police  reports  that  during  the  year  there 
were  109  arrests,  163  summons  served  for  outside  cities  and 
towns  and  83  for  the  Town  of  Norton.  There  were  365  viola- 
tions reported  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles;  1025  trans- 
fers of  ownership  of  automobiles  and  trucks. 

1726  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Department. 

The  outstanding  crime  of  the  year  was  the  holdup  and 
robbery  of  the  Machinists  National  Bank  on  October  4th,  just 
a  week  short  of  the  anniversary  of  one  committed  during 
1956.  As  the  result  of  a  fast  report  from  observant  witnesses, 
the  Chief  was  at  the  scene  before  the  criminal  had  left  the 
building  and  by  use  of  an  excellent  communications  system 
and  a  good  cruiser,  had  captured  the  culprit  and  had  the 
money  back  within  an  hour. 

The  present  cruiser  is  still  in  good  condition  and  we  ex- 
pect it  will  perform  satisfactorily  for  the  balance  of  1958. 


TOWN  HALL 

A  porch  roof  was  built  over  the  entrance  to  the  police 
station,  gutters  were  all  repaired  and  re-leaded,  and  minor 
repairs  made  wherever  necessary. 

All  loose  paint  was  removed,  loose  clapboards  renailed 
and  two  coats  of  paint  was  put  on  by  Garrison  and  Cook,  Inc. 
of  Brockton,  Mass.,  who  were  the  lowest  bidders. 

Under  the  supervision  of  our  Highway  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Leighton  Foster,  the  Town  Hall  grounds  were  brought 
up  to  grade  to  conform  with  the  adjacent  Post  Office  parking 
grounds  and  the  grade  finely  engineered  by  Mr.  Foster  and 
Mr.  Loring  Hayward  to  carry  off  the  water. 
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Thomas  Brothers,  Raynham,  Mass.,  who  were  the  lowest 
bidders,  applied  two  coats  of  hot  bituminous  material  to  the 
surface  of  the  yard. 

The  highway  department  dugout  loam  and  soft  material 
^around  the  foundation  of  the  Hall  and  refilled  with  good 
gravel.  This  was  capped  with  a  strong  protective  lap  of 
cement  which  carries  off  the  water  and  prevents  moisture 
from  getting  in  through  the  foundation. 

The  Selectmen  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  Mr.  Leighton 
Foster  for  his  interest  and  hard  work  beyond  the  call  of  regu- 
lar duty  on  this  project. 

The  landscaping  will  be  finished  in  1958.

2-l—APPLICATION  OF  REGULATIONS.  No  house 
trailer  shall  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Norton  except  as  here- 
inafter provided.  All  house  trailers  located  in  the  Town  of 
Norton  on  or  before  January  24,  1958,  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  unless  or  until  they  are  moved  from 
their  location  as  of  said  date. 

2-1-1 — TRAILER  PARK.  A  house  trailer  may  be  located 
in  a  trailer  park  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  holding  a  public  hearing 
with  due  notice  given,  may  grant  such  approval  under  the 
following  conditions  and  requirements: 

a.  The  Board  shall  have  found  that  the  proposed  trailer 
park  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  established  and  future 
character  of  the  neighborhood. 

b.  Such  a  trailer  park  shall  provide  space  and  facilities 
for  three  or  more  house  trailers. 

c.  The  total  area  of  the  trailer  park  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  area  required  for  a  dwelling  lot. 

d.  The  trailer  park  shall  have  frontage  on  an  accepted 
Town  street  of  not  less  than  the  frontage  required  for  a  dwel- 
ling lot. 

e.  The  minimum  yard  dimensions  for  a  dwelling  lot  shall 
apply  when  any  trailer  or  accessory  building  is  located  adja- 
cent to  one  of  the  trailer  park  boundaries. 

f.  The  minimum  space  provided  for  each  trailer  shall  be 
40  feet  by  75  feet. 

g.  Access  drives  to  trailers  shall  be  at  least  20  feet  in 
width.  Each  trailer  space  shall  have  frontage  on  an  access 
drive. 
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h.  An  adequate  and  convenient  source  of  electricity  and 
water  shall  be  provided  for  each  trailer. 

i.  Each  trailer  shall  be  connected  directly  to  a  sewage- 
disposal  system. 

j.  The  minimum  sewage-disposal  system  to  be  provided 
shall  be  a  cesspool  (or  cesspools)  with  600  gallons  of  capacity 
for  each  trailer  and  accessory  building  to  be  served  by  the 
system  unless  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  a  Town  by- 
law shall  require  a  more  adequate  system.  Location  and  con- 
struction of  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  or  other  parts  of  the 
sewage-disposal  system  shall  be  as  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health. 

k.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  Plan- 
ning Board  shall  each  be  furnished  with  a  plan  of  the  trailer 
park  that  shows,  in  addition  to  the  other  details,  the  sewage- 
disposal  system  and  indicates  the  capacity  thereof. 


2-1-2— OUTSIDE  OF  TRAILER  PARK.  In  areas  external 
to  an  approved  trailer  park,  house  trailers  shall  be  used  or 
parked  only  as  provided  below: 

a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  on  private 
property  (such  property  shall  be  considered  to  include  occu- 
pied dwelling  lots)  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days  in  any 
one  year.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  extend  the  permit  for 
one  additional  30-day  period,  if  requested  to  do  so.  ; 

Water-supply  and  sewage-disposal  facilities  for  such  a 
trailer  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  while  a 
house  is  being  constructed  on  the  same  premises.  Such  a 
permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  but  it  may  be  extended  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  one  year  additional  if  the  Board  is 
satisfied  that  construction  of  the  house  is  being  carried  for- 
ward in  good  faith.  If  the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried 
forward  in  good  faith,  the  Board  shall  revoke  the  permit. 
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The  sewage  facilities  to  be  provided  for  such  a  trailer 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  facilities  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health  for  a  dwelling. 

c.  An  unoccupied  and  unused  house  trailer  may  be 
parked  on  private  property. 

3-1— ENFORCEMENT.  The  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3-2 — PENALTY.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  this  By-Law  or  any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit 
is  issued  may  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  offense. 

3-3— VALIDITY.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  pro- 
vision of  this  By-Law  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other 
section  or  provision  of  the  By-Law. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Law:  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  shall  consist 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  and  five  men  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Each  fire  company 
shall  be  represented  on  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  by  a  resi- 
dent within  the  area  covered  by  the  company.  No  member  of 
any  fire  company  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Fire  Chief.  (By 
petition) 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
gift,  a  rescue  truck  from  the  Firefighters  of  Engine  3,  to  be 
kept  at  Station  No.  3  and  operated  by  the  fire  department  for 
all  emergencies  both  in  Norton  and  out  of  town  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Fire  Chief.    (By  petition) 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  by  transfer  from  available  funds  or  by  bor- 
rowing, to  extend  the  water  main  of  not  less  than  six  inches 
in  diameter  from  the  intersection  of  Newcomb  and  Newland 
Streets  to  the  Norton-Mansfield  Town  Line.    (By  petition) 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  extension  of  the  water  main 
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of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  on  Maple  Street,  from 
the  end  of  the  present  main  to  the  Norton-Attleboro  Town 
Line,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.    (By  petition) 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at  each  of  the 
public  meeting  houses  and  at  least  three  other  public  places 
in  said  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding 
said  meeting. 

Hereby  fail  not  and  make  due  returns  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  said  meeting.

On  August  31,  1958  Laurence  G.  Nourse  completes  34 
years  of  tenure  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  Town  of 
Norton.  It  is  a  grateful  community  that  recognizes  this  serv- 
ice and  to  this  end  is  the  1957  Annual  Report  of  the  Norton 
School  Committee  dedicated. 

Superintendent  Nourse  came  to  Norton  in  1924  and  at 
this  time  he  was  also  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  a  neighbor- 
ing town  under  the  state  system  of  Union  Superintendencies.

His  tireless  efforts  have  played  a  key  role  in  enabling  our 
community  to  build  the  present  new  elementary  and  high 
schools,  and  have  been  largely  responsible  for  keeping  our 
town's  excellent  school  program  in  pace  with  the  ever-expand- 
ing population. 

The  influence  of  Mr.  Nourse's  active  interest  in  state  and 
national  educational  affairs  has  been  felt  here  in  Norton 
through  the  participation  of  our  schools  in  many  programs  of 
student  government  and  good  citizenship.  Likewise  this  in- 
terest has  enabled  our  local  teachers  to  have  a  hand  in  formu- 
lating educational  policies  that  now  affect  the  whole  state. 

Always  active  in  local  affairs,  he  is  a  charter  member  and 
past  president  of  the  Norton  Lions  Club,  a  member  of  the  Nor- 
ton Grange,  the  American  Legion,  the  Unitarian  Men's  Club, 
the  Norton  District  Nursing  Association,  and  many  other 
school  and  non-school  organizations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1957 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Laurence  G.  Nourse,  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  was  received  during  the  year.  Mr.  Nourse 
has  served  the  Norton  school  system  for  a  continuous  period 
of  thirty-four  years,  during  which  time  he  has  successfully 
supervised  the  growth  of  the  schools  from  a  small  rural  system 
to  the  more  complex  establishment  of  the  enlarged  facilities 
and  improved  programs  now  provided  for  the  education  of 
the  children  of  Norton.  The  Committee  has  accepted  his  resig- 
nation with  the  greatest  reluctance,  and  it  wishes  him  the 
large  measure  of  happiness  during  his  retirement  from  public 
service  that  he  has  so  well  earned. 

In  selecting  a  successor  to  Mr.  Nourse,  the  Committee 
unanimously  elected  Dr.  William  M.  Mahoney.  Dr.  Mahoney 
has  long  been  associated  with  the  Norton  schools,  and  is  cur- 
rently the  supervising  principal  of  the  Elementary  School. 
His  administrative  experience  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
problems  confronting  the  Norton  school  system  eminently 
qualify  him  for  this  position. 

The  two  major  problems  that  have  been  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  several  years 
are  still  pressing  and  even  more  urgent:  increasing  enrollment 
and  increasing  costs.  There  appears  to  be  no  let-up  in  the 
growth  of  the  school  population.  This  year  there  were  120 
more  children  in  school  than  last  year.  Next  year  there  will 
be  about  130  more,  and  census  studies  indicate  the  growth  will 
continue.  The  result  is  that  the  schools  are  already  crowded. 
Next  year  they  will  be  overcrowded,  and  the  following  year 
double  sessions  will  become  inevitable.  It  was  only  after 
very  thoughtful  consideration  that  the  decision  was  reached 
not  to  initiate  double  sessions  in  the  Fall  of  1958.  The  crowd- 
ing of  classrooms  and  the  use  of  substandard  space  was 
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thought  to  weigh  less  heavily  than  the  additional  costs  and 
personal  hardships  that  result  from  double  sessions. 

The  problem  of  increasing  costs  stems  partly  from  the 
increasing  enrollment.  The  teacher  staff  is  continually  being 
enlarged,  and  the  amount  of  required  supplies  and  other  serv- 
ices grow  with  the  number  of  pupils.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  save  expenses  wherever  possible,  and  these  efforts  have 
been  successful.  For  example,  the  net  expenditures  per  pupil 
from  local  taxation  for  Norton  during  the  1956-7  school  year 
was  $163.  This  compares  with  a  state  average  of  $227.  Com- 
parable figures  for  near-by  communities  are:  Mansfield,  $232; 
Easton,  $160;  Foxboro,  $207;  Taunton,  $203;  Dighton,  $205; 
Attleboro,  $201.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  budget  increases 
do  not  stem  from  uncontrolled  or  excessive  expenditures. 
Rather,  it  is  evident  that  these  have  been  kept  at  a  rock-bottom 
level. 

A  second  factor  contributing  largely  to  the  growth  in  total 
costs  has  been  the  steady  increase  in  price  and  wage  levels. 
This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  largest  single  item  of 
the  school's  budget:  teachers'  salaries.  The  fixing  of  these 
salaries,  except  within  a  very  narrow  range,  is  virtually  be- 
yond the  control  of  the  Committee.  The  salaries  are  fixed 
primarily  by  the  general  law  of  supply  and  demand  as  modi- 
fied by  statuatory  minimums.  Thus,  while  the  enrollment  is 
growing  at  a  rate  of  about  11  per  cent  each  year,  teachers' 
salaries  will  be  about  22  per  cent  greater  in  1958  than  in  1957, 
while  all  other  costs  will  increase  about  7  per  cent. 

During  recent  years  a  considerable  amount  of  attention 
has  been  directed  toward  improving  and  broadening  the 
school's  curricula.  Facilities  provided  in  the  new  High  School 
permitted  a  strengthening  in  the  industrial,  homemaking,  and 
commercial  courses.  Two  years  ago,  a  special  education  class 
was  established  in  the  Elementary  School  to  provide  special- 
ized training  for  children  with  particular  problems.  During 
the  current  year,  the  Committee  is  giving  particular  attention 
to  certain  educational  fundamentals  to  insure  that  children 
with  special  aptitudes  are  not  neglected.  Initial  investigations 
and  conferences  are  currently  underway  in  connection  with 
the  teaching  of  the  sciences.  This,  of  course,  has  stemmed 
somewhat  from  the  publicity  given  to  the  Soviet  endeavors 
in  this  field.    However,  the  over-all  objectives  of  the  Com- 
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mittee  in  this  respect  are  to  insure  the  maintenance  of  high 
scholastic  standards  in  the  entire  curriculum — the  humanities 
as  well  as  the  sciences — and  to  insure  that  the  proper  bases 
for  such  standards  are  fully  established  at  the  elementary 
level.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  thirty-fourth 
annual  report  and  the  sixty-fourth  in  the  series  of  reports. 
I  am  continuing  the  plan  you  suggested  last  year  of  a  con- 
solidated report.  All  Principals,  Supervisors  and  Instructors 
in  special  fields  have  contributed  suggestions  and  data  on  their 
special  school  activities.  Their  helpful  suggestions  are  grate- 
fully acknowledged. 

Science 

A  great  concern  has  developed  over  the  education  of  youth 
for  this  age  of  science.  Parents,  school  officials  and  govern- 
ment officials  are  all  taking  a  serious  look  at  what  makes 
a  scientist.  Is  it  inborn  ability  that  will  develop  no  matter 
what  the  environment,  is  it  something  that  through  oportunity 
can  be  superimposed  upon  any  bright  individual,  is  it  created 
by  the  school  curriculum,  alone,  or  does  society  itself  inspire 
or  deter  it? 

One  approach  is  to  ask  today's  scientists  how  they  hap- 
pened to  follow  this  path.     Through  such  studies  certain 
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trends  seem  to  be  clear.  Perhaps  the  most  common  and  per- 
haps the  most  important  factor  would  appear  to  be  a  very 
early  stimulation  and  satisfaction  of  the  universal  trait  of 
childhood — curiosity.  Guiding  the  child's  "who,"  "when," 
and  "how,"  etc.  in  such  a  way  that  the  child  becomes  con- 
tinuously and  progressively  interested  in  working  out  solu- 
tions to  his  problems  and  in  having  satisfaction  in  those  solu- 
tions would  appear  to  be  the  vital  stimulus  to  further  search 
for  answers  which,  in  essence,  is  the  driving  force  of  a 
scientist. 

Another  approach  is  to  question  today's  school  children 
to  find  out  their  attitude  towards  the  profession  of  science. 
This  may  demonstrate  how  our  present  educational  system 
is  stimulating  or  stifling  this  interest.  It  may  also  make  clear 
what  part  the  overall  social  climate  plays  in  their  attitudes. 

The  following  report  is  based  on  questionnaires  answered 
by  approximately  two  hundred  seventy-five  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  students  and  five  hundred  high  school  students — grades 
seven  to  twelve.  The  extensive  assistance  of  Miss  Grace 
Kiernan  and  Mrs.  Lucille  Zwicker  in  the  Norton  High  School 
and  Dr.  William  M.  Mahoney,  Principal  of  the  Elementary 
School,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Generalization  of  Science  Questionnaire  in  Grades  7-12 

There  was  a  definite  trend  in  the  lower  grades  toward 
the  physical  sciences,  astronomy,  and  biology;  while  in  the 
upper  levels,  interests  tended  to  be  more  diversified.  Interest 
centered  in:  guided  missiles,  space  travel,  electronics,  and 
particularly  in  medical  and  laboratory  research. 

The  majority  of  students  stated  that  science  should  be 
taught  in  the  early  grades  (7-9).  Grades  10  through  12  should 
establish  definite  science  courses  in  particular  areas,  and 
there  should  be  additional  science  courses  (not  requisite)  on 
the  curriculum.  The  upper  grades  suggested  that  scholarships 
should  be  established.  These  scholarships  would  pertain  to 
the  science  field,  and  therefore,  perhaps  would  create  interest 
in  this  field. 

To  the  students  in  general,  a  scientist  was  a  dedicated 
man.    One  who  was  considered  outstanding  in  his  field,  but 
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one  who  was  considered  inferior  in  social  situations.  He  is  a 
man  devoted  to  a  single  purpose.  A  scientist  is  also  a  man 
who  is  greatly  underpaid  for  all  of  the  contributions  which 
he  makes  to  progress. 

Individual  answers  of  High  School  pupils  to  the  question: 
"What  is  your  opinion  of  a  scientist?"  follow: — 

"A  person  with  an  extremely  high  I.Q.  trying  to  improve 
the  lives  of  his  people.  I  think  he  is  a  person  to  be  admired 
and  honored." 

"He  is  a  little  off  at  times,  but  he  is  very  important  in 
'nowaday'  living." 

"A  person  who  devotes  his  life  to  making  this  world  a 
better  place  to  live  on." 

Generalization  of  Science  Questionnaire  in  Grades  5  and  6 

1.  There  is  a  strong  feeling  of  loyalty  to  and  support  of 
our  government  in  the  minds  of  these  young  people. 

2.  Many  pupils  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Russians  are  ahead  of  us  in  the  field  of  science  and  that  we 
must  work  hard  to  beat  the  Russians. 

3.  They  seem  to  have  faith  in  the  ability  of  our  scientists 
to  win  in  this  competition. 

4.  The  spirit  of  exploration — "finding  out"  is  very  strong 
in  their  minds.  To  discover  the  new,  to  experiment,  to  in- 
vestigate the  mysterious — these  are  very  common  aims  in 
their  minds. 

5.  The  desire  to  help  people  is  a  very  frequent  reason 
for  wanting  to  be  a  scientist. 

6.  Other  pupils  gave  for  their  reason  for  wanting  to  be- 
come a  scientist — "It  would  be  fun." 

Pupils  who  are  not  interested  in  becoming  a  scientist 
usually  gave  the  reason  that  they  were  afraid  of  hard  work, 
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laboratories,  and  the  danger  that  might  be  involved  in  such 
an  occupation.  Many  girls  said  they  would  not  like  to  be 
a  scientist,  but  they  would  marry  a  scientist. 

Several  current  reports  in  this  field  have  brought  out  the 
fact  that  interest  in  science  must  be  found  at  a  very  early 
age.  A  number  of  leaders  in  this  field  have  recently  stated 
that  their  interest  was  caught  when  they  were  in  the  lower 
grades  in  their  school  life.  Whereas  it  is  important  that  we, 
in  the  schools,  build  a  school  curriculum  to  teach,  as  far  as 
possible  in  their  educational  growth  at  all  levels,  the  facts  of 
science  and  the  scientific  method,  it  is  equally,  if  not  more 
important,  to  create,  at  a  very  early  age,  the  right  climate 
for  the  growth  of  scientific  interest  in  the  lives  of  our  students. 

Some  individual  answers  to  the  above  question  by  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  pupils  follow: — 

"I  would  like  to  be  a  scientist  because  then  I  would  be 
able  to  invent  many  things  to  help  mankind.  I  could  help 
make  sputniks  and  satellites  so  the  U.S.A.  would  be  ahead 
of  Russia  in  warfare.  I  might  be  able  to  build  a  rocket  ship 
and  discover  some  new  planets." 

"I  would  like  to  be  a  scientist  some  day.  It  seems  so 
exciting.  Working  in  a  laboratory  with  a  lot  of  scientists 
seems  like  a  lot  of  fun  but  they  have  hard  work  too." 

"I  would  like  to  be  a  scientist  because  I  like  to  experi- 
ment with  things.  I  like  to  try  new  things." 

"I  would  not  like  to  be  a  scientist  because  I  would  rather 
have  more  fun  out  of  life." 

The  impact  of  the  Russian  advance  in  Science  has  made 
the  public  increasingly  aware  of  the  importance  of  Science 
and  Mathematics  in  our  own  High  School.    Our  Science  and 

Mathematics   Departments   are   excellent  both   from  the 

viewpoint  of  the  teaching  and  of  the  equipment.  One  lack, 
in  common  with  many  schools,  is  the  relatively  few  students 
taking  the  3rd  and  4th  year  Science  and  Mathematics  Courses. 
The  teachers,  supervisors,  and  guidance  director  as  well  as 
parents  must  stimulate,  direct  and  show  the  students  the 
necessity  as  well  as  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  taking 
these  courses. 
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Further  thought  might  be  given  to  the  following  items: 
1.  More  time  given  to  the  Guidance  Director  for  individual 
interviewing,  and  exploring  the  latent  talents  of  the  students 
in  grades  8,  9  and  10. 

2.  Closer  cooperation  and  interviews  with  the  parents  at 
the  time  students  chose  the  area  of  concentration  preparatory 
to  entering  grade  9. 

3.  More  careful  division  and  selection  of  students,  who 
are  permited  to  enter  the  college  sections,  within  the  class 
areas  9  and  10. 

The  Norton  High  School  is  trying,  and  will  continue  every 
effort,  to  graduate  students  who  are  well  grounded  in  Science 
and  Mathematics  but  who  also  have  the  needed  balance  of 
thorough  preparation  in  the  other  important  areas  of  English, 
Foreign  Languages  and  Social  Studies, 

The  printed  Course  of  Study  in  Science,  which  was  drawn 
up  after  careful  study  by  a  large  group  of  teachers,  is  in  use 
in  both  the  Elementary  and  the  High  School,  Grades  1-12. 
This  is  supplemented  with  field  trips  to  give  pupils  first  hand 
knowledge.  High  School  classes  are  visiting  several  colleges 
for  demonstrations  and  lectures.  Extensive  new  equipment 
has  been  added  at  all  levels  of  training  during  the  past  year. 

Professional  Improvement  Meetings 

The  general  plan  for  the  first  meeting  which  was  held 
Dec.  2,  1957  included  grade-level  discussion  from  Grade  I  to 
VI  in  the  areas  of  reading,  science,  language  arts,  social 
studies,  physical  education,  art,  music,  arithmetic,  and  general 
classroom  organization. 

The  teachers  from  each  grade  met  at  separate  places 
and  attempted  to  discover  what  each  of  his  neighbors  was 
doing  in  the  given  areas,  and  to  make  suggestions  for  the  im- 
provement of  our  whole  teaching  program.  Mr.  Holbert,  Mr. 
Mahoney,  Mr.  Norton,  Mr.  Gillespie,  Mrs.  Calvey,  Miss  Hodg- 
kins  and  Miss  Lombardi  visited  with  each  group  for  a  short 
time. 

While  each  grade-level  had  its  own  individual  problems, 
there  were  certain  ideas  and  attitudes  expressed  which  showed 
common  thinking  throughout  all  grades.  All  of  the  groups 
were  concerned  with  the  fact  that  there  were  children  in 
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their  classes  to  whom  they  could  not  devote  as  much  time  as 
they  would  like.  This  will  be  found  to  be  particularly  evident 
in  the  area  of  reading,  and  some  interesting  solutions  to  this 
problem  are  suggested.  There  were  both  enthusiastic  and 
analytical  comments  concerning  the  use  of  the  new  Language 
Arts  series.  Social  studies  seemed  to  be  an  area  about  which 
many  groups  were  concerned,  and  a  need  was  expressed  for  a 
curriculum  study  here.  The  principal  suggested  the  formulation 
of  a  social  studies  curriculum  committee  to  work  toward 
this  end. 

Many  concrete  suggestions  will  be  found  in  the  report 
which  teachers  at  all  grade  levels  can  use.  The  general  feel- 
ing that  will  be  found  in  the  reports  seems  to  indicate  that 
this  type  of  conference  fills  a  definite  need  in  our  in-service 
program  for  teachers.  I  am  certain  that  the  follow-up  and 
the  experimentation  of  several  ideas  that  have  been  suggested 
will  bring  about  a  considerable  improvement  in  our  total 
program. 

The  following  summation  of  the  High  School  meetings 
was  submitted  by  the  Chairmen  and  Secretaries  of  those  study 
groups: — 

1.  That  the  High  School  Curriculum  needs  to  be  revised, 
particularly  in  the  college  preparatory  section. 

2.  That  a  separate  scientific  course  (not  a  part  of  the 
college  course)  with  more  emphasis  on  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics be  established. 

3.  That  an  accelerated  group  be  established  from  the 
8th  through  the  12th  grade. 

4.  That  no  elective  subjects  in  any  course  of  study  be 
allowed  in  the  Freshman  year  of  High  School  and  possibly  in 
the  Sophomore  year. 

5.  That  each  student  in  grades  9-12  be  required  to  carry 
five  full-time  subjects  each  year. 

6.  That  activities  and  clubs  be  held  after  school. 

7.  That  a  bus  be  used  to  transport  pupils  who  attend 
clubs  and  activities  in  the  afternoon. 

8.  That  if  clubs  and  activities  are  continued  during  the 
school  day,  each  teacher  should  have  a  club  and  each  student 
should  be  a  member.

Recommendation 

That  a  committee  from  the  High  School  faculty  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  a  revised  curriculum  for  the  entire  High 
School,  to  explore  further  the  other  listed  topics,  and  to  sub- 
mit its  findings  for  further  discussion  and  revision  to  the  next 
High  School  professional  meeting. 

Subsequent  meetings  have  ben  planned  in  which  a  closer 
investigation  will  be  made  of  specific  school  problems.  A 
meeting  is  also  planned  which  will  cover  all  phases  of  the 
current  testing  program,  and  future  meetings  will  include 
lectures  by  qualified  consultants  in  various  fields.  We  look 
forward  to  this  being  an  excellent  help  in  keeping  our  teaching 
staff  aware  of  the  educational  needs  of  our  schools. 

Teaching  of  Foreign  Languages 

Many  areas  are  being  discussed  in  the  educational  lit- 
erature concerning  the  improvement  of  the  elementary  school 
curriculum.  It  is  well  for  us  to  recognize  that  certain  needs 
do  exist  and  to  be  contemplating  means  by  which  we  can 
assess  the  value  of  new  thinking  for  our  community. 

There  is  much  agitation  toward  the  teaching  of  at  least 
one  foreign  language  in  the  elementary  school.  The  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  this  addition  are  simple.  The  two  or  three 
years  that  a  youngster  spends  studying  a  foreign  language 
in  the  secondary  school  do  not  equip  him  with  the  facility  for 
using  that  language  because  there  is  not  adequate  time  for 
him  to  become  familiar  with  the  "spoken"  language.  Also, 
the  teaching  of  "spoken"  French,  for  example,  is  much  more 
logical  at  the  elementary  school  level  before  a  youngster 
grapples  with  the  complexities  of  French  grammar  and  read- 
ing, because,  just  as  a  child  spends  five  or  six  years  learning 
to  speak  the  English  language  before  he  attempts  to  read 
and  write  the  language,  so  one  can  argue  that  he  should  have 
a  similar  speaking  acquaintance  with  a  foreign  language  be- 
fore learning  to  read  and  write  that  languge.  A  final  factor 
favoring  foreign  language  instruction  in  the  elementary  school 
is  supported  by  the  knowledge  that  younger  children  seem  to 
tackle  the  job  of  pronunciation  and  speaking  with  less  inhibi- 
tions than  do  older  children. 

It  might  be  well  for  us  in  Norton  to  think  in  terms  of 
instituting  some  kind  of  pilot  program  in  this  area  in  the  near 
future. 
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NORTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT  DATA 

In  last  year's  report,  the  estimate  as  prepared  by  the 
Norton  School  Planning  Committee  was  presented  showing 
the  estimated  enrollment  to  September  1961.  The  actual  en- 
rollment this  year  has  nearly  met  the  estimate.  In  the  Ele- 
mentary School,  the  present  enrollment  is  801  with  the  esti- 
mate, 810.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  this  Fall  and  the 
probability  is  that  the  estimated  will  be  fully  reached  during 
the  present  school  year.  The  High  School  estimate  was  503. 
The  enrollment  at  present  is  481.  More  pupils  left  to  enter 
employment  than  had  been  estimated.  The  table  below,  I 
believe,  is  a  conservative  estimate  for  September  1958.  The 
tabulation  of  the  school  census  data  and  the  births  in  Norton 
gives  strong  supporting  evidence  to  this  tabulation.

Our  second  year  of  Special  Education  finds  this  class 
operating  at  maximum  capacity.  Mr.  Williston  Holbert,  who 
has  been  in  charge  of  this  program,  has  received  commenda- 
tion from  many  visiting  communities  for  the  fine  work  that 
is  going  on  in  this  room.  The  children  with  whom  he  is 
working  are  showing  much  growth  in  their  ability  to  do  school 
work  and  are  being  assimilated  into  the  High  School  Industrial 
Arts  and  Physical  Education  programs. 

Our  big  problem  at  the  present  time  lies  in  the  terminal 
program  for  the  youngsters  now  in  this  class.  We  hope  that 
plans  can  be  made  soon  for  the  organization  of  a  Special  Edu- 
cation unit  within  the  lower  secondary  school  grades  in  order 
that  these  children  can  take  part  in  activities  with  their  own 
age-group. 

The  facilities  with  which  we  have  been  provided  to  carry 
on  this  work  are  outstanding  and  by  comparison  with  others 
in  the  state  are  far  superior. 


Industrial  Arts 

In  September  1957,  a  second  instructor  in  the  Industrial 
Arts  program  was  added.  The  complete  program,  as  originally 
scheduled,  is  now  in  operation.  This  enables  the  school  to 
offer  complete  courses  in  mechanical  drawing.  The  work  in 
metal  is  now  possible.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  securing 
two  well  trained  instructors  who  also  have  had  extensive  in- 
dustrial experience.    The  equipment  listed  below  has  been 
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added  to  the  shop  this  past  year.  The  assistance  and  advise 
of  Mr.  Paul  Sabourin  in  the  selection  of  this  new  equipment 
is  greatly  appreciated.

Mathematics 

The  increased  interest  and  attention  given  to  the  teaching 
of  science  has  also  resulted  in  a  stronger  program  in  the 
teaching  of  mathematics.  The  University  of  Illinois  Com- 
mittee on  School  Mathematics  has  done  a  great  deal  of  re- 
search and  experimentation  in  this  field.  The  first  course  in 
High  School  Mathematics  has  just  been  published  and  is  now 
being  examined  for  possible  use  in  our  High  School  program. 
Plans  are  underway  for  three  additional  advanced  courses. 
These  will  be  secured  as  fast  as  they  are  published.  The  ob- 
jectives of  this  mathematics  project  are: — 

1.  To  vitalize  the  high  school  mathematics  curriculum 
by  giving  the  student  opportunities  to  approach  his 
mathematics  from  the  creative  point  of  view  of  the 
contemporary  mathematician  and  by  including  certain 
topics  which  are  new  to  the  high  school  curriculum. 

2.  To  develop  student  and  teacher  materials  which  pre- 
sent mathematics  as  an  integrated  subject  rather  than 
as  a  group  of  isolated  courses. 

3.  To  enable  teachers  to  teach  the  program's  mathe- 
matics by  providing  classroom  text  materials,  by 
demonstrating  teaching  techniques  for  the  teachers  in 
their  own  classrooms,  and  by  writing  guides  to  accom- 
pany student  materials. 

High  School  Library 

The  High  School  Library,  by  purchasing  carefully  selected 
reference  books  and  collateral  reading  materials,  is  increas- 
ingly able  to  "provide  the  right  book  for  the  right  person  at 
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the  right  time."  Townspeople  have  donated  many  personal 
books — mostly  classics  that  have  been  loved  in  the  past  and 
are  certain  to  be  appreciated  in  the  present  and  the  future. 

A  library  course  one  hour  a  week  for  seventh  graders 
starts  a  foundation  for  a  lifetime  use  of  libraries,  as  it  teaches 
the  card  catalog,  the  arrangement  of  books  on  the  shelves,  the 
use  of  reference  books,  and  ways  of  choosing  the  very  best 
books. 

Older  pupils  take  an  active  part  in  helping  the  librarian 
with  her  duties.  Their  reward  is  two-fold:  (1)  the  knowledge 
that  they  are  serving  the  school  in  a  vital  manner  and  (2)  the 
education  and  pleasure  that  acmes  to  them  from  their  growing 
familiarity  with  the  books. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  1957  was  4131. 

Thus  one  of  the  most  beautiful  libraries  in  the  country, 
through  the  cooperation  of  many  pupils  and  many  adults, 
continues  to  serve  the  school  population  of  Norton. 

The  Gifted  Child 

The  gifted  child  offers  a  real  challenge  to  every  school 
system  and  to  every  teacher.  How  to  cope  with  such  gifted 
children  in  the  regular  classroom  is  a  popular  discussion  topic 
at  most  educational  conferences  throughout  the  country  and 
is  a  necessary  part  of  our  own  thinking.  In  the  future  we  must 
provide  continued  enrichment  for  stimulating  these  children 
to  work  up  to  their  capacity  within  the  classroom,  and  addi- 
tional ideas  must  be  tried  to  give  these  youngsters  the  benefit 
of  a  program  of  education  to  fit  their  needs. 

An  expanded  program  in  both  the  High  School  and  the 
Elementary  School  for  the  gifted  child  is  underway  at  the 
present  time. 

Educational  TV 

Next  year  will  see  the  beginning  of  the  first  experiment 
with  educational  television  during  the  school  day  in  our  state. 
Our  educational  television  channel,  WGBH,  proposes  to  broad- 
cast thirty  minutes  per  day  of  educational  television  at  the 
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elementary  school  level.  It  is  felt,  that  more  children  can 
be  served  and  a  greater  need  fulfilled,  by  aiming  the  first 
program  at  this  audience.  At  the  present  time  our  school  is 
without  a  television  set.  In  order  to  participate  in  a  limited 
way  in  this  program,  we  should  consider  the  purchase  of  at 
least  one  television  set  for  this  purpose.  At  a  later  date,  it 
may  be  wise  for  us  to  join  with  other  school  systems  in  this 
area  in  subscribing  to  the  printed  materials  and  study  helps 
for  use  in  implementing  the  total  educational  television 
program. 

Gold  Key 

On  December  13,  1957,  the  Student  Council  and  Faculty 
organized  in  the  High  School  a  new  society  called  the  "Gold 
Key."  This  society  is  composed  of  about  thirty  boys  and  girls 
(Grades  7-12)  who  are  pledged  to  promote  the  welfare  and  to 
be  of  service  to  the  High  School  in  any  area  needed.  The 
members  monitor  the  hallways,  toilets,  playgrounds,  and 
cafeteria.  They  clean-up  and  pick-up  where  necessary.  All 
this  service  is  voluntary  and  is  receiving  the  enthusiastic  sup- 
port of  the  school.  Donald  Roy  is  Captain  of  the  Gold  Key 
with  Diane  D'Angelo,  Lieutenant. 

Adult  Education 

The  year  1957  saw  the  completion  of  the  fifth  consecutive 
year  of  Adult  Education,  sponsored  by  a  group  of  Norton 
citizens  and  directed  by  Mr.  James  Blount.  Two-hundred  and 
seventy-two  (272)  applications  were  received.  Of  this  num- 
ber two  hundred  and  fourteen  (214)  adults  were  given  certifi- 
cates of  completion  from  the  eleven  courses  offered:

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Physical  Education  and  Athletics 

The  year  of  1957  was  a  busy  and  rewarding  one  for  the 
Physical  Education  Department.  It  was  a  year  of  continuous 
effort  to  attempt  to  fulfill  the  primary  objectives  of  growth 
in  the  physical,  motor,  mental,  and  human  relations  phases 
of  the  individual. 

The  Physical  Education  Program  included  Basketball, 
Table  Tennis,  Stunts  and  Tumbling,  Badminton,  Aerial  Ten- 
nis, Softball,  Baseball,  Touch  Football,  Soccer,  Volley  Ball, 
Deck  Tennis,  and  Social  and  Folk  Dancing.  These  activities, 
plus  other  games  devised  to  teach  skills  and  train  reflexes, 
tended  to  make  a  full  schedule  for  the  high  school  program. 

In  the  elementary  school,  Basketball,  Volleyball,  Softball, 
Stunts  and  Tumbling,  Folk  and  Square  Dancing,  Touch  Foot- 
ball, Rythmic  Games  and  Activities,  and  Deck  Tennis  com- 
prised the  program. 

During  the  past  year,  new  equipment  was  furnished  so 
that  the  program  is  expanding  to  include  new  games  and  areas 
of  recreational  play.  It  is  hoped  that  these  skills  learned  in 
school  life  will  carry  over  to  and  be  increased  in  adult  life. 

The  Athletic  Program  for  1957  consisted  of  interscholastic 
competition  for  both  boys  and  girls  in  Basketball,  Baseball, 
and  Softball.  Boys  and  girls  competed  on  both  a  varsity  and 
junior  varsity  level.  Miss  Eloise  Hodgkins  was  the  coach  of 
girls'  sports  in  the  high  school  and  Miss  Faith  Cummings 
coached  the  7th  and  8th  grade  girls.  Miss  Hodgkins  also 
served  as  Faculty  Advisor  and  Coach  of  the  Cheerleading 
squads.  Mr.  James  Blount  coached  Varsity  Baseball  and 
Touch  Football.  Mr.  J.  Robert  Ford  is  the  junior  varsity 
coach  of  both  Baseball  and  Basketball.  Mr.  Albert  Nuttal  has 
been  added  to  the  coaching  staff  and  is  currently  coaching 
Junior  High  School  Athletics.  Phillip  A.  Norton  is  the  varsity 
coach  of  Basketball,  Golf  instruction  and  Athletic  Director. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Norton  High  School  Varsity  "N" 
Club  was  formed  for  all  those  people  who  earned  letters  in 
sports.  This  club  is  active  in  promoting  school  spirit  and 
raising  funds  to  finance  the  annual  sports  awards  night  and 
banquet.    Another  innovation  during  the  year  1957  was  the 
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First  Annual  Track  and  Field  Meet  for  grades  7-12.  This 
Track  Meet  was  a  huge  success  and  it  is  hoped  that  eventually 
an  interscholastic  Track  Team  will  represent  Norton  High  in 
competition. 

Music  and  Art 

The  general  Music  activities — Festivals,  Concerts  and  As- 
semblies— followed  along  the  line  of  former  years.  There 
was,  however,  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  stu- 
dents participating.  Educationally,  this  is  gratifying  because 
Music,  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High,  is  an  elective  subject. 
This  increase  demonstrates  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  student 
body  to  broaden  their  field  of  learning.  This  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  number  of  boys  joining  the  High  School 
Chorus.  The  Instrumental  Department  continues  to  expand. 
Mr.  Chester  Mason,  Instrumental  Instructor,  comes  to  Norton 
on  Wednesdays  with  a  full  teaching  day. 

In  September  1957  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Art 
Supervisor  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Regina  Cal- 
vey.  In  this  position,  three  days  per  week  are  devoted  to  the 
High  School  classes  and  two  days  per  week  to  the  Eiementary 
and  Primary  Schools.  "Art  is  the  expression  of  what  is  beauti- 
ful." An  Elementary  Art  Guide  and  a  High  School  Art  Guide 
were  drawn  up  last  year  for  the  guidance  of  all  teachers. 
The  activities  in  this  field  found  expression  in  the  following: — 

a.  Appreciation  of  Art 

b.  Free  expression  of  Art  or  abstract  drawing 

c.  Demonstration  lessons  in  Art 

d.  Classroom  decoration  for  all  the  holidays 

e.  Class  trips  to  sketch 

f .  An  Art  Club 

g.  Use  of  various  media  such  as  linoleum,  block  printing, 
pastels,  oil  painting,  pen  and  ink,  and  water  colors 
with  some  sculpture  in  clay. 

School  Health  Program 

The  health  center  in  the  new  High  School  is  serving 
most  efficiently  both  the  High  School  and  the  Elementary 
School  pupils.  A  dental  health  program  was  conducted  this 
year  from  January  through  April.  The  state  dental  hygienist, 
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Mrs.  Margaret  Mahoney,  and  Mrs.  Bernadine  Tassinari  com- 
pleted dental  examinations  in  grades  1  through  8.  Each  child 
contributed  to  the  unit  by  making  a  poster  or  pamphlet  and 
by  working  on  bulletin  boards.  Each  class  conducted  a  tooth 
brushing  demonstration  and  participation  in  the  classroom. 
Every  child  received  a  tooth  brush  from  the  Lion's  Club.  A 
playlet  based  on  dental  health  was  put  on  by  the  sixth  grade 
at  an  assembly  for  the  elementary  school.  At  the  high  school 
assembly,  Mrs.  Mary  Carr  Baker  from  the  Public  Health  De- 
partment in  Boston  spoke  on  good  grooming  and  dental  health. 
The  school  nurse,  Miss  Cesidia  Lombardi,  conducted  and  sub- 
mitted reports  on  the  following  activities: — Chest  X-Rays, 
Massachusetts  Vision  Tests,  Audiometer  Hearing  Tests, 
Physical  examinations  and  Pre-School  Clinic. 

Dr.  Jerome  A.  McCaffrey,  school  physician,  reported  that 
the  year  1957  passed  uneventfully  with  no  epidemics  among 
the  children  and  no  cases  of  polio  in  the  town  of  Norton.

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  that  I  bring  to  an  end  this 
thirty-fourth  annual  and  my  final  report.  No  more  satisfying 
tasks  in  life  can  be  found  than  working  with  and  for  young 
people  in  cooperation  with  devoted  and  inspiring  teachers 
and  friendly  stimulating  school  committee  members.  With 
this  assistance,  giant  steps  have  been  accomplished  in  the 
Norton  Public  Schools.  The  future  will,  I  am  sure,  see  con- 
tinuous progress.

SECTION  I 
INTRODUCTION 

L.L.  TITLE.  This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may  be 
cited  as  the  Trailer  By-Law. 

1.2  DEFINITIONS.  In  this  By-Law  the  following  terms, 
unless  a  contrary  meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is 
specifically  prescribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings. 

a.  House  Trailer.  A  structure  primarily  designed  and 
built  or  altered  to  be  hauled  by  a  vehicle  and  to  be  used 
for  living  purposes;  a  mobile  home. 

b.  Trailer  Park.  An  area  approved  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  for  the  lo- 
cation of  three  or  more  house  trailers. 

SECTION  2 
REGULATIONS 

2.1  APPLICATION  OF  REGULATIONS.  No  house  trail- 
er shall  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Norton  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  All  house  trailers  located  in  the  Town  of  Norton  on 
or  before  January  24,  1958,  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
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this  By-Law  unless  or  until  they  are  moved  from  their  loca- 
tion as  of  said  date. 

2.1.1  TRAILER  PARK.  A  house  trailer  may  be  located  in 
a  trailer  park  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  holding  a  public  hearing 
with  due  notice  given,  may  grant  such  approval  under  the 
following  conditions  and  requirements. 

a.  The  Board  shall  have  found  that  the  proposed  trailer 
park  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  established  and  future 
character  of  the  neighborhood. 

b.  Such  a  trailer  park  shall  provide  space  and  facilities 
for  three  or  more  house  trailers. 

c.  The  total  area  of  the  trailer  park  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  area  required  for  a  dwelling  lot. 

d.  The  trailer  park  shall  have  frontage  on  an  accepted 
Town  Street  of  not  less  than  the  frontage  required  for  a 
dwelling  lot. 

e.  The  minimum  yard  dimensions  for  a  dwelling  lot  shall 
apply  when  any  trailer  or  accessory  building  is  located 
adjacent  to  one  of  the  trailer  park  boundaries. 

f .  The  minimum  space  provided  for  each  trailer  shall  oe 
40  feet  by  75  feet. 

g.  Access  drives  to  trailers  shall  be  a  least  20  feet  in 
width.  Each  trailer  space  shall  have  frontage  on  the  access 
drive. 

h.  An  adequate  and  convenient  source  of  electricity  and 
water  shall  be  provided  for  each  trailer. 

i.  Each  trailer  shall  be  connected  directly  to  a  sewage- 
disposal  system. 

j.  The  minimum  sewage-disposal  system  to  be  provided 
shall  be  a  cesspool  (or  cesspools)  with  600  gallons  of  ca- 
pacity for  each  trailer  and  accessory  building  to  be  served 
by  the  system  unless  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  a 
Town  by-law  shall  require  a  more  adequate  system.  Lo- 
cation and  construction  of  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  or  other 
parts  of  the  sewage-disposal  system  shall  be  a  required 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 
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k.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  Plan- 
ning Board  shall  each  be  furnished  with  a  plan  of  the 
trailer  park  that  shows,  in  addition  to  the  other  details,  the 
sewage-disposal  system  and  indicates  the  capacity  thereof. 

2.1.2  OUTSIDE  OF  TRAILER  PARK.  In  areas  external 
to  an  approved  trailer  park,  house  trailers  shall  be  used  or 
parked  only  as  provided  below: 

a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  on  pri- 
vate property  (such  property  shall  be  considered  to  in- 
clude occupied  dwelling  lots)  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30 
days  in  any  one  year.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  extend 
the  permit  for  one  additional  30-days  period,  if  requested 
to  do  so. 

Water-supply  and  sewage-disposal  facilities  for  such  a 
trailer  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  a  permit  for  a 
house  trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  while 
a  house  is  being  constructed  on  the  same  premises.  Such 
a  permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  but  it  may  be  ex- 
tended by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  one  year  additional 
if  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  construction  of  the  house  is 
being  carried  forward  in  good  faith.  If  the  construction 
ceases  to  be  carried  forward  in  good  faith,  the  Board  shall 
revoke  the  permit. 

The  sewage  facilities  to  be  provided  for  such  a  trailer  shall 
be  the  same  as  the  facilities  required  by  the  Board  of  Health 
for  a  dwelling. 

c.  An  unoccupied  and  unusued  house  trailer  may  be 
parked  on  private  property. 

3.1.1.  ENFORCEMENT.  The  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3.2.  PENALTY.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  this  By-Law  or  any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit 
is  issued  may  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-dollars  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  continue 
a  separate  offense. 
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3.3.  VALIDITY  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provi- 
sion of  this  By-Law  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other 
section  or  provision  of  the  By-Law. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  fol- 
lowing By-Law:  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  shall  consist  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  and  five  men  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Each  fire  company  shall 
be  represented  on  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  by  a  resident 
within  the  area  covered  by  the  company.  No  member  of  any 
fire  company  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Fire  Chief.  (By  Peti- 
tion). 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
gift,  a  rescue  truck  from  the  Firefighters  of  Engine  3,  to  be 
kept  as  Station  No.  3  and  operated  by  the  fire  department  for 
all  emergencies  both  in  Norton  and  out  of  town  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Fire  Chief.  (By  petition). 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  by  transfer  from  available  funds  or  by  bor- 
rowing, to  extend  the  water  main  of  not  less  than  six  inches 
in  diameter  from  the  intersection  of  Newcomb  and  Newland 
Streets  to  the  Norton-Mansfield  Town  Line.  (By  petition). 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  extension  of  the  water  main 
of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  on  Maple  Street,  from 
the  end  of  the  present  main  to  the  Norton-Attleboro  Town  line, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (By  petition) 

And  you  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by 
posting  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at  each  of  the 
public  meeting  houses  and  at  least  three  other  public  places  in 
said  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
meeting.

Articl  16.  Moved  that  the  sum  of  $75.68  be  raised  and 
appropriated  to  pay  certain  bills,  under  Section  64,  Chapter 
44,  General  Laws.  Motion  carried  unanimously. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$621  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  mobile  radio  for  the 
Police  Department. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  Fire  Alarm 
System. 

Article  19.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $15,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  pumping  engine  for  the 
Fire  Department.  Tally  of  vote  taken  showed  139  Yes,  91  No. 

Article  20.  Voted  the  sum  of  $413  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated to  purchase  equipment  for  the  Tree  Warden. 

Article  21.    Voted  to  strike  from  Warrant. 

Article  22.  Voted  the  sum  of  $100  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated to  buy  and  apply  brush  spray  material  to  use  in 
conjunction  with  flat  clearance  work  done  by  Utility  Com- 
panies in  Norton. 

Article  22A.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for 
Civilian  Defense. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200  for  the  purchase  of  a  typewriter  for  the  Town  Account- 
ant. 

Article  24.  Motion  lost.  (Equipment  for  Board  of 
Registrars.) 

Article  25.  Motion  that  the  sum  of  $2,350  be  raised  and 
appropriated,  said  sum  to  be  used  with  trade-in  of  present 
truck  to  purchase  a  new  truck  for  the  Water  Department. 
A  hand  vote  taken  showed  135  in  favor  and  73  opposed  to  the 
motion.

As  the  report  appears  in  the  Town  Report 
on  Pages  105-110  inclusive,  it  was  voted  not  to  hear  the  report 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  30.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  a  Master  Plan  study  and  to  prepare  a  zoning 
by-law  and  zoning  map. 

Article  31.  Henry  Soldat,  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  moved  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  written  in 
the  Warrant. 

An  amendment  by  George  Andrews  that  2 — 1.2  Outside 
of  Trailer  Park  —  all  house  trailers  located  outside  of  an 
approved  trailer  park  shall  be  subject  to  the  by-laws  govern- 
ing the  size,  location  and  use  of  dwelling,  except  as  provided 
below  —  Amendment  lost. 

Proposed  amendment  by  Lewis  Rubin  to  2 — 1.2  (a)  that 
wherever  the  figure  30  occurs  that  the  figure  90  be  substituted, 
was  also  defeated. 

Supporting  the  By-Law,  Henry  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the 
Planning  Board,  read  the  following  statement: 

"At  the  hearing  held  on  this  By-Law  on  Monday  evening, 
February  third,  no  opposition  to  it  was  expressed.  One  minor 
improvement  was  suggested,  and  the  Planning  Board  intends 
to  propose  an  amendment  that  will  incorporate  this. 

"The  Planning  Board  strongly  recommends  the  enactment 
of  this  By-Law  in  the  firm  belief  that  it  will  have  a  good 
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effect  on  the  future  development  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 
House  trailers  are  designed  for  mobility — for  transient  use — 
and  their  use  in  considerable  numbers  as  permanent  resi- 
dences in  the  Town  will  create  in  the  minds  of  visitors  an 
impression  of  a  lack  of  permanence  in  the  community.  Such 
an  impression  could  cause  the  Town  to  lose  desirable  residen- 
tial, commercial,  and  industrial  construction,  and  we  will 
surely  need  all  of  these  for  a  satisfactory  future  growth." 

An  amendment  made  by  Carlton  A.  Woodward,  Jr.,  and 
voted  upon  by  secret  ballot  disclosed  that  101  voted  Yes  and 
44  voted  No.  Motion  declared  by  the  Moderator  to  be  carried 
so  that  the  By-Law  as  amended  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1 
INTRODUCTION 

1.1  TITLE.  This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may  be 
cited  as  the  Trailer  By-Law. 

1.2  DEFINITIONS.  In  this  By-Law  the  following  terms, 
unless  a  contrary  meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is 
specifically  prescribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

a.  House  Trailer.  A  structure  primarily  designed  and 
built  or  altered  to  be  hauled  by  a  vehicle  and  to  be  used  for 
living  purposes,  whether  resting  on  wheels  or  on  a  temporary 
or  permanent  foundation;  a  mobile  home. 

b.  Trailer  Park.  An  area  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  for  the  location  of 
three  or  more  house  trailers. 

Section  2 

REGULATIONS 

2.1  APPLICATION  OF  REGULATIONS.  No  house 
trailer  shall  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Norton  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Any  house  trailer  located  in  the  Town 
of  Norton  on  or  before  January  24,  1958,  is  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  unless  or  until  it  is  moved  from  its 
location  as  of  said  date.  Any  house  trailer  located  in  the  Town 
as  of  said  date  may  be  replaced  in  the  same  location  by  a  new 
house  trailer.  The  original  house  trailer  will  then  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 
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2.1.1  TRAILER  PARK.  A  house  trailer  may  be  located 
in  a  trailer  park  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  of  Health,  after  holding  a  public  hearing  with 
due  notice  given,  may  grant  such  approval  under  the  follow- 
ing conditions  and  requirements: 

a.  The  Board  shall  have  found  that  the  proposed  trailer 
park  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  establishment  and  future 
character  of  the  neighborhood. 

b.  Such  a  trailer  park  shall  provide  space  and  facilities 
for  three  or  more  house  trailers. 

c.  The  total  area  of  the  trailer  park  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  area  required  for  a  dwelling  lot. 

d.  The  trailer  park  shall  have  a  frontage  on  an  accepted 
Town  street  of  not  less  than  the  frontage  required  for  a 
dwelling  lot. 

e.  The  minimum  hard  dimensions  for  a  dwelling  lot 
shall  apply  when  any  trailer  or  accessory  building  is  located 
adjacent  to  one  of  the  trailer  park  boundaries. 

f.  The  minimum  space  provided  for  each  trailer  shall 
be  40  feet  by  75  feet. 

g.  Access  drives  to  trailers  shall  be  at  least  20  feet  in 
width.  Each  trailer  space  shall  have  frontage  on  an  access 
drive. 

h.  An  adequate  and  convenient  source  of  electricity  and 
water  shall  be  provided  for  each  trailer. 

i.  Each  trailer  shall  be  connected  to  a  sewage-disposal 
system. 

j.  The  minimum  sewage-disposal  system  to  be  provided 
shall  be  a  cesspool  (or  cesspools)  with  600  gallons  of  capacity 
for  each  trailer  and  accessory  building  to  be  served  by  the 
system  unless  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Health  or  a  Town 
By-Law  shall  require  a  more  adequate  system.  Location 
and  construction  of  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  or  other  parts  of 
the  sewage-disposal  system  shall  be  as  required  by  the  Board 
of  Health. 

k.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  Planning 
Board  shall  each  be  furnished  with  a  plan  of  the  trailer  park 
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that  shows,  in  addition  to  the  other  details,  the  sewage- 
disposal  system  and  indicates  the  capacity  thereof. 

2.1.2  OUT  SIDE  OF  TRAILER  PARK.  In  areas  external 
to  an  approved  trailer  park,  house  trailers  shall  be  used  or 
parked  only  as  provided  below: 

a.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  a  permit  for  a  house 
trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  on  private 
property  (such  property  shall  be  considered  to  include 
occupied  dwelling  lots)  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  30  days  in 
any  one  year.  The  Board  of  Health  may  extend  the  permit 
for  one  additional  30-day  period,  if  requested  to  do  so. 

Water-supply  and  sewage-disposal  facilities  for  such  a 
trailer  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  a  permit  for  a  house 
trailer  to  be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  while  a  house 
is  being  constructed  on  the  same  premises.  Such  a  permit 
shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  but  it  may  be  extended  by  the 
Board  of  Health  for  one  year  additional  if  the  Board  is  satis- 
fied that  the  construction  of  the  house  is  being  carried  forward 
in  good  faith.  If  the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried  forward 
in  good  faith,  the  Board  shall  revoke  the  permit. 

The  sewage  facilities  to  be  provided  for  such  a  trailer 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  facilities  required  by  the  Board  of 
Health  for  a  dwelling. 

c.  An  unoccupied  and  unused  house  trailer  may  be 
parked  on  private  property. 

Section  3 

ADMINISTRATION 

3.  ENFORCEMENT.  The  provisions  of  the  By-Laws 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

3.2  PENALTY.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  this  By-Law  or  any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit 
is  issued  may  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation  continues  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense. 

3.3  VALIDITY.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provis- 
ion of  this  By-Law  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other 
section  or  provision  of  the  By-Law. 
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Article  32.  Motion  by  Howard  Ferguson  that  the  Town 
adopt  the  following  By-Law: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  shall  consist  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Norton  Fire  Department  and  five  men  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Each  fire  company  shall  be  repre- 
sented on  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  by  a  resident  within 
the  area  covered  by  the  company.  No  member  of  any  fire 
company  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

Motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  57  for  and  51  against. 

Article  33.  Voted  to  accept  as  a  gift,  a  rescue  truck  from 
the  Firefighters  of  Engine  3,  to  be  kept  at  Station  No.  3  and 
operated  by  the  fire  department  for  all  emergencies  both  in 
Norton  and  out  of  town  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

Article  34.  The  following  motion  was  unanimously 
approved:  That  the  sum  of  $14,336.93  be  transferred  from  the 
New  Well  and  Mains  account  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,286.18 
be  transferred  from  the  Newland  Street  extension  account, 
making  a  total  sum  of  $16,623.11  to  be  used  to  extend  a  water 
main  of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  from  the  inter- 
section of  Newcomb  and  Newland  Streets  to  the  Norton- 
Mansfield  Town  Line,  a  distance  of  approximately  4224  feet, 
more  or  less. 

Article  35.  A  motion  calling  for  a  bond  issue  of  $20,000 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  water  mains  on  Maple  Street 
was  defeated.  Voting:  No  71,  Yes  63.

RECORD  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
SEPTEMBER  29,  1958 


Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:10  p.  m.  by  Moderator  John 
Pollis. 

Motions  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee were  made  by  Henry  Soldat.  Checkers  were:  Roberta 
Eller,  Millicent  Marshall,  Jocelyn  Knapton,  and  Veronica 
Pierce. 

Article  1.  Motion  carried  as  follows:  That  the  sum  of 
$15,950  be  transferred  from  the  Free  Cash  in  Surplus  Revenue 
and  of  that  sum  under  item  (a)  $15,000  be  transferred  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Account,  item  (c)  the  sum  of  $200  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Account,  and  under  item  (e) 
the  sum  of  $750  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Health  Account. 
Also  that  the  sum  of  $2000  be  transferred  from  the  Machinery 
Equipment  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Equipment  Account  under 
item  (b),  and  the  sum  of  $1000  be  transferred  from  the  Sale

of  Pines  Fund  to  the  Reforestation  Committee  Account,  (d), 
said  sum  to  be  used  to  cut  roads  in  the  Town  Farm  Forests 
and  to  clear  and  prune  trees  and  undergrowth. 

Article  2.  Under  this  Article  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the 
action  taken  by  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  November  8, 
1957  on  Article  3,  and  to  return  the  control  of  the  old  Chartley 
Fire  Station  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers. 

Article  3.   Motion  on  this  Article  was  lost. 

Article  4.  Motion  on  this  Article  carried  unanimously  as 
follows:  That  the  Town  accept  the  layout  of  Newland  Street 
as  shown  on  the  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  that 
the  Selectment  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  certain  parcels  of  land  for  said  layout 
and  the  sums  of  money  which  have  been  appropriated  for  this 
purpose  be  used  accordingly. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $326  be  transferred  from 
the  available  Free  Cash  in  Surplus  Revenue  to  the  account  of 
the  Town  Clerk  to  purchase  necessary  office  equipment. 

Article  6.  Motion  to  raise  the.  sum  of  $3900  by  borrowing 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  permanent  pavement  on 
Young  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  1500  feet  more  or  less  was  lost. 

Balloting  disclosed  that  54  favored  and  29  opposed.  The 
necessary  two  thirds  (55)  not  having  been  met,  the  Moderator 
declared  motion  lost. 

Article  7.  A  motion  calling  for  a  bond  issue  of  $5,250  for 
constructing  a  permanent  paving  of  Sanlin  Street  also  lost 
on  its  first  vote.    Voting  "Yes"  47;  "No"  35.    Needed,  54. 

At  this  point  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  6  carried.  A 
show  of  hands  indicated  45  favoring  and  21  opposed. 

The  motion  reconsidered  was  as  follows:  Moved  that  the 
sum  of  $3900  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  permanent  pavement  on  Young  Avenue  for  a: 
distance  of  approximately  1500  ft.  more  or  less,  beginning  at 
Freeman  Street,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  that  the  Treas- 
urer with  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  $3900  and  to 
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issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  thereof,  said  bonds  or  notes 
to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
G.  L.,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than 
5  years. 

A  ballot  vote  taken  showed  60  in  favor,  29  opposed,  the 
necessary  two  thirds  having  been  exceeded  by  two  votes,  the 
Moderator  declared  the  motion  carried. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  Article 
7  and  the  Moderator  called  for  a  ballot  vote.  Just  as  the  voting 
started  it  was  realized  that  no  motion  had  been  made  and 
recorded  on  this  Article  and  it  was  so  done  at  this  point.  After 
the  announcement  of  the  vote  a  point  of  order  was  raised  by 
Paul  Sabourin  as  to  whether  the  motion  and  second  were  made 
seasonable,  that  is,  before  the  balloting  had  begun. 

The  Moderator  ruled  on  the  point  of  order  by  stating  that 
he  (the  Moderator)  had  not  accepted  the  vote  properly  and  it 
was  open  to  question.  He  asked  the  Town  Counsel  for  an 
opinion.  The  Counsel  agreed  with  the  Moderator  that  there 
was  sufficient  question  to  call  for  the  vote  again.  The  Moder- 
ator then  said  that  in  fairness  to  all  parties  that  he  would  de- 
clare the  motion  null  and  void. 

The  motion  was  then  remade  and  duly  seconded  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  sum  of  $5,250  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  permanent  pavement  on  Sanlin 
Street  for  the  approximate  distance  of  2100  feet,  and  to  meet 
the  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $5,250  and  to 
issue  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  thereof,  said  notes  or  bonds 
to  be  payable  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  5  years. 

50  "Yes"  votes  were  cast  and  24  "No"  votes  cast.  The 
Moderator  declared  that  the  necessary  two-thirds  majority 
had  been  voted  and  that  the  motion  was  carried.

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REPORT  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 

During  the  year  the  registrars  held  three  registrations 
from  12  noon  until  10  P.  M.,  and  enrolled  a  total  of  146  voters. 
Of  these  62  were  men  and  64  women. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Town  Clerk  registered  23  men 
and  23  women  during  office  hours. 

All  Town  and  State  nomination  papers  were  certified  by 
the  board  at  various  meetings. 

At  the  close  of  the  final  registration  held  October  3,  1958, 
there  were  1,476  men  and  1,545  women  registered,  a  total 
of  3,021. 

A  listing  of  all  persons  twenty  years  of  age  and  older  was 
conducted  by  Mildred  Wood  and  Ethel  Freeman  under  the 
supervision  of  L.  M.  Johnson,  clerk  of  the  registrars.  A  listing 
of  males  over  twenty  years  of  age  was  promptly  furnished  the 
assessors  for  poll  tax  purposes. 

The  census  revealed  that  there  are  1,805  women,  and  1,729 
men  aged  20  years  and  over  living  in  Norton.  A  number  of 
copies  of  these  were  run  off  in  a  duplicator  by  the  Town 
Clerk's  office,  and  additional  copies  were  duplicated  by  the 
School  Department. 

The  listing  of  the  owners  of  792  dogs  was  also  prepared 
by  the  registrars.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

Leonard  P.  Silvia  was  elected  to  the  board  at  the  annual 
Town  election.  Mr.  Silvia  was  welcomed  to  the  board. 

During  the  year  45  new  services  were  put  into  operation 
bringing  the  total  amount  of  services  to  1,591.  There  has  been 
a  decrease  in  new  services  for  the  first  time  in  several  year. 
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Our  project  on  hydrants  is  moving  very  successfully, 
during  the  past  year  six  more  hydrants  were  replaced, 
leaving  a  total  of  twenty-three  more  to  do. 

In  the  spring  of  1957,  850  pine  and  spruce  trees  were  set 
out  at  the  Number  Two  Pumping  Station  on  Pine  Street  by 
the  Water  Department  crew.  It  is  our  pleasure  to  announce 
that  these  trees  are  progressing  very  satisfactorily.  We  wish 
to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Robinson,  for  his  high 
regard  in  beautifying  the  Pumping  Station  area. 

The  Newland  St.  extension  was  completed  to  the  Mans- 
field Line  in  the  early  spring.  This  extension  will  relieve 
residents  of  this  area  of  being  without  water  and  also  improved 
facilities  for  fire  protection.  We  realize  that  there  are  still 
many  areas  in  this  same  predicament  and  our  fondest  hope 
is  that  some  day  the  whole  Town  will  be  serviced  by  Town 
water. 

Our  new  tank  has  been  in  operation  since  last  July.  There 
are  still  a  few  minor  jobs  to  be  done  on  this  project  but  we 
expect  that  by  the  first  of  June  they  should  be  completed. 

A  very  serious  problem  is  facing  your  Department  at  this 
time  and  the  Commissioners  feel  that  it  is  time  that  something 
is  done  about  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  unpaid  water  bills. 
At  the  last  check  there  was  well  over  $10,000  due  the  Town. 
We  will  no  doubt  start  taking  very  drastic  action  on  these  bills 
in  the  coming  year,  with  more  cooperation  from  the  Town 
Collector  and  the  new  law  authorizing  the  town  to  shut  off 
water  for  non-payment.  We  hope  to  cut  down  this  balance. 

During  the  past  year  your  Department  undertook  two 
replacing  jobs;  namely,  Newbury  St.  and  Park  Lane.  These 
pipes  have  been  in  very  poor  condition  for  several  years.  By 
using  pipe  that  had  accumulated  over  a  period  of  time  we 
were  able  to  replace  at  a  minimum  cost  another  improvement 
in  our  system. 

Our  total  commitments  turned  over  to  the  Town  Collector 
was  $65,175.47  and  of  this  amount  $11,573.47  was  charged  to 
meters.  Tapping  fees  were  $900,  making  the  total  for  1958 
receipts  $66,075.47.

We  know  that  during  the  past  year  many  of  the  water 
takers  were  inconvenienced  at  different  times  by  the  water 
being  shut  off.  Your  commissioners  wish  to  reassure  you  that 
when  this  is  done  it  is  due  to  a  very  emergency  situation. 
Whenever  it  is  at  all  possible  we  try  to  notify  you  when  it 
is  going  to  be  done. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  cooperated  in  any  way  with 
this  Department  during  the  past  year,  and  to  commend  our 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Robinson,  and  employees  for  their  ever 
faithful  efforts  and  cooperation  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
twenty-eighth  annual  report. 

Fire  calls  totaled  157  and  ambulance  calls  162  during  1958. 

We  have  as  one  of  our  problems  the  need  of  more  fire- 
fighters during  the  daytime  hours,  Monday  through  Friday. 
The  cost  of  hiring  permanent  men  in  sufficient  numbers  is 
prohibitive.  Our  policy  of  paying  men  who  live  and  work 
nearby  our  stations  on  a  part  time  basis  has  worked  well, 
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except  it  is  difficult  to  cover  all  stations  24  hours  a  day  in 
this  manner. 

Grass  and  brush  fires  cause  much  damage.  Grasslands  at 
this  time  are  covered  with  the  heaviest  cover  of  dead  grass 
in  our  memory.  This  dead  grass  constitutes  a  great  fire  hazard. 
A  careless  match,  sparks  from  incinerators  or  any  attempt  to 
burn  off  this  dead  grass  may  well  cause  real  trouble.  A  com- 
bination of  this  on  a  windy  day  of  low  humidity  could  easily 
result  in  a  conflagration  with  loss  of  property,  homes  and 
even  lives. 

Outdoor  burning  of  any  kind  on  windy  days  is  prohibited 
and  this  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

Matches  in  the  hands  of  children  are  a  real  fire  hazard 
and  we  ask  all  parents  to  use  every  means  to  prevent  children 
from  setting  fires  of  any  kind. 

The  continued  growth  of  Norton  poses  new  problems  in 
fire  control. 

Your  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  your  Fire  Department 
are  endeavoring  to  meet  these  problems  in  the  most  efficient 
manner,  and  at  costs  our  taxpayers  can  afford. 

Volunteer  firefighters  are  the  fire  fighting  power  of  our 
fire  department.  These  men  are  well  trained  in  fire  fighting, 
rescue  work  and  ambulance  service.  We  wish  to  thank  these 
brave,  loyal  men  for  their  fine  work  in  a  dangerous  profession. 

The  rescue  truck  is  a  well  equipped  unit,  manned  by  well 
trained  men. 

Delivery  in  February  is  expected  of  our  new  1,000  gallons 
per  minute  pumping  engine. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  town  officials  for  their  help 
and  cooperation. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  all  of  the  employers  who 
permit  firefighters  employed  by  them  to  answer  fire  alarms.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

During  the  year  the  library  has  purchased  478  books — 148 
adult  fiction,  137  adult  non-fiction,  193  juvenile.  The  Librar- 
ian's report  gives  figures  showing  the  circulation  of  books  of 
various  kinds.  The  reference  collection  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  and  these  books,  which  do  not  circulate,  are 
much  used  in  the  library,  particularly  by  students  from  the 
elementary  and  high  schools. 
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A  new  magazine  rack  provides  for  more  attractive  and 
orderly  display  of  periodicals  and  frees  greatly  needed  space 
at  the  table  in  the  reading  room.  Before  long,  major  renova- 
tions of  the  library,  of  its  heating  system,  its  floors  and  its 
book  and  reading  space  will  be  inescapeable.  The  Board  will 
try  to  spread  these  expenses  over  a  period  of  years  but  a 
beginning  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  Miss  Marie  T.  Sullivan, 
Public  Library  Consultant  in  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Library  Extension,  made  a  survey  of  the  library  and  in  April 
presented  a  14-page  report  of  her  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions for  improvement  of  our  structure  and  services.  Included 
in  her  report  is  a  table  showing  the  number  of  volumes,  the 
library  circultion,  the  town  appropriation,  total  library  income, 
per  capital  library  income,  the  librarian's  salary  for  Norton 
and  nine  other  Massachusetts  towns  of  reasonably  comparable 
size.  The  comparison  is  not  to  Norton's  credit.  On  every 
score  except  that  of  total  population,  Norton  ranks  lowest  on 
the  list.  Detailed  figures  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

The  comparatively  low  book  circulation  in  Norton  reflects 
the  fact  that  the  library  has  been  open  only  9  hours  a  week. 
Careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  desirability  of 
having  the  library  open  every  day  and  for  longer  hours  in 
order  that  the  people  of  Norton  may  have  the  sort  of  library 
service  which  the  people  of  other  towns  of  our  size  expect  and 
are  willing  to  pay  for.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  move  in  this 
direction  as  funds  become  available.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Planning  Board  has 
been  working  on  a  Zoning  By-Law,  and  a  Zoning  Map  for  the 
Town  of  Norton.  After  the  appropriation  voted  for  this  study, 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1958,  the  firm, 
"Economic  Development  Associates,  Inc."  of  Boston,  Mass., 
was  chosen  by  the  Planning  Board  to  guide  us  in  our  prepara- 
tions of  a  Master  Plan. 

Many  maps  have  been  made  showing  the  use  of  land  as 
existing  today.  Most  dwellings,  industries,  businesses,  school- 
owned  and  town-owned  property  is  charted  on  a  Land-Use 
map.  Letters  were  sent  to  property  owners  of  fifty  or  more 
acres  asking  for  maps  of  their  land.  Information  from  those 
owners  who  have  responded  has  been  indicated  on  the  Land- 
Use  map. 

With  this  information  "Economic  Development  Associates, 
Inc."  and  your  Planning  Board  have  made  a  Zoning  Map  and 
set  of  By-Laws  consistent  with  the  present  land-use  and 
expected  growth  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 
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The  Planning  Board  has  held  meetings  with  the  Norton 
Economic  Development  Committee,  and  with  the  business  men 
of  Norton.  Changes  are  being  made  in  the  Map  and  By-Laws 
as  more  information  is  gathered  from  these  meetings.  In  the 
very  near  future  further  public  meetings  will  be  held  to 
acquaint  the  people  of  Norton  with  out  efforts,  and,  as  a 
result  of  these  meetings,  further  changes  might  be  made. 

It  has  been  decided  that  such  an  important  step  for  the 
future  of  the  Town  might  be  best  taken  up  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting.  A  schedule  of  meetings,  public  hearings  and  the 
date  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  will  shortly  be  published 
in  the  local  newspapers,  and  a  schedule  will  be  posted  on  the 
Town  Hall  bulletin  board. 

Prior  to  the  official  Public  Hearing  a  copy  of  the  Zoning 
Map  and  Zoning  By-Laws  will  be  made  available  to  every 
resident.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  acquaint  all  interested 
residents  with  the  full  meaning  and  content  of  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  before  a  vote  is  taken.

Plenty  of  rain  in  1958  eased  the  drought  condition  felt 
in  the  two  previous  years. 

The  white  oak  in  Chartley,  testing  disease,  died  completely 
and  was  topped  to  a  guy  wire. 

20  other  dead  or  dangerous  trees  were  removed. 

6  complaints  were  checked  and  the  situations  were 
corrected. 

2  trees  posted  for  public  hearing. 

1  more  honey-locust  planted  on  East  Main  Street. 
Thank  you,  Harvey  Jackson. 

Sections  of  Bay  Road,  Sunset  Road,  and  Leonard  Street 
were  "lifted". 

18  elm  boles,  1  hickory,  1  maple,  were  removed. 

Girdling  roots  were  found  and  cut  from  a  maple  on  Norton 
Common.  All  the  Common  trees  were  trimmed  and  fed  again. 

3  wind  and  snow  storms  bent  and  broke  limbs  which  had 
to  be  removed. 

The  Telephone  Co.  "flat  cleared"  2  sections  on  Leonard 
Street  and  chipped  the  brush  from  2  sections  done  by  this 
dept.    Also  from  the  lifting  operation  at  this  spot. 

Brush  spray  was  applied  to  the  resultant  sprout  growth. 

A  complete  J.  O.  (joint  ownership)  operation  of  line  clear- 
ance is  now  (Jan.  15,  1959)  about  one-half  completed. 

Price-Fletcher,  Inc.,  working  for  the  Light  &  Phone  com- 
panies, are  flat  clearing  small  spots  as  needed.  These  spots 
will  need  applications  of  brush  spray. 

Brush  spray  was  also  applied  to  the  new  fire  roads  in  the 
Lincoln  lot  Plain  Street  Town  forest.

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MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

Under  State  Aid  Norton  received  9  barrels  of  12%  DDT  in 
oil,  and  3  barrels  of  25%  DDT  emulsion. 

This  material  was  applied  in  a  dormant  spray  to  elm  trees. 

A  cover  spray  was  omitted  because  of  the  coincidence  of 
the  aerial  mosquito  spray. 

Mr.  Lawrence  Limpus,  of  Norton,  applied  a  soaking 
hydrolic  spray  of  malathion  to  the  Common  trees.  This  as  a 
control  of  aphid  and  mite  damage. 

The  Town  Dump  was  sprayed  4  times  during  the  summer. 

The  old  Moth  Truck  is  a  good  old  Moth  Truck.  But  not 
very. 

Small  break-downs  build  up  time  and  blood  pressure. 
This  Dept.  will  use  it  another  year,  but  a  better  truck  in  1960 
is  indicated. 

A  lot  of  poison  ivy  was  sprayed  all  over  Town.  The  ma- 
terial, Ammino  Triazole,  seems  to  be  sure-shot.  Gypsy  Moth 
egg  clusters  were  found  in  North  Rehoboth.

Back  to  black  again  for  1959.    (See  1957  report.) 

38  tagged  D.  E  D.  trees  removed  or  topped  by  this  Dept. 

9  untagged  elms  removed  by  this  Dept. 

34  tagged  D.  E.  D.  trees  removed  by  State  crew. 

93  elm  trees  tagged  and  tested.    Of  these:  (1958) 

50  Town  trees  tested  positive  D.  E.  D.    Of  these: 

18  were  removed  by  the  State  crew. 

Of  the  40  trees  testing  negative,  8  are  of  poor  condition, 
and  must  come  down. 

This  totals  40  elms  of  the  1958  "crop",  plus  12  trees  from 
previous  years. 

52  positive  D.  E.  D.  trees  to  come  down  in  1959. 

In  October,  1958,  a  State  knock-down  crew  of  6  men,  saws, 
tools,  and  a  winch  truck,  moved  into  Norton  for  10  days.  This 
was  under  State  aid. 

We  have  the  promise  of  similar  aid  in  1959.  Your  Moth 
Supt.  has  been  trying  to  catch  up  to  the  disease  ever  since 
he  started.  1959  may  be  the  year.  It  all  depends  on  how  many 
elms  "come  down"  with  D.  E.  D.  this  coming  summer. 

Ultimate  disposal  of  elm  wood  presents  a  problem.  We 
have  been  burying  it  in  previous  years.  Wood  from  the  34 
felled  trees  by  the  State  crew  was  added  to  the  mess  at  the 
Town  Farm  field,  bulldozed  into  piles,  and  burned.  Fires 
burned  for  weeks  and  made  a  definite  smoke  nuisance.  Back 
we  go  to  burying.

REFORESTATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Committee  meeting  held  January  22,  1958. 

Lawrence  S.  Reinhard  voted  chairman  and  clerk. 

Voted  that  New  England  Forestry  Foundation,  Inc.,  of 
Boston,  be  employed  to  assess  the  Norton  Town  Forests. 

Mr.  Harrison  Ripley  for  N.  E.  F.  F.,  Inc.,  spent  a  rainy  June 
11th  with  Lawrence  Reinhard  and  Joseph  Lokitis  in  4  of  the  7 
Town  Forest  lots. 

Mr.  Ripley  submitted  a  report. 
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On  March  25th  a  Woodlot  Improvement  Demonstration 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Plain  St.  lot  under  the  direction  of 
County  Agent  Harold  Woodward.  Selection,  pruning,  weeding 
and  other  good  forestry  practices  were  shown.  John  Stepanek 
donated  lumber  of  varying  grades  for  exhibit. 

The  Plain  St.  lot  was  pruned  a  distance  of  40  ft.  in,  and 
all  brush  removed  to  finish  the  access  work  there.  Two  cir- 
cling roads  give  access  to  all  parts  of  the  lot  which  has  been 
planted. 

A  correct  property  line  was  found  and  opened  up  at  the 
Lincoln  St.  Manson  lot.  Firefighters  with  pack  tanks  now  have 
quicker  access. 

The  Town  of  Falmouth,  Mass.  was  host  to  a  meeting  of 
Town  Forest  Committees  on  Sept.  27th.  Joseph  Crowshaw 
and  Lawrence  Reinhard  attended.

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SUMMARY  AND  GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Harrison  Ripley,  Forester 

The  Norton  Town  Forest  now  contains  55  acres  of  pro- 
ductive pine  land,  promising  a  potential  annual  yield  of  at 
least  11,000  board  feet  of  sawtimber  annually.  Hardwood 
occupies  about  60  acres,  of  which  35  are  upland  hardwood  and 
25  are  hardwood  swamps  where  red  maple  predominates.  Oak, 
ash,  and  hickory  of  sawtimber  quality  can  be  produced  on 
the  upland  sites,  and  some  white  pine  will  infiltrate  these 
stands  to  increase  their  potential  productivity  and  quality. 
White  pines  will  also  seed  into  openings  in  the  maple  swamps 
so  that  an  eventual  annual  yield  of  15  M.  B.  F.  to  20  M.  B.  F. 
of  pine  plus  5  M.B.F.  to  10  M.B.F.  of  hardwood  can  be  real- 
ized. Based  on  an  average  value  of  $20.00  per  M.  B.  F.,  the 
annual  yield  under  management  will  be  at  least  $400.00  per 
year,  or  approximately  $4.00  per  acre. 

To  achieve  this  end,  periodic  improvement  work  (weed- 
ing, thinning,  and  pruning)  will  be  necessary,  but  much  of 
this  work  will  be  self-supporting. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

1.  Thinning  of  white  pine  and  red  pine  plantations  of  the 
Lincoln  and  Town  Farm  lots  to  remove  damaged,  diseased,  and 
suppressed  trees. 

Most  of  this  material  is  suitable  for  pulpwood,  but  a  few 
sawlogs  may  be  obtained,  particularly  on  the  Town  Farm  lot. 
All  Scotch  pine  should  be  removed  in  this  operation. 

2.  Weeding  out  of  inferior  hardwoods  (red  maple,  dis- 
eased or  deformed  oaks,  and  gray  birch)  on  all  lots  to  increase 
the  growth  rate  of  white  pine  and  desirable  hardwoods  and  to 
improve  the  species  composition  of  the  woodlands.  Chemical 
treatment  of  stumps  is  recommended  to  reduce  sprouting. 

3.  Determination  and  marking  of  all  exterior  boundary 
lines  to  prevent  the  danger  of  trespass  in  case  of  any  logging 
operation. 

4.  Pruning  to  a  height  of  17  feet  of  approximately  100 
trees  per  acre  in  natural  pine  stands  and  in  plantations. 

5.  Marking  of  trees  by  a  professional  forester  before  any 
cutting  operation  is  undertaken.  This  will  ensure  proper 
spacing  of  trees  in  the  residual  stand  and  prevent  overcutting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  FOR  1958 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  total  mileage  of  Town  Roads  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  61.19. 

The  slight  increase  in  mileage  was  due  to  takings  on 
Cottage  Street,  Freeman  Street,  Newland  Street  and  Bay  Road 
over  the  past  years. 

Freeman  Street  hard-surfacing  was  completed  this  year 
and  the  maintenance  of  previously  asphalted  or  tarvia  surfaced 
streets  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Grass  and  brush  cutting  was  done  along  all  roads.  Drains 
and  Catch  Basins  were  cleaned. 

Catch  basins  and  drains  were  installed  on  South  Wor- 
cester, North  Washington,  Newland  and  Sanlin  Streets. 

Under  the  Chapter  90  program,  2,500  feet  of  Newland 
Street  was  hard  surfaced  and  2,500  additional  feet  was  exca- 
vated and  filled  with  a  foundation  of  gravel.  It  is  planned  that 
the  department  will  complete  the  Newland  Street  project  in 
1959. 

POLICE 

The  1958  report  from  the  Chief  of  Police  informs  us  that 
there  were  2,131  complaints  investigated  by  the  Department 
and  86  arrests  made.  Summons  served  for  outside  departments 
amounted  to  147  and  934  vehicle  transfers  of  ownerships  were 
handled.  There  were  201  accidents  of  which  97  had  personal 
injuries  and  3  accidents  were  fatal. 

The  department  expresses  the  desire  to  trade  in  the  1957 
Ford  Cruiser  for  a  1959  Cruiser. 

The  Cheif  states  "the  town  is  growing  both  in  population 
and  traffic  and  traffic  problems  are  increasing  at  a  fast  rate. 
Serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  increasing  our  per- 
sonnel and  the  addition  of  another  Cruiser,  then  the  Town 
would  be  afforded  better  cruiser  coverage  and  more  Police 
protection."

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  Civilian  Defense  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  a  Police  Cruiser  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  gift 
from  the  First  Machinists  Bank  of  Taunton  and  that  the  same 
be  transferred  to  a  Police  Equipment  Account  for  the  Police 
Department  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for 
the  Board  of  Registrars  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  make  major  improvements  to  the 
Public  Library  Building  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  Town's  share  of  the 
Regional  Planning  District  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report 
of  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $2,250.00  for  the  use 
by  the  Planning  Board  in  its  continuing  planning  study  prog- 
ram in  1959,  said  sum  to  be  supplemented  by  an  equal  amount 
to  be  furnished  for  said  purpose  by  the  federal  government, 
to  accept  the  grant  of  the  federal  government  in  said  amount 
and  for  such  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revoke  the 
action  taken  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  3,  1958, 
under  Article  30  relative  to  the  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan 
Study,  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  Map,  and  to  abandon 
forthwith,  any  further  action  under  said  vote,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.    (By  petition). 
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Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pass  a  reso- 
lution requesting  the  Telephone  Company  to  allow  Norton  to 
call  in  the  Attleboro  and  Taunton  telephone  exchange  without 
paying  a  toll  charge  and  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  five  citizens  to  take  the  necessary  action  in  behalf  of 
the  Town  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  or  take  any  action  rela- 
tive thereto.   (By  petition). 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing by-law  with  reference  to  Plumbing  regulations: 

a.  No  person  shall  do  plumbing  work  within 
the  Town  unless  he  shall  have  a  permit 
allowing  the  same,  issued  by  the  plumb- 
ing inspector.

The  superintendent  of  streets  or 
other  officer  having  charge  of  ways,  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  or  plowing  snow,  or  re- 
moving ice,  from  any  way,  may  remove  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  to  some  convenient 
place,  including  in  such  term  a  public  garage, 
any  vehicle  parked  on  Town  ways  or  streets 
during  the  hours  prohibited  in  the  preceding 
section  which  interferes  with  such  work,  and 
may  impose  liability  for  the  cost  of  such  re- 
moval, and  of  the  storage  charges,  if  any, 
resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle. 
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Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pass  the  fol- 
lowing resolve: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Selectmen  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  proper  State  Agency 
the  proposal  that  we  favor  a  3%  Sales  Tax 
provided  that  all  the  proceeds  thereof  be 
placed  in  a  Special  Fund  and  returned  to  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  same  manner  and 
ratio  as  the  Commonwealth  now  reimburses 
us  for  operation  of  our  schools,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 


Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  a  layout  of  King  Phillip  Road 
(so-called)  and  Samoset  Street  (so-called)  and  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  same.    (By  petition). 


Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  extension  of  water  mains 
from  South  Worcester  Street  along  Jackson  Street  and  along 
Eddy  Street  to  Taunton  Avenue  and  along  Taunton  Avenue  to 
the  existing  water  main  thereon,  said  main  to  be  not  less  than 
six  inches  in  diameter,  and  to  determine  whether  said  appro- 
priation shall  be  met  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (By 
petition). 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  extension  of  water  mains 
of  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter  from  the  existing  water 
main  on  Olympia  Street  to  the  existing  water  main  on  Power 
Street,  a  distance  of  approximately  520  feet,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.   (By  petition). 


Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  extend  the  water  mains  from 
the  corner  of  Plain  Street  and  Bay  Road  to  the  Norton-Easton 
line  on  Bay  Road,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (By 
petition). 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the

provided  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  or 
by  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain  for  school  pur- 
poses a  certain  tract  of  land  located  off  the  easterly  side  of 
North  Worcester  Street,  containing  13,000  square  feet  more  or 
less,  and  owned  by  Francis  S.  Dammers  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  same  and  determine  whether  the  money 
shall  be  provided  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  or  by  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  or  take  any  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  originally  equipping  an  elementary  school  and  determine 
whether  the  money  shall  be  provided  for  by  appropriation 
from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  and /or  by  borrowing 
under  authority  of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the  Norton 
School  Planning  Committee  be  constituted  a  School  Building 
Committee  with  full  power  to  enter  into  all  contracts  and 
agreements  necessary  to  construct,  equip  and  furnish  a  new 
building. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  Norton  School  Planning 
Committee  and /or  the  Norton  School  Building  Committee  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Norton  School  Planning  Committee,  appointed  under  the 
authority  of  Article  24  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March 
5,  1956,  to  make  application  to  the  United  States  of  America 
for  a  financial  advance  and  assistance  under  the  provisions  of 
Public  Law  560  of  the  83rd  Congress,  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

ADMINISTRATIVE  CHANGES 

August  31,  1958,  marked  the  retirement  of  Lawrence  G. 
Nourse  after  thirty-four  years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norton 
Schools.  The  School  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press its  sincere  appreciation  of  Mr.  Nourse's  constant  and 
unselfish  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Norton  School  system.  We 
particularly  commend  his  administrative  ability,  his  leadership, 
his  educational  philosophy,  and  his  patience.  We  wish  him 
every  happiness  in  his  well-earned  retirement. 

Dr.  William  M.  Mahoney  was  unanimously  elected  as  the 
new  Superintendent.  Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert  was  likewise 
chosen  as  the  Principal  of  the  Elementary  Schools.  Both  of 
these  men  enjoy  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  students,  the 
teachers  and  the  community.  This,  with  their  educational 
backgrounds  and  experience,  makes  each  well  qualified  for  his 
respective  position. 

QUALITY  CONTROL 

Your  School  Committee  looks  on  the  past  year  as  one  filled 
wth  accomplishment  in  our  schools.  Our  graduates  continue  to 
make  good  progress  in  institutions  of  higher  learning  and  in 
many  vocational  endeavors.  Likewise,  as  explained  elsewhere 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  our  pupils  now 
in  school  are  making  excellent  records  in  their  regular  class- 
work  and  on  the  standardized  tests  that  are  given  every  year. 
Such  public  events  as  the  High  School  Science  Fair,  the  Ele- 
mentary Music  Festival,  the  various  athletic  events,  the  pro- 
ductions of  the  dramatic  groups,  and  the  High  School  Year 
Book,  as  well  as  the  work  displayed  at  the  annual  Open  House 
Nights  only  serve  to  point  up  to  the  entire  community  the 
quality  of  the  fine  group  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  in  our 
schools. 
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We  feel  also  that  the  town  can  be  proud  of  its  school 
faculty.  During  the  past  year,  there  were  four  changes  in  our 
teaching  staff  and  of  those  people  leaving,  only  one  left  for 
another  teaching  position.  This  is  partially  due  to  the  fact  that 
Norton  brought  its  teacher  salary  schedule  up  to  that  compara- 
ble with  surrounding  communities  and  placed  every  teacher  on 
it  in  his  proper  place.  We  are  sure  also  that  an  important  fac- 
tor in  securing  and  keeping  good  teachers  and  other  staff  mem- 
bers is  the  attitude  and  understanding  of  the  community.  To 
every  citizen,  then,  do  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  help- 
ing to  make  our  school  system  a  good  place  in  which  to  work. 
You  can  be  sure  that  your  help  on  this  score  is  paying  large 
dividends  in  the  form  of  a  better  program  of  education. 

COST  OF  EDUCATION 

Probably  our  most  important  responsibility  as  a  School 
Committee  is  to  insure  that  the  finest  education  possible  is  pro- 
vided to  our  children  at  a  cost  in  keeping  with  the  town's 
ability  to  support  such  a  program.  The  best  way  to  explain  the 
cost  of  education  in  Norton,  we  submit,  is  not  in  the  form  of 
percentages,  tax  rates,  ratios,  or  proportions,  but  by  showing 
exactly  what  it  has  cost  us  during  the  last  year  to  educate  a 
child  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools. 

Below  are  listed  the  per  pupil  costs  in  Norton  and  in 
several  surrounding  communities  as  paid  from  local  taxation:

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The  fact  that  Norton  spends  practically  less  to  educate  its 
children  than  most  of  the  communities  surrounding  us  is  not, 
in  itself,  a  fact  in  which  we  can  necessarily  take  great  pride. 
But  the  fact  that  our  students  continue  to  do  well  is,  we  are 
certain,  a  tribute  to  the  parents,  the  children  and  the  school 
staff,  and  should  be  appreciated  by  all  citizens.  This  spirit 
surely  deserves  the  continued  support  of  the  town. 

THE  CLASSROOM  SHORTAGE 

The  past  year  has  seen  much  growth  in  our  school  enroll- 
ment which  continues  to  create  a  serious  classroom  shortage. 
In  September  of  1958,  we  had  to  take  the  orchestra  rehearsal 
room  for  a  mechanical  drawing  room,  the  Physical  Education 
room  was  moved  to  a  janitor's  storage  room  to  make  space  for 
High  School  English  classes,  the  audio-visual  room  was  lost 
to  classroom  use,  and  the  High  School  cafeteria  is  jammed  with 
large  study  halls  throughout  the  day.  Further,  because  all  of 
the  Elementary  School  playrooms  have  been  converted  to  class- 
rooms during  the  past  few  years,  we  now  have  a  serious  space 
problem  in  trying  to  schedule  all  of  our  Physical  Education 
classes  in  the  gymnasium. 

At  the  present  time,  we  are  confronted  with  an  order  from 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety  that  this  agen- 
cy will  not  isue  the  required  permission  for  us  to  utilize  the 
basement  room  now  in  use  at  the  Old  High  School  for  per- 
manent classroom  use  another  year. 

This  review  of  the  enrollment  situation  will  not  only  serve 
to  point  up  the  seriousness  of  the  classroom  shortage  problem 
in  our  town.  Citizens  must  realize  that  the  conversion  each 
year  of  spaces  originally  built  for  other  purposes  necessitates 
that  the  educational  program  must  be  cut  back  with  every  re- 
duction of  space.  The  Superintendent's  report  will  elaborate 
on  the  steps  being  taken  in  1959  to  meet  this  need.  We  urge 
that  the  town  look  realistically  at  the  problem  of  providing 
adequate  housing  for  all  of  our  children! 

STATE  AID 

Your  School  Committee  is  very  much  aware  that  the 
method  of  securing  support  for  the  public  schools  chiefly  from 
the  real  estate  tax  is  becoming  an  increasingly  difficult  finan- 
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cial  burden  for  all  Norton  citizens.  In  order  to  insure  that  our 
children  will  have  an  educational  opportunity  equal  to  that 
offered  by  other  communities,  your  School  Committee  is  in- 
vestigating legislation  for  additional  State  Aid  to  education  and 
urges  all  townspeople  to  do  likewise.  Massachusetts  now  stands 
at  the  "bottom  of  the  list"  in  the  amount  of  money  contributed 
to  education  from  state  sources.  Pending  legislation  would 
more  than  double  this  support  for  Norton  and  enable  us  to 
keep  pace  with  our  rapidly  increasing  enrollments  while  con- 
tinuing to  provide  an  educational  program  of  high  quality. 

OPEN  MEETINGS 

A  recent  law  makes  it  mandatory  for  School  Committees 
to  hold  open  meetings  except  under  certain  emergency  con- 
ditions. The  Norton  School  Committee  has  always  observed 
this  policy  of  open  meetings  and  welcomes  the  counsel  of  in- 
terested citizens  in  its  deliberations.  We  take  this  opportunity 
to  invite  any,  who  wish,  to  attend  our  meetings,  which  are  held 
on  the  last  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Norton 
Elementary  School. 

CONCLUSION 

We  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  townspeople 
who  have  shown  their  interest  in  school  affairs  by  offering 
helpful  advice  and  have  demonstrated  their  faith  in  our  work 
by  active  support  of  the  public  schools.  Also,  do  we  offer  our 
appreciation  to  the  entire  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  for 
their  devotion  to  the  high  objectives  of  our  school  system. 
Finally,  we  pledge  that  your  Committee  will  continue  to  apply 
itself  to  the  task  of  working  together  with  the  staff  and  the 
community  toward  a  school  system  that  will  equip  our  chil- 
dren and  youth  with  the  kind  of  educational  backgrounds  that 
will  enable  them  to  find  security  and  happiness.

You  will  find  that  this  report  follows  your 
suggestion  of  including  pertinent  data  from  the  school  prin- 
cipals, supervisors  and  instructors  in  special  fields.  Their  sug- 
gestions are  a  part  of  this  report  and  their  help  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

SCHOOL  STAFF 

The  school  staff  this  year  welcomes  nine  new  teachers: — 
Gail  M.  Armillei,  Joan  I.  Bryant,  Maria  A.  Lopes,  Ellen  M. 
McAdams,  Thelma  D.  Rando,  Albert  J.  Routhier,  John  L.  St. 
Godard,  Roberta  L.  White,  and  Elizabeth  B.  Wolf.  We  were 
very  fortunate  in  securing  an  excellent  group  of  teachers  and 
look  forward  to  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  total  organiza- 
tion. We  lost  from  the  school  staff  this  year  Mr.  Carman  K. 
Reade  who  has  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  get  his  master's 
degree  at  the  University  of  Utah.  Mr.  Reade  received  a  fellow- 
ship from  the  National  Science  Foundation.  We  are  happy  that 
he  will  be  returning  to  us  in  the  fall  of  1959  to  continue  the  fine 
job  of  teaching  physics  and  science  in  our  High  School  that 
he  left  last  June.  Mrs.  Regina  Calvery,  the  art  supervisor,  left 
our  schools  to  pursue  another  calling.  Mrs.  June  Stroman, 
second  grade  teacher  in  the  Elementary  School,  left  to  accept  a 
teaching  position  elsewhere.  Other  changes  in  the  school  staff 
came  about  due  to  the  need  for  additional  teachers. 

The  past  year  marked  a  significant  contribution  on  the 
part  of  our  town  to  the  professional  improvement  of  teachers 
in  Bristol  County.  Norton  served  as  host  to  the  spring  confer- 
ence of  the  Bristol  County  Teachers  Association.  This  meet- 
ing covered  the  afternoon  and  eveining  of  May  8,  1958.  Many 
study  groups  tackled  the  problems  confronting  schools  today 
and  Dr.  J.  Paul  Mather,  President  of  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts, spoke  to  the  teachers  in  the  evening.  Many  displays 
of  educational  textbooks  and  materials  enabled  the  teachers  to 
find  new  ideas  to  improve  their  classroom  work.  This  confer- 
ence, as  well  as  the  fall  conference  of  the  Bristol  County 
Teachers  Association,  was  organized  by  the  President  of  the 
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Association,  Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert,  Principal  of  the  Norton 
Elementary  School. 

During  the  school  year  and  summer  vacations,  many 
teachers  from  all  levels  of  instruction  take  professional  im- 
provement courses  at  various  colleges.  This  fall  we  have  con- 
tinued our  practice  of  bringing  an  organized  professional 
course  to  our  own  campus.  Dr.  John  Read  of  Boston  Univer- 
sity has  been  teaching  a  course  in  the  area  of  SCIENCE  FOR 
THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  TEACHER.  This  class  has  been 
very  actively  engaged  in  discovering  new  ways  of  enriching 
the  science  curriculum  and  consists  of  a  large  number  of  our 
own  elementary  teachers  and  a  few  teachers  from  surrounding 
communities.  It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  coming  year,  the 
professional  status  of  our  teachers  will  continue  to  be  im- 
proved by  workshops,  professional  speakers  and  organized 
courses.  I  am  certain  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
the  spirit  and  the  sincerity  which  is  displayed  by  Norton  teach- 
ers in  attempting  to  improve  their  teaching  of  our  children. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

When  Russia  sent  an  earth  satellite  into  orbit  in  October 
1957,  she  may  well  have  been  doing  school  system  everywhere 
a  good  turn.  Because  this  technological  fete  has  made  citizens 
and  educators  everywhere  acutely  aware  of  the  necessity  for 
a  strong  educational  system.  It  has  made  us,  in  Norton,  take 
a  hard  look  at  what  we  are  doing  and,  at  your  request,  many 
meetings  have  been  held  and  much  self-evaluation  has  been 
made  to  determine  where  our  school  curriculum  stands. 

DEPARTMENT  HEADS 

One  important  development  that  has  occured  during  the 
past  year  which  has  been  aimed  at  strengthening  our  High 
School  curriculum  has  been  the  appointment  of  department 
heads.  Beginning  in  September  of  this  year,  the  following 
teachers  were  given  the  additional  responsibility  of  heading 
some  of  the  major  departments  in  our  High  School:  Mr. 
Charles  Haller,  Science;  Mr.  James  Blount,  Social  Studies;  Miss 
Grace  Kiernan,  English;  Mr.  Frederick  Kelley,  Mathematics; 
and  Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza,  Commercial.  Department  Heads  were 
given  the  following  duties: 
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1.  To  act  as  curriculum  co-ordinators  with  principals  of 
the  High  School  and  Elementary  School. 

2.  To  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  principal  and 
teachers  of  the  departments. 

3.  To  channel  information  to  the  department  members. 

4.  To  advise  and  help  new  teachers  within  the  depart- 
ments. 

5.  To  co-ordinate  help  to  failing  students  within  the  vari- 
ous departments. 

6.  To  integrate  to  a  greater  degree  the  work  of  the  five 
department  curricula. 

7.  To  co-ordinate  additional  activities  for  gifted  students. 

Monthly  meetings  are  held  within  each  department,  with 
reports  being  given  to  the  principal.  Such  topics  as  Depart- 
ment-wide testing,  Curriculum  revision,  New  books  and  ma- 
terials, as  well  as  Budgets  have  been  discussed  and  action 
taken  with  excellent  results  within  the  Departments. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

Specifically  in  the  area  of  Social  Studies,  a  committee  is 
revising  the  curriculum  for  grades  1-12  and  is  also  reviewing 
a  number  of  text  books  that  can  be  used  in  the  various  classes. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  findings  of  this  committee  will  consoli- 
date the  Social  Studies  program  in  the  Norton  Schools  and 
will  especially  enlarge  the  program  for  those  students  who 
intend  to  enter  liberal  art  or  teachers'  colleges  and  wish  to 
major  or  minor  in  this  field. 

MATHEMATICS 

Although  plans  were  already  underway  for  stepping  up 
the  teaching  of  algebra  in  our  mathematics  department,  these 
objectives  fell  neatly  into  line  with  the  current  stress  on  math 
and  science  now  being  requested  of  all  secondary  schools.  A 
recent  change  will  enable  our  secondary  school  students  to  get 
an  elementary  algebra  course  in  their  freshman  year  and  an 
advanced  algebra  course  in  their  sophomore  year,  while  plane 
and  solid  geometry  courses  are  being  given  in  the  junior  year. 
This  brings  about  a  much  better  plan  for  the  teaching  of  alge- 
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bra  which  was  previously  disrupted  by  a  year  of  geometry  be- 
fore advanced  algebra  was  pursued.  Our  senior  students  are 
receiving  a  complete  course  in  plane  trigonometry,  basic  vector 
analysis,  analytical  geometry,  sequences  and  limits,  and  an 
introduction  to  calculus. 

ENGLISH 

In  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of  national  study 
groups,  the  English  department  has  set  up  very  rigid  essentials 
to  be  covered  in  all  of  the  secondary  school  grades.  This  covers 
not  only  the  traditional  English,  grammar  and  composition 
work,  but  spelling,  literature,  etc. 

COMMERCIAL  SUBJECTS 

The  commercial  department  has  added  four  manual  type- 
writers, a  new  calculator  and  an  additional  electric  typewriter 
to  its  equipment  this  year.  Besides  the  necessary  commercial 
courses  that  are  being  taught  to  all  students  specializing  in  this 
work,  the  commercial  department  is  endeavoring  to  offer  per- 
sonal typing  to  those  youngsters  who  wish  to  acquire  this  skill 
for  use  in  college  or  in  other  general  types  of  work. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

The  household  arts  department  offers  the  girls  excellent 
opportunities  to  acquire  skills,  not  only  in  sewing  and  cook- 
ing, but  in  the  complicated  art  of  homemaking.  The  experi- 
ences of  the  girls  in  this  department  are  enriched  by  the  use 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  homemaking  equipment 
which  is  provided  at  either  no  cost  or  a  bare  minimum  of  cost 
by  appliance  manufacturers  for  their  use.  Not  only  does  the 
student  in  this  course  learn  social  graces  and  useful,  practical 
skills,  but  also  she  is  prepared  in  home  nursing  and  such  phases 
of  running  a  home  as  budgeting  and  marketing. 

SCIENCE 

In  the  field  of  science,  our  sputnick-conscious  age  has  add- 
ed increased  impetus  in  the  interest  of  all  science  classes. 
Chemistry  enrollments  have  doubled  and  biology  classes  have 
nearly  tripled.  The  problem  of  space  for  these  classes  is  a 
major  problem  to  the  school  staff.  In  biology  alone,  we  have 
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one  teacher  working  with  57  pupils  in  a  classroom  designed 
to  handle  30  students. 

We  are  continuing  to  acquire  additional  science  teaching 
material.  This  year  the  addition  of  a  steroscopic  microscope 
makes  it  possible  for  students  to  actually  see  many  exciting 
things  which  would  otherwise  have  to  be  described  verbally. 
Also  the  acquisition  of  a  geiger  counter  and  the  loan  of  a  radio- 
logical detection  kit  will  open  wider  horizons  for  an  under- 
standing of  the  physical  sciences  for  our  boys  and  girls.  In 
order  to  offset  crowding,  the  purchase  of  a  portable  science 
demonstration  table  will  make  the  teaching  of  general  science 
more  flexible  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades. 

LIBRARY 

The  hub  around  which  any  good  school  must  revolve  is 
its  supply  of  books.  In  the  Norton  High  School,  the  school  li- 
brary, under  the  direction  of  Miss  Emeline  Loud,  is  one  of  our 
most  important  centers  for  learning.  Our  high  school  library 
added  some  five  hundred  twenty-eight  books,  additional  maga- 
zines and  pamphlets,  and  is  building  a  picture  file  for  the  use 
of  teachers  and  pupils.  The  class  of  1958  gave  $100.00  for 
new  books  in  the  library  and  pupils,  teachers,  and  other  towns- 
people have  been  very  generous  in  donating  useful  books.  It 
is  hoped  that  there  may  be  other  citizens  in  the  community 
who  will  continue  to  add  to  our  resources  by  donating  books 
for  the  use  of  the  students.  In  1958,  the  circulation  of  the  high 
school  library  was  up  2000  from  last  year  with  a  total  of 
6098  books  being  circulated.  The  library  is  also  the  center  of 
a  flourishing  Library  Club  and  formal  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  library  is  an  integral  part  of  the  7th  grade  English 
course. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

The  testing  program  of  the  high  school  has  reached  a 
most  scientific  basis  with  the  following  tests  being  given  to  our 
students: 

Grade  7 — The  S.R.A.  Primary  Mental  Abilities  Test;  the 
Stanford  Achievement  in  Reading,  Grammar  and  Spelling. 

Grade  9 — The  American  Council  in  Education  (Intelli- 
gence); the  Co-operative  Reading  C.I.Y.;  the  Kuder  Pref- 
erence Record,  both  personal  inventory  and  interest  are 
given. 
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Grade  11 — The  Army  General  Intelligence  Test  is  adminis- 
tered to  all.  The  College  Board  is  taken  for  practice. 

Grade  12 — The  Federal  Security  Agency,  Taunton  branch, 
administers  a  verbal  and  performance  test  battery  to  all 
members.  Results  are  kept  at  the  school  and  are  discussed 
with  each  individual.  This  also  acts  as  a  placements  ser- 
vice for  those  who  are  interested. 

Adequate  test  information  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  main- 
taining a  guidance  program  that  will  help  students  to  find 
their  proper  place  both  in  and  out  of  school.  Next  year  it  is 
hoped  that  our  guidance  department  will  function  at  even 
greater  efficiency.  The  classroom  responsibilities  of  the  guid- 
ance director,  Mrs.  Jean  Findlater,  will  be  reduced  to  a  point 
where  she  will  do  complete  guidance  work  alone. 

In  September  1959,  the  five  seventh  grades,  which  normal- 
ly would  come  over  to  the  High  School,  will  remain  in  the 
Elementary  School.  At  first  glance  this  might  appear  to  work 
to  the  detriment  of  these  grades.  However,  we  believe  it  will 
give  us  an  opportunity  to  perfect  the  already  excellent  7th- 
grade  program.  For  some  time  now  we  have  felt  that  at  grade 
seven,  it  was  too  early  an  age  to  plunge  these  young  students 
into  a  full  departmental  program,  where  the  student  changes 
classrooms  and  teachers  for  each  subject. 

Consequently,  it  is  planned  to  initiate  a  limited  depart- 
mental program  in  grade  7  next  year.  This  will  entail  the 
Social  Studies  and  English  program  being  grouped,  as  well  as 
Mathematics  and  Science  being  taught,  in  so  far  as  possible,  by 
the  same  teachers.  This  will  lessen  the  number  of  adjustments 
required  of  a  student,  making  his  program  more  like  that  of  an 
elementary  pupil. 

CERTIFICATION 

At  the  present  time,  our  High  School  is  certified  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
and  is  also  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. We  are  proud  of  the  records  of  the  more  than  thirty- 
five  graduates  of  our  High  School  who  are  at  the  present  time 
actively  engaged  in  work  at  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  reports  we  get  from  most  of  these  students  and  from  their 
college  advisors  are  that  their  training  at  Norton  High  School 
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has  served  them  well.  It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see 
increased  opportunity  for  improving  the  vital  work  of  this 
segment  of  the  public  schools. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Elementary  School  during  the  past  calendar  year  has 
had  two  principals.  As  you  know,  your  present  superintendent 
was  the  principal  from  January  through  August,  1958,  and  in 
September  of  the  current  school  year,  Mr.  Williston  M.  Hol- 
bert  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Supervising  Principal  of 
the  Norton  Elementary  School. 

Testing  Program 

Under  these  two  administrations  many  interesting  de- 
velopments have  taken  place.  Last  spring  our  Elementary 
School  students  were  given  standardized  achievement  tests  in 
reading,  arithmetic,  and  language.  In  these  areas,  no  notable 
weaknesses  were  discovered.  In  fact,  our  students,  in  general, 
scored  above  national  norms  in  these  areas.  Children  in  Grades 
1,  3  and  6  were  given  the  California  Mental  Maturity  Test. 
This  is  a  test  of  intelligence  and  is  an  aid  in  helping  the  teach- 
er to  determine  whether  or  not  a  student  is  working  up  to  his 
capacity. 

Special  Education 

The  Special  Education  class  is  now  in  its  third  year  of 
operation,  with  an  enrolment  of  14  children.  Mr.  Fred  Lopes  is 
the  teacher  of  this  class.  The  older  students  of  this  class  are 
being  assimilated  into  the  High  School  industrial  arts  and 
physical  education  programs.  We  have  been  encouraged  to 
learn  that  a  number  of  students  who  have  been  placed  back 
into  the  regular  grades  on  both  the  elementary  and  high  school 
levels  have  shown  great  progress  in  their  school  subjects  and 
also  in  social  adjustment.  We  hope  that  a  terminal  program 
for  the  older  students  who  are  now  in  this  class  will  be  put 
into  effect  on  the  junior  high  school  level. 

Educational  Television 

An  important  development  in  improving  the  efficiency  of 
teaching  this  year  has  been  the  use  of  educational  television. 
Through  funds  provided  by  the  School  Committee,  the  Norton

schools  have  actively  begun  to  participate  in  the  programs 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  and 
televised  through  WGBH-TV.  These  programs  have  been 
aimed  specifically  at  the  elementary  school  level  so  far,  and 
provide  vast  opportunities  for  enriching  the  teaching  of  social 
studies,  science,  and  literature.  We  have  recently  acquired 
four  television  sets  so  all  classes  at  a  given  grade  level  can 
participate  in  this  program  at  the  same  time.  Lesson  plans 
and  follow-up  suggestions  are  to  be  provided  by  the  television 
station,  enabling  the  teachers  to  know  in  advance  what  will 
be  presented.  We  look  with  high  hopes  for  considerable  im- 
provement of  our  teaching  through  educational  television. 

Civil  Defense 

In  cooperation  with  the  Civil  Defense  Committee  of  our 
town,  preliminary  plans  for  CD  Bus  Routes  and  stops  for  the 
Elementary  School  are  being  formulated.  During  a  national 
emergency,  it  will  be  impossible  to  stop  at  the  usual  places. 
Our  purpose  in  choosing  specific  stops  has  been  to  transport 
the  greatest  number  of  children  to  the  stop  nearest  their  homes 
in  the  shortest  possible  time.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
parents  to  be  at  thece  stops  in  order  to  meet  their  children. 
Many  of  the  young  children  will  be  escorted  by  older  children. 
Those  children  living  within  a  mile-and-a-half  of  the  school 
are  expected  to  walk. 

Curriculum 

Most  areas  of  our  elementary  school  curriculum  have  ex- 
perienced revision  within  the  past  three  or  four  years  with 
the  exception  of  the  area  of  social  studies.  These  important 
studies  have  not  been  changed  in  the  past  ten  years.  Therefore, 
we  are  now  in  the  process  of  revising  the  social  studies  cur- 
riculum. A  committee  of  teachers  from  the  elementary  and 
high  schools  is  actively  engaged  in  bringing  outlines  up-to- 
date  and  recommending  new  textbook  materials.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  January,  1960  this  group  will  have  finished  its  studies 
and  we  shall  be  able  to  carry  out  the  new  recommendations. 

Educational  Experiments 

An  exciting  new  experiment  being  carried  out  in  two  of 
our  sixth-grade  rooms  involves  a  program  called  Coordinate 
Teaching.  The  two  teachers  involved  are  Miss  Newbert  and 
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Mr.  Mitchell  and  the  plan  works  like  this.  Miss  Newbert  and 
Mr.  Mitchell  have  determined  what  areas  of  the  curriculum 
each  feels  best  prepared  to  teach.  For  example,  Mr.  Mitchell 
has  had  a  strong  foundation  in  the  biological  phase  of  the 
teaching  of  science.  Miss  Newbert  has  had  a  strong  back- 
ground in  teaching  the  physical  aspects  of  science.  Under  the 
Coordinate  Teaching  plan,  both  teachers  will  teach  science  as 
it  comes  along  in  our  regular  curriculum,  but  each  will  teach 
that  aspect  of  the  science  program  that  he  feels  best  qualified 
to  cover.  The  same  type  of  coordination  will  persist  in  all 
other  areas  of  the  curriculum.  This  program  is  not  depart- 
mentalization teaching,  for  under  this  method  of  teaching,  one 
teacher  carries  the  load  for  a  specific  subject.  It  is  also  pre- 
sumed that  as  this  program  progresses,  certain  children  may 
be  grouped  for  advance  work  in  some  subjects  while  others  are 
given  remedial  work.  In  effect,  each  of  the  two  Coordinate 
teachers  will  be  responsible  for  the  progress  of  all  sixty  young- 
sters in  the  class.  These  two  classes,  as  well  as  all  other  sixty- 
grade  classes,  have  been  given  standard  achievement  tests  this 
fall  and  additional  testing  will  be  given  in  the  spring.  If  the 
spring  testing  shows  that  the  children  taking  part  in  this  ex- 
periment progressed  faster,  we  will  know  that  there  is  some 
value  in  this  type  of  organization.  It  should  be  noted  that  very 
careful  supervision  has  been  accounted  for  in  order  to  be  sure 
that  the  over-all  program  will  not  suffer  and  that  all  of  the 
children  will  cover  the  material  required  of  them. 

Also  of  interest  to  you  will  be  an  experiment  being  con- 
ducted at  the  elementary  school  level  in  which  students  of  the 
sixth  grade  are  being  given  the  opportunity  to  use  calculating 
machines  to  better  understand  the  arithmetic  processes.  Six- 
teen new  calculating  machines  have  been  loaned  to  the  Ele- 
mentary School  by  the  Monroe  Calculator  Company  of  Provi- 
dence. It  is  anticipated  that  the  additional  motivation  of  work- 
ing with  larger  numbers,  of  enabling  the  student  to  check  his 
own  work  on  the  machine,  and  visualizing  certain  place  con- 
cepts that  now  are  stumbling  blocks  for  some  children,  will 
help  to  accelerate  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  fundamentals  to 
our  students.  This  experiment  is  of  considerable  consequence 
and  is  being  watched  by  many  educators  in  this  district. 

A  new  reading  program  has  been  instituted  at  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  levels  in  the  Elementary  School.  Under 
this  new  plan,  the  regular  reading  program  conducted  in 
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the  classroom  is  being  supplemented  by  special  help  to 
advanced,  middle,  and  slow-ability  readers.  In  order  to  do 
this,  youngsters  from  the  various  rooms  are  grouped  period- 
ically throughout  the  week  for  an  enrichment  program.  In 
this  way,  the  student  who  is  able  to  handle  reading  material 
far  beyond  the  level  of  his  grade  can  sail  on  over  uncharted 
seas  as  rapidly  as  we  can  find  material  for  him  to  read.  By 
the  same  token,  youngsters  who  are  having  difficulty  with 
reading  are  grouped  periodically  to  receive  special  help 
from  a  sixth  grade  teacher  who  can  bring  this  group  up  to 
grade  more  efficiently. 

FINE  ARTS 
Music 

Our  music  program  this  year  has  evidenced  itself  in 
many  excellent  programs  which  have  been  open  to  the  public. 
The  Elementary  School  Music  Festival,  the  Spring  Concert 
of  the  Music  Department  and  the  work  of  our  students  in 
North  Attleboro  at  the  Statewide  Music  Conference  are  all 
good  examples  of  the  type  of  experiences  our  children  are 
having  in  Music.  More  important,  probably,  is  the  regular 
classroom  work  which  each  child  has  in  this  field  as  he 
progresses  through  the  grades.  In  the  area  of  vocal  music,  our 
boys  and  girls  are  receiving  a  good  foundation  not  only  in 
note  reading,  but  in  music  appreciation.  This  year,  also,  Mr. 
Chester  Mason,  has  spent  one  day  per  week  in  our  schools 
teaching  instrumental  music.  While  this  work  has  been 
excellent,  we  feel  that,  if  Norton  is  to  really  enjoy  an 
adequate  instrumental  Music  program,  we  must  put  forth 
greater  effort  in  this  department.  Therefore,  we  hope  next 
year  to  add  an  additional  fulltime  music  instructor  who  will 
not  only  teach  instrumental  music,  but  will  work  with  orch- 
estra and  band,  and  do  some  vocal  music  instruction  at  the 
High  School  level. 

Art 

During  part  of  1958,  Mrs.  Regina  Calvey  was  the  Super- 
visor of  Art.  She  left  us  in  June,  1958,  and  we  were  fortunate 
to  secure  the  service  of  Mrs.  Gail  Armillei.  Mrs.  Armillei  is 
a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  and  has  been 
doing  some  fine  work  in  beginning  her  new  duties  with  us. 
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HEALTH 

The  entire  school  system  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Miss 
Cesidia  Lombardi,  our  school  nurse,  who  passed  away  in 
December  of  1958.  Miss  Lombardi  had  been  on  leave  of 
absence  since  the  preceding  spring.  For  much  of  the  time 
during  her  absence,  we  were  indebted  to  the  Norton  District 
Nursing  Association  for  help  in  maintaining  our  school  health 
program.  With  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  Mrs. 
Alton  Foster  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  as  the  Norton 
District  Nurse  and  took  over  full-time  duties  of  School 
Health  Supervisor  for  the  months  of  September  and  October. 
In  October,  Miss  Elessa  G.  Prien  was  elected  as  School  Health 
Supervisor.  We  feel  fortunate  in  securing  her  services  for 
this  position.  Miss  Prien  holds  both  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees  from  Columbia  University  and  has  had  many  years 
of  experience  in  working  with  children  at  children's  hospitals 
both  in  this  state  and  elsewhere.  She  has  already  begun  the 
difficult  task  of  giving  eye  and  hearing  tests  and  plans  are 
underway  for  the  spring  pre-school  health  conference.  I  am 
sure  our  community  can  feel  pleased  with  the  work  it  will 
see  in  this  department. 

NORTON  PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

A  good  strong  right  arm  of  any  school  system  is  the 
support  provided  by  parents.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  school  system 
to  our  Norton  Parent-Teacher  Association.  President  Joseph 
Yelle  of  that  organization  and  all  of  his  officers  and  members 
are  to  be  commended  on  the  spirit  of  cooperation  they  have 
shown  toward  the  schools  during  the  past  year. 

CAFETERIA 

New  state  regulations  have  made  it  necessary  for  the 
school  lunchroom  to  increase  the  number  of  vegetables  served 
children  daily.  While  we  ae  wholeheartedly  in  agreement 
with  the  aims  of  this  change  in  improving  the  school  lunch 
pattern,  it  must  be  recognized  that  these  improvements  cost 
money.  It  is  unfortunate  that  quantities  of  meat  which  had 
been  promised  to  us  by  the  Office  of  the  School  Lunch 
Program  have  not  been  forthcoming.  At  the  present  time, 
we  are  serving  Elementary  School  lunches  at  the  same  price 
these  lunches  have  cost  for  the  last  twelve  years.    In  all 
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probability  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the  price  of  Elemen- 
tary and  High  School  lunches  in  the  near  future.  We  urge 
parents  to  visit  the  school  lunchroom  frequently.  Mrs.  Helen 
Post,  the  cafeteria  manager,  and  her  staff  are  serving 
approximately  eight  hundred  dinners  every  day  and  we  are 
proud  of  the  fine  job  they  are  doing. 

SURPLUS  COMMODITIES 

This  year  we  have  purchased  many  thousands  of  dollars 
worth  of  commodities  from  the  government  at  a  fraction  of 
their  original  cost.  Such  items  as  paper,  filing  cabinets, 
teachers'  desks,  cafeteria  supplies,  electronic  equipment,  etc., 
have  been  made  available  to  us  through  our  contacts  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education's  warehouse  at  Camp 
Myles  Standish  in  Taunton.  We  look  farward  to  availing  our- 
selves of  this  source  whenever  their  supplies  fill  a  need  in 
the  schools. 

ADULT  EDUCATION 

Last  year  the  Adult  Education  Committee  presented 
courses  to  over  four  hundred  adults  in  fifteen  different  sub- 
jects. This  program  is  directed  by  Mr.  James  Blount  of  our 
school  staff  who  operates  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Norton 
Adult  Education  Committee.  Mr.  Joseph  Handrahan  is  Presi- 
dent of  this  group,  Mrs.  Constance  Southerland  is  Secretary, 
and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Reynolds  is  Treasurer.  The  Adult  Education 
program  is  truly  one  of  the  best  bargains  in  education  that  is 
offered  to  our  community.  This  group  now  has  a  balance 
of  over  $500.00  in  its  treasury  and  is  planning  another  excel- 
lent program  for  the  coming  season. 

ENROLLMENTS 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  enrollment  in  the 
Norton  High  School  is  520  pupils  and  in  the  Norton  Elemen- 
tary School,  844  pupils  for  a  grand  total  of  1364.  This  enroll- 
ment is  almost  exactly  400  more  students  than  we  had  in  our 
public  schools  in  1953.  Projections  for  the  future,  as  far  as 
enrollments  are  concerned,  are  no  less  dramatic.  The  Norton 
School  Planning  Committee  has  had  a  sub-committee  working 
on  enrollment  projections  for  some  time.  Their  total  enroll- 
ment figures  for  the  next  six  years  are  as  follows:

I  might  add  that  the  above  enrollment  projections  are 
somewhat  more  conservative  than  those  that  have  been 
computed  for  us  by  experts  in  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  Of  course,  we  all  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  new 
influx  of  population  in  any  community,  due  to  industrial 
expansion  or  for  other  reasons,  can  make  current  estimates 
out  of  date  in  a  very  short  period  of  time. 

In  the  past  seven  years,  Norton  has  built  two  new  schools. 
Each  of  these  buildings  was  filled  to  capacity  during  its  second 
year  of  occupancy.  From  that  point  on,  we  have  had  to 
reduce  the  efficiency  of  the  original  buildings  by  taking 
spaces  originally  planned  for  other  purposes  and  using  them 
for  classroom  space.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  reached 
the  saturation  at  which  no  more  space  can  be  taken  for  class- 
room conversion.  It,  therefore,  has  become  necessary  to  make 
plans,  already  announced,  for  half-session  classes  for  some 
400  youngsters  in  our  schools.  As  your  Superintendent,  I 
cannot  overemphasize  the  seriousness  of  this  matter  in  the 
educational  life  of  these  children.  We  have  been  on  half- 
sessions  before  in  this  community  and  the  damage  of  those 
years  is  still  taking  its  toll  on  many  children  now  in  our 
school  system.  The  enrollment  projections  which  I  have  listed 
elsewhere  do  not  offer  any  hope  for  the  solution  of  this 
problem  in  considering  school  facilities.  In  fact,  we  can 
forecast  only  a  progressive  program  of  half -session  education 
for  more  and  more  boys  and  girls  as  time  goes  on.  I  am  well 
aware  of  the  reluctance  with  which  the  School  Committee 
has  made  the  decision  to  embark  upon  the  half-sessions,  and 
I  am  certain  you  are  as  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  our 
children  as  I.  I  hope  that  together  we  can  urge  every  parent 
who  has  children  in  the  public  schools  and  every  citizen  who 
cherishes  our  democratic  way  of  life  to  make  every  effort  to 
serve  our  school  housing  needs  at  the  earliest  date  possible. 

CONCLUSION 

In  completing  this  first  annual  report,  it  would  be 
impossible  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the 
people  who  have  made  my  beginning  months  as  your  Super- 
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intendent  of  Schools  the  pleasant  ones  they  have  been.  For 
they  would  include  all  of  the  pupils,  the  parents,  the  teachers 
and  other  staff  members  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  How- 
ever, they  would  especially  include  Principal  Charles  S. 
Randall,  Principal-elect  Henri  A.  Yelle,  Principal  Williston  M. 
Holbert,  Maintenance  Supervisor  Harold  S.  Woodward,  and 
my  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ann  Witherell.  These  have  been  enjoyable 
months  and  have  given  me  enthusiasm  for  all  the  work  that 
lies  ahead.  May  I  express,  also,  my  personal  apprecation  and 
the  gratitude  of  everyone  concerned  with  public  education 
in  Norton  for  the  diligence  and  concern  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  the  tremendous  task  of  providing  the  best  possible 
education  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  this  community.

March  2,  1959 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  8:10  P.M.  by  Moderator  John 
P.  Pollis. 

Rev.  Franklin  Blanchard  led  the  meeting  in  prayer. 

Volunteers  from  the  League  of  Women  Voters  served  as 
checkers  and  tellers,  namely:  Ethelind  Austin,  Roberta  Eller, 
Veronica  Pierce,  Katherinje  Rand,  Elizabeth  Cressey,  Martha 
O'Leary,  Adelaide  Quebman  and  Helen  Yelle. 

Prior  to  voting  on  the  articles  contained  in  the  Warrant,

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town  Offi- 
cers. At  this  point  it  was  voted  that  the  report  of  Industrial 
and  Development  Commission  be  heard.  Mr.  Edward  Schiss- 
ler,  Chairman,  explained  that  since  the  report  was  not  con- 
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tained  in  the  Town  Report  he  felt  it  to  be  of  sufficient  import- 
ance to  be  read  and  placed  in  the  records.  The  report  is  as 
follows: 

Report  of  the  Economic  and  Industrial  Development 
Commission,  Dec.  31,  1958 

Your  Industrial  Development  Commission  was  appointed 
by  the  selectmen  under  Chapter  297  of  the  Massachusetts 
Acts  and  Resolves  of  1954.   This  is  an  enabling  law. 

Its  duties,  in  simple  terms,  are  to  study  all  of  the  economic 
resources  and  also  the  liabilities  of  the  town  and  to  take  what 
action  it  deems  best  to  develop  the  resources  and  to  correct  the 
liabilities.  The  Commission  is  learning  its  job  from  scratch. 
It  has  had  valuable  assistance  in  this  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce  and  from  your  local  Planning  Board. 

Early  study  taught  the  Commission  that  Norton  has  some 
very  valuable  resources  for  development  but  that  competition 
for  attraction  of  clean,  small  and  medium  size,  tax  paying 
industry  is  extremely  keen  and  that  aggressive  selling  of  com- 
munity location  in  well  planned  communities  is  being  carried 
on  through  the  Eastern  part  of  the  country  as  well  as  in  sec- 
tions of  the  Middle  West  and  Far  West.  It  was  evident  from 
the  beginning  that  business  wants  to  be  protected  by  a  good 
zoning  by-law  and  that  they  want  to  locate  in  a  well  planned 
community.  It  wants  to  see  well  located  land,  zoned  for  busi- 
ness, with  nearby  land  protected  by  zoning  for  employee  resi- 
dence. It  wants  to  come  to  communities  whose  future  in 
schools,  roads,  water,  and  recreational  facilities  are  planned 
for  a  certain  number  of  years  ahead.  Your  Economic  Develop- 
ment Commission  urges  you  to  support  wholeheartedly  the 
fine  work  of  your  Planning  Board  in  setting  up  a  master  plan 
for  your  community  and  a  zoning  by-law.  Without  these, 
attempts  at  economic  development  will  be  a  future  gesture. 

Your  Chairman  has  had  several  requests  for  small  com- 
mercial locations,  which  he  has  followed  carefully.  Some  of 
these  are  still  pending. 

Your  Planning  Board  has  designated  a  site  for  industrial 
development,  which  shows  great  promise  from  the  point  of 
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view  of  location  and  topography.  It  remains  to  have  this 
property  properly  zoned  for  industry  before  any  action  can 
be  taken  with  regard  to  it. 

Your  Commission  has  plans  for  sales  publicity  when  and 
if  it  has  something  to  sell.

bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor  payable  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so 
that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note.

of  Public  Law  560  of  the  83rd  Congress. 

Motion  to  reconsider  Article  48  was  lost. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  11:20  P.M. 
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ADJOURNED 
ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  4,  1959 

Meeting  opened  at  8:10  P.M. 

Article  10.  Under  this  article  Selectman  A.  Thibault 
made  a  motion  that  $2000  be  raised  for  mosquito  control. 

With  the  discussion  that  followed,  it  was  generally  agreed 
that  the  sum  mentioned  was  not  sufficient  for  adequate  mos- 
quito control.  Robert  Anderson  made  an  amendment  to  the 
motion  that  the  sum  of  $4000  be  raised.  Both  amendment  and 
motion  were  lost  in  the  voting  that  followed. 

Article  11.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  County-

count, and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $515,000.00 
under  authority  of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended, 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town,  therefor,  payable  in 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws. 

A  ballot  vote  taken  showed  352  as  having  voted  "Yes"  and 
172  voting  "No". 

The  necessary  two  thirds  having  been  exceded,  the  mod- 
erator declared  the  motion  carried. 

Prior  to  the  voting  Samuel  W.  Thomas  II  reporting  for 
the  School  Planning  committee,  gave  figures  and  enrollment 
projections  indicating  the  urgent  need  for  a  new  school  build- 
ing. He  stated  that  proposed  repairs  to  the  Barrowsville  School 
and  the  Old  High  school  would  not  eliminate  double  sessions. 
He  further  stated  that  if  a  bond  issue  were  needed  to  finance 
these  repairs  definite  plans  and  specifications  would  be  re- 
quired and  he  doubted  if  the  figures  submitted  by  the  petition- 
ers would  be  adequate. 

Allen  Bennion  speaking  for  the  petitioners,  said  that  they 
were  not  against  having  a  new  school,  but  that  they  had 
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hoped  that  the  repairs  to  the  Barrowsville  and  Old  High 
School  would  eliminate  double  sessions  and  postpone  the 
building  of  a  new  school  at  this  time.  There  being  no  further 
discussion  the  vote  was  taken,  and  the  results  recorded  as 
noted  above. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  School  Planning  Committee 
be  constituted  a  School  Building  Committee  with  full  power 
to  enter  into  all  contracts  and  agreements  necessary  to  con- 
struct, equip  and  furnish  a  new  elementary  school  building. 

Article  11.  Upon  a  motion  by  Samuel  Thomas,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  to 
investigate  the  condition  the  Barrowsville  School  and  the  Old 
High  School  and  to  bring  in  a  report  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  Paul  Sabourin  for  conducting  the  meeting. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:45  P.  M.

Pollis. 

Opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  James  Z.  Hanner. 

The  following  were  sworn  in  by  the  Town  Clerk  as 
checkers  and  tellers:  Joan  Fuller,  Ethelind  Austin,  Esther 
Shipley,  Veronica  Pierce,  Roberta  Eller,  Margaret  Osgood, 
Beatrice  Clark,  and  Adelaide  Quebman. 

Art.  1.  Motion  by  John  Drane,  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  carried  as  follows:  That  the  sum  of  $1000  be 
transferred  from  the  Fire  Department  Account  to  the  Fire 
Alarm  Account. 

Art.  2.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $221.60  be  transferred  from 
the  Surplus  Revenue  Account  to  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Account. 

Art.  3.  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  John  Drane 
moved  that  the  by-laws  be  accepted  to  include  the  nine 
changes  on  the  zoning  map  as  outlined  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Upon  the  insistence  of  several  voters  that  the  by-laws  be 
discussed  item  for  item,  a  2  hour  debate  followed. 

The  question  of  a  fire  clause  brought  concern  to  one 
objector.  It  was  explained  that  if  there  were  100  percent  fire 
loss  in  a  non-conforming  building  one  could  rebuild.  Town 
Counsel  Lewis  S.  Rubin  stated  that  reconstruction  was  pos- 
sible providing  it  was  done  within  a  year's  time. 

The  clause  permitting  a  larger  garage  space  in  a  number 
one  and  two  residential  district  for  a  farm,  raised  a  question 
about  the  definition  of  a  farm  and  a  farmer. 

The  voters  were  assured  that  whatever  business  was  now 
in  operation,  it  could  continue,  providing  there  was  no  aban- 
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donment  for  a  period  of  a  year.  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board  Leonard  Henrich  answered  many  of  the  questions  per- 
taining to  the  by-law  as  did  Henry  Jackson. 

Henrich  stated  that  at  the  hearing  in  November,  several 
requests  were  made  for  changes  in  proposed  area  uses,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  planning  board  nine  areas  were  changed, 
principally  to  industry.  He  made  an  amendment  to  the  motion 
incorporating  these  changes  in  the  zoning  map. 

Harry  Robbins  moved  that  an  amendment  be  made  chang- 
ing the  section  from  Freeman  Street  along  West  Main  Street 
to  the  box  shop  from  commercial  to  residential.  There  being 
no  second  the  moderator  declared  the  amendment  lost. 

A  ballot  vote  taken  after  the  discussion  resulted  as  follows: 

Voting  "Yes"— 93.   Voting  "No"— 255.  Motion  lost. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  10:30  P.M.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Thirty - 
sixth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  enaing  December  31,  1959. 

Edgar  H.  Pelletier  was  re-elected  to  the  board  at  the 
annual  Town  election.  At  the  reorganization  meeting  Leonard 
Silvia  was  elected  chairman  of  the  board  and  Edgar  Pelletier 
was  re-elected  clerk. 

We  have  put  38  more  new  services  into  operation  this 
past  year  bringing  our  total  up  to  1627  an  increase  of  more 
than  Five  hundred  services  in  the  last  five  years. 

Our  hydrant  project  will  probably  be  completed  in  the 
next  two  years.  It  is  one  that  we  are  very  glad  to  see  coming 
to  an  end  the  poor  condition  of  these  hydrants  have  been 
of  great  concern  both  to  the  water  commissioners  as  well 
as  the  fire  dept.,  as  our  first  concern  is  for  the  health  and 
safety  of  our  citizens. 

We  had  but  one  small  extension  this  past  year  that  being 
500  ft.  on  Olympia  St.,  but  also  a  very  important  one  as  we 
have  eliminated  two  dead  ends  on  the  system. 

In  the  past  year  a  very  serious  problem  came  about  at  our 
new  well  on  Newland  St.  As  you  know  our  water  is  tested 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  a  report  is  filed  with  the 
commissioners  we  had  noticed  an  increasing  amount  of  maga- 
nese  in  the  reports  but  not  enough  to  cause  health  menace, 
but  it  did  cause  our  pump  to  cut  down  in  capacity  from  450 
gals,  per  minute  to  about  275  gals,  per  minute.  We  contacted 
the  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  eng.  and  they  informed  us 
that  the  well  would  have  to  be  purged.  Upon  their  recom- 
mendation we  hired  the  firm  of  R.  E.  Chapman  Co.  to  do  the 
job,  which  was  by  no  means  a  small  project.  The  pump  had 
to  be  removed  and  equipment  installed  to  do  the  purging. 
It  was  also  a  costly  project,  it  cost  your  Dept.  $2,100.00  to 
do  this  job.  Today  our  pump  is  back  to  full  capacity,  and  we 
are  hoping  that  this  situation  does  not  arise  again  for  some 
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time  to  come.  However  many  projects  that  were  to  be  done 
in  the  dept.  were  left  behind  in  order  that  the  funds  would 
be  available  to  take  care  of  this  emergency. 

Total  amount  of  water  pumped  for  the  year  was  137,295,- 
166  gallons  an  increase  of  14,585,694  gallons  over  the  year 
1958  for  an  average  of  378,890  gallons  per  day.  The  biggest 
single  day  was  on  August  27,  when  894,951  gallons  were 
pumped  to  a  staggering  figure  of  500,000  gallons  over  the 
average. 

Our  total  commitment  turned  over  to  the  Town  Collector 
was  $67,683.23  and  of  this  amount  $14,041.13  was  charged  to 
meters.  Tapping  fees  were  $780.00  making  a  total  for  1959 
receipts  of  $68,463.23. 

Your  commissioners  again  plea  with  you  to  realize  the 
water  situation  during  the  summer  months.  There  is  no  reaspn 
whatsoever  for  sprinklers  to  run  day  and  night.  We  h^ave 
observed  many  during  the  past  years,  please  stop  and  realize 
the  water  problems  of  today,  many  good  articles  have  ap- 
peared in  different  magazines,  this  problem  is  on  a  national

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  respectfully  submit  their 
29th  annual  report. 

1959  Fire  Calls  totaled  164  and  Ambulance  Calls  186. 

A  fire  alarm  truck  was  purchased  for  $250.00.  This  truck 
has  been  most  useful  in  the  efficient  expansion  of  our  fire 
alarm  system. 

Our  new  1000  gallon  pumping  engine  was  put  in  service 
at  the  Chartley  Station.  We  are  pleased  to  have  anyone  inspect 
this  modern,  powerful  pumper. 

More  help  during  the  daytime  hours  continues  to  be  our 
greatest  problem.  The  cost  of  hiring  permanent  firefighters 
is  prohibited  so  we  continue  to  rely  on  part  time  and  volun- 
teer firefighters. 

New  heaters  were  installed  with  outside  boiler  rooms 
at  the  greatly  improved  Center  and  also  at  the  Grove  station. 

Brush  and  grass  fires  are  the  result  of  carelessness  in 
most  cases.  Carelessness  in  burning  incinerators,  carelessness 
with  matches  in  hands  of  children,  and  burning  on  dry  windy 
days  of  low  humidity  when  small  open  air  fires  may  become 
destructive  brush  and  even  building  fires.  Never  burn  on 
windy  days.  Permits  are  required  for  all  open  air  fires. 

Your  heating  equipment  should  be  kept  in  its  best  oper- 
ating condition  to  assure  a  safe  fire  free  home.  A  life  might 
even  be  saved:  Your  own. 

Three  persons  lost  their  lives  by  drowning  in  Norton 
in  1959.  All  of  our  rescue  and  first  aid  equipment  together 
with  all  of  our  surrounding  towns  and  cities  was  used  to 
rescue  these  men  alive,  but  to  no  avail. 

Norton's  growth  continues  and  with  it  problems  in  fire 
control. 
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Solving  these  problems  in  the  most  efficient  and  economi- 
cal manner  is  the  aim  of  your  Fire  Engineers  and  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

Our  firefighters  are  a  group  of  loyal  brave  and  courageous 
men.  They  answer  alams  to  fire  and  other  emergencies  in 
any  weather  and  time.  We  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  fine 
work  in  this  dangerous  profession. 

The  Board  thanks  all  town  officials  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.

The  mandatory  fuel  and  light  item  in  the  Standard  Budget 
of  Public  Assistance  cases  is  still  in  effect.  It  is  given  on  a 
seasonal  basis  for  September  through  May  for  the  Winter 
figure,  which  is  an  increase,  and  June  through  August  for  the 
Summer  figure,  which  is  a  decrease. 

The  Board  upholds  the  mandatory  requirement  that  re- 
sources received  by  Welfare  recipients  in  the  form  of  OASI 
benefits,  Court  Orders,  Relative  contributions,  etc.  help  in 
reducing  their  expense  on  the  payrolls. 

Regular  monthly  and  quarterly  visits  are  made  to  ADC 
recipients,  semi-annual  visits  are  made  to  O.A.A.  and  D.A. 
recipients  by  Agent.

Report  of  the  President 

During  the  year  the  library  has  purchased  444  books — 141 
fiction,  129  non-fiction,  174  juvenile.  This  year,  as  last,  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  improve  the  reference  collection, 
and  these  books,  which  do  not  circulate  are  much  used,  taxing 
our  limited  reading  space  to  the  full  extent.  Circulation  of 
books  and  periodicals  has  increased  11.9%  over  1958.  This  is 
a  gratifying  increase  but  a  breakdown  of  the  circulation  fig-

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ures  is  more  significant.  In  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year 
circulation  increased  7.5%;  in  the  last  three  months,  27.4%. 
It  seems  reasonable  to  attribute  this  more  rapid  rate  of  in- 
crease to  the  fact  that  at  the  beginning  of  October  the  library 
hours  were  increased  from  11  to  15  a  week.  If  funds  available 
to  the  library  enable  us  to  continue  these  hours  and  gradually 
to  increase  them,  the  library  may  be  expected  to  render  great- 
er service  to  the  community. 

The  special  appropriation  voted  by  the  town  in  1959  has 
made  possible  the  installation  of  new  stacks  and  moderniza- 
tion of  old  ones,  considerable  rewiring,  and  the  refinishing 
of  floors  and  improvement  of  lighting  of  the  main  room.  It 
is  hoped  that  in  1960  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  these  im- 
provements to  the  reading  room  and  the  librarian's  office, 
and  to  formulate  plans  for  eventual  enlargement  of  the  library 
to  provide  more  adequate  and  more  attractive  space  for  read- 
ing and  study  both  by  adults  and  by  children.  The  recently 
organized  Friends  of  the  Library  are  interested  in  these  pro- 
jects but  they  are  primarily  the  concern  and  responsibility 
of  the  Town  itself,  and  the  Board  looks  confidently  to  the 
public  for  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Robert  Thurber  was  elected  to  the  Planning  Board  at  the 
annual  town  election. 

The  greatest  part  of  the  Planning  Board's  time  was  spent 
in  completing  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Land  Use  Map  in  prep- 
aration for  consideration  by  the  citizens  of  Norton.  Many  in- 
formal meetings  were  held  to  discuss  different  aspects  of  the 
By-Law  and  Map.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  many 
changes  were  made  to  the  By-Law  and  Map  that  were  con- 
sistent with  good  planning.  On  November  20,  1959,  an  official 
public  hearing  to  consider  and  discuss  the  Zoning  By-Law 
was  held.  On  December  1,  1959,  at  a  special  Town  Meeting 
the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Land  Use  Map  were  voted  down. 

Because  of  a  delay  in  the  appropriation  of  Federal  funds, 
the  second  stage  of  your  Planning  Board's  work  (Capital 
Budgeting)  has  been  delayed.  Federal  funds  have  since  been 
appropriated  and  this  work  is  progressing.

Too  much  rain  this  year. 

Same  business  as  previous  years.  Every  tree  in  town  needs 
work.  The  worst  of  storm  damage  was  repaired  and  dangerous 
wood  removed. 

4  dead  trees  removed. 

12  complaints  checked  and  the  situations  corrected. 

3  trees  posted  for  public  hearing. 

School  bus  clearance  made  on  Pine  St. 

3  wet  weeks  were  spent  cutting  and  burning  in  the  Town 
Forest. 

Topped-out  boles  of  8  elm  trees  removed. 

5  Crimson  King  maples  planted  on  Maple  St.  And  3  Pin 

Oaks  on  Norton  Common.  We  are  losing  our  maple  trees  there. 
1  large  maple  was  dug  out  and  one  of  the  Pin  Oaks  put  in  it's 
place. 

Utility  "flat  clearance"  areas  were  sprayed. 

Your  Tree  Warden  is  asking  for  a  new  truck.  He  has 
worked  with  a  27  year  old  truck  for  4  years,  and  a  23  year 
old  truck  for  the  past  year. 

Give  him  a  new  truck  before  the  fight  starts.

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MOTH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  —  FOR  YEAR  1959 


From  the  State,  Norton  received  6  barrels  of  25%  D.D.T. 
A  late  dormant  spray  was  applied  to  all  Elms  in  May,  and  a 
12%  cover,  to  diseased  trees  late  in  September.  A  heavy  im- 
mergence  of  adult  bark  beetles  was  noted  during  a  few  hot 
days  at  that  time. 

The  Town  dump  was  sprayed  twice. 

In  April  the  Old  Moth  Truck  developed  a  sudden  knock, 
and  it  was  put  aside.  A  somewhat  younger  model  was  pur- 
chased and  is  now  in  use. 

Nothing  serious  was  found  wrong  with  the  Old  Model  A, 
however,  and  the  Crew  got  it  running  again.  Transfer  to  the 
Reforestation  Committee  will  be  proposed. 

About  600  gallons  of  poison  ivy  spray  was  applied.  And 
we  are  only  starting  on  the  poison  ivy  in  the  Town. 

Prof.  Clifford  Chater,  of  the  Waltham  Field  Station,  in- 
spected Norton  trees  and  gave  your  Moth  Supt.  much  good 
advice. 

Watch  the  Town  Hall  bulletin  board  this  coming  year  for 
seasonal  and  timely  notes  on  control  of  bugs  and  diseases  of 
trees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFORESTATION  COMMITTEE 
FOR  YEAR  1959 

Committee  meetings  January  20  and  October  6,  with  a  full 
inspection  of  Forests  December  17. 

Part  time  weeding,  thinning,  and  pruning  continuing. 

Access  roads  into  both  sides  of  the  Town  Farm  Forest 
have  been  started  so  that  a  brook  can  be  reached  in  the  East 
acres,  and  the  Frog  Poond  in  the  West.  A  better  entrance 
from  Plain  Street  has  been  bulldozed  for  the  East  Road. 

A  talk  by  Alfred  Williams,  of  the  Massachusetts  Forest 
and  Park  Association,  was  presented  at  the  High  School. 
"Forestry  As  A  Career". 

Test  and  Check  plots  have  been  laid  out  in  Timothy  Plain 
Lot  by  State  Forester  Gilbert  Hills  and  Alfred  Williams. 
(Tree  growth). 

At  a  meeting  of  Town  Forest  Committees  held  in  West- 
ford,  October  3,  this  Committee  accepted  a  Plaque  for  the 
Town,  which  bears  the  words: 

"In  recognition  of  the  program  of  sound  resource  develop- 
ment and  utilization  conducted  on  its  TOWN  FOREST,  this 
award  is  presented  to  the  town  of  NORTON  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Forest  and  Park  Association".

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

Your  School  Building  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that 
an  18-room  Elementary  School  is  now  under  construction  on 
the  north  side  of  Plain  Street.  A  chronological  summary  of 
some  of  the  more  important  events  is  given  below: 

March  5,  1956 — Town  voted  to  set  up  a  School  Planning 
Committee. 

December  28,  1956 — Town  voted  $3000.00  for  the  Commit- 
tee to  prepare  preliminary  plans  for  school  building  construc- 
tion. It  was  also  voted  to  hold  the  Town  Farm  property  as  a 
site  for  future  school  building  construction. 

January  29,  1957 — After  holding  personal  interviews  with 
eight  architects,  the  Committee  voted  to  retain  Mr.  George 
E  Stoner  of  Boston,  Mass. 

June  14,  1957 — Town  voted  309  against  and  86  in  favor  of 
a  12-room  Elementary  School  for  $412.00.00  Motion  to  pur- 
chase 19%  acres  of  the  Lane  Farm  off  North  Worcester  Street 
was  defeated. 

November  8,  1957 — Motion  to  purchase  19%  acres  above  was 
again  defeated. 

December  29,  1958 — Town  favored  purchase  of  193A  acres 
above  but  motion  was  lost  due  to  lack  of  a  two-thirds  major- 
ity. 

March  2,  1959— Town  voted  281  in  favor  to  258  "No"  to 
build  a  new  Elementary  School.  Even  though  the  majority 
voted  "Yes",  a  two-thirds  voted  was  lacking  and  the  motion 
was  defeated.  Five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  was  appropriated 
at  this  meeting  for  use  of  the  Planning  Committee.  The  town 
voted,  also,  to  give  the  Planning  Committee  authority  to  bor- 
row money  for  final  plans  and  specifications  from  the  Federal 
Government. 
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September  30,  1959 — The  Committee  received  general 
contract  bids  for  an  Elementary  School.  The  low  bid  (correct- 
ed) for  an  18-room  school  was  $434,980.00. 

October  15,  1959 — Town  voted  352  to  172  to  appropriate  $542,- 
180.00  for  an  18-room  Elementary  School  on  the  Town  Farm 
site.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  Norton  School  Planning  Com- 
mittee would  be  the  Norton  School  Building  Committee. 

October  23,  1959 — The  Committee  rejected  all  bids  on  the 
basis  that  the  low  bid  was  incomplete  and  all  other  bids  were 
beyond  the  budget. 

This  was  not  an  easy  decision.  Had  we  accepted  the 
low  bid,  we  then  faced  the  possibility  of  prolonged  court  ac- 
tion by  the  second  low-bidder  and  this  might  easily  have 
delayed  construction  for  at  least  another  year.  The  only  alter- 
native, in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  was  to  advertise  for 
new  bids  and  trust  the  judgment  that  the  new  low  bid  would 
be  within  our  budget.  This  decision  had  to  be  made  in  the 
middle  of  a  serious  and  prolonged  steel  strike. 

November  24,  1959 — The  Committee  received  general  con- 
tract bids  for  the  second  time.  The  low  bid  for  an  18-room 
school  was  $434,519.00. 

December  17,  1959 — The  Committee  signed  a  contract  with 
the  Nickerson  Construction  Company,  Hyannis,  Mass.,  to  build 
an  18-room  Elementary  School  for  $434,519.00. 

December  21,  1959 — Construction  officially  started. 

The  School  Building  Commitee's  work  is  far  from  fin- 
ished. We  hope  the  new  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  if  it  can  be 
completed  in  time  for  the  opening  of  school  next  Fall.  In 
honor  of  the  man  who  did  so  much  for  Norton's  educational 
system  during  his  thirty-four  years  as  Superintendent,  this 
new  school  will  be  named  the  Laurence  G.  Nourse  Elementary 
School. 

To  date,  the  Commitee  has  devoted  a  total  of  848  man- 
hours  to  regular  meetings  alone.  Many  more  hours  have  been 
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spent  by  individuals  and  small  groups  for  conferences  with 
State  authorities,  for  discussions  with  School  Building  Assist- 
ance officials,  for  inspections  of  recently  built  schools  in  near- 
by Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts,  and  for  various  sub-com- 
mittee activities. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  citizens  of  the  Town  who 
have  given  their  support.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  as- 
sistance of  the  school  staff,  especially  Superintendent  Ma- 
honey,  who  is  Secretary  of  the  Committee  Dr.  Mahoney's 
enthusiasm,  clear-thinking,  and  unselfish  devotion  have  been 
an  inspiration  to  all.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  FOR  1959 

Highway  Department 

The  total  mileage  of  Town  Roads  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  61.19  or  22.28  miles  of  graveled  and  38.91  miles  of  tarvia 
surfaced  roads. 

Under  Chapter  90  maintenance,  14,000  feet  of  highway 
received  a  sealing  coat  of  asphalt.  State,  County  and  Town 
share  the  costs  equally  for  this  work. 

43,658  feet  of  highway  was  given  a  sealing  coat  of  asphalt 
under  Chapter  81.  Under  this  program,  the  state  pays  more 
than  70%  of  the  cost. 

Chapter  90  construction  of  Newland  Street  has  continued 
and  2400  feet  has  been  completed  during  the  year.  The  balance 
of  the  layout  and  land  taking  on  the  street  has  been  completed 
and  the  department  is  now  working  on  the  approaches  to  the 
proposed  new  bridge  and  also  on  the  East  Main  Street  end  of 
Newland  Street. 

Essex  Street  was  reconstructed  and  hard  surfaced,  a  total 
of  2000  feet. 

Sanlin  Street  had  380  feet  of  10"  drain  pipe,  plus  290  feet 
of  12"  drain  pipe,  5  catch  basins  and  1  manhole  installed.  The 
street  was  then  constructed  and  hard  surfaced,  a  distance  of 
2,100  feet. 

Two  catch  basins,  1  manhole  and  560  feet  of  10  inch  drain 
pipe  was  installed  on  Union  Street. 

Two  catch  basins,  2  manholes  and  280  feet  of  12  inch  drain 
pipe  was  installed  on  Pitt  Clarke  Road. 

Two  catch  basins  and  26  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe  was 
installed  on  Young  Avenue.  This  street  was  surveyed  and 
road  bounds  installed  and  will  be  hard  surfaced  under  the 
1960  road  program. 

One  catch  basin  was  installed  on  Dean  Street. 
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One-half  of  the  bridge  on  Barrows  Street  was  recon- 
structed. 

Under  the  graveling  program,  the  following  streets  re- 
ceived a  coating  of  gravel:  Crane,  Woodward,  Newcomb, 
Parker,  West  Hodges,  Oak,  Walker,  Jackson,  Charlotte,  Park 
Lane  and  Cross  Street,  a  total  of  15,384  feet. 

Grass  and  brush  cutting  was  done  along  all  roads.  Drains 
and  catch  basins  were  cleaned.  The  graveled  roads  were 
scraped  and  leveled  numerous  times. 

New  construction  planned  for  1960:  Plain  Street  from 
Pine  Street  to  South  Washington  Street.  Young  Avenue 
under  special  appropriation.  Dean  Street  from  Hodges  Street 
to  Rehoboth  under  a  Chapter  90  program.  The  preliminary- 
survey  is  being  made  by  the  State  Department.  Construction 
will  continue  on  New  land  Street. 

Police 

The  1959  report  from  the  Police  Department  states  that 
2654  complaints  were  answered  by  the  department.  A  total 
of  94  arrests  and  173  summonses  served.  There  were  127 
acidents  resulting  in  58  injured  and  two  fatalities.  A  total  of 
794  motor  vehicles  were  transferred  by  individuals,  and  Sec- 
ond and  Third  Class  Automobile  Dealers. 

The  Norton  Police  Department  is  composed  of  three  per- 
manent men,  Chief  Edward  Bartley,  Lieutenant  Wilbur  P. 
Brown  and  Sergeant  Everett  Dupee.  They  are  given  one  day 
a  week  off,  sick  leave  with  pay  and  a  three  weeks  vacation 
for  the  Chief  and  Lieutenant;  two  weeks  for  the  Sergeant. 

In  order  to  keep  the  department  efficient,  a  supplementary 
force  of  ten  special  police  are  available  to  the  Chief  and  serve 
intermittently  to  replace  the  permanent  men  on  their  day  off, 
to  fill  in  during  vacations  and  whenever  there  is  a  man  needed 
due  to  illness.  They  are  also  available  during  emergencies 
and  to  help  out  when  the  permanent  men  have  to  spend  time 
making  out  reports  and  other  clerical  data  pertinent  to  the 
department.   During  1959,  the  special  police  served  2800  hours. 

All  permanent  men  are  on  call  24  hours  a  day  in  cases  of 
emergencies  and  an  arresting  officer  attends  court  many  times 
when  he  is  off  duty. 
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Officers  of  the  department  must  attend  the  Bristol  County 
Police  Officers'  Training  School  when  it  is  in  session.  They 
must  learn  first  aid,  how  to  handle  firearms  properly  and  how 
to  protect  themselves  and  others.  They  must  become  familiar 
with  some  of  the  General  Laws,  Courtroom  procedure,  report 
writing  and  many  other  subjects. 

As  the  past  years  experience  with  the  new  cruiser  result- 
ed in  a  large  saving  in  operational  and  maintenance  costs,  the 
Board  has  approved  the  budget  item  of  a  trade-in  for  a  1960 
cruiser. 

Board  of  Health 

During  the  year,  there  was  an  average  of  four  patients 
from  Norton  at  the  Bristol  County  T.B.  hospital. 

All  complaints  were  investigated  and  hearings  held  on 
cases  which  affected  several  abuttors. 

Thirty-seven  cesspool  permits  were  issued  and  the  cess- 
pools inspected  when  constructed. 

Samples  of  water  was  taken  from  several  locations  around 
the  Reservoir  each  week  from  the  last  of  May  to  September. 
These  samples  were  sent  to  State  Board  of  Health  for  labora- 
tory examinations.  A  report  was  received  weekly  with  the 
analysis  and  by  this  method,  the  Board  determined  the  fitness 
of  the  water  for  bathing  purposes. 

Mr.  Antonio  Oliveira,  32  Staples  Street,  East  Taunton, 
collects  the  garbage  throughout  the  town,  once  a  week  ex- 
cepting July  and  August  when  collections  are  made  twice  a 
week. 

During  the  past  year,  the  relations  between  all  town  de- 
partments have  been  very  amiable  and  we  feel  that  the  Town 
is  fortunate  to  have  the  type  of  men  who  now  head  the  de- 
partments. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Norton  Lion's  Club  for  the  Christ- 
mas lighting  decorations  on  the  Common.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1959 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  character  of  our  schools  today  will  largely  determine 
the  character  of  our  nation  tomorrow.  Our  national  dream 
of  providing  a  fuller  life  and  richer  opportunity  to  each  suc- 
cessive generation  is  nowhere  in  greater  evidence  than  in  the 
public  schools.  Communities  throughout  the  land  are  putting 
forth  great  efforts  to  provide  the  best  kinds  of  teaching  and 
the  most  modern  learning  facilities  possible  for  their  children. 

We  feel  that  Norton  has  made  steady  progress  toward 
meeting  this  challenge  and  that  the  community  can  be  proud 
of  its  efforts  to  date.  Our  curriculum  and  techniques  of 
teaching  are  being  continually  modified  to  keep  pace  with  a 
changing  world.  The  alumni  of  the  Norton  schools  give 
ample  evidence  of  the  fine  work  accomplished  in  our  schools 
and  represent  a  worthy  tribute  to  the  school  staff  and  the 
cooperative  spirit  of  the  parents. 

The  committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
Norton  School  Building  Committee  and  to  the  community  for 
taking  decisive  action  in  helping  us  to  solve  one  of  our  biggest 
problems — that  of  space.  At  this  writing  the  new  LAURENCE 
G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  is  underway  and  we 
hope  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  early 
1961.  When  this  day  arrives,  we  shall  be  able  to  return  to 
full  day  sessions  in  the  elementary  schools.  Unfortunately, 
the  first  part  of  the  school  year  1960-61  will  find  our  entire 
elementary  school  on  "half  sessions"  as  the  junior  high  grades 
take  over  more  rooms  in  the  present  elementary  buildings. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  recognizing  the 
retirement  of  a  long  and  devoted  administrator  in  the  public 
schools.  This  committee  would  like  to  express  its  thanks  to 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Randall,  former  principal  of  Norton  High 
School,  who  retired  in  June,  1959,  for  his  loyal  service  to  our 
community. 
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Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle,  who  was  appointed  the  new  high 
school  principal,  assumed  his  duties  during  the  summer  and 
has  received  the  admiration  of  staff  and  pupils  alike  for  his 
splendid  work  so  far. 

The  cost  of  education,  like  everything  else,  has  continued 
to  rise.  Salary  increases  required  by  state  law  are  responsible 
in  large  part  for  the  upward  trend  in  school  costs.  Approxi- 
mately 60%  of  our  school  budget  is  devoted  to  teachers' 
salaries.  Last  year  the  state  legislature  raised  the  minimum 
salary  of  all  teachers  throughout  the  state  to  $3600.00  per  year. 
A  new  law  has  recently  been  passed  raising  this  minimum  to 
$4000.00  for  the  year  1960-61.  These  increases  are  reflected 
in  our  budgets.  However,  Norton's  per  pupil  cost  is  still  well 
below  the  average  for  this  area  and  for  the  entire  state. 

In  the  superintendent's  report  to  follow  will  be  found  a 
discussion  of  many  aspects  of  the  school  curriculum.  We  feel 
that  this  has  been  a  most  profitable  year  for  our  schools  and 
wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  school 
staff  and  to  the  community  for  the  excellent  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion that  has  sustained  in  all  our  endeavors  throughout  the 
past  year.  We  look  forward  to  continued  interest  and  invite 
the  suggestions  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  education  of 
boys  and  girls  in  helping  us  to  discharge  our  responsibilities 
as  members  of  the  Norton  School  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  and  the  sixty- 
sixth  in  a  series  of  reports.  The  information  that  follows  in- 
cludes contributions  from  the  principals  and  supervisors  and 
also  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  work  that  has  gone  on  in 
our  schools  during  the  past  year. 

SCHOOL  STAFF 

This  year  has  seen  an  unusually  large  turnover  of  teach- 
ers in  our  school  system.  Many  left  for  positions  elsewhere, 
while  others  made  changes  for  personal  reasons.  I  shall  not 
attempt  to  enumerate  where  each  teacher  has  gone,  but  should 
like  to  mention  particularly  the  retirement  of  Miss  Esther 
Bradstreet.  Miss  Bradstreet  was  a  teacher  of  the  primary 
grades  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools  for  many  year.  She  was 
respected  by  her  colleagues,  admired  by  pupils  of  three  gen- 
erations, and  her  services  will  be  very  much  missed  on  the 
school  staff.  We  do  wish  her  a  most  happy  retirement  in  the 
years  to  come. 

A  total  of  fourteen  teachers  left  Norton  during  1959. 
Twenty  new  teachers  were  hired,  with  six  of  these  filling  new 
positions.  Those  teachers  who  have  been  added  to  the  school 
staff  this  year  are:  Miss  Alexandria  Sydor,  Commercial;  Mrs. 
Millicent  Marshall,  English;  Miss  Jacquelyne  Gallop,  English; 
Carman  K.  Reade,  Science;  Dominic  J.  DiMattia,  Social  Stu- 
dies; Miss  Pauline  Stark,  Social  Studies;  Arnold  F.  Kenniston, 
Mathematics;  Joseph  C.  Solmonese,  Mathematics;  Mrs.  Marie 
Holbrook,  Grade  1;  Mrs.  Nyrhe  Alexander,  Grade  2;  Miss 
Janet  Churbuck,  Grade  2;  Miss  Nadjia  Tahar,  Grade  2;  Mrs. 
Nancy  Stickel,  Grade  2;  Miss  June  Campbell,  Grade  3;  Miss 
Elzina  Williams,  Grade  4;  Mrs.  Inna  Rubin,  Grade  4;  Roger 
Lamoureux,  Grade  6;  and  Richard  Christian,  Grade  6. 

Approximately  one-third  of  our  teaching  staff  in  Sep- 
tember of  this  year  was  made  up  of  teachers  who  were  new 
to  Norton.  I  feel  that  we  were  most  fortunate  in  securing 
some  excellent  people  and  that  our  school  staff  at  the  present 
time  is  one  of  the  strongest  we  have  ever  had. 
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Miss  Eloise  Hodgkins,  who  had  been  our  women's  Phys- 
ical Education  Supervisor  for  three  years,  resigned  in  June 
to  become  married  and  Miss  Alma  Andersson,  a  June  graduate 
of  Bridgewater  Teachers  College,  was  hired  to  take  her  place. 
A  new  Instrumental  Supervisor  was  added  to  the  school  staff 
this  year,  also,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Francesco  Montesanti. 
Mr.  Montesanti  holds  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  from  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Mrs.  Ethel  Marquez,  a  sixth  grade  teacher  for  many  years 
in  our  elementary  school,  was  transferred  in  September  to 
the  position  of  Special  Education  teacher.  Mrs.  Marquez  re- 
places Mr.  Fernandes  Lopes,  who  left  to  take  a  position  in 
another  school  system. 

Mr.  Henri  Yelle,  our  long-time  assistant  principal  of  the 
high  school,  was  elevated  to  the  post  of  high  school  principal 
upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Randall. 

The  school  system  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Dr.  Jerome 
A.  McCaffrey,  our  school  physician.  Dr.  McCaffrey's  sudden 
passing  has  left  a  void  that  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  All  the 
students  and  teachers  with  whom  he  worked  were  privileged 
to  have  benefited  from  his  sincere  interest  in  promoting  the 
health  of  the  entire  school  system.  We  feel  fortunate  indeed 
to  have  Dr.  Ronald  Duffield  as  our  school  physician  at  the 
present  time.  Dr.  Duffield's  report  for  the  three  months 
during  which  he  has  served  as  school  physician  is  included 
elsewhere.  He  has  already  demonstrated  his  deep  concern 
for  the  children  at  the  school  and  I  am  sure  will  carry  out  an 
excellent  program  in  conjunction  with  our  school  nurse. 

A  general  comment  that  one  should  make  when  reviewing 
the  large  turnover  which  took  place  during  the  past  year  is 
that  for  the  most  part,  those  persons  who  left  our  school 
system  went  on  to  take  large  responsibilities  or  more  lucra- 
tive positions  elsewhere,  or  made  a  change  for  personal 
reasons.  It  does  point  up  the  necessity,  however,  for  Norton 
to  review  very  realistically  its  salary  policies  and  other  prac- 
tices which  will  attract  new  teachers  of  the  calibre  we  wish 
to  have  teach  in  our  town.  While  more  young  men  and 
women  are  preparing  themselves  for  the  teaching  profession, 
the  need  for  an  increasing  number  of  qualified  teachers  be- 
comes more  acute  every  year.    I  believe  we  have  made  some 
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excellent  progress  toward  providing  the  kind  of  school  system 
where  teachers  like  to  teach  but  must  caution  that  such  con- 
ditions as  half-session  teaching  assignments  are  not  conducive 
to  encouraging  teacher  candidates  to  come  to  our  school  sys- 
tem. While  such  types  of  organization  have  been  a  necessity 
during  the  past  two  years,  they  must  be  recognized  as  definite 
perils  to  the  efficiency  of  the  total  school  system.  As  our 
school  enrollments  increase  at  the  secondary  level,  we  can 
look  forward  to  the  necessity  of  adding  to  our  school  staff 
from  year  to  year  to  handle  the  large  classes  that  are  now 
entering  our  high  school. 

I  hope  that  the  community  will  continue  to  recognize  its 
responsibilities  in  providing  attractive  salary  schedules  and  a 
co-operative  school-community  environment  which  will  en- 
able us  to  attract  qualified  personnel  to  our  school  staff. 

IN-SERVICE  GROWTH 

There  have  been  many  special  meetings  and  conferences 
carried  out  for  teachers  during  the  past  year — some  within 
our  own  school  buildings  and  others  with  larger  regional 
groups.  The  most  recent  of  these  meetings  was  held  in  the 
form  of  an  art  workshop  for  all  teachers  of  the  elementary 
grades  and  some  teachers  of  the  secondary  school.  Mrs.  Gail 
Armillei,  Supervisor  of  Art,  arranged  for  a  program  of  in- 
struction during  which  teachers  were  shown  new  techniques 
in  the  use  of  art  materials  by  Mr.  Charles  Turner,  an  art  con- 
sultant for  one  of  the  leading  art  supply  firms.  Teachers  who 
took  part  in  this  workshop  spent  one  afternoon  and  evening 
with  Mr.  Turner  and  the  evidence  of  several  new  ideas  is 
already  to  be  seen  in  classroom  work. 

Throughout  the  summer  and  during  the  school  year,  much 
of  our  staff  has  been  hard  at  work  taking  special  courses  at 
various  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Norton  teachers  dur- 
ing the  past  year  have  attended  the  following  colleges:  Boston 
University,  Rhode  Island  College  of  Education,  University  of 
Illinois,  University  of  Utah,  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, Harvard  University,  Brown  University,  and  Framingham 
State  Teachers  College.  All  of  this  professional  activity  pays 
large  dividends  to  our  students,  as  those  teachers  who  are 
studying  at  colleges  bring  back  to  their  teaching  new  ideas 
and  techniques  that  improve  their  own  work. 
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Two  of  our  teachers  spent  part  of  last  year  studying  under 
National  Science  Foundation  Scholarships.  Mr.  Frank  Mitchell 
was  granted  a  full  tuition  scholarship  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  to  study  methods  for  improving  science  in  the  ele- 
mentary school.  Mr.  Mitchell  has  already  taken  a  most  active 
role  in  helping  to  coordinate  the  science  program  at  the  ele- 
mentary school  level.  In  addition  to  his  science  work,  Mr. 
Mitchell  has  secured  for  us  the  benefit  of  supervision  and 
criticism  from  the  University  of  Illinois  staff,  which  has  sent 
the  director  of  the  science  program  to  spend  some  time  with 
us. 

Mr.  Carman  Reade  has  just  returned  to  our  faculty  after 
having  been  granted  a  year's  scholarship  to  study  at  the 
University  of  Utah.  Mr.  Reade  is  also  working  in  the  field 
of  science,  and  his  special  training  has  been  put  to  good  use 
in  the  high  school  science  department.  It  is  certainly  a  tri- 
bute to  these  men  to  have  been  chosen  from  among  thousands 
of  applicants  for  such  coveted  awards,  and  it  is  also  a  tribute 
to  this  community  to  have  professional  persons  on  its  school 
staff  that  are  worthy  of  these  honors. 

ELEMENTARY  FRENCH  PROGRAM 

The  French  Program  "Parlons  Francais",  which  is  being 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Council  for  School  Television, 
on  Channel  2,  is  proving  a  great  succes  in  our  school.  The 
children  of  the  two  morning  fourth  grades,  that  are  partici- 
pating in  the  program,  are  already  able  to  converse  well  in 
the  language.  The  teachers,  Mrs.  Inna  Rubin  and  Mrs.  Polly 
Olsen,  are  also  using  the  language  during  the  day.  This 
course  of  study  is  strictly  conversational.  Therefore,  the 
children  are  not  using  any  books  and  it  is  recommended  that 
parents  do  not  buy  French  books  for  their  children.  Unfor- 
tunately, this  opportunity  to  learn  French  can  be  given  only 
to  the  students  in  the  morning  session.  However,  it  will  be 
possible  for  those  who  missed  these  lessons  this  year  to  make 
them  up  next  year.  The  children  who  have  already  studied 
one  year  of  French  will  continue  with  the  French  lessons  next 
year.  Our  teachers  who  are  supervising  this  program  are 
improving  their  own  skills  in  the  language  by  attending 
Brown  University  and  a  number  of  workshops  sponsored  by 
the  Council.  A  language  laboratory  has  been  purchased  by 
the  teachers  which. will  be  used  by  those  boys  and  girls  who 
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have  found  it  difficult  to  grasp  the  language  from  the  tele- 
vision program.  This  lab  has  eight  earphones  and  uses 
special  records  prepared  for  the  purpose. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Our  Special  Education  class  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  of 
operation  with  the  maximum  capacity  of  eighteen  children. 
Mrs.  Ethel  Marquez  is  the  teacher  of  this  class  and  is  doing 
a  worthwhile  job  in  this  area.  The  students  with  whom  she  is 
working  are  showing  much  growth  in  their  ability  to  do  the 
school  work  and  many  of  them  are  being  assimilated  into  the 
regular  curriculum  activities  of  the  school,  such  as  music, 
physical  education  and  industrial  arts  in  the  high  school. 

After  a  great  deal  of  testing  we  have  found  that  there 
are  many  children  in  the  elementary  school  who  are  in  need 
of  the  program  which  special  education  seeks  to  offer.  This 
presents  a  great  problem  to  us  in  that  we  are  unable  to  ac- 
commodate more  of  the  children  who  should  be  getting  this 
training.  We  also  are  in  need  of  a  terminal  program  for  the 
youngsters  who  are  already  in  the  class  and  will  presently 
reach  the  age  limit  for  study  in  this  particular  group.  It  is 
hoped  that  plans  can  be  made  soon  for  the  organization  of 
another  elementary  school  special  class  unit  and  also  one  on 
the  lower  secondary  school  level  as  a  terminal  program. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

Over  one  hundred  books  have  been  purchased  this  year 
for  the  Margaret  Mahoney  School  Library.  The  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  and  individual  classes  within  the  elemen- 
tary school  have  contributed  to  the  purchase  of  these  books 
for  all  grade  levels.  Teachers  have  used  the  facilities  of  our 
own  public  library,  as  well  as  the  libraries  in  Taunton  and 
Attleboro,  to  bring  the  necessary  books  and  working  materials 
into  the  classroom  for  unit  work.  We  also  use  regularly,  ex- 
hibits and  other  materials  from  the  Children's  Museum  in 
Boston. 

SCIENCE  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Science  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  is  being  taught 
in  all  grades.  We  are  especially  fortunate  in  having  a  great 
many  books  and  audio-visual  aids  for  teaching  this  subject. 
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Johnny  Can  Read!   And  So  Can  Susie! 
These  two  first  graders  will  read  millions  of  words  and 
thousands  of  pages  in  the  books  pictured  here  during 
their  first  six  years  of  school. 
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One  of  the  most  important  aids  this  year  has  been  the  science 
program  which  has  come  into  the  classrooms  via  the  "21" 
Classroom".  This  is  a  television  program  which  is  sponsored 
by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Council  for  school  television, 
presenting  a  bi-monthly  program  in  various  phases  of  science 
for  use  in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  The  teachers  are 
given  a  study  guide  which  is  used  to  orient  the  children  before 
the  programs  are  presented.  These  science  lessons  are  used 
to  supplement  the  material  already  taught  in  the  classroom. 

The  Natural  Science  television  project,  which  is  sponsored 
by  the  Children's  Museum  of  Boston,  the  Massachusetts  Audu- 
bon Society,  and  Boston  University,  is  being  presented  to  the 
children  in  one  of  our  fifth  grades.  Our  school  was  selected 
by  Boston  University  to  participate  in  this  experiment.  The 
title  of  this  course  is  "Exploring  Nature"  and  it  is  presented 
once  each  week  for  thirty  weeks  with  Dr.  William  H.  Weston, 
Jr.,  of  Harvard  as  instructor.  Mr.  Alfred  Paul  is  our  Norton 
teacher  in  charge  of  this  experiment.  This  opportunity  has 
given  our  children  the  benefit  of  much  testing  and  special 
help  from  Boston  University. 

ELEMENTARY  TESTING  PROGRAM 

During  the  month  of  February  1959,  our  elementary 
school  students  were  given  the  standardized  achievement  tests 
in  reading,  arithmetic  and  language.  We  are  pleased  to  an- 
nounce that  our  students  in  general  scored  above  the  national 
norm  in  these  areas.  The  California  Mental  Maturity  test, 
which  is  a  test  of  intelligence  and  an  aid  in  helping  teachers 
to  determine  whether  or  not  a  student  is  working  up  to  his 
capacity,  was  given  to  the  children  in  grades  one,  three  and 
six.  The  SRA  Diagnostic  Reading  test  was  also  given  to  the 
students  in  the  sixth  grades,  the  results  of  which  were  used 
in  helping  teachers  to  determine  the  grade  level  of  each  child 
in  reading  for  our  new  fifth  and  sixth  grade  reading  program 
which  was  adopted  last  year. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  CURRICULUM 

For  some  years,  our  science  and  mathematics  departments 
have  been  excellent  in  calibre  with  well  prepared,  enthusiastic 
teachers.  In  the  area  of  foreign  languages,  we  are  not  yet  as 
strong  as  we  should  be.  It  is  our  hope  next  September  to  be- 
gin French  in  the  Freshman  year  of  high  school  and  there- 
after have  four  years  of  French  offered  for  those  people  in- 
terested in  a  Modern  Foreign  Language.  We  should  not  lose 
sight  of  the  possibility,  either,  that  within  a  short  time,  a 
second  foreign  language  such  as  Spanish  should  be  introduced 
into  the  curriculum.  It  may  well  be  necessary  for  us  to  revise 
our  entire  approach  to  the  teaching  of  a  foreign  language  if 
the  Elementary  School  French  program  continues  as  well  as 
it  is  apparently  beginning.  We  would  like,  also,  to  strengthen 
the  offerings  to  our  non-college  bound  students  by  placing 
General  Mathematics  in  the  ninth  grade  and  offering  it  to  all 
students  who  do  not  take  Algebra. 


Starting  in  September  1959,  Driver  Training,  except  for 
the  classroom  work,  was  taken  almost  completely  out  of  the 
school  day.  Mr.  Charles  Randall,  our  former  High  School 
Principal,  has  taken  over  the  Driver  Training  assignment  on  a 
part-time  basis.  He  gives  the  behind-the-wheel  training  to 
those  juniors  who  are  in  a  study  hall  during  the  last  period  of 
the  day  and  continues  on  into  the  late  afternoon  and  on 
Saturdays. 

A  most  important  start  has  been  made  this  year  in  the 
field  of  Remedial  Reading  in  our  high  school.  Mrs.  Lucille 
Zwicker  has  been  released  from  some  of  her  English  teaching 
to  give  eleven  periods  of  special  help  to  students  who  have  a 
need  for  this  kind  of  teaching.  Mrs.  Zwicker  reaches  a  total 
of  eighty  students  in  this  work,  all  of  whom  are  most  en- 
thusiastic about  the  course  and  wish  to  continue  beyond  the 
allotted  half  year  of  time  into  the  second  half  of  the  school 
year. 

The  number  of  graduates  going  on  to  college  continues  to 
increase.    For  the  first  time,  this  year  we  are  enjoying  the

full  time  services  of  a  Guidance  Director.  Mrs.  Jean  Find- 
later,  who  has  carried  out  this  work  with  her  teaching  for  the 
past  several  years,  has  been  devoting  her  full  attention  to  this 
responsibility.  Testing  and  counseling  help  required  for 
those  students  going  to  college  and  those  going  into  vocational 
work  places  a  very  heavy  case  load  on  this  department.  As 
our  High  School  continues  to  grow,  we  can  look  forward  to 
the  addition  of  more  help  in  this  area.  At  the  present  time, 
our  Guidance  Director  handles  over  six  hundred  students. 
State  minimum  requirements  call  for  a  case  load  of  five 
hundred  with  much  smaller  case  loads  being  recommended 
for  ideal  situations. 

I  think  we  should  be  very  proud  this  year  of  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  in  Athletics.  Our  baseball  and  basketball 
teams  made  fine  showings,  and  this  has  done  much  to  build 
morale  and  spirit  among  students.  A  new  sport  which  was 
undertaken  for  the  first  time  this  year  was  track.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Lawrence  Tufts,  coach,  and  Mr.  Robert  Ford, 
Assistant  Coach,  fine  progress  was  made.  Our  team  took  part 
in  a  state  wide  competition  in  Boston  and  one  of  our  young- 
sters, Albert  Yelle,  a  freshman,  finished  eighth  in  a  field  of 
two  hundred  participants.  In  our  division  of  thirty-six  teams, 
Norton  finished  fourteenth.  As  this  report  is  being  written, 
our  present  basketball  team  is  at  the  top  of  its  league.  Much 
credit  goes  to  our  Physical  Education  Supervisor,  Mr.  Phillip 
A.  Norton,  and  his  staff  for  their  conscientious  work  with  all 
students  in  the  school  in  the  field  of  Physical  Education  and 
Athletics. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  TESTING 

More  and  more  we  are  using  aptitude  tests  of  one  kind  or 
another  to  aid  us  in  making  vital  decisions  in  regard  to  the 
educational  plans  of  students.  In  the  junior  high  school,  they 
help  us  decide  whether  or  not  a  pupil  shall  go  into  a  fast  or 
a  slow  moving  division.  At  the  start  of  high  school,  they  help 
determine  a  choice  concerning  goals  of  study. 

We  are  continuing  to  give  the  following  tests  along  with 
standard  intelligence  and  achievement  test  batteries  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  us  to  assess  the  students  in  our  high  school: 

Grade  7 — The  Stanford  Achievement  in  Reading  and 
Vocabulary  SRA  Primary  Mental  Abilities. 
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Grade  8 — Cooperative  Achievement  tests  in  Science, 
Math,  History  and  dictionary  skills. 

Grade  9 — A.  C.  E.  Psychological. 

Cooperative  English  Reading  and  Mechanics  of  Expression 
Kuder  Vocational  and  Personal  Inventory 

Grade  10 — National  Educational  Development  Test 

Grade  11 — Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude 
SRA  National  Merit 
S.A.T.  for  Practice  in  May 

Grade  12 — -General  Aptitude  Test  Battery,  Verbal  and 
Performance 

Ohio  State  Psychological 

S.A.T.  in  January 
Co-op  C2  College  Reading  in  February 
College  Board  Achievements  in  March 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

In  September  of  1959,  for  the  first  time,  we  had  a  full- 
time  instrumental  music  instructor  on  our  staff.  Mr.  Frances- 
co Montesanti,  who  is  a  recent  graduate  of  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  has  been  made  our  director  of  instru- 
mental music.  By  October,  Mr.  Montesanti  had  a  large  ele- 
mentary school  band  perform  for  our  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion meeting  of  that  month.  In  a  few  short  weeks,  the 
dividends  which  result  from  continuous  instruction  and  prac- 
tice certainly  made  an  impressive  showing. 

At  the  present  time  our  instrumental  program  consists 
of  a  high  school  band  of  thirty-four  students,  a  high  school 
chamber  music  orchestra  of  sixteen  students,  a  sixth-grade 
trumpet  quartet,  and  an  elementary  band  of  thirty-six  stu- 
dents. It  is  our  hope  to  begin  a  string  program  starting  at  the 
fourth  grade  to  provide  orchestral  instruments  as  children  get 
to  the  upper  grades.  Also,  plans  in  the  future  call  for  the 
organization  of  a  high  school  dance  band.  Some  sixty  young- 
sters are  currently  taking  instrumental  lessons  here  at  school, 
and  with  the  acquisition  of  new  instruments,  it  is  expected 
that  before  June  1960  upwards  of  eighty  children  will  be 
taking  advantage  of  this  program. 
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We  feel  that  the  addition  of  instrumental  music  instruc- 
tion rounds  out  a  very  important  part  of  a  child's  musical 
experience  in  the  public  school.  Playing  with  other  students 
in  school  band  and  orchestra  groups  offers  to  many  children 
the  rare  opportunity  of  sharing  talents  in  producing  something 
worthwhile  for  the  entire  school  to  listen  to  and  enjoy.  It  is 
our  contention  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school  to 
provide  many  kinds  of  experiences  where  children  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  excel  academically,  creatively,  or  physical- 
ly as  they  go  through  our  school.  The  instrumental  music 
program  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Montesanti  has  gotten  off 
to  a  fine  start  toward  meeting  the  needs  of  many  of  our 
children  in  this  field. 

CUSTODIAL 

To  replace  our  school  plant  as  it  now  stands  at  current 
building  prices  would  cost  well  over  two  million  dollars.  Such 
an  investment  of  the  town  justifies,  not  only  pride,  but  also 
careful  thought  concerning  the  maintenance  of  this  property. 
Probably  the  most  important  reason  why  our  school  buildings 
are  running  efficiently  and  at  a  minimum  maintenance  cost 
is  due  to  the  excellent  management  of  our  maintenance  super- 
visor, Mr.  Harold  Woodward.  Mr.  Woodward  and  his  staff 
labor  faithfully  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  this  de- 
partment. As  we  go  into  a  new  school  building,  the  impor- 
tance of  proper  maintenance  will  most  certainly  increase.  I 
feel  that  the  town  is  most  fortunate  in  having  a  conscientious 
group  of  people  to  safeguard  this  tremendous  investment. 

CAFETERIA 

Our  Cafeteria  has  continued  to  operate  during  the  past 
year  at  the  elementary  and  high  schools.  However,  because 
of  the  half-session  program  at  the  Center  School  it  has  been 
impossible  to  conduct  anything  more  than  a  milk  program  for 
these  youngsters.  For  this  reason,  the  resultant  loss  of  income 
has  made  it  difficult  to  sustain  the  program  as  we  have  known 
it  in  the  past.  With  a  further  decrease  in  participation  next 
year  because  of  a  wider  application  of  half-sessions,  it  is  al- 
most inevitable  that  the  town  will  have  to  consider  subsi- 
dizing this  program  beyond  that  income  which  comes  from 
the  state  and  from  the  pupils  who  purchase  lunches.  We  are 
proud  of  the  lunches  served  by  our  cafeteria  staff  and  do  not 
feel  the  quality  of  this  service  should  be  lowered.  Therefore, 
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it  may  be  necessary  during  the  latter  half  of  1960  to  seek 
funds  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  this  program.  At  the 
present  time,  elementary  children  who  purchase  weekly  lunch 
tickets  may  buy  a  full  meal  for  20  cents.  High  school  students 
must  pay  25  cents  for  a  full  meal.  We  are  currently  among 
the  very  few  communities  that  are  still  serving  any  lunches 
at  a  20  cent  rate,  and  are  one  of  a  much  smaller  number  that 
are  operating  a  lunch  program  without  any  town  appro- 
priation. 

BUS  CONTRACTS 

The  past  year  saw  the  letting  of  a  new  school  bus  contract 
as  an  important  administrative  event.  These  contracts,  which 
must  be  let  every  three  years,  were  awarded  to  Mr.  August 
A.  Lopes  &  Sons,  Inc.,  of  Taunton  Avenue,  Norton.  Mr.  Lopes, 
who  runs  a  fleet  of  nine  buses  in  Norton,  was  the  low  bidder 
of  three  firms  that  sought  this  contract.  You  may  be  interest- 
ed to  know  that  at  the  present  time,  our  school  buses  travel 
561  miles  per  day  to  deliver  children  to  our  schools  and  return 
them  to  their  homes.  Our  transportation  rate  of  thirty-four 
cents  per  mile  is  among  the  lowest  in  the  state.  With  the 
difficulties  arising  out  of  scheduling  half-session  buses  and 
the  changing  of  bus  routes,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has 
appreciated  the  wonderful  cooperation  shown  by  Mr.  Lopes 
and  his  staff  of  men. 

ENROLLMENTS 

Little  needs  to  be  said  about  enrollments  at  the  present 
time  as  I  am  sure  everyone  in  our  community  is  acutely  aware 
of  the  increases  we  have  had.  Therefore,  I  would  refer  you 
to  the  following  chart  which  I  think  will  graphically  illustrate 
the  trend  in  school  enrollments  in  this  community  during  the 
past  ten  years. 

PARENTS  AND  THE  SCHOOLS 

It  would  be  impossible  to  cite  the  good  works  of  all  the 
parents  who  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  our  schools 
during  the  past  year.  However,  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  come  in  contact  with 
many  who  have  assisted,  not  only  in  running  various  programs 
and  projects  about  the  school,  but  in  helping  us  to  evaluate 
many  school  problems  in  a  more  accurate  light.    The  League 
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of  Women  Voters  has  certainly  been  a  most  helpful  influence 
in  interpreting  the  program  of  the  schools  to  the  community, 
as  has  our  Parent-Teacher  Association,  headed  for  part  of 
the  year  by  Mr.  Joseph  Yelle  and  for  the  rest  of  the  year  by 
Mr.  Alfred  Paul.  Also,  I  should  like  to  express  the  apprecia- 
tion of  everyone  at  school  to  all  parents  for  their  fine  sup- 
port in  voting  our  recent  school  bond  issue,  and  to  those  mem- 
bers of  the  community  who  were  part  of  a  committee  headed 
by  Mr.  Alan  Bennion  and  Mr.  Paul  Bernheimer  that  investiga- 
ted the  use  of  certain  of  our  old  school  buildings.  I  am  certain 
that  the  groundwork  started  by  the  latter  group  will  be  most 
helpful  in  future  planning.  Also,  our  appreciation  goes  to  the 
Norton  School  Boosters'  Club  which,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  John  Willis  and  Mr.  Ralph  Porter,  has  rebuilt  our  base- 
ball diamond  and  contributed  to  the  support  of  music,  art  and 
certain  academic  activities  in  our  high  school.  To  those 
people  whose  names  I  have  mentioned,  and  to  a  legion  of 
others,  whose  names  are  not  mentioned,  we  thank  them  for 
helping  us  to  do  the  best  job  possible  for  the  children  of  our 
school  and  for  making  suggestions  and  criticisms  that  have 
enabled  us  to  take  a  ''second  sight"  on  our  problems.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  this  open-minded  exchange  of  ideas  will 
continue  to  grow  between  the  school  and  the  community. 

Our  growth  has  not  been  sporadic,  but  rather  has  been 
gradual.  For  this  we  must  be  most  thankful  as  it  should 
enable  us  to  plan  well  in  advance  the  necessary  facilities  and 
changes  required  to  meet  this  expansion.  Unless  unforeseen 
development  in  the  form  of  highways,  subdivisions,  or  indus- 
trial development  enter  the  picture,  it  would  seem  that  Norton 
can  look  forward  to  this  same  steady  growth  in  the  foresee- 
able future. 

This  may  seem  premature,  but  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  some  time  during  the  next  year,  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  study  and  assess  future  needs  of  the  school  sys- 
tem concerning  facilities.  This  is  not  to  suggest  that  immediate 
plans  be  undertaken  for  a  new  school  building!  However, 
we  do  know  that  in  the  future,  additional  facilities  will  be 
required,  not  only  for  elementary  school  purposes,  but  such 
special  facilities  as  shop,  laboratories,  etc.,  in  the  high  school 
will  need  to  be  enlarged.  I  urge  this  consideration  because 
it  would  seem  that  early  planning  could  forestall  the  necessity 
for  half-session  emergencies  at  a  future  date  such  as  we  have 
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known  on  three  previous  occasions.  This  committee,  it  would 
seem,  might  also  be  in  an  admirable  position  to  offer  advice 
to  the  town  concerning  the  disposition  and  future  plans  for 
older  properties  that  are  available  for  school  buildings,  as 
well  as  future  school  sites. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  to  each  member  of  the  school 
committee,  and  to  every  parent,  student,  and  teacher  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.  School 
superintendents  seem  to  have  a  special  set  of  built-in  antennae 
which  are  sensitized  to  the  reactions  of  everyone  with  whom 
they  work.  This  sixth  sense  is  one  facet  of  my  position  with 
which  I  am  repeatedly  becoming  more  and  more  aware.  Our 
aim  here  at  school  during  the  past  year  has  been  to  make  ours 
the  "BEST  SCHOOL  SYSTEM  IN  MASSACHUSETTS".

Motion  that  Town  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  228,  Acts  of  1959,  namely:  An  Act  Establishing  a 
Minimum  Annual  Compensation  for  Police  Officers  in  Cer- 
tain Cities  and  Towns.  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  108D  the  following 
section:  Section  108E.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  minimum  annual 
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compensation  of  each  regular  police  officer  of  the  police  de- 
partment of  any  city  or  town  shall  be  not  less  than  the  fol- 
lowing: For  the  first  year  of  service  four  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars.

Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized 
to  borrow  the  sum  of  $7,800  and  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  of 
the  Town  thereof,  said  notes  of  bonds  shall  be  payable  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  General  Laws 
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so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  5  years. 

Article  37.  Dismissed  from  Warrant  (Water  Commis- 
sioners agreed  to  handle  under  Art.  16) 

Article  38.  Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  the 
layout  of  King  Philip  Road  for  a  distance  of  700  feet,  as  shown 
on  the  plan  on  file  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office. 

Article  39.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  layout  of 
Arrow  Road  as  a  town  way. 

Article  40.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  layout  of 
South  Lakeview  Road,  as  a  town  way. 

Article  41.    Voted  to  dismiss  from  the  Warrant. 

Article  42.  Voted  that  the  following  be  appointed  as 
a  committee  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Health  in  preparing  a 
Plumbing  Code  for  the  Town:  Herbert  S.  Philips,  Philip 
Stepanek,  John  Drane,  Arthur  Freeman,  and  Samuel 
Thomas  II.

out  the  plans  presented  in  their  report. 

Article  13.  This  article  was  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee  and  upon  a  motion  by  the  chairman,  John  Drane, 
it  was  voted  unanimously  to  accept  a  by-law  as  follows: 

Registration  and  Notices 

Section  1.  After  acceptance  of  the  following  plumbing 
regulations  all  persons  who  desire  to  engage  in,  carry  on  or 
work  at  the  business  of  plumbing  within  this  jurisdiction  shall 
be  registered  or  licensed  by  the  State  Examiners  of  Plumbers, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  142,  General 
Laws. 

Every  plumber  before  commencing  work  in  a  building, 
shall  first,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  file  at  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health,  upon  blanks  provided  for  that 
purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be  performed;  and  no  such 
work  shall  be  done  in  any  building  except  in  accordance  with 
plans,  to  be  submitted,  if  required,  which  shall  be  approved  by 
the  inspector  of  plumbing  and  a  permit  issued  therefore. 
Permits  to  perform  plumbing  shall  be  issued  to  licensed 
plumbers  only.  Permits  may  be  recalled  if  the  conditions  are 
violated. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  in  those  cases  where  an 
owner  of  domestic  property  wishes  to  engage  in  plumbing 
solely  on  such  property,  he  may  do  so,  but  shall  first,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  file  at  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  Health  upon  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  notice  of 
the  work  to  be  performed;  and  no  such  work  shall  be  done  in 
any  building  except  in  accordance  with  plans  to  be  submitted, 
if  required,  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Plumbing  and  a  permit  issued  therefore.  Permits  may  be  re- 
called if  the  conditions  are  violated.  Immediately  upon  com- 
pletion of  such  work  the  plumbing  inspector  must  be  notified 
and  his  approval  of  said  work  secured  in  writing. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Section  2.  The  plumbing  of  each  building  shall  have  an 
independent  connection  to  a  public  sanitary  sewer  outside  of 
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building,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health  a  sepa- 
rate connection  is  not  feasible.  If  a  public  sanitary  sewer  is  not 
available,  the  sewerage  shall  be  discharged  into  a  cesspool  or 
into  a  septic  tank  with  an  overflow  into  a  cesspool  or  into  a 
subsurface  distribution  system,  the  plans  of  which  must  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health  before  the  connection  is 
made. 

Drainage  System 

Section  3.  Drain  and  connecting  ventilation  pipes,  vents 
and  back  air  pipes  shall  be  of  sufficient  size,  and  made  of 
extra  heavy  cast  iron  coated  with  hot  tar  or  asphaltum  if  under 
ground,  and  if  above  ground  shall  be  made  of  extra  heavy  cast 
iron  pipe,  cast  iron  screw  pipe,  lead  pipe  or  of  not  less  than 
iron  size  brass  or  copper  pipe  (or  of  copper  tubing  type  K  or  L, 
with  sweat  type  fittings)  within  the  building.  Galvanized  or 
plain  cast  iron  fittings  and  galvanized  pipe  may  be  used  on 
vents.*  Connections  between  screw  pipe  and  fittings  shall  be 
made  with  pipe  and  fittings  of  the  same  material,  where  prac- 
ticable. Recessed  fittings  shall  be  used  on  drainage  pipes  and 
connections  between  such  fittings  and  pipes  shall  be  made  with 
sharp  tapered  threads,  and  an  approved  pipe  joint  compound. 
No  slip  joints,  unions,  or  flanges  shall  be  used  on  the  threaded 
wastes  or  vents  except  that  slip  joints  may  be  used  on  inlet 
side  of  trap  to  connect  fixtures.  Where  other  than  hub  and 
spigot  pipe  is  connected  to  cast  iron  hubs  the  joint  shall  be 
made  by  means  of  a  caulking  sleeve.

Lead  bends  and  traps  shall  correspond  to  the  above 
weights.  Brass  sleeves  for  connecting  lead  and  cast  iron  pipes 
shall  be  extra  heavy,  at  least  Vs  of  an  inch  thick  and  made 
of  cast  red  metal.  Brass  solder  nipples  for  connecting  lead 
and  threaded  pipes  shall  be  either  cast  red  metal  or  seamless 
iron  size  brass  or  copper  pipe,  size  and  weight  corresponding 
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with  pipe  to  be  connected.  In  connecting  lead  pipe  together, 
or  to  brass  caulking  or  soldering  nipples,  full  sized  wiped 
joints  shall  be  used.  Cleanouts,  plugs,  stoppers  or  any  other 
fittings  used  in  drainage  system  shall  correspond  in  weight 
with  above  description. 

Drain  pipes  above  ground  shall  be  secured  by  irons  to 
walls,  suspended  from  floor  beams  by  strong  iron  hangers, 
or  supported  on  brick  piers  at  points  sufficiently  close  to  keep 
them  in  alignment  and  carry  the  weight  of  pipe  and  contents. 
Proper  manholes  shall  be  supplied  to  reach  cleanouts  and 
traps.  Every  drain  pipe  shall  have  a  fall  of  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  inch  per  foot,  and  shall  be  extended  from  a  point  five 
feet  outside  the  inside  face  of  the  wall  unobstructed,  unless 
special  permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  use  of  a  running  trap  at  the  entrance  to  building;  to  and 
through  the  roof,  undiminished  in  size,  and  to  a  height  of  not 
less  than  two  feet  above  the  roof  and  not  less  than  one  foot 
above  the  top  of  any  window  or  opening  within  fifteen  feet, 
and  not  less  than  eight  feet  above  the  roof  if  the  roof  is  used 
for  a  garden  or  similar  purpose.  The  drain  pipe  shall  be  sup- 
plied with  a  Y  branch  fitted  with  a  brass  cover  cleanout  or 
with  an  iron  stopper  if  required,  on  the  direct  run,  at  or  near 
the  point  where  the  drain  leaves  the  building.  Changes  in 
direction  shall  be  made  with  long  angle  and  long  sweep  bends, 
and  all  connections  with  horizontal  or  vertical  pipes  shall  be 
made  with  Y  branches.  Soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  have  the 
proper  TY  or  Y  branches  for  all  fixture  connections.  Saddle 
hubs  or  double  hubs  shall  not  be  used.  All  drain  pipes  shall  be 
exposed  to  sight  within  the  building,  if  such  exposure  is  prac- 
ticable, and  shall  not  be  subjected  to  pressure  where  they 
pass  through  the  wall.  All  joints  in  hub  and  spigot  cast  iron 
pipe  shall  be  made  with  oakum  and  molten  lead,  run  full  and 
caulked  gas  and  water  tight,  and  no  cement  joints  nor  connec- 
tions between  iron  and  cement  or  tile  pipe  or  brick  drains 
shall  be  made  within  any  building. 

Soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  not  have  less  than 
the  following  diameters: —

Steam  Exhausts 


No  steam  or  vapor  or  water  of  a  temperature  over  one 
hundred  and  thirty  degrees  Fahrenheit  shall  be  discharged 
from  any  premises  into  a  sewer,  drain  or  catch  basin,  nor  shall 
any  matter  or  thing  be  discharged  into  any  sewer  which  may 
tend  to  cause  obstruction  of  the  sewer,  or  a  nuisance  or  deposit 
therein  or  an  injury  thereto. 

All  pressure  steam  boilers  connected  to  the  drain  shall  be 
connected  with  a  blow-off  tank  of  a  capacity  not  less  than 
thirty  percent  of  the  largest  boiler  connected  with  such  tank. 
The  location  of  and  the  connections  to  said  blow-off  tank  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

No  steam  exhaust  or  steam  drip,  unless  it  be  connected 
with  the  blow-off  tank,  shall  be  connected  with  any  drain 
leading  to  the  sewer.  Every  blow-off  tank  shall  be  supplied 
with  a  vapor  pipe  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter  which 
shall  be  carried  above  the  roof  and  above  the  highest  windows 
of  the  building. 

The  Board  of  Health  may  require  such  additional  means 
of  cooling  the  blow-off  tanks  by  the  injection  of  cold  water  or 
otherwise  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  temperature  of 
the  water  passing  from  the  blow-off  tank  so  that  it  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  thirty  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  dis- 
charge from  blow-off  tanks  shall  be  carried  ten  feet  outside 
the  building  before  entering  house  sewer. 


Section  4.  The  waste  pipe  of  every  independent  fixture 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  separate  trap,  which  shall  be  placed 
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as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixture  which  it  serves.  A  combi- 
nation sink  and  tray  may  be  connected  with  the  house  drain 
through  one  drum  trap  or  through  a  two-inch  %  S  brass  trap, 
when  outlets  are  not  over  three  feet  six  inches  apart;  but  the 
outlet  of  each  fixture  shall  enter  the  trap  separately.  Lead 
bends  for  water  closets  or  slop  sinks  shall  not  be  used  to 
connect  waste  from  other  fixtures.  The  connections  between 
drainage  pipes  and  earthenware  traps  shall  be  made  by  means 
of  brass  or  iron  flanges  caulked,  soldered  or  screwed  to  the 
drainage  pipes  and  bolted  to  the  earthenware  and  the  joint 
made  of  grafting  wax,  red  or  white  putty,  except  in  the  case 
of  water  sealed  flanges  where  an  approved  gasket  may  be 
used.  All  traps  shall  be  of  open  form,  and  traps  depending 
upon  concealed  partitions  to  retain  their  seal  will  not  be 
approved,  except  for  earthenware  fixtures,  where  the  trap  seal 
is  plainly  visible.  Trap  screws  for  cleaning  purposes  shall  be 
placed  in  all  metal  traps,  and  where  such  traps  are  placed  in 
connection  with  fixtures,  they  shall  be  so  installed  that  the 
water  seal  will  protect  the  trap  screw  from  sewer  air.  Traps 
shall  be  of  lead,  copper,  cast  iron  or  brass,  except  that  drum 
traps  shall  be  of  lead,  brass  or  copper. 

SPECIAL  TRAPS 

Section  5.    Special  Wastes  and  Traps. 

Drainage  from  stables,  garages,  laboratories,  special  fix- 
tures and  kitchens  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  plans 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

When  liquid  wastes  from  barns,  stables,  manure  pits  and 
the  stable  yards  are  permitted  to  enter  the  sewer  system,  they 
shall  be  intercepted  by  a  properly  trapped  catch  basin  of 
suitable  size  and  design. 

All  discharge  lines  from  garages,  service  pits,  washstands, 
and  other  structures  where  gasoline,  naptha  or  other  inflam- 
mable oils  or  compounds  are  used  shall  be  provided  with  a 
catch  basin,  properly  trapped,  or  gasoline  and  oil  interceptor 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  so  designed  as  to  safeguard 
against  the  entrance  of  sand,  oil,  gasoline,  or  other  inflam- 
mable compound  into  the  sewers.  The  device  shall  be  venti- 
lated with  a  separate  pipe  to  a  point  three  feet  above  the  roof. 
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These  catch  basins  and  interceptors  shall  have  the  accumu- 
lated oil,  gasoline  or  other  inflammable  liquids,  sand,  silt  or 
other  solids,  removed  at  regular  intervals. 

Grease  interceptors  or  grease  traps  of  a  type  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Health  shall  be  installed  on  the  waste  pipes 
from  all  pot  or  dishwashing  sinks  or  machines  in  every 
kitchen,  pantry  or  serving  room,  except  in  private  dwellings 
and  in  cases  where  said  sinks  or  machines  are  connected 
directly  to  an  outside  grease  trap  by  means  of  independent 
waste  pipes.  The  trap  shall  be  placed  as  near  as  practicable 
to  the  fixture  which  it  serves,  shall  be  of  sufficient  size,  easily 
accessible  to  open  and  clean.  Every  building  from  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  grease  may  be  discharged 
in  such  quantity  as  to  clog  or  injure  the  sewer  shall  have  a 
grease  trap  located  outside  the  building  at  a  point  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Waste  and  vent  pipes,  traps  and  fittings,  serving  fixtures 
receiving  corrosive  liquids  shall  be  approved  acid-resisting 
materials  made  for  the  purpose.  The  arrangement  of  piping 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Examiners.  So-called 
acid-resisting  hub  and  spigot  cast-metal  pipe,  having  the 
same  dimensions  as  extra  heavy  cast  iron  hub  and  spigot  pipe 
shall  be  used  for  such  purposes.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  of  like 
material  to  a  point  not  less  than  5  feet  above  the  highest  fix- 
ture and  galvanized  iron  pipe  shall  not  be  used  in  any  part  of 
the  vent  system  for  said  fixtures. 

Cleanouts 

Section  6.  Cleanouts,  known  as  Boston  Regulation  Pat- 
tern, shall  be  placed  at  changes  in  direction  and  at  foot  of 
vertical  stack,  or  other  points  necessary  to  make  all  portions 
of  horizontal  drainage  system  accessible  for  cleaning  purposes. 

Back  Air  Pipes,  Vents,  Etc. 

Section  7.  All  branches  of  soil  or  waste  pipe,  if  more 
than  twenty  feet  in  developed  length,  shall  be  extended 
through  the  roof  undiminished  in  size  or  re-vented  into  the 
main  vent  system.  All  connections  on  lead  waste  and  back 
air  pipes  and  of  lead  pipes  to  brass  ferrules  and  soldering 
nipples  shall  be  full-size  wiped  soldered  joints.  Traps  shall 
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be  protected  from  siphonage  or  air  pressure  by  iron,  lead, 
brass  or  copper  air  pipes  of  a  size  not  less  than  the  waste  pipes 
they  serve.  Continuous  system  shall  be  used  and  back  air  pipes 
shall  not  be  connected  to  the  trap  or  branched  into  the  waste 
pipe  except  where  a  continuous  vent  is  not  practicable.  Back 
air  pipes  shall  enter  the  waste  pipe  within  twenty-four  inches 
measured  horizontally  of  the  trap  and  shall  be  a  continuation 
of  the  waste  pipe.  Air  pipes  for  water  closet  traps  shall  be  of 
two  inches  internal  diameter  if  for  not  more  than  three  fix- 
tures and  less  than  thirty-five  feet  in  length;  if  for  not  more 
than  three  fixtures  or  more  than  thirty-five  feet  in  length, 
they  shall  be  of  three-inch  internal  diameter.  Air  pipes  shall 
run  as  direct  as  practicable,  and  if  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
diameter  shall  not  exceed  thirty  feet  in  length.  Two  or  more 
air  pipes  may  be  connected  together  or  with  a  vent  pipe,  but, 
in  every  such  case  the  connection  shall  be  above  the  top  of 
the  fixture. 

The  traps  for  the  upper  fixtures  on  a  line  of  soil  or  waste 
pipe  if  within  five  feet  horizontal  developed  length  of  the 
stack  and  the  outlets  of  which  connect  independently  to  the 
stack,  shall  not  require  a  special  air  pipe  unless  the  outlets 
are  branched  into  the  stack  more  than  eighteen  inches  below 
the  floor  line,  or  if  the  waste  pipes  from  said  traps  are  less 
than  three  inches  in  diameter  and  have  more  than  %-inch 
per  foot  pitch.  Diameters  of  vent  pipes  shall  be  not  less  than 
two  inches  for  main  vents  through  less  than  seven  stories, 
three  inches  for  water  closets  on  more  than  three  floors,  and 
for  other  fixtures  in  more  than  seven  stories.  All  vent  and 
air  pipes  shall  be  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter  before  pass- 
ing through  the  roof.  Vent  lines  shall  be  connected  at  the 
bottom  with  a  soil  or  waste  pipe  or  with  a  drain,  in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  accumulation  of  rust  scale  and  properly 
to  drip  the  water  of  condensation.  Offsets  shall  be  made  at  an 
angle  of  not  less  than  forty-five  degrees.  Drain  soil,  waste 
and  vent  pipes  shall  be  supported  at  least  every  eight  feet  on 
horizontal  runs,  and  at  least  once  to  every  story  on  vertical 
lines.  In  buildings  where  a  series  of  bath-rooms  or  kitchens 
are  located  directly  over  each  other  and  have  a  common  soil 
or  waste  pipe  the  back  air  pipe  required  shall  be  a  vent  line 
connecting  with  each  outlet  branch  close  to  the  water  closet 
connection  or  outlet  from  the  sink  trap,  each  branch  vent  to 
connect  to  vent  line  above  the  top  of  the  highest  fixture  on 
each  floor,  the  vent  line  to  connect  to  main  vent  line  above 
the  top  of  the  highest  fixture  in  the  building.  In  the  case  of 
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batteries  of  water  closets,  the  special  air  pipe  from  each  trap 
may  be  omitted,  provided  that  the  soil  or  waste  pipe,  undi- 
minished in  size  for  batteries  up  to  and  including  four  such 
water  closets  is  continued  to  a  point  above  the  roof  or  re- 
vented  into  the  main  soil  pipe  system  above  the  top  of  the 
uppermost  fixture.  Stall  urinals  and  floor  drains  may  have 
the  same  system  of  battery  ventilation,  providing  the  waste 
pipe  is  one  inch  larger  than  the  traps  of  the  fixtures  they  serve. 
The  waste  pipes  from  urinals  shall  be  the  size  of  the  discharge 
opening  in  urinal  and  in  no  case  shall  it  be  less  than  two  inches 
in  diameter,  unless  wall  hung,  and  in  such  case  an  inch  and 
a  half  trap  may  be  used. 

Plumbing  fixtures  on  the  top  floor  level,  in  relation  to 
the  stack  into  which  they  enter,  may  enter  into  not  less  than 
a  3"  soil  or  waste  stack  without  requiring  any  other  vent  than 
the  continuation  of  the  soil  or  waste  stack  as  a  vent  through 
the  roof  or  revented  into  the  vent  system  above  the  highest 
fixture;  provided  that  all  such  fixtures  shall  enter  said  stack 
independently;  that  the  waste  pipe  from  said  fixtures  shall 
have  a  pitch  of  not  more  than  W  per  foot;  that  the  traps  from 
said  fixtures  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  five  feet  from  the 
soil  or  waste  stack  (developed  length)  and  that  if  a  3"  stack  is 
used  it  shall  connect  into  not  less  than  a  4"  soil  or  waste  pipe, 
and  that  all  fixture  connections  shall  enter  the  stack  above 
any  water  closet  connection  to  said  stack. 

A  3"  soil  or  waste  stack  shall  be  sufficient  for  not  more 
than  two  bath  tubs,  two  water  closets,  two  lavatories  and  two 
sinks  or  sink  and  tray  combinations  provided  that  all  fixtures 
are  vented  except  those  entering  the  soil  stack  or  waste  pipe 
at  the  highest  point  on  said  pipe  and  that  said  stack  shall 
connect  into  not  less  than  a  4"  soil  or  waste  pipe.

Testing  and  Inspection 

Section  8.  Pipes  or  other  fixtures  shall  not  be  covered  or 
concealed  from  view  until  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
except  when  in  the  case  of  an  emergency  or  repair  of  leaks 
this  would  be  impracticable.  All  work,  including  emergency 
and  repair  work,  shall  be  examined  and/or  tested  within  two 
working  days  after  notice  is  received  by  the  Board  of  Health 
that  it  is  ready  for  inspection.  Plumbing  shall  not  be  used 
unless,  when  roughed  in  the  wastes,  vents,  back  air  pipes  and 
traps  are  first  tested,  in  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  by  water  or  sufficient  air  pressure  if  such  test 
is  practicable,  and  a  final  inspection  shall  be  required  when 
plumbing  work  is  completed,  and,  if  satisfactory,  a  certificate 
of  approval  shall  be  issued  therefor  to  the  plumber  who  signed 
the  application. 

Water  Closets,  Etc. 

Section  9.  Every  building  shall  have  such  number  of 
water  closets  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  require.  Every 
building  where  persons  are  employed  shall  have  at  least  one 
water  closet  for  every  fifteen  persons  employed  therein;  and 
in  any  building  where  persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed, 
separate  accommodations  shall  be  furnished  for  both  men  and 
women.  No  trapped  plumbing  fixture  shall  be  located  in  any 
room  or  compartment  which  does  not  contain  a  window  hav- 
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ing  an  area  of  at  least  3  square  feet  placed  in  an  external  wall 
of  the  building  or  which  is  not  provided  with  an  approved 
system  of  ventilation.  Every  enclosure,  the  walls  and  doors  of 
which  extend  from  floor  to  ceiling  and  in  which  is  located  one 
or  more  water  closets  or  urinals  shall  have  similar  ventilation 
requirements.  The  Board  of  Health  may,  by  special  permission, 
grant  authority  for  installing  a  different  system  of  ventilation 
than  that  described  herein.  Water  closets  shall  be  flushed  by 
water  from  tanks  or  by  flushometer  valves  capable  of  deliv- 
ering 5  gallons  of  water  to  the  closets  in  10  seconds  or  in  the 
case  of  urinals,  2  gallons  of  water  in  10  seconds.  Water  from 
water  closet  or  urinal  flush  tanks  shall  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose.  Toilet  rooms  in  public  buildings  with  two  water 
closets  or  more,  with  other  fixtures,  shall  have  a  floor  drain. 

All  plumbing  fixtures  and  the  materials  of  which  they  are 
made  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners  of  Plumbers. 

Drinking  fountains  and  bubblers  shall  not  be  installed  in 
such  manner  or  location  as  to  be  readily  contaminated. 

Section  10.  No  water  closet,  urinal  or  any  other  fixture, 
appliance,  appurtenance  or  device  shall  be  directly  supplied 
from  a  water  distribution  system  through  a  flushometer,  or 
other  valve,  faucet,  bibb  or  device,  unless  such  flushometer 
or  other  valve,  faucet,  bibb  or  device  and  outlet  therefrom  is 
set  at  least  1.5  times  the  diameter  of  the  outlet  plus  .50  inches 
above  the  maximum  water  level  or  the  water  is  supplied  to 
the  outlet  by  way  of  an  approved  siphon  breaker  or  vacuum 
breaker  installed  in  an  approved  manner. 

All  flushometers  and  backflow  preventers  (siphon  break- 
ers or  vacuum  breakers)  shall  be  subject  to  a  laboratory  test 
by  and  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 
Backflow  preventers  shall  be  of  the  moving  part  and  air  vent 
type  which  shall  be  of  such  size  and  proportions  as  to  allow  an 
ample  flow  of  water  to  fixture,  a  complete  functioning  unit 
installed  separately  or  contained  wholly  within  the  flush  valve 
body  between  the  flush  valve  mechanism  and  the  fixture.  The 
preventer  shall  be  of  non-corrodible  material,  shall  not  leak 
under  any  degree  of  back  pressure  and  shall  operate  quietly. 
The  device  shall  prevent  a  reduction  of  pressure  in  the  flush 
pipe  greater  than  one  inch  of  water  when  the  outlet  end  of  the 
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flush  pipe  is  closed  or  submerged  in  water  and  a  vacuum  of  20 
inches  of  mercury  is  applied  on  the  supply  side. 

The  critical  level  shall  in  no  case  be  below  the  outlet  con- 
nection, and  when  the  critical  level  is  above  that  point  it  shall 
be  shown  by  a  horizontal  line  not  less  than  xk  inch  long  and 
clearly  stamped  on  the  body  the  symbols  C-L  or  .  . .  When 
not  indicated  the  critical  level  shall  be  considered  as  being 
at  the  level  of  the  outlet  end  of  the  device.  The  critical  level 
of  backflow  preventers  when  installed  shall  be  located  at 
least  4  inches  above  the  flood  level  of  the  fixture  (maximum 
water  level)  except  where  existing  supplies,  which  do  not  per- 
mit an  elevation  of  4  inches,  must  be  accommodated,  the 
elevation  of  the  critical  level  may  be  placd  not  less  than  2 
inches  above  the  flood  level  of  the  fixture.  Each  backflow  pre- 
venter shall  be  clearly  marked  with  the  manufacturer's  name 
and  sufficient  additional  information  to  identify  it  from  any 
other  model  that  is  made  or  has  been  made  by  him. 


Storm  and  Surface  Water 

Section  11.  All  roofs  and  paved  areas,  yards,  courts  and 
court  yards  shall  be  drained  into  the  storm  water  drainage 
system  but  not  into  the  separate  sewers  intended  for  sewage 
only  except  where  the  storm  sewer  is  above  the  area  way, 
in  which  case  the  area  may  be  connected  with  the  sanitary 
sewer  if  properly  trapped  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health. 

When  drains  used  for  this  purpose  are  connected  with  the 
combined  sewerage  systems  they  shall  be  effectually  trapped. 
One  trap  may  serve  for  all  such  connections  but  traps  must  be 
set  below  the  frost  line  or  inside  of  the  building.  Where  there 
is  no  storm  sewer  accessible  such  connections  shall  be  dis- 
charged in  such  manner  as  not  to  flow  upon  a  public  way  or 
adjoining  land. 

Wherever  a  surface  drain  is  installed  in  a  cellar  or  base- 
ment it  shall  be  provided  with  a  deep  sealed  trap  and  back- 
water valve.  Drain  pipes  from  fixtures  subject  to  backflow 
from  sewer  shall  be  supplied  with  backwater  valves. 
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Indirect,  Refrigeration  and  Special  Wastes 

Section  12.  No  waste  pipe  from  a  refrigerator,  ice-box 
or  cold  room,  any  receptacle  where  food  is  stored,  any  steril- 
izer, autoclave,  sterile  water  tank  or  any  receptacle  used  to 
treat,  process  or  store  surgical  or  hospital  supplies  and  equip- 
ment or  any  receptacle  for  storing  or  dispensing  drinking 
water  except  drinking  fountains  which  are  properly  trapped 
and  vented  shall  connect  directly  with  any  house  drain,  soil 
or  waste  pipe.  Such  waste  pipe  shall  in  all  cases  empty  over 
an  open  sink,  floor  drain  or  other  fixture  that  is  properly 
supplied  with  water,  connected,  trapped  and  vented  the  same 
as  any  other  fixture  and  an  air  gap  of  at  least  twice  the  dia- 
meter of  the  waste  pipe  shall  be  provided  between  the  waste 
pipe  and  the  receiving  receptacle  or  waste  pipe  except  that 
an  open  waste  fitting  or  an  approved  backflow  preventer  will 
be  permitted  in  lines  from  receptacles  not  subjected  to  a 
vacuum  or  directly  connected  to  the  water  supply. 

Mechanical  Discharge  System 

Section  13.  Fixtures  that  discharge  into  tank  and  from 
tank  to  pump  or  ejector  shall  be  protected  from  siphonage 
with  not  less  than  a  four-inch  pipe  up  and  through  the  roof. 
Tank  shall  be  vented  and  vent  pipe  from  tank  may  be  con- 
nected to  vent  stack  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in  height  from 
tank.  No  gravity  fixture  shall  be  vented  into  this  system.  Tank 
vent  shall  be  same  size  as  waste  or  soil  pipe.  No  fixtures  shall 
be  connected  to  the  discharge  pipe  from  an  ejector  or  pump 
between  the  ejector  or  pump  and  the  point  where  it  enters 
the  house  drain  or  sewer.  When  the  drain  is  subject  to  back- 
flow  a  check  valve  shall  be  used. 

Hot  Water  Tanks  and  Safety  Appliances 

Section  14.  No  range  boiler,  tank,  vessel  or  container, 
ferrous  or  non-ferrous,  in  which  water  is  to  be  heated  or 
stored  under  pressure  for  domestic,  culinary  or  sanitary  pur- 
poses, in  this  section  and  in  sections  eighteen  and  nineteen 
referred  to  as  hot  water  tanks,  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
unless  it  is  plainly  marked  by  the  manufacturer,  by  stamping 
into  the  metal  of  the  tank,  or  on  a  metal  plate  permanently 
attached  to  the  tank,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  as  follows: — 
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A.  Manufacturer's  name  or  registered  trade  mark. 

B.  Rated  capacity  of  hot  water  tank  in  United  States 
gallons. 

C.  Hydrostatic  pressure  in  pounds  per  square  inch  at 
which  the  tank  has  been  tested  by  the  manufacturer, 
following  the  words  "Tested  to". 

D.  Maximum  allowable  working  pressure  in  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  the  preliminary 
paragraph  and  paragraphs  A  to  D,  inclusive,  of  this  section, 
the  markings  therein  referred  to  shall  not  be  required,  in  the 
case  of  cast  iron  hot  water  fronts,  so  called,  or  hot  water  tanks 
that  are  insulated  or  enclosed  in  a  jacket  or  casing,  to  be 
stamped  into  the  metal  thereof  or  to  be  stamped  on  a  metal 
plate  permanently  attached  thereto;  provided,  that  any  manu- 
facturer selling  such  hot  water  fronts  within  the  common- 
wealth shall  in  writing  certify  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  and  the  Board  of  State  Examiners  of  Plumbers  that 
every  such  water  front  sold  by  him  complies  with  the  perti- 
nent provisions  of  law;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  manu- 
facturer of  hot  water  tanks  that  are  insulated  or  enclosed  in 
a  jacket  or  casing  which  are  to  be  sold  within  the  common- 
wealth shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  and  the  Board  of  State  Examiners  of  Plumbers  that 
every  such  tankless  water  heater  coil  or  element,  or  hot  water 
tank  manufactured  by  him  complies  with  the  pertinent  pro- 
visions of  law,  and  shall  permanently  attach  to  the  largest 
segment  of  said  jacket  or  casing,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  a 
metal  plate  which  has  stamped  into  the  metal  thereof  the 
requirements  of  paragraphs  A  to  D,  inclusive. 

Section  15.  No  hot  water  tank  shall  be  repaired,  relo- 
cated or  installed  and  connected,  unless  it  meets  the  following 
construction  requirements: — 

A.  The  actual  capacity  of  a  hot  water  tank  shall  be 
within  seven  and  a  half  percent  of  the  capacity 
stamped  on  the  tank. 

B.  A  hot  water  tank  shall  be  so  constructed  by  riveting, 
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welding,  or  otherwise  as  to  withstand  the  stamped 
test  pressure  without  visible  permanent  distortion, 
and  be  so  designed  as  to  have  an  ultimate  strength 
sufficient  to  withstand  a  hydrostatic  pressure  twenty- 
five  per  cent  higher  than  the  stamped  test  pressure. 

C.  Solder  which  melts  at  a  temperature  below  seven  hun- 
dred degrees  Fahrenheit  shall  not  be  used  to  told  the 
tank  together,  but  may  be  used  to  make  it  water  tight, 
cistern  tanks  excepted. 

D.  A  hot  water  tank  in  which  water  is  to  be  heated  or 
stored  under  pressure  greater  than  fifteen  pounds  per 
square  inch  shall  have  a  stamped  test  pressure  of  not 
less  than  two  hundred  pounds  per  square  inch. 

E.  The  maximum  working  pressure  at  which  a  hot  water 
tank  may  be  installed  shall  not  be  greater  than  forty- 
two  and  a  half  per  cent  of  the  test  pressure  marked 
on  the  tank. 

Section  16.  No  hot  water  tank  shall  be  installed  and  con- 
nected unless  it  is  protected  with  safety  devices  as  follows: — 

A.  A  hot  water  tank  in  which  water  is  to  be  heated  or 
stored  under  pressure  greater  than  fifteen  pounds  per 
square  inch  shall  be  equipped  with  a  suitable  pres- 
sure relief  valve  installed  in  a  tapping  in  the  tank  or 
in  the  cold  water  supply  line,  or  the  hot  water  out- 
let line,  with  no  shut-off  valve  between  the  relief 
valve  and  the  tank.  The  pressure  relief  valve  shall  be 
set  by  the  manufacturer  to  operate  at  a  pressure  not 
more  than  twenty  pounds  above  the  maximum  work- 
ing pressure  stamped  on  the  tank  or  jacket  or  casing, 
and  shall  be  so  constructed  that  said  setting  cannot  be 
exceeded  by  normal  means  of  adjustment. 

B.  A  hot  water  tank  to  which  a  heating  device  or  appli- 
ance capable  of  delivering  water  to  the  tank  at  a 
temperature  greater  than  two  hundred  and  twelve 
degrees  Fahrenheit  is  connected  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  suitable  temperature  relief  valve  so  adjusted 
and  installed  as  to  prevent  development  of,  or  accu- 
mulation of,  water  which  is  at  a  temperature  in  excess 
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of  two  hundred  and  twelve  degrees  Fahrenheit.  Said 
temperature  relief  valve  shall  be  installed  in  a  tap- 
ping directly  in  or  on  the  tank,  within  twelve  inches 
of  the  top  of  a  vertical  tank,  or  within  six  inches  of 
the  top  of  a  horizontal  tank,  with  not  fittings  between 
the  valve  and  the  tank  except  that  a  bushing  may  be 
used  to  reduce  the  tapping  to  fit  the  valve,  or  the 
valve  shall  be  installed  in  the  hot  water  outlet  pipe 
as  close  to  the  top  of  the  tank  as  possible.  In  no  case 
shall  the  heat  sensitive  member  of  the  temperature 
relief  valve  be  more  than  five  inches  away  from  the 
top  of  the  tank.  The  discharge  outlet  of  the  temper- 
ature relief  valve  shall  be  connected  by  means  of  a 
non-ferrous  pipe  or  tubing  not  less  than  three-eighths 
inch  inside  diameter,  with  no  shut-off,  to  an  open 
plumbing  fixture,  or  to  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
basement  floor.  A  thermostatically  controlled  hot 
water  tank  may  be  protected  by  an  automatic  fuel 
shut-off  device  in  addition  to  the  thermostat.  Such 
shut-off  device  shall  be  installed  in  the  same  location 
and  perform  the  same  function  as  said  temperature 
relief  valve. 

All  parts  of  temperature  and  pressure  relief  valves 
which  are  in  contact  with  water  shall  be  made  of 
non-ferrous  metals  or  materials  having  suitable  cor- 
rosion resisting  properties.  All  pipe  and  fittings  be- 
tween relief  valves  and  the  hot  water  tank  shall  be 
non-ferrous  metals. 

Relief  valves  shall  be  marked  by  the  manufacturer, 
by  stamping  or  casting  in  the  metal  of  the  valve,  or  on 
a  metal  tag  permanently  attached  to  the  valve,  as 
follows: 

Manufacturer's  name  or  registered  trade  mark. 

2.  The  type  or  style,  or  the  type  and  style,  of  the 
valve. 

3.  The  pressure  setting  of  the  valve  in  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

4.    Temperature  setting  in  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
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5.  Temperature  relieving  capacity  in  B.  T.  U.  per 
hour. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  paragraph  B 
of  this  section,  the  protective  devices  specified  therein 
shall  not  be  required  in  the  case  of  that  portion  of 
tankless  water  heaters  which  contain  water  to  be 
heated  or  stored  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven- 
teen. Said  portion  of  tankless  water  heaters  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  pressure  relief  valve  and  an  auto- 
matic tempering  device,  set  to  deliver  water  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  and  eighty  degrees  Fahrenheit 
and  located  between  said  tankless  water  heater  and 
any  hot  water  supply  pipe  which  it  serves. 

All  pipes  and  fittings  between  the  tankless  water 
heater  and  the  pressure  relief  valve  and  the  temper- 
ing device  shall  be  of  non-ferrous  metals.  All  parts  of 
the  tempering  device  which  are  in  contact  with  the 
water  shall  be  of  non-ferrous  metals  or  other  materi- 
als having  suitable  corrosion-resisting  properties.  Said 
tempering  device  shall  be  marked  by  the  manufac- 
turer by  casting  or  stamping  in  the  metal  of  the 
device,  or  on  a  metal  tag  permanently  attached  to  the 
device,  as  follows: — ■ 

1.  Manufacturer's  name  or  registered  trade  name. 

2.  The  type  or  style,  or  the  type  and  style,  of  the 
device. 

3.  The  temperature  settings,  in  degrees  Fahrenheit, 
plainly  marked. 

Temperature  and  pressure  relief  valves  and  other 
devices  referred  to  in  this  section  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  inspectors  of  plumbing  or  other 
authorities. 

All  pipes  and  fittings  in  the  circulating  system  between 
a  hot  water  tank  and  the  heating  device  or  appliance 
shall  be  non-ferrous,  and  of  ample  size  so  as  to  make 
it  possible  to  heat  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  avail- 
able water  in  the  tank  without  raising  the  temper- 
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ature  of  any  part  of  the  water  above  two  hundred  and 
twelve  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

G.  No  hot  water  tank  shall  be  installed  without  being 
equipped  with  an  approved  device  located  so  as  to 
prevent  any  partial  vacuum  therein.  Every  water  tank 
heater  using  coal,  gas  or  oil  fuel  shall  be  properly 
connected  to  the  nearest  chimney  or  smoke  pipe  by  a 
pipe  of  suitable  size. 

Cross  Connections 

Section  17.  Any  connection  in  piping,  whereby  a  public 
or  private  water  supply  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  pur- 
poses is  connected  with  a  secondary  supply  or  a  supply  of 
questionable  quality  or  whereby  polluted  matter  may  enter  the 
supply  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes,  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  cross  connection. 

No  cross  connection  shall  be  installed.  All  cross  connection 
installations  shown  by  test  or  inspection  to  be  of  such  type 
or  condition  inadequately  to  protect  the  drinking  or  culinary 
water  supply  shall  be  removed. 

Where  the  use  of  a  supplementary  private  or  secondary 
water  supply  is  necessary  it  is  permissible  to  install  an  ap- 
prove swing  joint  connection  from  the  potable  water  supply 
to  the  plumbing  system  or  an  above  rim  inlet  from  the  potable 
water  supply  to  said  system. 

Section  18.  Definitions 

Air  gap  in  a  water  supply  system  is  the  unobstructed  vertical 
distance  through  the  free  atmosphere  between  the  lowest 
opening  from  any  pipe  or  faucet  supplying  water  to  a 
tank  or  plumbing  fixture  and  the  flood  level  rim  of  the 
receptacle. 

Backflow  means  the  flow  of  water  or  other  liquids  into  the 
distributing  pipes  of  a  supply  of  potable  water  from  any 
source.  Back  siphonage  is  one  type  of  backflow.

Backflow  Preventer  (sometimes  called  vacuum  breaker)  is  a 
device  for  installation  of  a  water  supply  pipe  to  prevent 
backflow  of  water  into  the  water  supply  system  from  the 
connections  on  its  outlet  end. 

Branch  is  any  part  of  a  piping  system  other  than  a  main. 

Building  drain  is  that  part  of  the  lowest  horizontal  piping  of  a 
building  drainage  system  which  receives  the  discharge 
from  soil,  waste  or  other  drainage  pipes  inside  the  walls 
of  any  building  and  conveys  it  to  the  building  (house) 
sewer  beginning  five  feet  outside  the  inner  face  of  the 
building  wall. 

Building  (house)  Sewer  is  the  extension  from  the  building 
drain  to  the  street  sewer  or  other  place  of  disposal. 

Critical  levels  of  a  backflow  preventer  is  the  level  to  which  a 
preventer  can  be  immersed  in  water  before  backflow 
begins. 

Dead  End  is  a  branch  leading  from  a  soil,  waste,  vent,  house 
drain  or  house  sewer  which  is  terminated  at  developed 
distance  of  two  feet  or  more  by  means  of  a  cap,  plug  or 
other  fitting. 

Emergency  is  the  installation  or  replacement  of  piping  or  fix- 
tures on  plumbing  system  which  must  be  made  at  such 
times  as  to  prevent  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a 
permit  to  do  the  plumbing  before  starting  said  work. 

Flood  level  in  reference  to  plumbing  fixture  is  the  level  at 
which  water  begins  to  overflow  the  top  or  rim  of  the 
fixture. 

Floor  drain  is  a  drain  for  carrying  off  surface,  overflow  and 
clean  waters  from  a  floor  surface. 

Journeyman  plumber  is  a  person  who  himself  does  any  work 
in  plumbing  and  is  registered  and  licensed  under  the  law. 

Local  vent  pipe  is  a  pipe  through  which  foul  air  is  removed 
from  a  room  or  fixture. 
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Main  of  any  system  of  continuous  piping  is  the  principal  artery 
of  the  system  to  which  branches  may  be  connected. 

Master  plumber  is  a  plumber  having  a  regular  place  of  busi- 
ness and  who  by  himself  or  journeyman  plumbers  in  his 
employ  performs  plumbing  work  and  who  is  registered 
and  licensed  under  law. 

Plumbing  is  the  work  or  business  of  installing,  repairing  or 
altering  in  buildings  the  pipes,  fixtures  and  other  appa- 
ratus for  bringing  in  the  water  supply  and  removing  liquid 
and  water-borne  wastes.  The  term  is  also  used  to  denote 
the  installed  fixtures  and  piping  of  a  building. 

Plumbing  system  of  a  building  includes  the  water  supply  dis- 
tributing pipes;  the  fixtures  and  fixture  traps;  the  soil, 
waste  and  vent  pipes;  the  building  (house)  drain  and 
building  (house)  sewer;  and  the  storm  water-drainage 
pipes;  with  their  devices,  appurtenances  and  connections 
all  within  or  adjacent  to  the  building. 

Plumbing  fixtures  are  receptacles  which  receive  and  discharge 
water,  liquid  or  water-borne  wastes  into  a  drainage  sys- 
tem with  which  they  are  connected. 

Repair  of  leaks  shall  mean  such  repairs  as  are  necessary  to 
protect  property  and  public  health  but  do  not  involve  any 
rearrangements  or  change  in  plumbing  or  of  any  pipes  or 
fixtures. 

Size  and  length  is  the  nominal  size  unless  otherwise  stated  by 
which  pipe  or  tubing  is  commercially  designed.  The  devel- 
oped length  of  a  pipe  is  its  length  along  the  center  line  of 
pipe  and  fittings. 

Soil  pipe  is  any  pipe  which  conveys  the  discharge  of  water 
closets  or  fixtures  having  similar  functions  with  or  with- 
out the  discharges  from  other  fixtures. 

Special  waste  pipe  or  indirect  waste  pipe  is  any  pipe  or  fit- 
ting which  does  not  connect  directly  with  a  house  drain 
or  soil  stack. 

Stack  is  a  general  term  for  the  vertical  main  of  a  system  of 
soil,  waste  or  vent  piping. 
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Trap  is  a  fitting  or  device  designed  and  constructed  as  to  pro- 
vide a  liquid  seal  which  will  prevent  the  back  passage  of 
air  without  materially  affecting  the  flow  of  sewage  or 
waste  water  through  it. 

Trap  seal  is  the  vertical  distance  between  the  crown  weir  and 
the  dip  of  the  trap. 

Vent  system  is  pipe  or  pipes  installed  to  provide  a  flow  of  air 
to  or  from  a  drainage  system  or  to  provide  a  circulation 
of  air  within  such  system,  to  protect  trap  seals  from 
siphonage  and  back  pressure. 

Waste  pipe  is  any  pipe  which  receives  the  discharge  of  any 
fixture,  except  water-closets  or  similar  fixtures  and  con- 
veys the  same  to  the  house  drain,  soil  or  waste  stack. 
When  such  pipe  does  not  connect  directly  with  a  house 
drain  or  soil  stack,  it  is  an  indirect  waste. 

Water  service  pipe  is  the  pipe  from  the  water  main  to  the 
building  served. 

Water  distribution  pipe  is  one  which  conveys  from  the  water 
supply  service  pipe  to  the  plumbing  fixtures  and  other 
outlets. 

Nothing  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  construed  as 
applying  to  the  business  of  steam  fitting,  refrigeration, 
heating  and  ventilating  or  gas  fitting  beyond  the  point 
where  any  connection  is  made  with  the  water  distribution 
system  carrying  water  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes 
or  the  waste  pipes  carrying  wastes  or  sewage  or  the  vent 
system.  Such  connections  shall  be  made  subject  to  the 
approval  and  inspection  of  the  plumbing  inspectors. 

PENALTIES 

Every  person  violating  any  provisions  of  sections  one  to 
seventeen  inclusive  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Norton  for  the  period  from  November 
24,  1957  to  November  30,  1959,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant 
Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Norton  for  the 
period  from  November  24,  1957,  the  date  of  the  previous 
audit,  to  November  30,  1959,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports  and  records  of 
the  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 
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The  town  accountant's  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
the  receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
the  payments  being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them  and  with  the  treasurer's  records  of  payments.  The 
appropriations  and  loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the 
recorded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  the  necessary  adjusting 
entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  November  30,  1959. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  de- 
partments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 
The  cash  balance  on  November  30,  1959  was  proved  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  examination  of  the  savings 
bank  books,  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with 
certified  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town 
funds  are  deposited. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  reconciling 
the  treasurer's  cash,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  check  the 
transactions  in  detail  for  the  entire  period  under  audit,  which 
consumed  a  great  deal  of  time.  Accordingly,  it  is  urged  that 
the  treasurer  prove  the  balances  in  the  bank  and  the  cash  in 
the  office  with  the  cash  book  balance  at  least  weekly,  that 
the  bank  accounts  be  promptly  reconciled  with  the  bank  state- 
ments upon  receipt,  and  that  a  permanent  record  be  kept  of 
such  reconciliations.  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  treasur- 
er compare  his  cash  balance  with  the  town  accountant's 
controlling  account  at  least  monthly. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
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investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all  transactions  were 
verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collector's 
records,  the  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on 
hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledg- 
er, and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  treasurer  institute  foreclosure 
proceedings  on  all  tax  titles  held  over  two  years,  as  required 
by  Section  50,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  the  county  retirement  system  were  examined  and 
proved  with  the  treasurer's  records  and  with  the  controlling 
accounts  in  the  general  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well 
as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  com- 
pared with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  cash 
book  additions  were  proved  and  the  reported  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  re- 
ceipts. The  abatements,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the 
assessor's  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling 
accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  were 
proved,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  trea- 
surer's and  the  accountant's  books,  and  detailed  lists  of  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  drawn  off  and  reconicled  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger  controls. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that 
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the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  substantially  correct. 

Considerable  detailed  checking  was  necessary  in  order 
to  properly  reconcile  the  town  collector's  acounts,  which 
added  materially  to  the  time  consumed  in  making  the  audit. 

It  is  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  effect  a  prompt 
settlement  of  the  delinquent  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  of  prior  years,  as  well  as  of  the  past  due  water 
accounts. 

It  was  noted  that  interest  on  overdue  tax  and  excise 
accounts  had  not  been  collected  in  many  instances  as  required 
by  Section  57,  Chapter  59,  and  Section  2,  Chapter  60A,  General 
Laws. 

The  town  clerk's  accounts  pertaining  to  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued,  as  well  as  to  the  collection  of  miscellaneous 
fees,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance 
on  November  30,  1959  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  file  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  of 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  health, 
school,  library  and  cemetery  departments,  and  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  recorded 
collections  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  receipts. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash 
accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condi- 
tion and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  extended 
by  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  1960 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Thirty- 
Seventh  Annual  Report  for  the  yeas  ending  December  31, 
1960. 

At  the  annual  Town  Elections  Mr.  Joseph  Mello  was 
elected  to  the  board.  Taking  the  place  vacated  by  Mr.  Charles 
Cheetham  who  did  not  seek  re-election. 

Mr.  Cheetham  was  commended  on  his  fine  work  over  the 
years  that  he  served  as  Water  Commissioner. 

Our  services  now  total  1658;  this  is  an  increase  of  31  serv- 
ices over  the  year  1959.  The  demand  for  water  is  continuing 
although  at  a  slower  rate  than  was  observed  following  the 
War. 


1960 
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During  the  year  we  layed  500  ft.  of  6"  main  on  Maple 
St.  and  replaced  the  2"  line  on  Howard  to  a  6"  main.  This 
project  has  been  on  the  list  for  quite  sometime  as  this  line 
was  in  very  poor  condition. 

We  also  started  the  project  on  Taunton  Ave.  but  it  has 
been  held  up  by  red  tape.  We  hope  that  the  legal  aspects  will 
be  cleared  in  the  near  future  so  that  this  project  may  continue. 

Our  hydrant  renewal  project  will  be  completed  this  com- 
ing year,  a  job  that  your  commissioners  are  well  pleased  with, 
as  it  is  giving  good  protection  to  all. 

Our  total  commitment  turned  over  to  the  Town  Collector 
was  $72,888.40  and  of  this  amount  $12,893.79  was  charged  to 
meters.  Tapping  fees  were  $530.00. 

Total  amount  of  water  pumped  for  the  year  1960  was 
167,153,020  gallons,  an  increase  of  29,857,954  gallons  over  1959 
for  an  average  of  455,213  gallons  per  day.  We  suggest  that 
anyone  interested  in  comparing  figures  that  they  look  at 
previous  reports  of  the  Department.  The  figures  are  stag- 
gering. 

During  the  past  year  the  old  water  tank  was  inspected 
by  Engineers  of  Chicago  Bridge  &  Iron  Co.  Here  is  a  sum- 
mary of  that  report  from  the  letter  dated  Oct.  31,  1960  quote 
"The  report  shows  that  the  inside  of  the  riser  cylinder  is 
badly  deteriorated  with  numerous  deep  pits  which  are  almost 
through  the  plate.  The  deep  pits  measure  3/16"  to  7/32"  deep. 
Original  thickness  was  1/4".  The  report  also  shows  that  con- 
siderable repair  work  had  already  been  done  on  the  riser 
cylinder.  With  such  extensive  deterioration  we  do  not  believe 
that  additional  repairs  would  be  economical  or  satisfactory. 
At  present  there  are  no  leaks.  If  cleaned  and  painted,  the 
riser  cylinder  could  be  used  until  leaks  begin  to  develop  due 
to  the  deep  pitting  at  which  time  complete  replacement  of 
the  riser  cylinder  is  recommended.  The  roof  also  is  in  very 
poor  condition. 

We  further  checked  and  inquired  what  the  cost  of  clean- 
ing and  painting  would  be  and  found  that  the  cost  would  be 
around  $4000.00. 
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Much  discussion  was  held  by  your  commissioners  and  we 
feel  that  we  would  be  throwing  away  good  money  by  just 
cleaning  and  painting  and  that  possibly  within  a  year  leaks 
would  develop. 

Again  we  called  on  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  for  an 
estimated  cost  to  replace  the  roof  and  riser  pipe.  In  a  letter 
dated  Januory  3,  1961  they  advised  us  that  the  cost  would  run 
approximately  $18,000.00  plus  $4,000.00  for  painting,  making  a 
total  of  $22,000.00,  which  is  the  amount  asked  for  in  our  1961 
budget. 

We  cannot  be  without  this  tank  as  the  pumping  figures 
show  you,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  the 
demand  is  so  heavy. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  superintendent  and  employees 
for  their  faithful  services  and  cooperation  at  all  times.

NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  Laurence  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  is  fast  reach- 
ing completion  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  first 
of  the  year.  Formal  acceptance  and  dedication  plans  will  be 
announced  later. 

This  modern  18-room  school  with  cafetorium  and  gym- 
nasium will  be  built  and  completely  furnished  for  a  total  cost 
of  less  than  $1,050.  per  pupil.  Information  from  the  Massachu- 
setts Office  of  School  Building  Assistance  shows  this  to  be 
the  lowest  cost  per  pupil  of  all  comparable  Massachusetts 
Schools  built  during  1960.  The  State  average  per  pupil  cost  is 
between  $1,300.  and  $1,500.  and  the  maximum  is  over  $2,000. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  deep  gratitude  to 
Supt.  Mahoney  and  the  many  members  of  the  school  staff  who 
have  been  so  helpful.  The  Chairman  extends  his  personal 
thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  individual 
and  collective  efforts.

TRAFFIC  RULES  AND  ORDERS 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held  in  Norton, 
Massachusetts,  on  May  11,  1960,  the  following  vote  was  duly 
passed: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  acting  by 
virtue  of  the  power  given  it  by  Chapter  40,  Section  22  of  the 
General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  and  by  virtue  of  any  other  power 
it  hereto  enabling,  hereby  adopt  and  makes  the  following 
rules  and  orders  for  the  regulation  of  traffic  upon  the  streets 
and  highways  of  said  town,  the  same  to  be  known  as  Traffic 
Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Town  of  Norton  insofar  as  the  said 
rules  and  orders  or  any  of  them  are  the  same  as  any  valid 
regulations,  rules  and  orders  now  in  force,  they  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  continuation  thereof. 

ARTICLE  1 
Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  and  orders,  the  words  and 
phrases  used  herein  shall  have  the  following  meanings  except 
in  those  instances  where  the  context  clearly  indicates  a  differ- 
ent meaning. 

(a)  "Street  or  Highway".  The  entire  width  between  pro- 
perty lines  of  every  way  open  to  the  use  of  the  public  for  the 
purpose  of  travel. 

(b)  "Roadway".  That  portion  of  a  street  or  highway 
between  the  regularly  established  curb  lines  or  that  part, 
exclusive  of  shoulders,  improved  and  intended  to  be  used  for 
vehicular  traffic. 

(c)  "Lane".  A  longitudinal  division  of  a  roadway  into  a 
strip  of  sufficient  width  to  accommodate  the  passage  of  a 
single  line  of  vehicles. 
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(d)  "Vehicle".  Every  device  in,  upon  or  by  which  any 
person  or  property  is  or  may  be  transported  or  drawn  upon 
any  street  or  highway,  except  devices  moved  by  human  power 
or  used  exclusively  upon  stationary  rails  or  tracks. 

(e)  "Parking."  The  standing  of  a  vehicle,  whether  occu- 
pied or  not,  otherwise  than  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of 
and  while  actually  engaged  in  loading  or  unloading,  or  in 
obedience  to  an  officer  or  traffic  signs  or  signals,  or  while 
making  emergency  repairs  or,  if  disabled,  while  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  to  move  such  vehicle. 

(f)  "Official  Traffic  Signs."  All  signs,  markings  and  de- 
vices, other  than  signs,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  and 
orders,  and  which  conform  to  the  standards  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  placed  or  erected  by  authority  of  a  public 
body  or  official  having  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  guid- 
ing, directing,  warning  or  regulating  traffic. 

(g)  "Officer".  For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  and  orders 
an  officer  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  officer,  any  con- 
stable or  special  officer,  provided  he  has  his  badge  of  office 
displayed  over  his  left  breast  and  upon  his  outer  garment. 

(h)  "Emergency  Vehicles".  Vehicles  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, police  vehicles,  ambulances  and  emergency  vehicles  of 
federal,  state  and  municipal  departments  on  public  service 
corporations  when  the  latter  are  responding  to  an  emergency 
in  relation  to  the  police  or  fire  departments. 

(i)  "Official  Street  Marking."  Any  painted  line,  legend, 
marking  or  marker  of  any  description  painted  or  placed  upon 
any  way  which  purports  to  direct  or  regulate  traffic  and 
which  has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
which  has  the  written  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

ARTICLE  II 

Authority  and  Duties  of  Police 

Section  1.    Police  to  Direct  Traffic. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Officers  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders.  Police  Officers  are  hereby 
authorized  to  direct  all  traffic  either  in  person  or  by  means 
of  visible  or  audible  signal  in  conformance  with  the  provisions 
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of  tnese  rules  and  orders,  provided  that  in  the  event  of  a  fire 
or  other  emergency  to  expedite  traffic  or  safeguard  pedes- 
trians, officers  of  the  Police  or  Fire  Department  may  direct 
traffic,  as  conditions  may  require,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  these  rules  and  orders. 

Section  2.    Police  May  Close  Streets  Temporarily. 

The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  close  temporarily  any  street  or  highway  in  an 
impending  or  existing  emergency,  or  for  any  lawful  assem- 
blage, demonstration  or  profession  provided  there  is  reason- 
able justification  for  the  closing  of  such  street. 

Section  3.    Police  May  Prohibit  Parking  Temporarily. 

The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  prohibit,  temporarily,  parking  on  any  street  or 
highway  or  part  thereof  in  an  impending  or  existing  emer- 
gency, or  for  a  lawful  assemblage,  demonstration  or  proces- 
sion provided  there  is  reasonable  justification  for  such  pro- 
hibition. Vehicles  parked  in  places  were  parking  is  prohibited 
temporarily  may  be  moved  by  or  under  the  direction  of  an 
officer. 

Section  4.  Exemptions. 

The  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders  shall  not  apply 
to  operators  actually  engaged  in  work  upon  a  street  or  high- 
way closed  to  travel  or  under  construction  or  repair,  to 
officers  when  engaged  in  the  performance  of  public  duties 
nor  to  drivers  of  emergency  vehicles  while  operating  in  an 
emergency  and  in  performance  of  public  duties  when  the 
nature  of  the  work  of  any  of  these  necessitates  a  departure 
from  any  part  of  these  rules  and  orders.  These  exemptions 
shall  not,  however,  protect  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  from  the 
consequences  of  a  reckless  disregard  of  the  safety  of  others. 

ARTICLE  III 

Traffic  Signs,  Signals,  Markings  and  Zones 

Section  1.    Interference  with  Signs,  Signals  and  Markings 
Prohibited. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  wilfully  deface, 
injure,  move,  obstruct  or  interfere  with  any  official  traffic 
sign,  signal  or  marking. 
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Section  2. 

No  driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  disobey  the  instructions  of 
any  official  traffic  control  signal,  sign,  marking,  marker  or 
legend,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a  police  officer. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Parking 

Section  1.    General  Prohibitions. 

No  person  shall  park  a  vehicle  in  any  of  the  following 
places  and  vehicles  found  parked  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  may  be  moved  by  or  under  the  direction  of  an 
officer  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  to  a  place  where 
parking  is  permitted. 

(a)  Within  an  intersection. 

(b)  Upon  any  sidewalk. 

(c)  Upon  any  crosswalk. 

(d)  Upon  the  roadway  in  a  rural  or  sparsely  settled 
district. 

(e)  Upon  a  roadway  where  parking  is  permitted  unless 
both  wheels  on  the  right  side  of  the  vehicle  are  within 
twelve  (12)  inches  of  the  curb  or  edge  of  the  road- 
way, except  upon  those  streets  which  are  designated 
as  one-way  streets.  On  such  one-way  streets  vehicles 
shall  be  parked  in  the  direction  in  which  said  traffic 
is  moving  and  with  both  wheels  within  twelve  (12) 
inches  of  the  curb. 

This  shall  not  apply  to  streets  or  parts  of  streets  where 
angle  parking  is  required  py  these  regulations. 

(f)  Upon  any  roadway  where  the  parking  of  a  vehicle 
will  not  leave  a  clear  and  unobstructed  lane  at  least 
ten  (10)  feet  wide  for  passing  traffic. 

(g)  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  five  (5)  feet  of  a 
fire  hydrant. 

(h)  In  front  of  any  private  road  or  driveway. 

(i)  Upon  any  street  or  highway  within  twenty  (20)  feet 
of  an  intersecting  way,  except  alleys.

ARTICLE  V 
One-Way  Streets 

Section  1. 

Upon  the  following  streets  or  parts  of  streets  vehicular 
traffic  shall  move  only  in  the  direction  indicated  below, 
provided  that  Official  Traffic  Signs  are  erected  at  each  exit, 
at  each  one-way  street: 

Howard  Street,  between  East  Main  Street  and  Taunton 
Avenue  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  except  during  the  period 
from  June  15  to  September  15  inclusive  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Operation  of  Vehicles 

Section  1.    Obedience  to  Isolated  Stop  Signs. 

Every  driver  of  a  vehicle,  or  other  conveyance,  approach- 
ing an  intersection  of  ways  where  there  exists  facing  him  an 
official  sign,  bearing  the  word  "Stop"  and  authorized  by  this 
section,  said  sign  having  apart  from  this  regulation,  the  writ- 
ten approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  such  approval  being  in  effect, 
shall  before  preceeding  through  the  intersection,  bring  such 
vehicle,  or  other  conveyance  to  a  complete  stop  at  such  point 
as  may  be  clearly  marked  by  a  sign  or  line,  or  if  a  point  is 
not  so  marked,  then  at  a  place  between  the  said  "Stop"  sign 
and  the  nearer  line  of  the  street  intersection.  In  the  case  of 
a  line  of  two  or  more  vehicles  approaching  such  "Stop"  sign, 
the  drivers  of  the  second  and  third  vehicles  in  line  in  any 
group  shall  not  be  required  to  stop  more  than  once  before 
proceeding  through  the  intersection.  This  section  shall  not 
apply  when  the  traffic  is  otherwise  directed  by  an  officer  or 
by  a  lawful  traffic  regulating  sign,  signal  or  device. 

"In  accordance  with  the  foregoing,  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  an  official  "stop"  sign  or  signs  are  authorized  so 
as  to  face: 

Northbound  drivers  on  South  Washington  Street  at  E.  Main 
Street 

Southbound  drivers  on  North  Washington  Street  at  E. 
Main  Street" 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Responsibility,  Penalties  and  Repeals 

Section  1.    Owner  Prima  Facie  Responsible  for  Violations. 

If  any  vehicle  is  found  upon  any  street  or  highway  in 
violation  of  any  provisions  of  these  rules  and  orders  and  the 
identity  of  the  driver  cannot  be  determined,  the  owner  or  the 
person  in  whose  name  such  vehicle  is  registered,  shall  be  held 
prima  facie  responsible  for  such  violation. 
Section  2.  Penalties. 

Any  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  rule,  regula- 
tion or  order  made  hereunder,  except  as  otherwise  provided, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
($20.00)  for  each  offense. 

These  rules  are  adopted  with  the  intent  that  each  of  them 
shall  have  force  and  effect  separately  and  independently  of 
every  other  except  insofar  as  by  express  reference  as  neces- 
sary implication  any  rule  or  any  part  of  a  rule  is  made 
dependent  upon  another  rule  or  part  thereof. 

The  provisions  of  these  rules  so  far  as  they  are  the  same 
in  effect  as  those  of  any  valid  existing  rules,  orders  or  regu- 
lations heretofore  made  by  the  Selectmen  of  Norton  relative 
to  or  in  connection  with  official  signs,  lights,  markings,  signal 
systems  or  devices  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation 
thereof,  but  all  other  existing  rules,  orders  and  regulations  so 
made  for  the  regulation  of  vehicles  are  hereby  expressly 
repealed.  This  repeal,  however,  shall  not  affect  any  punish- 
ment or  penalty  imposed  or  complaint  or  prosecution  pending 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  hereof  for  an  offense  committed 
under  any  of  the  valid  rules,  orders  or  regulations  hereby 
repealed.

The  above  was  advertised  in  The  Attleboro  Sun  on  Janu- 
ary 6,  1961,  and  became  effective  from  said  date  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Gl. 
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Report  of  The  250th  Anniversary  Planning  Committee 

The  250th  Anniversary  Planning  Committee,  authorized 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  on  March  7,  1960,  held  four  meet- 
ings and  two  executive  committee  meetings,  and  was  ready 
to  submit  a  tentative  program  and  an  estimate  of  its  cost 
within  the  three  months  allotted  to  it. 

The  Committee  recommendation  consisted  of  a  three- 
point  program  which  included  1)  a  Town  financed  Three-Day 
Celebration  of  the  250th  Anniversary,  2)  a  series  of  self-sup- 
porting or  money-making  events  sponsored  by  cooperating 
local  organizations,  and  3)  cooperative  effort  to  work  toward 
the  acquisition  of  a  historical  museum  and/or  site  to  com- 
memorate the  occasion.  The  Committee  suggested  that  per- 
haps sponsoring  organizations  would  be  willing  to  help  make 
the  museum  a  reality  by  contributing  something  from  their 
profits  to  a  Commemorative  Historical  Museum  Fund  to  be 
set  up  separately  and  distinctly  apart  from  the  town  commit- 
tee's funds. 

In  order  to  finance  the  Three-Day  Celebration,  the  Com- 
mittee asked  the  Town  for  a  $5,000.00  appropriation  which 
was  granted  at  the  special  town  meeting  on  November  10, 
1960.  At  that  time  the  250th  Anniversary  Planning  Commit- 
tee was  authorized  to  become  the  250th  Anniversary  Com- 
mittee. 

On  December  6,  1960,  the  first  meeting  of  this  commit- 
tee was  held.  Due  to  the  inability  of  Mr.  Albert  Thibault  to 
serve  as  chairman,  Mrs.  George  Reilly  was  chosen  as  temp- 
orary chairman  until  a  permanent  chairman  would  be  named. 
At  that  time  plans  were  formulated  and  it  was  decided  to 
invite  the  various  community  organizations  in  town  to  send 
representatives  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  The  Board  of  Selectmen: 


The  Fire  Engineers  herewith  submit  their  30th  annual 
report. 

Fire  and  rescue  calls  during  1960  were  169  ambulance 
calls  173. 

The  model  A  Ford  truck  was  reconditioned  by  the  mem- 
bers of  station  4  with  no  labor  cost. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  has  expanded  rapidly.  We  have 
20  fire  alarm  boxes,  and  over  20  miles  of  wire. 

We  have  reached  the  limit  of  our  present  alarm  system. 
Factories  and  other  buildings  continue  to  request  connections 
of  their  alarm  or  sprinkler  systems  to  our  fire  alarm  system. 
This  gives  a  building  24  hour  fire  supervision. 

Expansion  of  our  fire  alarm  system  will  require  new 
equipment  to  fulfill  the  fire  alarm  needs  of  a  growing  town. 

The  ever  increasing  loss  of  life  from  fire  is  frightening. 
Strict  observance  of  the  following  could  save  your  life: 

1.  Plan  a  sure  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  for  all 
members  of  your  home. 

2.  Have  all  heating  equipment  in  best  condition. 

3.  Have  two  means  of  exit. 

4.  Never  smoke  in  bed. 

5.  Teach  children  the  danger  of  matches. 

6.  Install  a  home  fire  alarm  system. 
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Spring  brings  many  grass  and  brush  fires.  We  ask  every- 
one not  to  burn  on  any  dry  windy  days  when  grass  and  brush 
fires  may  destroy  homes  and  cause  loss  of  property  and  even 
lives.  Permits  are  required  for  all  open  air  fires. 

Fire  control  in  a  growing  town  at  economical  costs  is 
the  aim  of  your  Fire  Engineers  and  Fire  Department. 

Norton  Fighters  with  their  experience  in  fire  control 
give  their  best  at  all  times  in  a  dangerous  profession.  We 
thank  them  for  their  loyal  courageous  work. 

The  board  thanks  all  town  officials  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.

In  last  year's  annual  report  attention  was  called  to  the 
increase  in  library  hours  from  11  to  15  a  week  and  the  hope 
was  expressed  that  before  long  the  service  of  the  library  to 
the  community  be  improved  by  increasing  the  hours  further. 
It  was  also  noted  that  the  building  itself  needed  to  be  en- 
larged or  improved  in  such  way  as  to  provide  "more  adequate 
and  more  attractive  space  for  reading  and  study  both  by 
adults  and  by  children."  With  these  problems  we  are  now 
urgently  confronted. 

On  November  3,  1960,  the  Governor  approved  "An  act 
providing  state  aid  for  free  public  libraries"  as  an  amend- 
ment to  Section  19,  Chapter  760  of  the  General  Laws.  This 
act  authorizes  a  grant  by  the  Commonwealth  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  cents  per  capita  to  towns  having  a  popula- 
tion of  two  thousand  or  more  and  empowers  the  board  of 
library  commissioners  to  establish  minimum  standards  for 
receiving  this  grant.  These  standards  have  now  been  estab- 
lished and  we  have  been  notified  that  Norton  may  apply  for 
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a  grant  of  $1,704.50.  No  grant  will  be  made  to  any  town  which 
reduces  its  appropriation  for  the  public  library  below  the 
average  appropriation  for  this  purpose  for  the  four  years 
immediately  preceding  the  application.  An  exception  to  this 
rule  may  be  made  if  the  town  appropriates  more  than  $3  per 
capita  for  the  library.  Norton's  appropriation  last  year  was 
slightly  less  than  $1  per  capita. 

The  Norton  Public  Library  meets  the  Library  Commis- 
sioners' minimum  requirements  concerning  the  proportion  of 
the  total  budget  which  is  spent  on  books  and  magazines  and  in 
most  other  respects;  but  the  number  of  hours  which  our  li- 
brary is  open  each  week  is  far  below  the  minimum  of  25 
hours  required  for  a  community  of  our  size.  We  may  estab- 
lish eligibility  for  the  grant,  however,  by  giving  assurance 
that  we  will  reach  the  standard  within  two  years  after  mak- 
ing the  application. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Norton  Public  Library 
recommends  that  the  Town  apply  for  this  grant,  and  we  pro- 
pose to  use  the  funds  to  the  extent  necessary  to  increase  the 
library  hours  from  15  to  25  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be 
made.  We  should  recognize,  however,  that  with  the  greater 
use  which  will  be  made  of  the  library  when  it  is  open  daily, 
more  space  for  reading  will  be  needed  than  the  one  table 
which  we  now  have.  We  lack  space  for  more  than  one  table 
in  the  building  as  it  exists  today  and  we  will  soon  be  under 
pressure  for  more  shelf  space  for  books.  The  Board  is  not  yet 
prepared  to  recommend  the  precise  way  in  which  expansion 
should  be  accomplished  but  we  are  studying  the  problem  and 
we  strongly  recommend  that  fund  be  built  up  gradually  for 
purposes  of  expansion.  Our  current  budget  request  reflects 
this  recommendation. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  publicly  to  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  Board  and,  I  believe,  of  the  community, 
for  the  intelligent  and  faithful  service  of  both  the  regular  and 
the  occasional  members  of  the  staff,  and  especially  for  friend- 
ly concern  for  the  interests  of  the  patrons  of  the  library.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Highway  Department 

The  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  Arrow  Road  and  South 
Lakeview  Road  increased  the  total  mileage  to  61.56  miles  and 
of  this  mileage  40.16  miles  is  now  tarvia  surfaced  and  21.40 
miles  is  graveled. 

The  reason  for  the  slow  decline  in  graveled  road  mileage 
is  the  fact  that  the  Town  has  accepted  approximately  three 
miles  of  graveled  streets  during  the  past  six  years. 

Under  our  Town-State  Chapter  81  program,  50,160  feet 
of  highway  was  surface  treated  with  a  sealer  coat  of  asphalt 
and  sand. 

Thirty-eight  streets  were  gravel  patched  and  scraped  and 
leveled  numerous  times  during  the  year. 

Brush  and  grass  was  cut  along  all  town  highways 
throughout  the  town  and  catch  basins  cleaned. 

South  Lakeview  and  Arrow  Roads  were  given  a  heavy 
application  of  gravel. 

Young  Avenue  was  excavated,  graveled  and  tarvia  sur- 
faced, a  total  of  1600  feet. 

Under  Chapter  90  maintenance: 

4594  feet  of  Bay  Road  received  an  asphalt  and  crushed 
stone  cover. 

3168  feet  of  East  Main  Street  was  treated  with  asphalt 
and  crushed  stone. 

4805  feet  of  Reservoir  Street  received  a  sealer  coat  of 
asphalt  and  sand. 

Chapter  90  construction  on  Newland  Street  was  continued 
and  1000  feet  was  excavated,  gravel  filled  and  tarvia  surfaced 
on  the  East  Main  Street  end. 
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800  cubic  yards  of  peat  was  removed  from  the  site  of  the 
new  bridge  on  Newland  Street  and  the  excavation  partially 
filled  with  good  gravel. 

Further  construction  will  be  done  on  the  approaches  to 
the  bridge  during  1961  and  the  bridge  can  be  constructed  in 
1962  if  present  plans  are  carried  forward. 

With  Town-State  Chapter  81  plus  Town  Improvement  to 
Roads  Funds,  2600  feet  of  Plain  Street  was  excavated,  gravel- 
filled  and  tarvia  surfaced.  This  section  was  excavated  to  a 
width  of  34  feet  to  include  a  sidewalk. 

700  feet  of  10  inch  side  drain  pipe  with  4  catch  basins,  2 
manholes  and  120  feet  of  10  inch  culvert  was  also  installed 
along  Plain  Street  to  the  new  school. 

110  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe  and  2  catch  basins  were 
installed  on  Sunset  Road. 

210  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe,  2  catch  basins  and  1  man- 
hole on  Pine  Street. 

40  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe  and  1  catch  basin  on  Reser- 
voir Street. 

270  feet  of  10  inch  drain  pipe  and  1  manhole  on  North 
Washington  Street. 

A  survey  layout  of  Plain  Street  from  Pine  Street  to  South 
Washington  Street  has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for  au- 
thorized takings  by  the  town. 

A  new  layout  of  Dean  Street  from  Hodges  Street  for  a 
distance  of  4000  feet  has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for 
acceptance  and  authorized  takings  by  the  town. 

Further  highway  progress  planned  for  1961: 

To  complete  construction  of  Plain  Street  from  the  new 
school  to  South  Washington  Street. 
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Start  construction  of  Dean  Street  from  Hodges  Street 
toward  Rehoboth.  This  will  consist  of  cutting  trees,  exca- 
vating, straightening  and  widening  the  street.  It  will  be  the 
usual  Chapter  90  construction  of  a  heavy  gravel  fill  and  tarvia 
surfaced. 

We  expect  to  finish  the  layout  of  Dean  Street  to  the  Reho- 
both town  line  during  1961. 

Three  stalls  were  built  on  to  the  Highway  Garage  and 
three  large  overhead  doors  installed. 


Police  Department 

In  his  1'960  Police  Department  Report,  Chief  Edward  D. 
Bartley  draws  the  Board's  attention  to  the  increased  police 
business  over  that  of  1959  and  states  that  there  were  160 
arrests  or  an  increase  of  66,  the  number  of  accidents  covered 
by  the  department  went  from  127  to  171,  an  increase  of  44, 
and  general  complaints  showed  an  increase  from  2654  to  3004. 

The  Chief  states  that  with  the  addition  of  the  new  school 
and  the  possibility  that  there  will  be  other  schools  in  the 
future,  indicates  that  the  town's  population  is  on  the  upward 
trend  which  means  more  police  work  and  a  larger  police 
force  and  the  need  of  another  cruiser. 

Quoting  from  the  report:  "We  have  two  situations  in  the 
department  which  should  be  corrected  in  the  very  near  fu- 
ture, number  1  is:  no  police  officer  should  ride  alone  after  10 
p.  m.,  and  another  is  the  station  should  be  covered  by  a  uni- 
formed man  while  other  officers  are  out  of  town  attending 
court  four  or  live  mornings  every  week;  our  banks,  public 
schools  and  private  schools  sometimes  demand  swift,  immedi- 
ate action,  and  getting  an  officer  out  of  bed  and  to  the  scene 
requires  time,  too  much  time — in  police  work  time  is  a  very 
important  factor." 

The  Chief  also  predicts  a  fifty  percent  increase  in  traffic 
in  the  next  five  years  and  states  that  traffic  control  and  street 
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lighting  if  planned  ahead,  coupled  with  an  efficient  modern 
police  department  can  keep  the  accident  rate  and  traffic  prob- 
lems at  a  minimum. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  approved  an  increase  in  the 
Police  Department  budget  for  1961. 

The  Board  has  also  approved  the  trade  in  of  the  1960 
cruiser  for  a  1961  cruiser  and  Penetrator. 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Early  in  1961,  the  Board  appointed  Dr.  Rudolph  Osgood  as 
Agent  for  the  Board  of  Health. 

He  has  assisted  the  board  greatly  by  investigating  com- 
plaints, recommending  action  to  be  taken  to  remedy  the 
causes  and  following  the  cases  through  to  completion.  He  has 
also  been  our  consultant  in  the  formulation  of  Board  of  Health 
regulations. 

Several  hearings  have  been  held  during  the  year  on  mat- 
ters which  affected  neighbors  and  abuttors. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  locations  around  the 
reservoir  from  the  last  of  May  to  September  and  sent  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  laboratory  for  examination.  Reports 
received  from  the  State  Board  throughout  the  summer  assured 
the  Board  of  Health  that  the  water  was  safe  for  bathing 
purposes. 

Mr.  Antonio  Oliveira,  32  Staples  Street,  East  Taunton, 
has  collected  the  garbage  during  the  year.  No  corn  husks, 
papers,  clam  shells,  bottles,  cans  or  any  other  substance  which 
could  not  be  eaten  by  pigs,  should  be  left  in  garbage  pails. 

Thirty-four  cesspool  permits  were  issued  during  1960  and 
inspection  made  of  the  completed  cesspools. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  completed  a  set  of  Traffic  Rules 
and  Orders  during  the  year  and  these  have  been  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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Town  bounds  were  perambulated  during  the  year  as  re- 
quired by  the  General  Laws. 

All  town  departments  have  been  very  cooperative  for  the 
general  welfare  of  the  town  during  the  year  and  we  feel 
certain  that  all  Norton  Citizens  appreciate  this  friendly 
atmosphere. 

We  wish  to  thank  those  citizens  who  have  donated  land 
along  King  Phillip  Road  and  also  those  land  owners  along 
Dean  Street  for  their  generosity. 

And  also  our  yearly  salute  and  thanks  to  the  Norton  Lions 
Club  for  the  Christmas  lighting  decorations  on  the  Common.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1960 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton: 

The  year  1960  has  been  marked  by  much  activity  and 
many  advances  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Norton.  While  you 
will  find  detailed  descriptions  of  some  of  the  school  system's 
activities  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  we 
shall  concern  ourselves  with  an  accounting  of  how  your  School 
Committee  sees  the  town's  responsibilities — present  and  future 
— in  the  tremendous  job  of  educating  our  young  people. 

A  detailed  report  entitled,  PLANNING  STUDIES,  pre- 
pared by  the  Economic  Development  Associates,  Inc.,  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  Norton  Planning  Board  presents  a  very  realistic 
analysis  of  Norton's  future  needs.  It  is  highly  recommended 
that  every  taxpayer  avail  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  read 
this  report,  which  is  on  file  in  the  Norton  Library,  in  its 
entirety.  However,  a  summary  is  included  in  another  section 
of  this  Annual  Town  Report.  In  general,  the  conclusions  of 
this  group  of  professional  planners  point  up  many  facts  that 
have  been  well  known  to  most  of  us  who  have  resided  in 
Norton  over  the  past  several  years.  Namely,  it  recites  the  fact 
that  our  tax  rate  has  soared  to  an  exceptionally  high  figure, 
but  also  points  out  that  assessments  in  Norton  are  low.  In 
spite  of  a  high  tax  rate,  this  document  concedes  that  "expendi- 
tures per  capita  (or  services  rendered)  are  well  below  the 
state  average."  As  the  school  budget  accounts  for  the  major 
portion  of  our  local  tax  bill,  it  is  appropriate  in  this  report 
to  make  some  comment  on  the  basic  tax  structure  of  our  town. 
Your  School  Committee  wishes  it  could  make  the  prediction 
that  school  costs  would  decrease  in  the  foreseeable  future. 
However,  such  a  forecast  would  be  unrealistic,  indeed,  as  every 
national,  state,  and  local  trend  seems  to  point  not  only  to  the 
need  for  increased  services  to  prepare  our  youngsters  to  live 
in  the  1960's,  but  also  reveals  that  the  costs  for  providing 
these  services  to  rapidly  increasing  enrollments,  are  rising. 
Besides  the  prediction  of  increased  operating  expense  of  our 
schools,  we  can  surely  look  forward  to  the  need  for  capital 
outlay  to  house  future  students. 
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You  will  notice  from  a  study  of  the  report  mentioned 
above  that  it  has  recommended  that  Norton  should  look  for- 
ward to  planning  a  4-room  addition  to  the  High  School  to  be 
ready  by  September  1962;  build  a  12-room  Elementary 
School  to  be  ready  by  September  1965;  and  build  a  12-room 
Elementary  School  to  be  ready  by  September  1970.  We  should 
not  like  to  comment,  at  this  time,  on  the  exact  sequence  as 
recommended  by  this  planning  agency,  as  it  is  quite  certain 
that  this  is  something  that  requires  much  thorough  study  by 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Town  Planning  Com- 
mittee and  a  future  School  Building  Committee.  However, 
regardless  of  the  approach  that  is  taken  to  meeting  our  needs, 
this  report  certainly  emphasizes  the  fact  that  our  school  build- 
ing problems  are  not  completely  solved  for  the  foreseeable 
future. 

We  have  endeavored  to  operate  a  good  school  system 
here  in  Norton  with  economy  and  care.  A  table,  given  below, 
showing  the  cost  per  pupil  from  local  taxation  for  1960  of 
surrounding  towns  will  give  you  some  indication  of  the  rela- 
tive position  of  Norton  in  this  matter.

*Easton  has  a  sizeable  private  endowment  which 
tends  to  reduce  its  net  per  pupil  cost. 
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We  have  included  in  this  table  two  towns  at  the  top  of 
the  list  which  spend  a  sizeable  amount  of  money  to  educate 
each  child,  simply  to  show  the  tremendous  spread  that  can 
be  had  in  financial  support  for  education  in  our  state.  The 
fact  that  Norton  is  just  about  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  is 
quite  frankly  nothing  to  be  proud  of. 

However,  we  are  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  Norton 
teachers  are  turning  out  students  that  are  competing  in  the 
academic  and  business  world  most  favorably  with  students 
from  school  systems  where  a  much  greater  financial  effort  is 
put  into  the  education  of  each  student.  The  above  table  also 
illustrates  a  fact  that  each  of  us  who  pays  taxes  in  Norton 
should  recognize,  and  that  is,  that  in  spite  of  a  rising  tax  rate, 
much  of  which  can  be  attributed  to  the  town's  effort  to  edu- 
cate its  young  people,  your  school  staff  is  doing  the  job  of 
running  our  schools  at  a  cost  which  is  tremendously  less  than 
some  communities  and  far  lower  than  most. 

We  are  sure  the  solution  of  Norton's  fiscal  problems  is 
far  beyond  the  realm  of  this  Committee.  However,  along  with 
the  writers  of  THE  PLANNING  STUDY,  may  we  urge  that 
immediate  action  be  taken  toward  broadening  the  tax  base 
of  our  community  and  that  aggressive  efforts  be  initiated  to 
attract  desirable  industry  to  our  town.  Here,  in  this  com- 
munity, which,  with  its  college  and  cultural  influences,  con- 
stitutes "the  educational  center  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts," 
we  have  one  of  the  most  desirable  places  in  which  fro  live 
and  work  that  can  be  found  anywhere.  Every  citizen  of  Norton 
should  appoint  himself  a  committee  of  one  to  work  actively 
to  sell  our  town  to  those  people  who  might  wish  to  come  here 
and  establish  the  kind  of  business  and  industry  that  would 
help  create  the  type  of  tax  base  that  is  so  desperately  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Norton  School  Committee: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  third  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  and  the  sixty-seventh 
in  a  series  of  reports.  The  information  which  follows  will 
include  the  contributions  of  the  High  School  and  Elementary 
Principals  and  the  various  Supervisors  who  work  in  our 
schools. 

SCHOOL  STAFF 

The  past  year  found  fourteen  teachers  leaving  our  com- 
munity with  twenty-one  new  teachers  being  hired.  Of  those 
who  left,  some  went  on  to  positions  in  other  school  systems, 
while  others  left  the  teaching  profession  for  personal  reasons. 
The  creation  of  seven  new  positions  due  to  increased  High 
School  classes  and  larger  enrollments  at  the  Elementary 
School  level  necessitated  increasing  our  total  teaching  staff 
for  September  1960  to  seventy  teachers.  Of  those  people  who 
left  Norton,  we  should  like  to  make  particular  mention  of 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Nahum  P.  Gillespie.  Mr.  Gillespie  was 
our  highly  respected  Supervisor  of  Music  for  fifteen  years. 
His  popularity  with  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents  marked  him 
during  his  entire  stay  in  Norton.  He  will  spend  much  of  his 
retirement  time  in  private  voice  teaching  in  his  new  home  in 
West  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts.  He  has  already  been  back 
to  visit  us  on  many  occasions  and  we  are  certain  his  interests 
in  the  activities  of  the  Norton  schools  will  continue.

I  believe  we  have  been  exceptionally  fortunate  this  year 
in  securing  new  teachers  who  are  highly  qualified  by  person- 
ality and  recommendation  to  work  with  the  young  people  of 
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Norton.  The  Administrators  and  Supervisors,  along  with  the 
Superintendent,  visited  many  college  campuses  and  inter- 
viewed countless  numbers  of  candidates  for  our  teaching 
vacancies  and  we  feel  that  the  following  people  represent 
some  of  the  best  teaching  talent  available  anywhere:  Mrs. 
Edith  M.  Beal,  Homemaking;  E.  Larry  Tedeschi,  Business 
Education;  Miss  Carol  R.  Knox,  English;  Robert  F.  Blasser, 
English;  Walter  F.  Renaud,  English;  Miss  Paula  M.  Braganti, 
English;  Thomas  L.  McDonald,  Jr.,  Science;  Miss  Diana  Y. 
Berberian,  Mathematics;  Miss  Saundra  V.  Trova,  French;  Wil- 
liam E.  Sloane,  Industrial  Arts;  Miss  Eleanor  J.  Harlor,  Grade 
1;  Miss  Jean  Perry,  Grade  2;  Mrs.  Violet  Nowland,  Grade  3; 
Miss  Rebecca  E.  Erwin,  Grade  3;  Mrs.  Genevieve  A.  Lamou- 
reux,  Grade  3;  Miss  Thelma  M.  Teuscher,  Grade  3;  Miss  Phyllis 
F.  Pimental,  Grade  3;  George  W.  Mortimer,  Grade  4;  Philip 
J.  Higgins,  Grade  5;  Miss  Florence  M.  Varley,  Grade  5,  and 
Miss  Judith  A.  Walker,  Director  of  Vocal  Music. 

I  think  it  is  well  known  throughout  the  community  that 
the  educational  level  of  Norton's  teaching  staff  is  very  high. 
The  numbers  of  advanced  degrees  held  by  teachers  in  Norton 
come  from  many  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
country  and  are  increasing  yearly.  At  the  present  time,  our 
teachers  are  attending  several  local  colleges  and  universities 
located  in  and  around  Boston.  Three  of  our  teachers  were 
recognized  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  to  receive 
summer  scholarships  for  advanced  study  during  the  summer 
of  1960.  Mr.  Frank  Mitchell,  formerly  of  our  Elementary 
School  staff,  received  a  grant  to  study  at  the  University  of 
Rhode  Island  as  did  Mr.  Carman  Reade  of  the  High  School 
faculty.  Mr.  Charles  Haller,  Head  of  the  High  School  Science 
Department,  spent  his  summer  studying  under  a  Science 
Foundation  grant  at  Boston  University. 

In  general,  the  numbers  of  well  qualified  young  men  and 
women  who  are  entering  the  teaching  profession  seem  to  be 
increasing.  However,  this  increase  has  not  kept  up  with  the 
need  for  capable  teachers  at  all  levels.  The  competition  for 
securing  these  teachers  and  against  keeping  them  is  still 
extremely  high.  During  the  past  two  years,  our  community 
has  taken  giant  steps  to  make  our  salary  schedule  attractive 
enough  to  secure  and  retain  high  quality  teaching  talent. 
Unfortunately,  it  has  seemed  that  with  every  step  we  have 
taken,  our  neighbors  have  taken  the  same  steps  and  we  are 
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relatively  in  the  same  position  that  we  have  been  for  some 
time.  Even  though  the  cost  of  salary  increases  to  the  com- 
munity has  made  up  a  sizeable  increase  in  our  school  budget, 
it  should  be  noted  that,  at  the  present  time,  the  teacher  salary 
schedule  under  which  your  Norton  teachers  work  is  still 
slightly  below  most  of  our  close  neighbors,  and,  of  course, 
is  far  below  that  of  communities  near  the  Boston  area. 

it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  school  staff  during  the  next  year  by  the  same  numbers 
we  have  found  it  necessary  to  increase  during  the  past  two 
years.  However,  we  can  look  forward  as  our  enrollment 
increases  to  a  continual  recruitment  problem,  and,  as  I  have 
reported  in  the  past,  a  major  factor  in  securing  and  keeping 
good  teachers  is  the  friendly  and  co-operative  attitude  of 
members  of  our  community.  It  is  this  cooperative  attitude, 
I  know,  that  has  helped  us  to  build  and  maintain  the  high 
caliber  of  our  present  teaching  staff.  For  your  assistance,  the 
Administrators  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  express  their 
appreciation  to  every  citizen  of  the  town. 

As  the  size  of  our  operation  here  at  school  continues  to 
grow,  not  only  our  teaching  staff  increases  but  our  non- 
teaching  staff  also  increases.  This  year  we  have  added  to  the 
clerical  staff,  on  a  part-time  basis,  Mrs.  Winifred  Hardigan 
in  the  Superintendent's  office.  To  our  maintenance  staff  we 
have  added  an  additional  custodian,  Mr.  Irvin  Hipson  of 
Sailor's  Lane.  Mr.  Manuel  Robello  resigned  from  our  cus- 
todial staff  in  the  Fall  and  Mr.  Carlton  Davis  of  Barrows 
Street  was  hired  to  carry  out  his  duties. 

During  the  period  while  we  operated  our  Elementary 
Schools  on  a  half-session  basis,  it  has  been  necessary  to  curtail 
our  school  lunch  program,  and  during  this  time,  Mrs.  Mabel 
Roy,  Mrs.  Ruth  Yelle,  Mrs.  Doris  Paille  and  Mrs.  Germaine 
Champagne  resigned  from  our  cafeteria  staff.  All  of  these 
women  have  been  long  and  faithful  workers  here  at  school 
and  we  wish  them  success  in  their  present  occupations.  Added 
to  the  cafeteria  staff  have  been  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hagerty,  Mrs. 
Katherine  Fiske,  Mrs.  Joy  Tripp,  Mrs.  Violet  Eisnor  and  Mr. 
James  McGuinness.  By  the  time  this  report  is  published,  we 
shall  be  back  to  a  normal  schedule  in  all  schools  and  our 
school  lunch  program  will  be  in  full-swing  again  under  the 
direction  of  our  Cafeteria  Manager,  Mrs.  Helen  Post. 
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EDUCATIONAL  TV 

Norton  has  been  privileged  to  be  a  participant  in  the 
Educational  TV  Program  conducted  by  WGBH-TV,  Channel 
2.  The  opportunities  afforded  to  our  children  and  teachers 
through  this  medium  are  limitless.  This  service,  for  which 
we  pay  25c  per  pupil,  provides  teachers  with  advanced  lesson 
plans  to  all  programs  and  follow-up  help  in  the  form  of 
workshops,  etc.  During  our  membership  for  the  past  three 
years,  we  have  used  programs  in  Science,  Social  Studies,  Lit- 
erature, Music  and  Conversational  French  at  the  Elementary 
level.  At  the  High  School  level,  programs  in  English  Liter- 
ature have  been  utilized.  It  is  anticipated  that  programs  at 
the  secondary  school  level  will  continue  to  increase  and  that 
we  can  utilize,  to  a  greater  degree,  offerings  for  our  High 
School  students.  While  no  responsible  educator  will  suggest 
that  the  TV  set  will  replace  the  classroom  teacher,  it  un- 
doubtedly can  make  any  good  classroom  teacher  a  more 
effective  instructor.  One  of  the  big  advantages  to  Educational 
TV,  as  it  is  utilized  in  this  area,  is  that  parents  can  tune  in 
to  the  same  programs  at  home  and,  if  they  wish,  work  along 
with  their  children  from  day  to  day.  Probably  some  of  the 
most  dramatic  TV  teaching  in  Norton  is  taking  place  in  our 
Conversational  French  programs  at  the  4th  and  5th  grade 
levels.  All  of  the  teachers  of  this  subject  have  been  taking 
a  TV  course,  themselves,  in  French  and  have  been  meeting 
monthly  with  a  language  co-ordinator  from  the  "Parlons 
Francais"  project.  We  are  working  to  persuade  the  TV  sta- 
tion to  beam  one  of  its  programs  on  an  evening  when  we 
can  invite  parents  to  come  to  school  and  see  a  demonstration 
lesson.  However,  if  anyone  has  the  time  during  the  day,  I  am 
sure  you  would  be  tremendously  impressed  if  you  could  drop 
into  one  of  the  4th  or  5th  grade  classrooms  and  see  this  pro- 
gram in  use. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

During  the  summer  of  1960,  we  inaugurated  a  new  sum- 
mer program  for  the  teaching  of  Instrumental  Music.  This 
was  an  extension  of  our  regular  school  Instrumental  Music 
program  and  was  conducted  by  Music  Supervisor  Frank  Mon- 
tesanti.  Mr.  Montesanti  has  a  large  number  of  youngsters 
who  took  Instrumental  lessons,  and  held  daily  band  and 
ensemble  rehearsals  for  the  children.  As  an  outgrowth  of 
this  program  and  the  fine  work  started  during  Mr.  Monte- 
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santi's  first  year  with  us,  our  school  band  has  begun  to  shape 
up  into  a  fine  instrumental  unit  of  which  the  town  can  be 
justifiably  proud.  A  group  of  interested  parents,  headed  by 
Mrs.  Charles  Cruff  as  President,  have  organized  themselves 
into  a  Band  Parents'  Club. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Some  of  the  greatest  advances  in  the  High  School  have 
been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  work  that  is  being  done 
with  students  who  are  going  on  to  college.  The  quality  of  the 
work  accomplished  in  this  section  is  of  the  highest  standard. 
We  are  getting  excellent  reports  from  most  of  our  students 
who  are  going  to  college  and  feel  certain  that  the  efforts 
put  forth  with  these  students  are  paying  large  dividends. 
One  of  the  great  needs  that  must  be  met  in  the  near  future 
in  the  High  School  is  in  the  addition  of  at  least  two  more 
years  of  Modern  Foreign  Language  teaching.  At  the  present 
time,  our  students  can  get  three  years  of  French.  College 
demands  are  requiring  that  students  have  a  broader  founda- 
tion than  can  be  given  them  in  three  years  and  we  look  for- 
ward, in  the  near  future,  to  extending  this  program  down 
through  grade  9  and  possibly  grades  7  and  8.  We  hope  that 
the  High  School  program  can  be  articulated  with  the  Ele- 
mentary School  French  that  is  being  offered  via  television. 
The  size  of  our  High  School  classes  is  also  rapidly  bringing 
to  an  end  the  practice  of  offering  Chemistry  and  Physics  in 
alternate  years.  Beginning  with  September  1962,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  offer  both  Chemistry  and  Physics  in  the  same 
year  as  our  class  sizes  will  have  outgrown  the  laboratories. 
This  poses  a  very  serious  problem  in  school  planning  as  it 
means  that  we  shall  definitely  have  to  provide  laboratory 
space  for  both  Chemistry  and  Physics.  Currently  the  school 
has  one  excellent  laboratory.  Similar  space  problems  are 
arising  in  the  Industrial  Arts  shop  and  if  we  are  to  continue 
full  scale  programs  here  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades  and  High 
School  classes,  it  will  be  necessary  to  find  additional  space. 
We  anticipate  that  the  growing  enrollments  at  the  High 
School  level  will  also  make  it  necessary  to  continue  to  take 
classrooms  in  the  front  part  of  our  plant  which  are  now 
housing  the  Elementary  School  children. 

An  important  new  step  taken  this  year  by  our  School 
Committee  was  the  addition  of  Mr.  James  Blount  as  a  part- 
time  Guidance  Counselor.  Mr.  Blount,  who  is  still  carrying

on  his  duties  as  Head  of  the  Social  Studies  Department,  is 
spending  about  four-fifths  of  his  .time  in  the  Guidance 
Department.  This  change  was  necessary,  not  only  from  the 
standpoint  of  good  organization,  but  was  required  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  as  a  qualification  for  the  town 
to  receive  funds  from  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
for  improving  our  Guidance  facilities.  With  the  help  of  these 
funds  we  are  moving  our  Guidance  Department  into  suitable 
quarters  in  Room  209  of  the  High  School.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  is  contributing  nearly  $4000.00  to  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  bring  our  Guidance  facilities  up  to  first 
class  standards. 

For  many  years  in  the  High  School,  we  have  felt  the  need 
for  extending  the  school  day  in  order  that  our  regular  class- 
room periods  might  be  lengthened  from  the  present  forty 
minutes  now  spent  in  each  class.  In  the  past  we  have  been 
restricted  by  the  problem  of  co-ordinating  the  Elementary 
and  High  School  transportation  systems.  Under  study,  at  the 
present  time,  is  a  consideration  to  lengthen  the  High  School 
day  in  order  that  a  better  program  could  be  developed. 

Our  Driver  Education  Course  which  consists  of  classroom 
work  and  behind-the-wheel  training  is  being  given  to  all 
High  School  eleventh  graders  who  request  it.  This  course  is 
taught  by  Mr.  Charles  S.  Randall  and  is  held  after  school  and 
on  Saturdays.  This  instruction,  we  feel,  is  vital  and  one  that 
is  needed  by  our  High  School  students.  The  expense  of  the 
course,  as  well  as  the  increasing  difficulty  of  securing  a 
driver  training  car  from  an  automobile  dealer,  is  a  very  seri- 
ous problem.  It  would  seem  that  we  can  look  forward,  in  the 
near  future,  either  to  abandoning  the  behind-the-wheel 
training  or  requesting  funds  to  purchase  an  automobile  for 
this  type  of  instruction. 

Our  students  continue  to  do  very  well  in  the  S.A.T. 
exams  which  are  given  yearly  to  all  college  bound  juniors 
and  seniors.  By  the  same  token,  our  students  in  the  other 
classes  are  being  tested  annually  according  to  achievement 
and  capacity  and  the  results  are  excellent. 

Our  Norton  High  School  Library  circulated  9014  books 
last  year — an  increase  of  1590  over  last  year's  record.  We  are 
continually  adding  new  books  to  the  Library  with  736  added 
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during  1960.  Some  of  these  books  were  purchased  from 
Government  Surplus  Libraries  and  others  came  directly  out 
of  our  High  School  Library  budget. 

In  the  Social  Studies  Department  during  the  past  year, 
students  carried  on  some  excellent  activities  that  are  worthy 
of  mention.  Our  pupils  exchanged  with  students  from  Brock- 
ton High  School  for  the  Student  Exchange  Program.  The 
Problems  of  Democracy  Class  carried  out  an  impressive 
project,  "Get-out-the-Vote  Campaign"  in  connection  with  the 
November  National  elections.  Mr.  Dominic  DiMattia,  the 
Social  Studies  teacher  in  the  Junior  High  School,  took  a  group 
of  7th  grade  youngsters  to  New  York  City  where  they  toured 
the  United  Nations  and  had  a  memorable  experience  that  will 
have  lasting  influence  for  many  years  to  come.  Of  some  note, 
is  the  excellent  cooperation  that  the  Social  Studies  Depart- 
ment and  the  English  Department  are  displaying  in  their 
attempts  to  coordinate  the  teaching  of  these  two  subjects. 
Term  papers,  thesis  form,  etc.,  are  all  discussed  in  each 
Department  and,  in  some  instances,  youngsters  are  marked 
on  both  English  and  History  work  on  the  same  paper. 

One  of  our  rapidly  growing  Departments  in  the  High 
School  is  the  Business  Education  Department.  Each  year  the 
School  Committee  has  endeavored  to  add  somewhat  to  the 
machine  equipment  for  this  teaching,  and  the  past  year  has 
seen  the  addition  of  a  new  book-keeping  machine  and  an 
automatic  calculator.  An  experimental  program  is  now  being 
conducted  by  Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza,  head  of  the  Business  Edu- 
cation Department,  in  the  teaching  of  Typewriting  to  eighth 
graders.  This  program  is  offered  to  these  students  during  an 
activity  period  and  is  meeting  with  much  success.  We  hope 
to  find  means  for  extending  the  teaching  of  Typing,  particu- 
larly for  college  bound  students,  down  to  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  as  a  regular  subject.  For  these  youngster  who  are 
taking  Typing,  for  personal  use  only,  this  will  relieve  them 
of  taking  the  course  which  we  now  require  at  the  Senior  High 
School  level.  Beginning  in  January  1961,  all  High  School 
college-bound  students  will  be  required  to  take  a  course  in 
Gregg  Note  Taking.  This  is  a  type  of  Shorthand  not  as  com- 
plicated and  not  as  fast  as  the  regular  Business  Shorthand 
that  is  offered  to  Business  Education  students,  but  is  a  system 
which  will  aid  these  youngsters  in  note  taking  in  their  future 
studies.

FOLLOW-UP  OF  CLASS  OF  1960 

Fifty-seven  percent  of  the  45  graduates  of  the  Class  of 
1960  at  Norton  High  School  are  actually  continuing  their 
studies  beyond  high  school.  Of  this  group  twelve  are  attend- 
ing four  year  colleges,  eleven  others  are  taking  one  or  two 
year  courses  and  three  are  attending  evening  schools.  One 
member  of  the  class  is  married,  and  five  have  joined  the 
armed  forces. 

Sixteen  members  of  the  class  are  gainfully  employed  in 
the  secretarial,  clerical  and  bookkeeping  fields.  Only  one  of 
the  group  indicated  dissatisfaction  with  the  type  of  work. 
Twelve  of  this  group  found  immediate  employment. 

Kay  Robbins  is  preparing  for  Journalism  at  Pembroke 
and  Bruce  Roberts  at  the  University  of  Colorado.  David  Gun- 
ner is  majoring  in  Biology  at  Bowdoin  and  Gregory  Jenks 
in  Hotel  Management  at  Cornell.  Malcolm  Hoskell  is  enrolled 
at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy;  Judith  Clark,  in 
the  School  of  Nursing  at  University  of  Rhode  Island.  Shirley 
Andrade  is  preparing  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  and  Doris  Marien  is  training  as  a  practical 
nurse  at  the  Pondville  Hospital  School. 

Eileen  Dyer  is  majoring  in  Elementary  Education  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  and  Richard  Santoro  in  Physical 
Education  at  Springfield  College.  Both  Stephen  Giles  and 
Leonard  Silvia  are  enrolled  at  Northeastern  University  where 
they  are  majoring  in  Business  Administration.  Henry  Porter 
is  enrolled  at  the  Barrington  Schools  Preparatory  School. 

Six  members  of  the  class  are  preparing  for  Secretarial 
posts  in  the  following  schools:  Sandra  Swan  at  Green  Moun- 
tain Jr.  College,  Carol  Handrahan  at  Colby  Jr.  College,  Mari- 
lyn Briggs  at  Katherine  Gibbs,  Jane  Berube  at  Chandler, 
Patricia  Casey  at  Chamberlayne  Jr.  College  and  Elaine  Mac- 
kinlay  at  Cambridge  Secretarial. 

Another  two,  Kenneth  Parsons  and  Michael  Finnemore 
are  training  as  engineering  technicians  at  Wentworth.  John 
Ober  is  preparing  for  his  career  at  the  Cambridge  School  of 
Radio  and  T.V. 
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Troy  Kosinski,  Alan  Stafford,  Kenneth  MacDonald,  David 
Rich  and  Bruce  Hocking  have  entered  the  armed  forces.  Carol 
Fonseca  is  married. 

The  three  who  are  taking  evening  courses  are  Claire 
Pike,  Paula  Rushia  and  Nancy  Metters.  With  one  exception 
the  other  members  of  the  class,  including  the  three  above,  are 
working  in  the  business  field  in  Foxboro,  Attleboro,  Taunton, 
Falmouth  and  Norton. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

During  1960  the  Elementary  School  program  has  been 
considerably  curtailed  due  to  the  half-session  program  that 
has  been  necessary  for  all  children.  As  I  write  this  report  on 
January  3,  1961,  I  note  with  great  relief  that  we  are  return- 
ing to  a  normal  program  in  the  Elementary  grades. 

Principal  Williston  Holbert  and  his  staff  have  carried  on 
exceptionally  well  during  1960  under  the  abbreviated  pro- 
gram. The  Elementary  School  staff  has  taken  advantage  of 
some  of  the  half-session  time  of  teachers  to  work  with  young- 
sters who  have  special  problems  and  to  develop  curriculum 
materials.  We  feel  that  youngsters  have  a  good  fundamental 
program  at  the  Elementary  School  level  even  though  many 
activities  and  enrichment  work  necessarily  had  to  be  omitted. 
The  youngsters  who  will  have  suffered  the  most  from  this 
year  will  be  those  children  who  needed  the  additional  time 
to  re-enforce  understandings  or  to  keep  up  with  other  mem- 
bers of  the  class. 

We  look  forward  during  1961  to  a  rebirth  of  the  fine 
Elementary  School  programs  that  we  have  enjoyed  in  the 
past,  where  every  boy  and  girl  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
learn  to  the  full  extent  of  his  capacity. 

ADULT  EDUCATION 

The  Norton  Adult  Education  Program  had  another  success- 
ful season  during  1960.  Sixteen  different  courses  were  offered 
to  433  people.  This  program,  which  is  carried  out  by  the 
Norton  Adult  Education  Committe,  I  believe,  is  one  of  the 
town's  most  effective  means  for  getting  full  use  of  its  school 
buildings.  We  owe  much  thanks  to  the  officers  of  this  group, 
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Mr.  Joseph  Handrahan,  Chairman;  Mr.  James  E.  Blount, 
Director;  Mrs.  Arline  DeValk,  Secretary;  Mrs.  Eleanor  Rey- 
nolds, Treasurer,  and  Miss  Audrey  Wiley,  Publicity.

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

This  past  year  has  been  marked  by  considerable  activity 
on  Plain  Street  at  the  site  of  our  newest  Elementary  School 
building.  Finally,  a  new  18-room  Elementary  School,  named 
for  our  former  Superintendent,  L.  G.  Nourse,  has  been  com- 
pleted. This  school  will  eventually  house  approximately  540 
youngsters  and  opens  on  January  3,  1961  for  youngsters  in 
grades  1  thru  6.  This  building  contains  18  classrooms,  a  cafe- 
teria-auditorium, a  large  play  room,  a  small  remedial  room, 
teacher's  room,  kitchen,  health  room  and  curriculum  labora- 
tory with  many  related  storage  areas  and  administrative 
offices.  The  total  cost  of  the  building,  equipped,  is  $553,529.24. 
We  are  not  only  proud  of  the  fine  building  that  we  are  pro- 
viding for  our  youngsters,  but  are  likewise  proud  of  the 
economy  with  which  the  building  has  been  constructed.  The 
per-pupil  cost  of  the  building  is  much  lower  than  comparable 
structures  throughout  the  State. 
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The  development  of  a  school  plan  and  its  eventual  realiza- 
tion as  a  school  building  is  a  process  which  involves  countless 
numbers  of  meetings  and  conferences  by  many,  many  people. 
I  feel  that  the  town  of  Norton  should  be  most  grateful  to  the 
Norton  School  Building  Committee  for  all  the  time  and  effort 
that  each  member  has  put  into  this  project.  It  is  only  through 
the  diligence  of  these  people  that  the  town  can  point  with 
pride  to  this  fine  new  building.  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  every- 
one when  I  express  our  appreciation  to  the  following  citizens:

PURCHASES 


It  is  evident  from  the  rising  school  budgets  throughout 
the  country  that  our  school  systems  are  becoming  "big  busi- 
ness." In  Norton  we  follow  strict  accounting  procedures  in  all 
departments  and  subject  our  books  to  both  internal  audit  and 
inspection  by  State  auditors.  All  large  orders  for  supplies  are 
purchased  on  a  competitive  bid  basis  as  are  orders  for  equip- 
ment items  which  are  sizable.  In  addition,  such  materials  or 
goods  as  may  be  furnished  on  a  daily  basis,  such  as  milk, 
bread,  etc.,  are  similarly  put  on  bid.  We  have  kept  in  touch 
with  materials  offered  for  sale  to  schools  from  the  government 
surplus  supplies  which  are  warehoused  at  the  Paul  Dever 
School  in  Taunton.  Although  we  make  monthly  visits  to  this 
warehouse,  State  Department  regulations  allow  us  only  two 
or  three  opportunities  to  purchase  during  the  year.  We  have 
been  fortunate  during  the  past  year  to  be  able  to  secure  many 
small  tools  and  electrical  equipment  for  the  Science  Depart- 
ment and  our  maintenance  staff,  files  and  desks  have  been 
bought,  large  quantities  of  cloth  have  been  acquired  for  the 
Household  Arts  Department,  a  surgical  light  for  the  Health 
room  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  was  purchased  and  many 
other  pieces  of  equipment  for  use  throughout  the  school  sys- 
tem. We  plan  to  continue  using  this  fine  source  of  supply. 
The  prices  of  the  equipment  available  here  are  a  mere 
fraction  of  their  original  cost. 
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NATIONAL  DEFENSE  EDUCATION  ACT 

During  the  2nd  session  of  the  85th  Congress,  our  Federal 
Government  established  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
which,  among  other  things,  was  designed  to  stimulate  the 
teaching  of  Science,  Math,  Foreign  Languages  and  Guidance 
in  our  schools.  By  means  of  this  act,  federal  funds  have  been 
made  available  to  communities  in  Massachusetts,  through  our 
State  Department  of  Education,  to  assist  in  improving  our 
programs  in  the  above  areas. 

In  Norton,  we  have  taken  advantage  of  the  money  avail- 
able to  us  and  have  added  new  tables  in  our  Biology  Depart- 
ment which  were  very  badly  needed,  new  visual  aids  in  the 
High  School  Science  Department,  a  new  calculating  machine 
for  the  teaching  of  higher  Math  and  many  devices  and  materi- 
als for  the  teaching  of  Science  at  the  Elementary  School  level. 
Funds  from  this  act  have  also  been  instrumental  in  providing 
enlarged  quarters  for  our  Guidance  Department  in  the  High 
School.  In  all,  we  have  received  $2,633.93  from  the  Federal 
Government  to  enrich  our  program  here  in  Norton.  These 
funds  must  be  matched  by  the  local  community  and  account 
for  a  new  section  in  our  local  school  budget  presented  else- 
where. 

CONCLUSION 

Those  of  us  on  the  staff  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools  have 
experienced,  during  the  past  year,  the  same  fine  cooperation 
from  townspeople  and  students  that  we  have  enjoyed  for 
many  years.  We  are  directly  indebted  to  all  citizens  of  the 
town  and  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  their  elected 
representatives,  the  members  of  the  Norton  School  Committee, 
for  their  assistance  and  counsel  throughout  1960.

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FOREWORD 


The  basic  principle  behind  planning  is  to  ensure  an  envi- 
ronment in  which  a  community  offers  its  citizens  a  place  to 
live,  work  and  raise  a  family  that  can  be  pointed  to  with  pride. 
The  proper  use  and  development  of  land  is  a  fundamental  first 
step  toward  reaching  this  goal;  for,  the  uses  to  which  a  com- 
munity's land  is  put  to,  determines  to  a  large  extent  its  char- 
acter, its  economic  viability  and  activities,  and  above  all,  the 
level  of  community  facilities  such  as  schools,  fire  and  police 
protection,  utilities  and  recreational  facilities  it  can  afford  to 
offer  its  inhabitants. 

The  planning  studies  undertaken  by  the  Planning  Board 
have  laid  much  of  the  ground  work  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  goal.  These  studies  have  set  the  guide  posts  by  which 
the  citizens  can  now  take  action  to  give  order  and  direction  to 
the  Town's  future  growth  and  development. 

This  summary  report  is  an  abstract  of  the  findings  and 
recommendations  contained  in  the  Planning  Studies  Report 
prepared  by  Economic  Development  Associates,  Inc.  for  the 
Norton  Planning  Board. 

For  more  complete  and  detailed  information  concerning 
the  contents  of  this  report,  copies  of  the  Planning  Studies 
Report  are  available  for  perusal  from  the  Norton  Planning 
Board,  or  copies  which  are  on  file  at  the  Norton  Public  Library 
and  the  Norton  High  School.

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POPULATION 

The  accompanying  chart  illustrates  the  population  growth 
trends  of  Norton,  surrounding  towns  and  Bristol  County.  An 
analysis  of  past  trends  indicates  that  Norton  experienced  its 
largest  growth  between  1945  and  1950,  due  to  a  large  extent 
to  the  in-migration  of  veterans  of  World  War  II  and  their 
families  which  contributed  to  the  protusions  of  the  school  age 
group  in  1950  and  1955.  (See  chart  "Population  of  Age"). 
In-migration  of  approximately  194  persons  per  year,  between 
the  years  1950-1955  compared  to  a  natural  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 58  persons/year  for  the  same  period,  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  in-migration  to  the  population  increase. 

Norton's  present  population  has  been  estimated  to  be 
5,900,  an  increase  of  about  740  persons  since  1955. 

The  accompaying  map,  "Dwelling  Units",  represents  gra- 
phically the  present  distribution  of  the  population.  Each  dot 
represents  one  dwelling  unit  or  approximately  three  persons. 
The  map  reveals  the  scattered  development  throughout  the 
Town  along  principal  routes  leading  to  and  from  the  commu- 
nity and  the  extreme  rural  character  of  Norton,  which  makes 
it  extremely  difficult  to  adequately  provide  community  facili- 
ties for  the  benefit  of  all.  The  overall  density  for  the  Town 
of  Norton  is  about  one  person  to  3.2  acres.  The  areas  with  the 
highest  density  are  located  adjacent  to  the  Norton  Reservoir, 
Chartley  and  Barrowsville. 

In  considering  past  population  trends,  the  proposed  zon- 
ing ordinance,  future  economic  and  industrial  opportunities, 
and  other  related  factors  such  as  regional  relationships  to 
other  cities  and  towns,  and  Norton's  competitive  position, 
Norton  can  expect  to  grow  to  a  total  population  of  about  7,500 
by  the  year  1980.  This  is  believed  to  be  sound  and  reasonable 
and  one  of  realization. 

ECONOMIC  BASE  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Historically  the  Town  of  Norton  grew  up  independently 
of  the  surrounding  area  and  developed  its  own  characteristics 
in  response  to  its  location  and  human  demands.  The  chief 
source  of  economic  activity  for  most  of  Norton's  early  settlers 
was  agriculture  and  the  production  of  iron  and  related  indus- 
tries.   Later,  the  effect  of  regional  specialization  in  jewelry 
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and  textiles  had  a  significant  impact  on  Norton's  development. 
As  early  as  1871  jewelry  manufacturing  was  established  by 
W.  A.  Sturdy  which  operated  up  until  a  few  years  ago,  and 
textiles  was  introduced  in  1870  by  the  Talbot  Mills  which  also 
closed  its  doors  a  few  years  ago.  New  firms,  although  small, 
have  begun  to  operate  in  Norton,  some  in  the  electronics  in- 
dustry or  related  to  it,  giving  Norton  a  well  diversified  base 
in  manufacturing  activity. 

Due  to  the  loss  of  the  Talbot  Mills  and  the  W.  A.  Sturdy 
Jewelry  Company,  and  other  economic  factors,  there  has  been 
a  steady  decline  in  manufacturing  and  total  employment  from 
1950  to  1958  (see  chart  "Employees  Engaged  in  Manufacturing, 
Trade,  Construction  and  Services").  However  a  field  survey 
of  existing  industries  in  March  of  1960  shows  a  reversal  of 
this  trend  (see  table,  "Manufacturing  Firms  in  Norton  by 
Standard  Industrial  Classification").  This  is  due  primarily 
to  the  occupancy  of  the  Talbot  Mills  by  Draper  Brothers,  the 
formation  of  the  Swanson  Corp.  and  the  other  newly  formed 
firms  which  have  been  steadily  expanding.  The  total  employ- 
ment was  estimated  to  be  about  770  employees  engaged  in 
manufacturing  activities. 

Accompanying  the  decline  in  manufacturing  activity  for 
the  years  1950  to  1957  is  the  decline  of  value  added  by  manu- 
facturing and  the  value  of  products  produced  in  Norton  (see 
table,  "Value  added  by  Manufacturing  1950  -  1957).  Value 
added  by  manufacturing  decreased  by  49%  and  total  value  of 
finished  products  decreased  by  38%.  However  a  reversal  of 
tkis  trend  is  strongly  indicated.  Many  of  the  existing  indus- 
tries, although  small  in  size,  are  part  of  regionally  expanding 
industries  which  are  more  of  the  high  value — low  bulk  pro- 
ducing type.  Usually,  more  labor  is  put  into  the  finished 
product  resulting  in  both  a  high  value  of  the  product  and  a 
higher  value  added  by  manufacture.  It  was  also  found  that 
these  firms  produce  mainly  for  special  orders  and  employ  a 
relatively  small  but  well-paid  skilled  local  labor  force  add- 
ing substantially  to  Norton's  economic  base.  In  this  period  of 
economic  bigness  there  is  a  local  responsibility  to  provide  a 
suitable  climate  for  the  development  of  these  small  local 
industrial  entrepreneurs.  The  future  economic  benefits  to 
Norton  might  be  considerable  if  in  the  future,  these  small 
firms  outgrow  their  present  facilities  and  sites  and  a  relocation 
of  the  plant  within  the  Town  is  made  possible.

The  present  industrial  land  use  within  the  Town  is,  for 
the  most  part,  a  carryover  from  history  and  tradition.  An 
historical  analysis  of  industrial  activity  within  the  bounds  of 
Norton  point  up  a  change  in  the  number  and  types  of  firms, 
but  the  sites  and  amount  of  land  in  industrial  use  remain 
about  the  same.  The  location  of  new  firms  starting  as  "back- 
yard" operations  during  the  past  decade  have  put  new  land 
into  industrial  categories. 

The  following  map  illustrates  the  location  of  the  proposed 
industrial  districts  of  the  proposed  zoning  map  for  Norton. 
The  total  number  of  712  acres  within  the  industrial  zoned 
areas  represent  less  than  4%  of  the  total  land  area  of  Norton. 
Of  the  712  acres,  62  acres  or  8.7%  is  presently  in  use,  of  which 
30  acres  or  less  than  50%  is  utilized  by  industry;  or  to  phrase 
it  another  way,  only  4.2%  of  the  total  industrial  zoned  land  is 
occupied  by  existing  industries.  99  acres  or  13.9%  of  the  total 
vacant  land  is  considered  unusable  leaving  approximately  551 
acres  available  for  industrial  development. 

At  this  time  it  would  appear  advisable  to  select  the  most 
desirable  site  and  encourage  industry  to  locate  there.  Areas 
5  and  6  (see  map)  are  the  most  desirable  for  industries  re- 
quiring rail  access.  Area  1  and  2  may  prove  to  be  more  de- 
sirable in  the  future,  depending  on  the  location  of  Interstate 
495  and  its  access  points.  To  sum  up,  it  appears  that  there  is 
more  than  enough  land  proposed  for  industrial  use  and  it 
would  be  undesirable  to  add  more  land  to  this  category  at 
this  time. 
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A  very  important  and  effective  step  which  would  lead  to 
efficient  and  best  use  of  these  districts  is  the  possibility  of 
permitting  the  industrial  commission  to  act  as  a  clearing  house 
for  available  industrial  sites  and  to  expedite  the  sale  of  land. 
Also  an  active  campaign  should  be  initiated  to  induce  small 
industries  to  locate  in  a  selected  area  where  facilities  could  be 
shared  and  benefits  of  agglomeration  reaped.  A  small  indus- 
tries program  might  be  devised  with  imagination,  be  inexpen- 
sive to  implement,  to  assist  in  reconciling  the  conflict  of  land 
use  for  very  small  industries,  such  as  the  "back-yard"  begin- 
nings of  sound  industrial  firms  which  add  backbone  to  any 
community. 

PRESENT  AND  FUTURE  SCHOOL  NEEDS 

The  rapid  increase  of  the  Town's  population  since  1945 
has  been  the  primary  factor  affecting  the  public  school  en- 
rollment. As  was  indicated  in  the  population  study,  this 
increase  has  been  the  result  of  in-migrants  (of  school  age), 
natural  increase,  new  dwelling  units  and,  to  some  extent,  the 
conversion  of  seasonal  residences  on  the  northeast  banks  of 
the  Norton  Reservoir  and  Winnecunnet  Pond. 

The  total  increase  in  school  enrollments  from  1945  to  the 
present  are  as  follows: 

1.  Primary  School  (grades  1  -  6) — 486  pupils,  an  in- 
crease of  145.7%. 

2.  Secondary  School  (grades  7  -  12) — 418  pupils,  an 
increase  of  228.4%. 

Total  Enrollment  increase — 904  pupils,  an  increase  of 

176.6%  since  1945. 

The  following  chart,  "Norton  School  Enrollment  Projec- 
tion in  Relation  to  Total  Population"  clearly  illustrates  this 
great  increase.  Norton  will  continue  to  increase  its  total 
school  enrollment  in  relation  to  its  increasing  population,  but 
at  a  decreasing  rate  of  increase. 

Beginning  in  the  school  year  of  1964  -  1965  there  will 
be  about  1,733  pupils  enrolled  in  Norton  schools;  930 
in  primary  and  about  803  in  secondary  grades. 
By  the  1969  -  1970  school  year  about  1961  students 
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will  be  enrolled;  1,050  in  primary  and  911  in  secon- 
dary grades. 

By  the  1969-1970  school  year  about  1961  students  will 
be  enrolled;  1,050  in  primary  and  911  in  secondary 
grades. 

By  1974  primary  enrollments  can  be  expected  to  in- 
crease by  about  115  pupils,  secondary  by  109,  making 
a  total  increase  of  about  224.  By  the  1979  -  1980 
school  year,  the  total  enrollment  should  be  approxi- 
mately 2,450,  of  which  1,320  will  be  in  primary  grades 
and  1,130  in  secondary  grades. 

The  above  projections  represent  about  a  73%  increase  in 
total  enrollment  over  the  1959-  1960  enrollment;  85%  increase 
in  secondary  grades  and  a  61%  increase  in  primary  grades  for 
the  corresponding  20-year  period. 

To  accommodate  the  school  population  Norton  has  at 
present  four  school  buildings  and  one  under  construction. 
Three  of  the  four  are  used  for  public  school  purposes,  the 
other  (the  Barrowsville  School)  is  rented  out  to  a  private 
school.  It  is  clearly  evident  that  the  years  ahead  will  bring 
more  pressure  on  the  Town  to  provide  additional  classroom 
space.  The  completion  of  the  Lawrence  G.  Nourse  School  will 
eliminate  double  sessions  and  satisfy  the  classroom  space  for 
two  to  three  years,  but  the  increasing  trend  in  school  enroll- 
ment should  awaken  the  citizens  of  Norton  to  plan  ahead  in 
providing  the  necessary  school  plant  to  insure  the  best  educa- 
tional opportunities  for  their  children. 

In  relating  the  school  enrollment  projections  to  future 
classroom  needs  two  plans  are  presented  for  meeting  the  fu- 
ture school  needs  of  the  Town.  Plan  I  suggests  a  low  class- 
room density  necessitating  a  proportional  high  outlay  of 
expenditures  for  new  school  facilities  to  achieve  a  desirable 
flexibility  of  classroom  space.  Plan  II  suggests  in  comparison, 
a  higher  classroom  density  with  a  corresponding  low  outlay  of 
expenditures  with  little  or  no  flexibility  of  classroom  space  to 
absorb  unanticipated  increases  in  school  enrollments.  Which- 
ever plan  the  Town  chooses  to  adopt  as  a  matter  of  policy,  it 
is  strongly  recommended  that  the  Town, 
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1.  Plan  in  advance  to  acquire  land  for  future  school 
sites  (see  School  and  Recreation  Map); 

2.  Locate  new  school  sites  in  conjunction  with  rec- 
reational areas,  and  design  and  develop  schools 
and  recreation  simultaneously  (see  School  and 
Recreation  Map); 

3.  Plan  for  a  minimum  of  three  new  elementary 
schools  before  1980; 

4.  Plan  for  the  complete  use  of  the  Norton  Elemen- 
tary School  building  for  secondary  grades,  and 
add  classrooms  to  the  existing  High  School  build- 
ing. 

Although  it  is  strongly  recommended  that  Plan  I  be  adopt- 
ed to  provide  and  insure  a  better  school  program  for  Norton 
children,  the  land  acquisition  and  construction  schedule  of 
Plan  II  is  used  in  the  development  of  the  Capital  Budget  in 
view  of  the  Town's  present  financial  condition  (see  Capital 
Budget). 

RECREATION 

Urban  areas  are  today  faced  with  a  grave  shortage  of 
recreation  and  open  space.  This  is  due  primarily  to  the  com- 
plete lack  of  forethought  and  planning  by  previous  genera- 
tions. It  is  a  costly  process  both  socially  and  economically  to 
acquire  land  to  provide  these  facilities  in  the  established  built 
up  area.  This  is  not  the  case  for  Norton  today,  but  it  could 
very  well  be  the  case  in  the  future  if  Norton  neglects  to  take 
action  immediately. 

Norton  is  traversed  by  many  streams  and  rivers;  has  sev- 
eral ponds;  and  an  abundance  of  wet  lands.  The  recreation 
potential  of  these  rivers,  streams  and  ponds  have  long  been 
neglected  with  inefficient  use  of  these  resources,  particularly 
areas  around  the  Norton  Reservoir  and  Winnecunnet  Pond. 

If  this  condition  is  allowed  to  continue,  Norton  will  lose 

its  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  one  of  its  most  valuable 
assets,  unless  it  desires  to  do  so  at  a  later  date  at  prohibitive 
costs  to  its  citizens  in  both  social  and  economic  terms.  Also, 
immediate  social  and  economic  benefits  that  would  accrue 
to  the  Town  are  foregone,  adding  yet  to  the  total  loss.  By  im- 
plication this  means  that  failure  to  develop  these  areas  for 
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attractive  recreational  uses,  Norton  places  itself  in  a  most  un- 
favorable competitive  position  to  attract  new  industries  and 
better  quality  housing.  Expenditures  for  recreation  and  open 
space  should  be  considered  as  investments  to  ensure  a  pros- 
perous growth  for  the  Town  of  Norton,  and  contribute  to  the 
social  and  economic  well-being  of  its  present  and  future 
citizens. 

The  goals  of  the  plan  are: 

1.  Preserve  the  undeveloped  areas  around  the  ponds  and 
major  streams  with  recreation  and  open  space  poten- 
tial. 

2.  Protect  all  water  courses  from  pollution,  especially 
those  with  recreation  potential. 

3.  Relate  recreational  areas  with  future  school  location. 

4.  Provide  areas  for  widlife  and  hunting  preserves. 

5.  Maintain  Norton's  rural  character. 

6.  Provide  a  setting  for  a  wide  range  of  recreational 
activity  for  young  and  old. 

7.  Provide  Norton  with  a  physical  unifying  element,  de- 
fining certain  residential  areas  while  at  the  same  time 
providing  open  space  amenities  and  playgrounds. 

To  accomplish  these  goals  the  recreation  plan  provides 
the  following  types  of  recreational  areas: 

1.  Organized  recreation  (see  Schools  and  Recreation 
Map). 

2.  Special  purpose  facilities  and  greenways. 

3.  Conservation  and  open  space. 

The  organized  recreational  areas,  except  one,  (Chartley 
Pond)  are  designated  to  be  developed  on  school  sites  to  serve 
the  recreational  needs  of  the  school  population  as  well  as 
various  age  groups  in  the  adjacent  residential  areas  in  pro- 
viding facilities  for  organized  games  such  as  baseball,  foot- 
ball, etc.  and  visual  amenities  in  the  form  of  parks. 

Special  purpose  areas  and  greenways  are  those  areas 
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utilizing  the  Town's  outstanding  natural  attributes  located 
near  and  including  ponds  and  the  major  rivers,  streams  and 
marshes.  These  areas  serve  a  multiple  purpose  including 
hiking,  riding,  swimming,  boating,  fishing,  skating,  etc.  and 
at  the  same  time  preserve  the  waterways  of  Norton,  insuring 
natural  beauty  and  open  space.  Connections  for  the  high 
school  to  Barrowsville  Pond  and  Norton  Reservoir  are  highly 
desirable  as  pedestrian  ways  (pedways),  as  are  the  various 
greenways  which  provide  pedestrian  access  to  the  various 
schools  as  well  as  providing  recreation  potential. 

Information  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fish  and 
Game  indicates  that  the  marshes  adjacent  to  both  the  Canoe 
River  and  Wading  River  are  of  high  value  to  wildlife  and 
waterfowl.  It  is  therefore  important  that  they  are  maintained 
in  their  natural  state.  These  marshes  also  serve  as  a  water 
storage  area  at  flood  time  and  contribute  to  flood  control.  It 
is  recommended  that  these  marshes  be  included  as  a  part  of 
the  greenway  program. 

Wading  River  and  Canoe  River  are  two  of  the  few  streams 
in  southeastern  Massachusetts  capable  of  providing  trout  fish- 
ing. Both  of  these  streams  are  stocked  by  the  State  and  pro- 
vide an  asset  to  Norton  which  should  not  be  allowed  to  deteri- 
orate, either  through  development  or  stream  pollution.  Co- 
operation with  adjoining  communities  is  therefore  a  necessity 
to  protect  this  resource. 

The  ponds  of  Norton  are  features  included  under  special 
purpose  areas  in  the  recreation  plan  and  should  be  considered 
as  important  elements  to  the  ultimate  development  of  this 
community.  This  attractive  feature  will  undoubtedly  encour- 
age residential  development  in  the  future  as  the  metropoli- 
tan areas  push  outward. 

Norton  Reservoir  (529  acres — average  depth  3-4  feet, 
10  foot  maximum)  is  one  of  the  State's  best  warm  water  fish 
producing  ponds.  This  waterbody  also  has  excellent  potential 
for  boating  activities  if  properly  controlled.  It  is  therefore 
proposed  that  certain  lands  be  acquired  to  protect  this  re- 
source and  provide  public  access. 

Winnecunnet  Pond,  148  acres  with  a  maximum  depth  of 
10  feet,  has  good  potential  warm  water  fishing  possibilities 
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both  for  open  water  and  ice  fishing.  Public  access  for  fishing, 
boating  and  swimming  purposes  is  proposed  at  the  northern 
end  of  the  pond.   This  area  could  also  be  used  for  picnicking. 

The  other  two  ponds,  Chartley  and  Barrowsville  Ponds 
should  be  considered  for  fishing  and  skating  and  other  forms 
of  recreation  within  the  greenway  such  as  hiking,  riding,  etc. 
A  playground  for  organized  recreation  including  playfields 
(baseball,  Softball,  etc.)  and  play  equipment  is  proposed  at 
Chartley  Pond  to  serve  this  population  concentration  since  no 
school  playground  facilities  are  nearby. 

The  conservation  and  open  space  areas  are  those  primarily 
under  private  ownership  at  the  present  time.  The  Wheaton 
College  campus,  golf  course  and  the  girls'  camp  are  in  the 
open  category  and  will  contribute  to  the  visual  amenities  in 
the  future.  The  Great  Woods  which  extends  from  the  north- 
east section  of  Norton  into  Mansfield,  and  the  Hemlock 
Swamp  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Norton  extending  into 
Attleboro  and  Rehoboth  are  proposed  as  conservation  areas 
for  wildlife  and  public  hunting  grounds.  Both  of  these  areas 
have  good  hunting  potential  and  involve  sufficient  acreage 
to  keep  the  hunter  mortality  subdued.  Other  conservation 
areas  are  the  Town  Forests  on  Plain  Street,  water  sheds 
around  the  wellfields  on  Pine  and  Newland  Streets,  and  the 
cranberry  bogs  along  the  Mulberry  Brook  extending  into 
Easton  to  the  northeast,  which  contribute  to  the  visual 
amenities. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  recreational  plan  be  imple- 
mented as  soon  as  the  Town's  resources  permit,  to  insure 
Norton  with  adequate  open  space  and  recreational  areas  for 
future  use. 

In  accordance  with  the  more  immediate  needs  the  follow- 
ing steps  should  be  taken: 

1.  Acquire  designated  future  school  sites  as  soon  as 
possible  and  make  plans  to  develop  these  as  recrea- 
tional areas  in  conjunction  with  the  school  site. 

2.  During  the  expansion  period  of  the  high  school,  plan 
to  provide  recreational  facilities  to  serve  the  com- 
munity-at-large  both  for  indoor  and  outdoor  activi- 
ties.  Along  with  this,  develop  the  connectors  from  the 
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high  school  to  the  pond  areas. 

3.  Form  a  "Citizen  Conservation  Commission"  to  receive 
gifts  and  purchase  open  space  under  the  State  Ena- 
bling Act  and  in  accordance  with  the  Recreation  and 
Open  Space  Plan. 

4.  Carry  out  an  educational  program  emphasizing  the 
need  to  provide  recreation  and  conservation  areas  for 
future  use. 

5.    As  easements  or  purchases  along  the  rivers  and 
streams  are  acquired,  construct  foot  and  bridle  paths. 

6.  Investigate  the  possibilities  of  utilizing  the  Great 
Woods  and  Hemlock  Swamp  areas  in  conjunction  with 
State  and/or  regional  agencies  as  wildlife  preserves 
and  public  hunting  grounds. 

7.  Make  plans  to  acquire  title  to  lands  around  the  reser- 
voirs snd  ponds  to  maintain  the  visual  and  aesthetic 
elements  of  the  water  bodies  and  their  surroundings. 
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
